Chicago.  Jan.  8.— J.  H.  Lesher,  who 
is  a  millionaire  woolen  manufacturer 
and  resident  member  of  the  Chicago 
Atheletic  club,  was  made  defendant 
last  evening  in  a  separate  maintenance 
suit,  which,  in  some  respects,  is  a 
parallel  to  the  celebrated  Vanderbilt- 
May  Pepper  case  in  New  York.  The 
Lesher  suit  brings  out  the  fact  that 
Mr.  Lesher  claims  as  his  wife  May 
Bangs,  one  of  the  Bangs  sisters, 
whoe  "spirit  portraits'  Dr.  I.  K.  Funk 
investigated  unavailingly.  The  plaint- 
iff, whom  Mr.  Lesher  acknowledges  as 
having  been  sent  to  Europe  by  him 
and  having  been  given  by  him  an  in- 
terest in  one  of  his  enterprises,  but 
whom  he  declares  he  never  married, 
is  known  as  Mrs.  Belle  .Scramlin.  It 
is  alleged  bv  Mrs.  .Scramlin  that  Mi.y 
Bangs  and  Mr.  Lesher  committed 
bigamy  in  marrying,  and  that  Lesher 
was  inveigled  into  the  marriag<l 
through  the  Instrumentality  of  a 
"spirit    portrait"    of    his    dead    mother.

NEW  YORK  BROKER 
ENDS  HIS  LIFE 


New  York.  Jan.  8.-F.  Augustus 
Heinze.  who  was  arrested  yesterday, 
charged  with  the  over-certification  of 
checks  while  president  of  the  Mercan- 
tile National  bank,  today  entered  a 
pita  of  not  guilty,  when  arraigned  be- 
fore Judge  v'hattield,  in  the  United 
Slates  court.  Through  his  counsel, 
Heinze  reserved  the  right  to  withdraw 
the  plea  of  not  guilty,  and  demur  to 
the  indictment  any  time  before  Jan  20. 
The  bail  bond  of  $50.(R»0.  which  Mr. 
Heinze  furnished  after  his  arrest  yes- 
terday,  was  allowed  to  stand. 

After  an  examination  of  the  indict- 
ments, which  contains  thirty  counts, 
Counsel  PZdward  L.auterbach  made  the 
following  statement: 

"The  indictment  is  based  upon  cer- 
tification of  fifteen  checks,  amounting 
to  something  over  $400,000,  drawn  by 
Otto  Heinze  &  Co.  on  the  14th  day  of 
C>ctober  last.  Before  the  certification 
was  made,  F.  Augustus  Heinze  ob- 
tained the  discount  of  a  note  of  $500,000, 
secured  by  abundant  stock  exchange 
collateraJ.  worth,  at  the  market  rates 
t>f  that  day,  more  than  $800,000,  and 
drew  his  check  for  $500,000  to  the  credit 
of  <»tto  Heinze  &  Co.,  the  amount  of 
which  should  have  been  j>assed  to  their 
credit,   as   I   think   it   was.     There   cer- 


Charles  W.Whitney  Shoots 

Himself  at  his 

Home. 

New  York.  Jan.  8.— Charles  W.  Whit- 
ney, a  member  of  the  stock  exchange 
firm  of  H.  N.  Whitney  &  Sons,  com- 
mitted suicide  today  at  his  home  in 
West  Seventy-second  street  by  shooting. 
The  cause  for  his  act  has  not  yet  been 
learned.     Mr.   Whitney    was  38   years  old. 

The  firm  of  H.  N.  Whitney  &  Sons  is 
well  known  on  the  New  York  stock  ex- 
change. It  is  composed  of  H.  N.  Whit- 
ney H  F.  Whitney.  A  F.  Whitney  and 
Henry  L.  Maxwell.  Charles  \V.  Whitney 
was  also  a  member  of  the  firm.  With 
the  exception  of  A.  E.  Whitney  and  Mr. 
Maxwell,  all  the  members  of  the  firm 
hold  memberships  in  the  exchange.  The 
firm  in  IWl  succeeded  Kissam.  Whitney 
&  Co..  who  were  brokers  for  the  old 
Vandefbilt    interests. 

Mr.  Whitnev  had  been  manager  of  the 
company's  branch  office  in  Madison 
avenue.  He  had  not  been  active  in 
business  in  several  months,  however, 
having  suffered  a  6.un»troke  early  last 
October.

$400,000,  it  has  developed  that  a  federal 
grand  Jury  is. still  ►fftgaged  in  a  search- 
ing investigation  into  other  transactions 
of  a  similiar  nature  in  this  city.  Whjie 
none  of  the  federal  officials  will  make 
any  statements  as  to  the  possible  result 
or'even  the  extent  to  whicli  the  inquiry 
will  go.  United  States  District  Attorney 
Stimson  said  today  that  the  work  of  the 
Jury  has  not  been  complete.  "It  would 
be  '  improper  for  nne  to  reveal  the  evi- 
dence I  have,  lest  I  give  away  my  case, 
said  Mr.  Stimson,  "i>ut  I  can  say  that  the 
investigation   is   not   yet    over."

Brings   Out  Other  As- 
pirants and  Warm 
Fight  is  Likely. 


Minneapolis,  Jan.  8.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— Thomas  Lowry,  the  street  car 
magnate,  has  practically  announced 
himself  as  a  candidate  for  delegate-at- 
large  from  Mlnnnesota  to  the  national 
Republican  convention,  to  be  held  at 
Chicago.  He  says  he  would  be  willing 
to  allow  the  use  of  his  name. 

Mr.  Liowry's  candidacy  brings  to  tha 
front  three  Mill  City  Republicans  who 
aspire  to  this  particular  honor,  and 
the  politicians  in  consequence  are  hug- 
ging themselves  with  Joy  over  thp 
fight  that  is  in  prospect.  The  other 
two  candidates  are  Thomas  Shevlin, 
the  lumberman,  and  James  Peterson. 

Mr.  L.o\\ry  wants  the  state  to  send 
an  uninstructed  delegation,  Mr.  Shev- 
lin  is  a  Taft  man,  and  James  Peterson 
stands  for  La  Follette.  Andrew  Ronn 
is  supposed  to  be  caring  for  the  Shev- 
lin  interests;  C.  E.  Goodrich  is  looked 
upon  as  the  main  spoke  in  the  Lowry 
Candidacy,  and  Peterson  is  playing  his 
own  game.  The  state  senators,  among 
them  Ed  Peterson  and  Calhoun,  are 
understood  to  be  pushing  the  Lowry 
candidacy. 

There  is  nothing  outside  of  custom 
that  entitles  Hennepin  county  to  one 
of  the  delegates-at-large,  and  the  fight 
now  on  here  may  result  in  the  cuslo.ii 
being  abolished  altogether.  It  is  said 
that  those  interested  are  even  trying 
to  extend  the  fight  to  Ramsey  county, 
with  a  view  of  getting  the  scalp  of 
Frank  Kellogg,  who  has  a  clear  track 
as  far  as  the  Fourth  district  is  con- 
cerned. .

Jan.  8.— The  Echo  de  Paris  to- 
day prints  an  interview  emanating,  it 
Bays,  from  an  "authorized  Japanese 
source,"  with  the  object  of  showing 
that  Japan  is  so  absorbed  with  Ih-i 
mainland  of  Asia  that  war  with 
America    is   impossible. 

"The  entire  attention  of  Japan,"  says 
the  interview,  "is  occupied  with  China 
and  Korea,  where  developments  are 
occurring  which  are  giving  Tokio  the 
greatest  concern.  China  has  just  dis- 
missed a  number  of  Japanese  in- 
structors, who  have  been  replaced  witli 
Germans.  The  Manchurian  situation 
te  full  of  complications.  China  de- 
mands the  immediate  integral  appli- 
cation of  the  treaty  of  Portsmouth, 
which  would  deprive  Japan  of  the 
possibility  of  exercising  an  efficacious 
Influence    in    Manchuria. 

Oppo»^;   Ituilroad. 

"Japan  opposes  the  extension  of  ihe 
Pekin  railroad  to  Foukoumen,  by  way 
of  Hsinmintun,  on  the  ground  that  the 
Pekin  agreement  of  1905  stipulated 
that  China  should  not  construct  a 
parallel  line  injurious  to  Japanese  in- 
terests. The  Japanese  occupation  of 
Korea  also  is  meeting  with  much  op- 
position, and  for  this  and  other  rea- 
sons Japan  is  actively  pushing  the 
work  of  increasing  her  armaments. 
The  message  of  the  emperor  of  Japan 
clearly  indicates  that  the  country  is 
looking  to  the  Far  East,  and  not  in 
the    direction    of    America."

Washington,  Jan.  8.— At  the  instance 
of  the  president,  Assistant  Secretary 
Oliver  of  the  war  department  has  no- 
tified the  governors  of  the  various 
states  and  territories,  and  the  commis- 
sioners of  the  District  of  Columbia,  of 
nis  desire  that  they  designate  a  single 
representative  from  the  National  Guard 
of  each  state  and  territory,  to  take  the 
compettive  examination  for  appoint- 
ment as  second  lieutenant  in  the  regu- 
lar army,  under  the  conditions  and  lim- 
itations prescribetl  in  the  ca.se  of  all 
civilian  aopointees  in  the  army.  These 
National  Guard  candidates  will  be  ap- 
puinted  according  to  their  standing  in 
the  examination,  and  to  the  extent  that 
vacancies  may  exist  in  the  army.  This 
action  is  taken  both  with  the  view  of 
encouraging  members  of  the  militia 
and  of  securing  good  material  for  the 
regulars.  The  only  conditions  imposed 
on  the  governors  are  that  the  militia- 
men nominated  by  them  shall  have  had 
at  least  two  years"  service  in  the  Na- 
tional Guard,  and  have  been  recom- 
mended by  their  immediate  command- 
ing officers.

Norfolk,  Va,.  Jan.  8.— A  broken  mes- 
sage received  here  over  the  United 
States  Sea  Coast  telegraph  wires  to- 
day from  Cape  Hatteras,  on  the  North 
Caxollnu  coast,  reports  the  stranding 
and  loss  on  the  treacherous  Diamond 
shoals,  yesterday,  of  an  unknown 
schooner,  out  i>f  wh<'3e  crew  uf  seven 
men.  five  perished  and  two  were  saved. 
The  message,  which  fails  to  give  the 
name  of  the  lost  vessel,  reports  her  to 
have  been  a  schooner  bound  from 
I>.>ngpoint,  Me.,  to  Charleston,  .S.  C. 
laden  with  fi"^h  scrap.  The  captain  ot 
the  vessel  was  among  those  who  were 
lost.  ^, , 

Schooner  Was  Forty-two  Years  OKI. 
The  two  men  who  escaped  are  report- 
ed to  be  foreigners,  who  h€-ard  those 
aboard  say  tliat  the  ves.sel  was  forty- 
two  years  old. 

The  schooner,  according  to  the  dis- 
path,  went  to  pieces  within  thirty 
minutes  after  she  struck  on  the  shoals 
during  the  fierce  gale  which  swept  the 
coast,  regis-tering  a  wind  velocity  off 
Hatteras  of  75  miles  an  hour,  and  de- 
clared to  have  been  the  worst  storm 
in  Eastern  Carolina  since  1879.  The 
storm  today  completely  passed  from 
this  coast,  and  the  weather  is  clear. 

The  launch  from  the  quarantine  ship 
Jamestown,  supposed  to  have  been  lost 
in  Hampton  Roads  during  yesterday's 
storm,  with  the  coxswain  and  engineer 
aboard,  was  picked  up  by  a  passing 
vessel  after  the  launch  had  been  aban- 
doned by  the  steamship  Kelvingrove, 
and  was  towed  to  Old  Point  Comfort, 
where  Coxswain  Silt  and  Engineer 
Boyd  were  safely  landed.

FEW  FOR  ARMY 

Land  Forces  of  Country 

Are  Becoming  Mere 

Skeletons. 

Washingtoa,  Jan.  8.— The  hard  times 
in    the      industrial      world      that    have 
driven   into  the  marine  corps  and   the 
navy  nearly  all  of  the  men  needed  to 
fill    the    authorized    quotas,    have    not 
helped  the  army  so  far  in   the  matter 
of   recruitment.      Reports    still    flow    in 
upon  the  war  department  of  failure  to 
secure  recruits;  of  privates  buying  their 
discharges;  of    non-commissioned    offi- 
cers refusing  to  re-enlist,  and  of  result- 
ing   .skeletoii      organizations      that    are 
little  more  than  travesties  ur-on  fight- 
ing forces.     A   typical  report,  just     at 
hand,  is  one  from  Fort  Mcintosh.  Tex., 
in  which  the  commanding  officer  of  a 
battalion    of    the    Nineteenth    infantry, 
says:      "I    have    present    today    in    the 
four     companies,     fifty-six     men     and 
twenty-nine    of    these    are    to    be    dis- 
charged   this    month.      At    the    end    of 
this  month,  if  we  get  no  recruits,  one 
company  will  have  three  men  and  an- 
other four.     The  other  two  companies 
will  have  eleven  and  twelve  men,   re- 
spectively." 

The  re<porl  is  one  of  a  number  being 
collected  for  the  enlightenment  of  con- 
gress in  dealing  with  the  great  qut-s- 
tlon  of  "What  is  wrong  with  the 
army."

Cause  of   Receivership. 

The  following  statement  regarding  tho

HINDU  ASKS 
FORWORK 

F.rst  Appearance  in  Du- 
luth of  New  Race 
Problem. 

Applies  at  Several  of  the 

Employment  Offices 

for  Work. 


The  first  Hindu  laborer  to  make  his 
appearance  in  this  part  of  the  North- 
west, as  far  as  is  known  to  labor 
ag.-ncies.  appeared  on  Michigan  street 
today.  This  is  the  tirst  instance  of 
the  appearance  in  the  Middle  West  of 
a  new  labor  problem  that  is  absorb- 
ing the  attention  not  only  of  the 
Western  lab<jr  world,  but  also  of  the 
British    cabinet. 

In  British  Columbia  they  are  en- 
gaged in  a  desperate  struggle  against 
llie  invasion  ot  the  most  undesirable 
of  Britisii  subjects.  Un  the  southern 
side  of  the  international  boundary  line 
thev  are  al.so  beginning  to  teel  the  e£- 
tects    of    the    cheapest    labor     in      tae 

world.  ,      , 

Work  was  Imjuired  for  at  several  ot 
the  local  employment  agencies.  The 
man  speaks  broken  English  and  is  of 
ni»-dium  size.  Jobs  were  scarce  thi.s 
morning,  except  for  certain  kinds  of 
work  and  the  .son  of  Mahomet  did  not 
succeed  in  rinding  any  employment  in 
the  woods. 

The  invasion  of  the  Hindu  threat- 
ens to  stir  up  national  action  belwee'i 
Canada  and  tile  mother  country.  Tlie 
invasion  of  tlie  Japanese  laborers  on 
the  coast  was  considered  a  menace  to 
the  interests  of  white  labor,  but  tlio 
coming  of  the  Hindu  has  added  an- 
other evil  to  the  labor  troubles  of  Llie 
coast    country. 

They  jai  neitlier  beef  or  pork,  and 
they  will  work  on  a  wage  that  it  would 
be  impossible  for  a  white  man  to  exist 
upon.  They  are  filthy,  and  Mve  in 
soualid  quarters.  They  come  to  this 
country  with  the  express  purpose  ot 
hording  up  $200,  witli  which  they  will 
return  to  India  comparatively  rich. 

Canada  has  protested  vigorously 
.'gainst  the  importation  of  this  class  of 
labor.  They  are  coming  to  this  coun- 
try. t.X).  They  are  coming  into  Bell- 
iiigham.  Wash.,  across  from  Vancouver. 
So  far  their  field  of  lalx»r  has  been 
oinfined  to  the  coast  country.  As  far 
as  known  the  Hindu  seen  here  today 
is  the  first  Hindu  laborer  to  apply  for 
work  in  either  a  Twin  City  or  Dululh 

labor  agency.  ,    i.      v,    . 

In  broken  English,  he  said  he  had 
shipped  from  Bellingham.  because  the 
feeling  against  the  Hindus  is  so  in- 
len.se  on  the  coast.  Every  man's  hand 
in  the  coast  country  is  turned  against 
tiiem.  If  the  story  of  this  man  is  to  bo 
believed.  And  so,  like  otlters  in  differ- 
ent ages,  he  has  sought  a  new  field  of 
endeavor. 

hi  appearance  the  man  does  not  ap- 
pear greatly  different  from  an  Italian, 
except  that  he  is  much  more  swarthy. 
He  has  already  experienced  the  trou- 
bles of  competition,  for  the  landing  of 
the  ship  that  bore  the  Hindus  froni 
their  native  country  was  tlie  cause  of 
a  riot  In  Vancouver  last  summer.  He 
has  been  working  in  a  logging  mill  at  a 
wage  that  would  seem  a  pittance  to  a 
white  man,  and  now  he  is  seeking  em- 
ployment here.

Frankfort,  Ky.,  Jan.  8.— The  first 
message  of  Governor  A.  E.  Willson  to 
the  general  assembly  was  read  today  in 
both  houses.  In  addition  to  recom- 
mendations covering  the  reforms  to 
which  he  pledged  himself  during  the 
campaign,  a  large  portion  of  the  docu- 
ment is  devoted  to  a  stirring  recital  of 
the  lawlessness  which  has  developed  in 
the  tobacco  war,  accompanied  by  a  vig- 
orous denunciation  of  the  malefactors, 
and  two  specific  recommendations  hav- 
ing for  their  object  the  breaking  up  of 
the  trouble.  After  recounting  the  vari- 
ous outrages,  the  governor  sums  up  as 

follows: 

"In  the  meantime,  not  a  benefit  has 
resulted  to  the  oppressed  farmers  from 
those  acts  of  violence  and  intimidation. 
Even  those  who  were  members  of  the 
association  have  their  property  tied  up, 
and  liberty,  in  places,  threatened  by 
these  bands,  is  an  idle  theory  and  farce. 
Factories  and  warehouses,  which  th.j 
farmers  warmly  welcomed,  have  been 
burned  and  many  others  closed  forever. 

-Our  market,  not  only  for  tobacco, 
but  for  other  products  is  paralyzed 
and  in  many  oases  ruined.  In  large 
districts  the  law  has  been  wholly  over- 
thrown and  the  people  are  deprived 
of  the  protection  of  the  peoples  laws, 
have  lost  their  liberty  and  are  help- 
less. Thousands  of  people  wish  to 
move  out  of  Kentucky  to  states  where 
they  hope  it  Is  safer  to  live,  as  thou- 
©ands  have  done  before.  It  has  been 
necessary  in  order  to  allay  the  fears  of 
frightened  people,  even  in  a  large  city 
like  Hopkinsville.  to  keep  a  company  of 
militia  on  duty.    Lawless  and  unprinci-

••The  executive  will  faithfully  upholi 
the  peoples  law  and  its  strength  is 
in    the    support    of    their    own    laws." 

The  message  then  makes  speciJic 
recommendations  for  amending  the 
statutes  governing  change  of  venue  so 
that  the  granting  of  such  a  change 
of  venue  becomes  imperative  upon 
anv  judge  where  lawlessness  or  in- 
timidatiun    hinder    prompt    and      fair 

trials. 

The  governor  further  recommends

On  temperance  the  message  recom- 
mends the  passage  of  a  uniform  local 
option  law  with  the  county  as  the  unit, 
and  declares  for  a  law  compelling  pub- 
licity  for  campaign   contributions.

For  some   reason  It 
appears  that  the  notes  given  and  payable 
in  i3hio  were,  for  a  considerable  length  of 
time,    kept    In    the   possession   of    the   In- 
diana agent.     While  the  notes  were  In  the 
possession    of    this     agent,     the     Indiana 
authorities  assessed  them  for  taxation  and 
attempted   to   collect   taxes  thereon,   prin- 
cipally on  the  ground  that  the  notes  were 
transferred   from  the  Ohio  agency  to  the 
Indiana  agency  in  order  to  escape   taxa- 
tion  m    Ohio.     But    the   court   denies   the 
right  of  Indiana  to  collect  taxes  on  such 
notes.   Mr.  Justice  Day,  however,  filing  a 
dissenting   opinion. 

LICENSING  DRUMMERS  SELLING 
INTOXICATING  LIQUORS.-The  right 
of  a  state  to  impose  a  license  tax  on  the 
business  of  selling  intoxicating  liquors 
within  the  state  by  traveling  salesmen, 
who  solicit  orders  for  wholesale  houses 
in  their  state,  is  upheld  by  the  L  niled 
States  supreme  court,  in  Dalamater  vs.

The  regulation  by  a  state  of 
the  business  carried  on  within  its  burders 
to  solicit  proposals  to  sell  intoxicating 
liquors  even  though  such  liquors  are 
situated  In  other  states,  cannot  be  held  to 
be  repugnant  to  the  commerce  clause  of 
the  Constitution  because  directly  or  In- 
directly burdening  the  right  to  sell  in  th«.

gence.  he  can  recover  nothing,  under  mcst  statutes; 
under*  many  laws,  if  the  negligence  is  that  of  a  fellow- 
servant  he  loses  his  suit.  In  this  state,  if  death  results 
from  the  accident,  the  recovery  is  limited  to  $5,000.  as 
though  any  legislator  had  the  right  to  set  a  limit  to  the 
value  of  a  human  life. 

Some  employers,  when  an  injured  employe  has  a 
cause  of  action,  make  haste  to  settle  for  a  pitifully  small 
sum.  Others  consistently  throw  «11  such  cases  into  the 
courts,  trusting  to  the  ingenuity  of  their  lawyers  to 
get  them  off  entirely.  At  best,  the  injured  employe  has 
but  a  slender  chance,  and  in  most  cases,  if  his  capacity 
to  work  is  destroyed,  he  and  his  family  must  face  a 
bitter  future. 

What  is  needed  in  every  state  is  a  system  of  industrial 
insurance  whereby  the  employers,  who  profit  by  the 
productiveness  of  labor,  shall  be  compelled  to  assume 
the  risks  of  employment,  and  shall  be  prohibited"  from 
throwing  aside  the  useless  employe,  who  has  been 
accorded  for  his  labor  but  little  more  than  the  bare 
means  of  livelihood  v.hen  he  was  in  his  strength,  and 
who  gets,  as  a  rule,  no  consideration  at  all  when  his 
power  to  produce  is  gone.

Evidently  the  friends  of  Mr.  Haven,  the  Republican 
candidate  tor  mayor,  have  pinned  all  their  hopes  on  the 
lid  issue,  as  they  are  striving  with  might  and  main  to 
make  it  the  chief  consideration  in  the  present  contest.

But  to  come  down  to  brass  tacks,  it  makes  little  dif- 
ference what  either  of  the  candidates  think  or  say.  If 
Mi.  Tessman  had  declared  for  the  lid.  and  Mr.  Haven 
had  announced  himself  as  opposed  to  it,  the  result  would 
be  the  same:  the  lid  would  stay  right  where  it  is.  be- 
cause it  has  gone  out  of  the  hands  of  the  city  authorities.

R«^publlcan  candidate  should  have  contrived,  in  the  time 
he  has  had  since  Mr.  Tessman  declared  himself,  to  think 
up  something  original.

PROTECTING  THE  DEPOSITOR. 

Mention  has  been  made  of  the  fact  that  Oklahoma, 
the  only  state  in  the  Union  with  real  popular  govern- 
ment, has  started  out  with  a  law  providing  for  a  state 
guaranty  fund  to  protect  depositor.-,  in  banks. 

That  is  not  the  only  good  thing  in  the  banking  laws 
of  this  infant  state. 

For  instance,  according  to  those  laws  nobody  is 
eligible  to  be  a  bank  director  unless  he  owns  at  least 
$500  of  the  bank's  stock,  which  cannot  be  pledged  for 
any  loan  or  debt.  This  would  prevent  the  chain  system 
of  acquiring  control 'bf  banks  for  speculative  purposes. 
Furthermore,  any  person  v,ho  violates  any  of  the  bank- 
ing laws  of  Oklahoma  is  made  liable  for  all  damages 
which  the  banks  or  its  stockholders  or  depositors  shall 
suttor   in  consequence   of  such   violation. 

Again,  it  is  made  unlawful  for  any  active  managing 
officer  to  borrow  the  bank's  funds,  either  directly  or  in- 
directly. The  officer  authorizing  such  a  loan,  as  well 
•Is  the  person  that  receives  it,  is  to  be  deemed  guilty  of 
larceny  of  the  amoiyit  borrowed;  in  plain  terms,  of 
stealing  it. 

.Any  president,  director,  cashier,  teller,  clerk,  officer 
or  agent  of  any  bank  who  wilfully  embezzles,  abstracts 
or  misapplies  any  of  the  money  or  securities  of  his 
bank,  or  who  makes  use  of  the  bank  to  defraud  the  bank 
or  any  individual,  or  to  deceive  any  bank  or  individual,  is 
to  be  deemed  guilty  of  larceny  of  the  amount  involved. 
Oklahoma  banks  will  not  be  allowed  to  loan  to  any 
one  person,  firm  or  corporation  at  any  one  time  more 
than  20  per  cent  of  the  paid-up  capital  of  the  bank,  except 
that  under  proper  restrictions  loans  up  to  75  per  cent 
may  be  made  in  assisting  agricultural  products  to 
market.  These  restrictions  include  the  requirement  that 
the  loans  must  be  limited  to  75  per  cent  of  the  market 
value  of  such  products,  and  must  be  secured  by  elevator 
receipts,  warehouse  certificates,  etc.,  with  tire  insurance 
policies  to  guarantee  the  bank  against  loss. 

In  short,  the  Oklahoma  legislature  has  profited  by 
the  lessons  in  finance  thit  were  provided  during  the 
panic  of  last  October.  The  new  law,  which  was  approved 
Dec.  17.  is  intended  to  prohibit  and  punish  the  banking 
methods  that  led  to  much  of  the  trouble  in  Xew  York, 
and  to  protect  the  banking  system  of  the  state  from  the 
effects  of  panics  by  guarding  against  "runs"  through 
the  state  deposit  insurance  plan. 

Furthermore,  when  these  laws  are  violated  and  the 
guilty  ones  brought,  to  justice,- it  will  be  difficult  for 
them  to  dodge  behind  the  plea  that  the  law  is  "unconsti- 
tutional," because  in  Oklahoma  the  constitution  is  a  very 
fiexible  document,  which  is  subject  to  easy  changes  by 
the  use  of  the  principle  of  the  initiative  and  referendum, 
which  can  be  used  to  control  the  statutes  as  well. 

Other  states  might  study  these  laws  with  profit,  and 
especially  that  feature  which,  by  guaranteeing  depositors 
against  loss,  will  prevent  disastrous  runs  and  hoarding 
ot  money  in  times  of  alarm,  leaving  the  money  in  the 
banks  to  be  used  in  restoring  confidence  and  in  enabling 
business  to  continue. 


INDUSTRIAL  DEPENDENTS. 

When  a  *tate  provides  for  the  gathering  of  statistics 
telating  to  accidents  and  injuries  incident  to  industrial 
f.ursuits.  it  does  not  do  it  merely  to  gratify  the  curiosity 
cf  statisticians.  It  does  not  aim  simply  to  provide  figures 
for  useiess  compilation,  to  be  entombed  in  a  volume 
of  annual  reports.  Its  aim,  whether  the  legislators  that 
I»rovided  for  the  figures  realized  it  or  not,  is  to  awaken 
the  people  to  the  fact  that  here  is  a  problem  worthy  of 
their    consideration,    because    of    its    deep    interest    to 

lociety. 

An  employe  injured  in  pursuing  his  occupation  may 
mean  simply  a  single  man  forced  to  a  few  weeks  of  idle- 
ness, or  it  may  mean  the  support  of  a  family  incapacitated 
from  earning  v/ages  for  the  remainder  of  his  life.  If  it 
means  the  latter  case,  or  if  the  employe  is  killed,  in 
many  cases  society  becomes  burdened  with  a  helpless 
Kamily  to  be  supported,  while  the  employer  who  reaped 
ithe  profits  of  that  laborer  gets  another  man  and  goes 
on  without  interruption. 

First,  these  figures  mean  that  every  possible  safe- 
ifuard  shall  be  thrown  about  conditions  of  labor,  so  that 
the  risk  to  life  and  limb  shall  be  reduced  to  the  lowest 
possible  percentage.  The  appreciation  of  this  has  come 
in  most  states,  and  the  result  has  been  laws,  more  or 
less  well  enforced,  providing  for  factory  inspection. 

But  the  next  consideration,  though  it  is  a  greater  one 
itill.  has  not  yet  received  the  attention  that  it  deserves. 
This  is  whether  the  employe  who  does  well  if  he  receives 
enough  to  house,  warm,  feed,  clothe  and  educate  his  fam- 
fly,  shall  be  forced  to  bear  the  burden  of  the  risk  of 
employment,  or  whether  that  burden  shall  be  borne  by 
the  employer,  who  reaps  the  profits  from  the  laborer's 
production.  At  present,  the  law  gives  little  heed  to  the 
claims  of  the  producer,  and  surrounds  the  beneficiary  of 
production  with  ample  protection.  There  is  no  provision 
requiring  employers  to  take  care  of  injured  employes, 
and  the  victim  of  an  accident  in  a  factory  has  to  take 
his  slender  chances  in  a  court  of  law,  where  he  finds  him- 
self surrounded  by  limitations  provided  in  the  interest  of 
bis  employer.     If   his   injury  is  due   to  his  own  negii- 


THE  FEDERAL  CENSUS. 

The  introduction  in  congress  oi  a  bill  providing  for 
the  census  of  1910  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
time  for  a  new  taking  of  national  stock  is  drawing  very 
close.  The  federal  census  is  held  every  ten  years,  the 
last  being  that  of  1900.  F"rom  a  mere  enumeration  of 
population  the  census  has  grown  into  a  very  complicated 
institution  which  now  embraces  the  collection  of  data  on 
manufacturing  and  other  industries,  vital  statistics,  com- 
merce, debt  and  taxation,  municipal  expenditures,  and 
practically  every  phase  of  human  activity. 

The  enumeration  of  the  population,  which  is  still  the 
main  function  of  the  census,  is  made  at  a  fixed  date  every 
ten  years,  and  the  other  work  is  done  in  the  interven- 
ing years,  as  rapidly  as  may  be  with  the  facilities  pro- 
vided by  congress.  Where  the  census  bureau  used  to 
be  a  temporary  affair,  reorganized  every  ten  years,  it 
is  now  a  permanent  institution,  which  keeps  busy  all 
the  year  around  and  every  year. 

Director  Xorth  recommended  th.at  the  census  of  the 
population  be  done  in  April  this  year,  instead  of  in  June, 
and  his  recommendation  will  probably  be  adopted.  He 
argues  that  the  census  will  then  be  more  complete,  be- 
cause June  is  the  beginning  of  the  vacation  season,  while 
April  as  a  rule  finds  everybody  at  work.  Besides,  by 
taking  the  census  two  months  earlier,  it  will  be  possible 
to  transmit  the  results  to  congress  in  December,  instead 
of  early  in  the  following  year,  as  the  rule  has  been. 

Speculation  as  to  what  population  the  census  of  1910 
will  show  is  already  in  vogue.  The  population  of  the 
United  States  in  1900.  including  Alaska  but  no  faraway 
islands,  was  7fi.303,3S7.  Since  then  separate  census  re- 
ports have  been  made  by  ten  states,  and  experts  have 
estimated  the  population  at  the  beginning  of  this  year 
at  about  88,000,000.  At  the  present  rate  of  progress 
they  guess  that  in  1910  the  total  will  be  about  91,000.000. 
The  gain  is  expected  to  be  about  20  per  cent.  The 
population  increased  20  per  cent  in  1820  over  1810;  23 
per  cent  in  1870  over  i860,  notwithstanding  the  interven- 
ing civil  war;  30  per  cent  in  1880  over  1870;  24  per  cent 
in  1890  over  i'88o;  and  a  little  more  than  that  in  1900 
over  1890. 

The  increase  in  wealth  and  industry  will  probably  be 
in  greater  proportion  than  the  increase  in  population, 
so  amazingly  have  the  resources  of  the  country  been 
developed  in  recent  years.  The  breathing  spell  caused 
by  the  "panic"  of  the  fall  of  1907  should  not  materially 
affect  the  ratio  of  increase,  for  long  before  the  census 
is  taken  every  industry  that  has  slowed  up,  no  matter 
how  much  or  how  little,  should  be  in  full  swing,  and 
should  have  made  up  in  its  new  vigor  for  any  temporary 
loss  in  production  caused  by  the  slight  depression  of 
this  winter.

F.  R.  LESLIE  SHOT 
THROUGH  FOOT 

Former  Duluthian  Suffers 

Painful  Accident  on 

Chicago  Train. 

Frank  R.  Leslie,  president  of  the 
Zenith  Paper  company,  accidentally 
shot  and  severely  injured  his  foot 
Monday  morning  while  on  a  train  Just 
pulling  into  Chicago  from  St.  Paul. 

Mr.  Leslie  had  been  to  St.  Paul  on 
business  and  was  on  his  way  back  to 
Chicago,  where  he  and  his  family  have 
lately  taken  up  their  residence  in 
Hyde  Park.  He  was  packing  up  his 
bag  preparatory  to  leaving  the  train, 
when  a  .38  Colts  revolver,  which  he 
had  in  the  bag.  slipped  from  the  chair, 
where  he  had  laid  it  in  packing.  Mr. 
Leslie  tried  to  catch  it  before  it  hit 
the  floor,  but  was  not  quick  enough. 
In  striking  the  floor  the  gun  must 
have  lit  on  the  hammer,  for  it  dis- 
charged, the  ball  glancing  across  his 
foot,  breaking  two  toes  and  some 
bones  in  the  instep.

D.  L.  Hawkins,  a  Minneapolis  fur 
buyer,  passed  through  the  city  yester- 
day, returning  home  from  a  trip 
through  the  Northern  Minnesota  for- 
ests. He  started  in  at  the  Big  Fork 
river,  and  wound  up  at  Tower,  travel- 
ing most  of  the  distance  by  do«r  team. 
Mr.  Hawkins  bought  up  quite  a  bunch 
of  p<  Its,  and  found  the  trappers  enjoy- 
ing z,  very  successful  season. 

"Tie  fact  that  there  Is  not  much 
snow  in  the  woods  is  of  assistance  to 
the  trappers."  he  said.  "They  can  carry 
on  t'peratlons  more  easily,  and  with 
less  loss  than  If  the  snow  were  two 
or  tliree  feet  deep.  When  there  Is  a 
•nov^  storm  every  few  days,  as  is  the 
case  some     seasons,   the  traps  become 

auiclily  burled.  Most  of  the  men  in 
le  Inisiness  are  meeting  with  fair  suc- 
cess through  Northern  Minnesota,  and 
aonK  of  them  will  make  good  stakes 
befoi-e  the  season  is  ended. 

"It  Is  not  so  easy  to  pick  up  good 
furs  cheap  as  it  was  a  few  years  ago. 
Mon>  buyers  are  in  the  field,  and  the 
prea:er  the  competition  the  more  one 
has  io  pay  for  the  raw  product.  I  have 
always  made  it  a  practice  to  pay  a 
lair  i;>rice,  but  others  were  not  so  scrup- 
ttlou:},  and  in  the  old  days  they  treated 
the  Indians  shamt»fully,  often  buying 
a  IK'  pelt  for  perhaps  a  dollar,  or  giv- 
ing something  in  exchange  of  less  value 
■Chan  a  dollar.  The  Indians  and  white 
men  alike  are  now  pretty  well  educated 
up  to  the  market  price  on  furs,  and 
ther«!  Is  no  opportunity  to  cheat,  even 
3  cwie  wants  to. 

"Quite  a  number  of  Indians  are  en- 
gaged in  trapping  through  the  northern 
part  of  the  state.  While  there  are 
ntnn?rous  professional  trappers,  there 
are  also  many  amateurs,  who  live  on 
bomiisteads  and  trap  a  little  as  a  side 
line.  They  pick  up  enough  money  in 
this  manner  to  carry  them  through  the 
•ununer.     One     advantage     about   the 


business  Is  that  living  expenses  are 
next  to  nothing,  especially  with  thd 
professlonaJ,  who  moves  about  from 
place  to  place.  He  carries  with  him 
only  the  actual  necessities  of  life.,  such 
as  flour,  com  meal,  salt  and  coffee.  All 
his  meat  he  shoots  himself.  The  simple 
fare,  and  being  constantly  out  of  doors, 
keeps  him  in  perfect  health,  and  It 
really  Isn't  such  a  ba4  sort  of  a  life 
as  one  might  suppose. 

"While  there  arc  districts  In  North- 
ern Minnesota  where  trapping  is  still 
pretty  good,  it  will  not  be  many  years 
before  fur-bearing  animals  are  so 
scarce  as  to  make  trapping  decidedly 
unprofltahle.  except  In  the  cases  of 
homesteaders,  who,  as  I  say,  do  it  as  a 
side  line." 


WERE  TOWED  BY 
BIG  SEA  LION 

Thrilling  Experience  of 

Italian  Fisliermen  at 

San  Francisco. 

San  Francisco,  Jan.  8.— The  Italian  flsh- 
ermtL'n  of  San  Francisco  sometimes  havo 
very  thrilling  experiences  and  narrow  es- 
cai>es  from  the  monsters  of  the  dtep  In 
following  their  vocation.  By  monsters  of 
the  deep  are  meant,  principally,  whales, 
sharks  and  sea  lions.  Very  recently  two 
Italian  flshernien  had  an  experience  with 
a  monster  sea  lion  which  reads  more  like 
a  "btood  and  thunder"  sfbry  than  actual 
fact. 

Dragged  out  past  leering  harbor  lights 
to  sea,  Nicolai  Stotezo  and  GuiseppI  Cas- 
sonelli  fought  desperately  for  several 
hours  in  the  clutches  of  an  unknown  ter- 
ror while  out  fishing  recently.  Despair- 
ing of  overcoming  a  power  they  felt  but 
could  not  see,  they  were  about  to  give  up, 
when  a  strange  deliverance  came  to  them. 
The  tide  turned  from  ebb  to  flow,  and 
obeying  some  unknown  law  or  freak  of 
fancy,  the  terrifying  thing  which  had  been 
gripping  their  net  and  dragging  them  to 
destruction,  turned  with  it  and  towed 
iht-ni  straight  back  through  the  shifting 
sea  mist  to  shore  and  safety. 
IIa<l  to  Be  Shot. 

The  early  morning's  sun  was  yellowing 
the  flshermt-n's  big  bight  near  the  old 
Meiggs  wharf,  when  a  monster  that  was 
not  a  myth  Ity  any  means  was  slowly  and 
with  gr^at  efforts  drawn  in  with  the  net. 
Cassoneili,  Siotezo  and  the  amazed  knot 
of  Italian  fishermen  they  had  sunirppn  d 
to  a.ssist  them,  suddenly  saw  a  large  sea 
lion,  which  measured  nearly  fifteen  feet 
in  length,  snorting,  growling  and  strug- 
gling desperately,  enmeshed  in  hundreds 
of  feet  of  the  strong  netting.  The  only 
way  to  secure  such  a  savage  and  ptiwerful 
creature  was  to  shoot  it,  and  this  was 
done.  When  finally  drawn  ashore  it  wa.s 
found  that  the  lion  weighed  about  800 
pounds. 

It  was  about  midnight  when  Cassonelli 
and  Stotezo  put  out  in  their  sail  launch 
bound  for  Lime  Point  to  begin  fishing  for 
rock  cod  and  sea  bass.  At  tlio  point  they 
let  down  their  net  and  had  just  begun  to 
fill  their  pipes,  when  suddenly  tluir  boat 
began  to  rock  violently.

Then  the  unseen  creature  in  the  net  be- 
gan straining  unUl  the  lines  tore  through 
their  hands.  The  prow  of  the  boat  was 
almost  submerged,  and  for  a  time  Cas- 
sonelll  and  his  companion  feared  they 
would  be  dragged  under  water. 
Towetl  Out  to  Sea. 

Suddenly  the  lines  became  slack.  The 
thing  enmeshed  was  coming  toward  the 
surface.  They  prayed  that  it  would  free 
Itself  and  so  escape;  but  they  were  sorely 
disappointed.  The  lines  remained  slack 
for  only  a  few  seconds,  and  then  they 
found  that  they  were  being  towed  rapidly 
out  toward  the  o^pen  sea. 

At  first  the  boat  moved  slowly,  but  In 
the  course  of  a  few  minutes  it  was  mov- 
ing at  the  rate  of  ten  miles  an  hour.  The 
kedge  anchor  was  as  good  as  useless. 
Old  Fort  Point  was  passed,  and  later  the 
light  on  Mile  Rock  was  twinkling  astern. 
Then  both  men  began  to  shout  wildly  for 
help.  Nets  are  valuable  things  that 
fishermen  cannot  well  afford  to  throw 
away,  and  for  this  reason  they  did  not 
cut  it  loose  from  their  boat. 

Vainly  they  endeavored  to  row  in  the 
opposite  direction,  but  found  that  useless. 
They  could  not  even  slacken  tlie  speed  of 
their  craft.  Out  of  the  Heads  they  thougnt 
that  the  wind  might  aid  them,  and  so 
set  the  sails  so  that  they  might  turn 
around  as  they  moved  forward;  but  that 
did  them  no  gooj  whatever.  Finally, 
wlicn  they  thought  they  would  never 
again  reach  the  sliore,  the  tide  came  to 
their  relief.  ^  .^     ., 

The  as  yet  unseen  monster  evidently 
concluded  that  dragging  the  heavy  boat 
against  the  strong  tide  was  no  '^asy  tas'k, 
so  it  gradually  worked  around  and  start- 
ed back  to  the  inexpressible  joy  of  the 
two  fishermen.  They  managed  to  steer 
the  craft  to  the  "Fisherman's  Wharf, 
where  the  sea  lion 
met  its  fate.

Lester  Park  residents  have  a  free 
skating  rink,  which  they  claim  Is  a 
little  bit  the  best  thing  of  its  sort  In 
the  city. 

Through  the  ingenuity  of  Dr.  W.  3. 
Storer  a  scheme  has  been  devised  for 
floodipg  the  ice  on  lister  river  from 
the  railroad  bridge  to  its  mouth,  a 
distance  of  about  two  blocks,  giving 
a  splendid  skating  surface  fully  250 
feet  wide  from  bank  to  bank. 

By  means  of  a  wooden  pipe  the  water 
is  taken  out  of  the  river  near  the  rail- 
road bridge  and  used  to  flood  the  ice 
for  the  remaining  two  blocks  and,  In 
freezing  weather  the  new  ice  forms 
very  quickly.  It  takes  but  a  short 
time  to  flood  this  outdoor  rink  and 
the  rink  is  nicely  protected  by  the 
high  banks  on  either  side  from  the 
winds. 

Steps  are  being  taken  by  Interested 
citizens  to  have  some  electric  lights 
put  In  at  convenient  locations,  and 
the  people  of  Lester  Park  are  getting 
out  their  skates  and  having  them 
sharpened  in  anticipation  of  a  good 
time  on  the  ice  during  the  remaining 
months  of   winter. 

Dr.  Storer  has  made  soundings  all 
over  the  river  and  finds  that  the 
water  is  not  more  than  two  feet  deep 
anywhere,  except  at  one  pool  n3ar 
the  fish  hatchery,  and  at  that  point 
the  ice  is  about  fourteen  Inches 
thick.  The  rink  provides  a  safe  place

DEPOSITORY 

INSURANCE 

Department  Provided  in 

Bill  by  Davidson  of 

Wisconsin. 

Washington,  Jan.  8.— A  bill  creating 
a  depository  insurance  department,  un- 
der the  supervision  of  the  comptrollei 
of  the  currency,  was  introduced  in  the 
house  yesterday  by  Mr.  Davidson  of 
Wisconsin.  It  provides  that  the  comp- 
troller shall  keep  a  reserve  and  pre- 
mium account  with  each  national  bftnk 
in  the  country,  shall  invest  the  reserve 
fund  at  Interest;  the  interest  to  be  paid 
to  the  banks  proportionately,  and  shall 
return  to  all  solvent  liquidating  banks 
the  fund  credits  due  them;  shall  have 
power  to  withhold  charters  from  new 
banks  for  valid  reasons;  shall  pay  out 
of  the  Insurance  fund  the  amounts  due 
depositors  in  failed  banks;  shall  re- 
quire from  each  bank,  for  the  creation 
of  the  insurance  fund,  a  tax  payment 
of  1  per  cent  of  its  average  annual  de- 
posits. The  bin  admits  savings  bajiks 
to  participation  In  the  Insurance  fund, 
oipon  ai>proval  by  the  comptroller,  and 
provides  that  no  national  bank  shall 
have  deposits  in  excess  of  ten  times  its 
capital.

Beltrami    County    Health    Officer 
Finds  Some  Smallpox  Cases. 

BemldJl.  Minn.,  Jan.  8.— (Special  to  the 
Herald.)— "There  are  seven  smallpox 
patients  and  three  suffering  with  dlph- 
th«'riu  at  the  present  time.  In  the  Bel- 
trami county  pesthouse,"  said  Dr.  F.  A. 
Blakeslee,  county  health  physician,  on 
his  return  from  Kelliher,  where  he  nad 
been  to  look  after  some  smallpox  cases 
In  some  lumbering  camps  near  that 
place. 

He  found  two  cases  of  smallpox  near 
KfUlher,  and  the  patients  were  brought 
to  the  pesthouse  overland. 

The  doctor  has  been  called  upon  to 
care  for  quite  a  large  number  of 
diphtheria  cases  during  the  past  fall 
and  winter,  and  has  been  universally 
successful  In  his  treatment  of  the  pati- 
ents.

Old  Timers  Continiially  Being  Re- 
vived. 

New  York  Sun:  "There's  no  way  of 
Judging,"  ."aid  a  man  who  writes  suc- 
cessful sonRS.  "wh>ther  tiie  ballads  of 
today  measure  up  to  the  ballads  of  yes- 
terday whai  we  call  a  song  generation, 
and   that,   roundlv.  Is   twenty   years. 

•'It's  all  in  the  point  of  view.  The  re- 
membered fineness  of  an  old  song  is 
largely  a  matter  of  what  we  call  the 
atsociatlon  of  ideas.  The  memory  of  a 
fa-vx>rite  old  sonjc  is  hauntingly  embedded 
1  nthe  grizzled  chaps  recollections  of  his 
cllpplsh,  gay  dog  days.  Therefore  to 
him  that  old  song  was  the  best  ever 
composed. 

••To  show  how  this  works  out:  The 
other  night  in  a  big  Atianiic  Cityl  rath- 
skeller I  sat  near  a  hige  table  around 
which  some  thirty  or  forty  middle  aged 
Elks  , attending  the  Elks  convention  in 
Philadelphia,  were  seated.  In  compliment 
to  these  nien  the  orchestra  began  to 
play  a  singularity  well  aranged  medley 
Of  ballads  of  a  sonj?  generation  ago. 

"There  were  in  the  medley  such  songs 
«•  "White  Wings."  'Sweet  IVolels.'  'Sonie- 
bodys  Cominj?  When  the  Dewdrops  Fall.' 
•Gatht-rinK  Up  the  Shells  From  the  9ea- 
■hore.'  'Wait  Till  the  Clouds  Roll  By.' 
•Hear  Them  Bells.'  'When  the  Robins 
Nest  Again.'  'When  the  Leaves  Begin  to 
Fall,'  'I'll  Await.  Mv  Love.'  'It's  Only 
a  Pansy  Blossom"— strains  from  all  of 
these  and   others. 

"It  was  curious  to  not  how  those 
middle  aged  chaps,  all  mellowed  after  a 
couple  of  hours  they  had  been  listening, 
•wholly  unmoved,  to  the  orchestra  ren- 
dering the  up-to-date  things— the  new 
ballads  exliavasanza.  snatches,  ragtime 
Interpolations,    Indian   and    cowboy   melo- 

"•fhey  had  talked  merrily  and  nolsly 
through  all  of  the  modern  stuff,  but 
when  the  band  broke  into  the  old  strains 
a  hush  fell  upon  them.  They  leaned 
back  in  their  chairs,  all  quiet  after  a 
few  of  the  opening  strains,  and  blew 
smuke  rings   at    the  open   sky. 

"1  saw  several  of  the  middle  aged 
chaps  wiping  thtir  eyeglasses  quite  in- 
dustriou.«ly.  and  when  the  medley  was 
over  not  a  few  of  them  blew  their  noses 
with  quite  unnecessary  violence.  Then 
they  broke  in  to  a  veritable  tumult  of 
applause.  ,.,,     ,,  , 

"It  was  a  perfect  exemplification  of 
my  theory  that  the  songs  of  one's  youtn 
are  tiie  songs  t.hat  stick,  while  those 
that  come  later  merely  glance  off.  My 
rranumother  tells  me  to  this  hour  that 
the  greatest  song  ever  written  was  "Luy 
Dale  ■  a  completely  forgotten  thing  pub- 
lished In  the  '-lOs.  and  of  the  deadly 
■ugary  and  soggy  variety. 

' Tht  middle  aged  Elks  ranged  arouad 
that  big  table  really  had  something  worth 
while  rpme-nbering  in  listening  to  that 
medley,  though,  for  there  were  some 
mighty  good  songs  included  in  the 
hodge  podi,'e.  I  doubt  if  tliere  has  been 
any  period  since  that  could  show  such 
a  bunch  of  genuinely  good  and  enduring 
ballads  as  those  of  a  song  generation 
ago 

"They  were  well  sung  too.  The  elder- 
ly Elks  for  instance,  could  bring  ba.-k 
the  recollection  of  Banks  Winter  sing- 
ing 'Whit*-  Wings'  (he  composed  the 
song),  and  Fritz  Emmet  singing  'Sweet 
Violets'  and  his  always  alive  'Lullaby, 
and  Billy  Scanlan  singing  'Feek-a-Boo, 
and  Fred  Oawkland  singing  'The  Spanish 
Cavalier.'  and  so  on.  for  in  those  days 
the  leading  songs  became  Ineradicably 
associated  with  the  people  who  sang 
them   best  and  oftenest. 

"Nothing  is  more  certain  than  that  a 
good  thir.g  will  last.  At  a  steamer  con- 
cert not  long  ago  one  of  the  voiuntetr 
entertainers,  a  fine  old  hoy  with  a  splen- 
did baritone  voie,  sang  'A  Light  house  by 
the  Sea.'  Going  back  stjme,  eh?  But 
that  always  a  b-autUul  song,  and  it  made 
the   hit  of  the  performance. 

"  'Now,  isn't  that  a  delightful  song?  I 
heard  a  young  woman  say  to  her  compan- 
ion a  man  f»f  »>».  "I  wonder  why  I  haven't 
heard  it  before?  It  must  be  very  nfw.  I 
must   get   it  when  we   land.' 

•  'You  may  find  it  In  print  and  you  may 
not,'  said  the  girls  old  fogy  comranion. 
an  uncle,  probably.  'I  haven't  heard  it 
tin  toniuht  for  thirty  ye.-irs.  I  used  to 
hum  it  when  I  had  all  the  hair  that  oe- 
loPied  to  me,  and  that,  my  dear,  wa.^ 
long    before    you    ever    thought    of    being 

"'How     extraordinary!'     said     the .  girl.

"On  the  day  when  Gen.  Graht  was 
burled  here  in  New  York,  Pat  Gilmore^^ 
band,  up  at  the  tomb,  played  'Somebody  s 
Coming  When  the  Dewdrors  Fall.'  in  slow 
time.  That  song,  a  very  lovely  one,  had 
had  its  vogue  many  years  before  18  i>. 
The  rising  generation  had  <iuite  forgotten 

»t. 

"But  the  Gilmore  band  dM  it  so  beautl- 
fuilq  that  the  younger  folks  at  the  tomb 
all  fell  to  asking;  for  the  name  of  the 
piece,  and  for  a  long  time  afterward  they 
clamored  for  the  piece  at  the  music  shops, 
and  so  llie  old  song,  thus  oddly  revived, 
had  a  second  birth. 

"Predictions  as  to  the  passing  of  rag- 
time don't  seem  to  pan  out.  They  began 
predicting  th:it  live  or  .six  years  ago,  and 
vet  the  coon  stuff  holds  out  wonderfully 
well  and  is  wanted  everywhere. 

"Forty  or  fifty  fellows  are  addressing 
themselves  to  no  other  task  than  the 
writing  of  ragtime  stuff,  ail  fighting  for 
the  »'  .,  for  the  one  hit  in  tiiat  direction 
means  'a  lot  to  the  lucky  man.  That 
shows  that  the  ragtime  sort  is  still  In 
demand.  ^      ^  ^.  , 

"The  writers  of  this  sort  of  thing  are 
dolns  better  at  it  all  the  time,  too.  The 
rajrfme  stuff  of  the  past  iwo  years  is 
incomparably  belter  than  that  which  gave 
that  kind  of  stuff  its  greate.st  vague. 
Thevre  getting  the  genuine  African  at- 
mosphere, the  real  Con^oe  thing,  the 
Zambesilaiul  tlavor,  these  days. 

"It's  no  longer  merely  the  eoon-shout- 
ing  stuff  but  the  croony,  grass  liut,  palin- 
lined-river  sort  of  Afrtcanese  writing 
imbued  v.ith  sentiment  and  color.  There  is 
"tni  a  big  chance  at  tliat  sort  ot  work.  So 
eminent  a  man  as  Dvorak  thouglit  -"-o 
years  ago.  and  his  predictions  about  are 
beins   veritied. 

"The  coon  stuff  wears  better  than  the 
Indian  and  cowl>e>y  material.  There  was 
a  sameness  about  the  Indian  song^, 
pretty  aa  some  of  them  were;  and  tlie 
present  g«^neration  doesn't  know  enough 
about  the  red  man  to  derive  much  of  an 
appeal  from  songs  about  him.  The  cow- 
boy stuff,  with  its  sound  as  of  the  ihunu'- 
Ing  of  high-heeled  boots  upon  the  honka- 
'ork  tloor,  also  is  marked  by  a  certa  n 
sameness,  and  I  doubt  if  it  will  be  in 
'lasting  vogue.  .         ,^^1,    „. 

"The  innovators  are  turning  their  at- 
tention to  Old  Mexico  lately,  and  there  11 
be  all  sorts  of  Sonoras  and  chihuahuas 
and  that  sort  published  in  the  autumn 
The  Spanish  motif  runs  through  all  ol 
this  Mexican  stuff  that  i^  being  turned  out 
now,  and  the  Mexican  songs  are  going  to 
have  a  big  lime  of  it,   1  think.  . 

"The  color  is  thert ;  the  music  being 
Spanish.  Is  ready  made,  so  to  speak-that 
Is.  It  doesn't  have  to  be  invente<l  hap- 
hAzard.  like  the  Indian  a"'\«^«^'.*^'>:fi"fl,l 
and  Old  Mexico,  of  course,  is  o\erlaid  c.nd 
surcharged  with  sentiment.

Music  pul>lishers  like  this  roy- 
alty arrangement  better,  tor  it  is,  of 
course  a  guarantee  that  the  boosting 
singer  will  be  more  zealous  in  his  or  her 
attempts  to  make  the  new  song  stick  and 

sell 

"But  after  all.  no  song  of  meriocre 
merit  can  ever  be  boosted  by  these 
methods  into  anything  more  than  merely 
ephemeral  fame  and  prosperity.  It  may 
be  thus  hoisied  into  a  seller  for  a  while, 
hut  the  commonplace  stuff  doesn  I  en- 
dure in  the  ballad  business  any  more 
than  it  does  in  literature. 

"There  was  no  boosting  of  the  sort  I  ve 
mentioned  for  'Molly  Darling'— the  writer 
of  that,  by  the  way,  an  octogenarian, 
died  in  Kentucky  a  few  days  ago— and 
yet  you'll  hear  that  song  everywhere  In 
the  world  today.  I  have  heard  a  bunch 
of  Kanahas  coaling  a  steamer  at  Hono- 
lulu sing  it.  Was  there  any  boosting  for 
•Kathleen  Mavourneen?'  Not  that  I  ever 
htard  of.     Yet  It  goes  on. 

"The  good  folks  know  the  good  thing, 
and  in  the  long  run  they  can  be  depend- 
ed  upon  to  perpetuate  it."

HUNTING  WITH  CAMERA. 

How  to  Act  With  Three  Bears  With- 
in Ten  Feet  of  Yon. 

There  are  exciting  moments  in  fishing 
and  in  baseball  and  In  bridge  whist,  but 
if  a  full  grown  man  with  red  blood  in 
his  veins  and  with  well  poised  nerves 
wishes  to  experience  the  real  thing  in 
adventure,  says  W.  H.'  Wright  in 
Country  Life  in  America,  let  him  try 
photographing  big  game  at  close 
range — animals  two  or  three  times  as 
big  as  himself  and  reputed  to  be  mur- 
derous.     Here  is  an   incident  In  poin*. 

It  was  sundown  in  the  Rockies  and 
the  birds  were  making  the  woods  echo 
with  the  volume  qt  their  songs.  I 
stood  quiet  and  watchful  on  the  lee 
side  of  the  trail  waiting  for  my  frlendd 

the  grizzlies.  Day  after  day  I  had 
set  my  trap  for  them  and  night  after 
night   they    had    fooled   me. 

My  trap  consisted  of  a  camera,  a 
battery,  a  flshlight  apparatus  and  a 
fine  wire  stretched  across  a  narrow 
place  In  the  trail.  They  never  passed 
it.  The  fine  wire,  completely  hidden 
among  the  leaves,  always  stopped  them 
by  its  scent.  Black  bears  will  paw  at 
things  they  don't  understand,  but  the 
grizzly,  while  no  less  curious,  sniffs 
cautiously  at  the  unknown  thin  gand 
then  passes  by  on   the  other  side. 

This  night  I  was  determined  to  dis- 
cover whether  it  was  the  wire  or  the 
man    tracks    that   stopped   them.   After 


I    had    adjusted    my    camera    I    turned 
off  into  a  little  clearing. 

Here  1  waited  behind  a  big  tree.  I 
knew  that  if  the  bears  cared  about  my 
tracks  they  would  know,  in  their  in- 
explicable wisdt^m,  which  way  I  had 
gone  and  wouki  proceed  to  investi- 
gate. 

At  last  they  came  along,  three  huge, 
lumbering  fellows,  their  bulky  forms 
showing  monstrous  in  the  gathering 
dusk.  They  sniffed  at  my  trail  when 
they  caught  it,  but  they  did  not  stop 
until  they  reached  the  hidden  wire. 
That  brought  thein  to  a  standstill. 

First  one  sniffed  and  then  unoth;-r 
until  it  occurred  to  them  that  possibly 
my  tracks  had  something  to  do  with 
this  strange  thing.  So  back  they 
came  along  the  trail,  not  angry,  but 
simply    bent   on   finding   out. 

In  my  interest  I  had  left  my  tree, 
and  wlien  they  reached  the  little  clear- 
ing they  found  me  in  full  view.  1 
was  entirely  unarmed,  as  usual,  hav- 
ing not  even  a  sheath  knife,  but  twen- 
ty-five years'  experience  with  bears  has 
taught  me  a  few  thing?  about  them, 
and  under  the  circumstances  I  had 
no  more  fear  than  if  they  had  been  so 
many    healthy   bull    terriers. 

I  stood  perfectly  still  there  in  the 
open,  trjing  hard  not  to  wink,  but 
feeling  all  the  time  that  I  was  sway- 
ing like  a  reed  in  the  wind.  They  had 
not  yet  caught  the  direct  man  scent, 
but  they  saw  me.  All  three  stood  bolt 
upright  on  their  hind  feet  and  rub- 
bered. You  can  fool  almost  anything 
more  easily  than  you  can  fool  a  grizzly 
bear,  and  you  may  Imagine  that  I 
played  the  game  with  zest  and  tried 
lo  hold  m  body  steady. 

Unable  to  make  out  what  I  was,  they 
dropped  on  all  fours  and  gradually  ap- 
proached. A  large  fallen  tree  lay  be- 
tween us,  and  soon  this  hid  them  from 
view.    I    watched    it   breathlessly. 

Presently  a  snout  and  two  bright 
I  eyes  appeared  noiselessly  above  the  log 
and  then  the  whole  head  and  shoul- 
ders, as  the  leader  reconnoitered.  Then 
a  second  head  appeared  beside  him, 
but  thelader  was  not  yet  satisfied,  and 
placing  his  paw  over  the  other  bear's 
snout,  gently  pushed  him  back.  How 
I  wanted  to  laugh! 

At  some  signal,  invisible  to  me,  the 
other  two  bears  arose  and  all  three 
scrambled  over  the  tree  trunk.  They 
were  but  a  short  distance  away  and 
yet  I  heard  rurt  so  much  as  the  scratch 
of  a  claw  on  the  bark. 

Nearer  and  nearer  they  came  until 
the  leader  was  not  over  ten  feet  away. 
Then,  catching  the  man  scent  and  los- 
ing courage,  or  having  sufficiently  satis- 
fied their  curiosity,  they  turned  and 
shambled   off. 

I  heaved  a  sigh,  not  of  relief,  but  of 
regret  that  it  was  nearly  dark  and  I 
had  no  camera  in  my  hands.  .\h,  what 
a  picture  that  would  have  made!  But 
pictures  of  grizzlies  are  not  so  easy  to 
get.     If  they   were,  half  the  fun  would 

gone. 

The  black  bear  is  a  most  Interesting 
animal  to  study  and  to  hunt  with  the 
camera.  But,  unless  you  know  their 
habits  you  might  search  the  mountains 
over  and  never  see  one.  The  only  way 
Is  to  wait  for  them  to  come  to  you. 

They  are  omnivorous  animals,  with  a 
great  fondness  for  certain  roots  and 
grasses  and  for  berries.  The  black 
bear  Is  very  intelligent  and  interesting 
and  one  of  the  most  humorous  animals 
in  the  world.  He  has  given  me  many 
a  hearty  laugh.  These  bears  will  never 
attack  unless  first  molested.  If  dis- 
turbed they  usually  run  away  and  they 
certainly  can  run.  For  a  short  dis- 
tance they  can  beat  a  horse  in  the 
open,  and  in  the  woods  nothing  can 
catch  them. 

Black  bears  have  a  funny  code  of 
etiquette  in  their  dealings  with  each 
other.  If  one  or  more  of  them  are 
feeding  in  a  huckleberry  patch  and  a 
newcomer  arrives  the  latter  does  not 
notice  them  at  first,  though  they  look 
at  him. 

Very  carefully  he  ignores  them  until 
he  has  been  in  the  patch  for  some  little 
time,  when  he  looks  up  In  apparent  sur- 
prise and  expres.se3  recognition  for  the 
first  time,  as  much  as  to  say:  "Why. 
mv  dear  sir.  I  beg  your  pardon.  I  did 
not  see  you  when  I  arrived.  I  certain- 
ly would  not  have  intruded  had  I 
known  you  were  here." 

The  black  bears  are  afraid  of  the 
grizzlies.  The  latter  come  out  to  feed 
at  dusk,  when  the  former  sneak  quietly 
off.  I  have  seen  some  very  amusing 
instances  of  this.  The  only  satisfactory 
way  to  photograph  grizzlies,  therefore. 
Is  by  flashlight. 

I  have  known  the  grizzly  bear  pretty 
intimately  for  twenty-five  years  and  I 
consider  him  the  most  intelligent  of  our 
wild  animals.  I  have  known  him  *to 
circumvent  his  human  hunters  time  and 
again  by  sheer  cleverness  and  brains. 
I  am  positive  that  he  reasons,  John 
Burroughs  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing. 

I  hunted  grizzlies  with  my  camera 
from  Alaska  to  Wyoming,  but  partly 
because  bruin  was  too  smart  for  me 
and  partly  because  of  defective  appar- 
atus I  had  little  to  show  for  it. 

When  I  found  that  the  wire  across 
the  trail  did  not  work,  I  tried  a  thread, 
but  I  found  him  too  sharp  and  warj- 
to  go  against  the  smallest  thread  or 
wire.  He  couldn't  possibly  see  it,  but 
he  could  smell  it.  Finally  I  got  one 
picture,  not  because  the  bear  ran  into 
the  thread,  but  because  he  became  a 
little  more  inquisitive  than  usual  and 
set  oft  the  fiash  with  his  nose.

—  (Specal  to  The 
Herald.) — The  defense  had  an  inning 
today  in  the  case  of  the  government 
against  George  W.  Wood,  L.  A.  Wood, 
F.  B.  Wood,  L.  C.  Wood,  Paul  Foss 
and  Charles  Kelly,  alleged  officers  of 
the  Wisconsin  Grain  &  Stock  com- 
pany, charged  with  perfecting  and 
carrying  into  action  a  scheme  to  de- 
fraud through  the  medium  of  the 
United  Slates  mails,  in  attempting  to 
show  that  the  present  litigation  is  the 
result  of  the  enmity  previously  existing 
against  them  by  the  Chicago  board  or 
trade. 

This  declaration  was  made  during 
yesterday  morning's  session,  and  at 
that  time  Charles  C.  Houpt,  govern- 
ment district  attorney,  objected  to  any 
such  inference  being  drawn,  as  he 
.said  that  the  government  had  under- 
taken the  prosecution  in  the  regular 
course  of  its  business.  There  v.-as  an 
apology  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Lind,  of 
defendants  counsel,  who  explained 
that  he  did  not  wish  to  ca.«t  di.scredt. 
on  the  motives  of  the  district  attorney, 
but  he  insisted  that  the  events  leading 
up  to  the  prosecution  would  indicate 
that  the  Chicago  board  of  trade  had 
taken  the  initiative  in  gathering  evi- 
dence for  the  government. 

Thomas  J.  Milllgan,  who  took  the 
stand  yesterday  afternoon,  occupied 
the  witness  chair  all  during  the  fore- 
noon session  today,  and  testimony 
tending  to  connect  the  Chicago  board 
of  trade  with  an  interest  in  the  case 
was  elicited  from  him  under  cross-ex- 
amination by  Judge  Luse,  of  defend- 
ant's counsel. 

Took  "Freiit'h  Ix'ave." 

Milllgan  had  stated  that  he  left  the 
employ  of  the  Wisconsin  Grain  & 
Stock  company  last  year.  Under  cross- 
examination  it  developed  that  he  took 
"French  leave."  He  simply  failed  lo 
report   the   next   morning. 

"How  did  you  happen  to  go  to  Chi- 
cago?" asked  Judge  Luse. 

"I  was  asked  by  Mr.  King  if  1 
would  not  like  to  go.  This  was  on  ihe 
Thursday  previous  to  the  Saturday  on 
which  1  left,"  was  the  witness's  an- 
swer. 

I     "Where    did   you    see     him?"      asked 
counsel. 

Witness  said  that  he  met  him  in  his 
room  at  the  Ryan  hotel.  Bixby,  an- 
other of  the  government's  witnesses, 
was  also   there   at   the   time. 

"This  man  King  was  at  that  time 
a  postofflcG  inspector  and  had  former- 
ly been  employed  as  a  detective  foi 
the  Chicago  board  of  trade,  was  ne 
not?"  queried  the  attorney  for  the 
defense. 

Mr.  Milligan  said  that  he  understood 
such   was    the    case. 

"When  did  you  first  see  this  man 
King?"   was  the  next  question. 

Witness  said  that  he  first  met  him 
in  the  office  of  the  Wisconsin  Grain 
&  Stock  company.  Postoffice  in- 
spector Ketchem  was  with  him  at  the 
time.  Mr.  Quigley  told  him  that 
"these  gentlemen"  wanted  to  get  some 
information,  and  to  give  them  what 
they   wanted. 

It    developed    that    Mr.    Ketchem    in- 
troduced the  witness  to  his  companion. 
"Urfder  what  name  did  Mr.   Ketchem 
introduce    this    man    King    to      you?" 
asked    Mr.    Luse. 

Did  Not  Hear  Name. 
Witness  said   that    he  did   not   know. 
He  did  not  beMeve  tiiat  he  heard     thd 
name. 

"Can  I  refresh  your  recollection  on 
this  subject?"  asked  counsel. 

Mr.  Milligan  said  that  he  did  not 
know  how  his  memory  could  be  re- 
freshed if  he  had  not  heard  the  name. 

"Was  ho  not  introduced  to  you  as 
Mr.  Bell?"  asked  Mr.  Luse. 

Witness  denied  that  such  was  the 
case. 

"If  you  did  not  hear  the  name  why 
are  you  so  positive  that  it  was  not 
Bell?"  asked  defendant's  counsel. 
Witness  did  not  answer. 
Further  questioning  showed  that 
King  had  called  ait  the  witness'  house 
on  the  evening  of  his  departure  for 
Chicago. 

"When  you  met  Mr.  King  at  the 
Ryan  hotel,  did  he  ask  you  any  ques- 
tions about  the  busin;^ss  of  lilie  Ed- 
wards Wood  company?"  asked  Mr. 
Luse. 

Witness  said  that  he  did  not  remem- 
ber. 

Memory    Refreshetl. 

Judge  Luse  then  read  from  the  wit- 
ness' testimony  at  the  preliminary 
hearing,  in  which  he  had  stated  thai 
King   had   a.sked   him   questions. 

"Did  King  guarantee  you  a  position 
in  Chicago  in  case  you  went  there?" 
asked  Mr.   Luse. 

Mr.  Milligan  denied  that  such  was 
the  case.  He  said  that  King  had 
remarked  that  he  would  help  him  to 
get  a  position,  if  he  was  unable  to 
get  one   himself. 

Judge  Luse  then  read  further  from 
the  previous  testimony  of  the  witness, 
in  which  he  stated  positively  that 
King   had    guaranteed   him   a   position. 

"Well,  that  answer  is  wrong,"  de- 
clared  the  witness. 

In  answer  to  other  questions,  wit- 
ness said  that  he  had  been  getting  $25 
a  week  with  the  Wisconsin  company 
and  that  he  got  $27.00  a  week  with 
Minor  &  Co.,  members  of  the  Chicago 
board  of  trade,  with  whom  he  was 
connected  as  an  employe.  He  had 
been  with  them  ever  since  he  was  in 
Chicago. 

Although  the  witness  Jiad  stated 
that  King  did  not  get  him  the  position, 
he  afterwards  admitted  that  King  had 
given  him  a  letter  of  introduction  to 
one  Schuyler,  who  had  in  turn  taken 
him  to  Minor  &  Co.'s  offices.

PAWN  WEDDING  RINGS. 

Queer  and  Pathetic  Reasons  Given 
bv  Husbands  and  Wives. 

Chicago  Tribune:  One  thousand  wed- 
ding and  engagement  rings  are  pawned 
every  year  in  Chicago,  which  will  be 
a  sad  bit  of  information  for  Cupid. 

Maurice  Salmonson,  the  marriage  li- 
cense clerk,  says  that  figure  is  outrage- 
ously high,  but  the  pawnbrokors,  who 
ought  to  "  know,  declare  twice  that 
many  emblems  of  the  love  that  did  not 
endure  find  their  way  annually  into  the 
shops  whereon  glisten  the  three  biill.s. 

One  redeeming  feature  of  this  traf- 
fic, from  the  standpoint  of  Cupid  and 
Mr.  Salmonson,  is  that  most  of  the.se 
rings  are  not  pawned  by  women.  Som-^- 
tlmes  they  reach  the  shylocks  tiirough 
thieves,  and  most  of  the  time  they  are 
sold  by  men  who  would  pawn  their 
souls  with  them  if  they  could  rai.se 
enough  by  that  method  to  buy  a  few 
more  drinks  or  a  sniff  of  cocaine.  One 
in  a  while,  though,  a  broken-hearted 
wiff  walks  in  to  raise  what  she  can 
on  the  little  band  that  once  was  her 
dearest  possession,  and  then  It  is  that 
th»^   pawnbroker   hears   a   •story." 

The  pawnbrokers  declare  that  dire 
necessity,  as  a  rule,  is  the  only  thing 
that  will  lead  a  woman  to  part  with 
her  wedding  ring.  There  are  exceptions 
to  this  rule,  however,  and  some  of  these 
are  so  funny  that  even  the  pawnbrok- 
ers, who  are  supposed  to  be  devoid  of 
anything  but  a  de.'sire  to  wrangle  over 
the  price,  have  to  delay  the  negotia- 
tions long  enough  to  give  vent  to  their 
mirth.  Here  are  a  few  reasons  why 
women  pawned  their  wedding  rings 
according  to  more  than  a  score  of 
pawnbrokers  who  were  interviewed  on

"I  suppose  he  has  a  fad  for  buying 
pawned  wedding  rings,"  Mr.  Bloom- 
stein said.  "I  tried  once  to  get  hiin 
to  tell  me  what  on  earth  he  wanted 
with  ."^o  many  old  wedding  rings,  and 
all  he  would  say  was  that  he  was  mak- 
ing a  nonection  of  them.  He  added  that 
he  was  a  bachelor,  and,  wnlle  he  did 
not  say  so,  I  judged  that  he  used  the 
old  wedding  rings  to  meet  the  gibes  of 
his  friend.^  whenever  they  tease  him 
about  being  single.  It  might  be  a  good 
Idea,  at  that,  and  I  am  sure  from  the 
number  of  rings  he  has  bought  he 
wouhl  have  an  effective  argument 
against  marrying." 

Most  of  the  pawnbrokers  declare  that 
men  and  not  women  sell  and  pawn  wed- 
dlne  rings.

In 
miny  Instances  would  not  part  with 
i-oV  worlds.  The  rings,  unle.ss  they 
I'-e  set  with  diamonds,  are  never  worth 
much  but  that  does  not  concern  the 
men  who  sell  them.  All  they  want  is 
enough  to  buy  another  ilrlnk  or  two. 
and  for  that  reason  they  never  stop  to 
think  of  either  the  real  or  the  senti- 
mental value  of  the  rings.

A  woman  who  paints  pictures  for  a 
living  declares  that  marriid  women  who 
are  not  at  all  dependent  for  their  bread 
and  butter  and  clotlie.s  on  their  own  ex- 
tortions, who  in  fact  are  well  to  do.  in 
.some  cases  are  opening  studios  and  mak- 
ing a  bid  for  patronage  with  as  mucii 
eagerness  as  imp  cunious  artists.  Tliis 
kind  of  competition  Is  particularly  hard 
lor  the  workers  from  necessity  to  meet, 
as  the  well  to  do  women  have  the  ad- 
vantage In  disposing  of  their  work  of  such 
aids  as  money  can  supply.

Asked  the  reason  for  this  state  of 
things  the  woman's  answer  was  not  al- 
together complimentary  to  her  sex.  Love 
of  fine  clothes  and  di-slike  of  the  compar- 
atively humdrum  routine  of  keeping 
house  were  the  chief  reasons,  she  said. 

With  few  exceptions  the  married  wage 
earners  she  knows  w^ere  wage  earners 
bfore  they  married  and  thus  obtained  a 
taste  for  the  excitement  and  variety  of 
business  life.  Case  after  case  was  cited 
bv  this   woman   to  prove  her  point. 

One  illustration  waia  a  young  woman 
earning  a  fairly  large  salary  at  the  head 
almost  of  her  department.

Cus- 
tomers made  much  of -her  and  she  al- 
ways had  plenty  of  attention  from  young 
men  When  slie  was  about  25  all  of  a 
sudden  she  made  up  her  mind  to  marry  a 
young  fellow  who  was  earning  $30  a  week 
and  had  the  prospect  of  climbing  higher. 

"We  all  felt  she  was  doing  well,  and  the 
girl  herself  said  that  she  was  glad 
enough  to  give  up  working  in  a  store  and 
have  her  own  home,"  said  the  narrator. 
"Six  months  later,  when  going  through 
the  main  floor  one  day,  I  was  amazed  to 
see  her  behind  one  of  the  counters.

Discovery  of  a  new  source  of  silk 
supply  may  well  excite  world-wide  in- 
terest. Inasmuch  as  there  is  no  civil- 
ized country  that  does  not  use  vast 
amounts  of  this  most  precious  and 
beautiful  of  all  fibers.

And  whence.,  also,  the  search 
that  has  been  made  all  over  the  earth, 
during  many  years  past,  for  other  artlk- 
spinnlng  insecus,  to  supplement  by  their 
efforts  those  of  the  much-prized  cater- 
pillar afore.said.  Experiments  in  this 
direction  have  even  been  made  In  the 
United  States,  where  we  have  at  leajst 
two  well-known  si>ecies  of  motha 
which  are  excellent  silk-makers. 

It  is  newly  announced,  however,  on 
the  authority  of  G.  E.  Eager,  th« 
American  c<^risul  at  Barmen,  Germany, 
that  a  remarkable  disscovery  of  wild 
silk  produced  by  spinning  caterpillars, 
has'  been  made  in  the  region  surround- 
ing the  East  African  lakes,  by  a  Ger- 
man resident  of  New  York  city,  wh<\ 
while  conducting  an  exploring  cxpedl- 
Uon  through  that  little-known  part  of 
the  world,  came  upon  great  numbers  of 
the  "nests"  of  the  insects  In  questton. 
Since  then  he  has  secured  special  eon- 
cessions  from  both  the  English  and 
German  colonial  authoritie,s,  with  a 
view  to  gather  the  crop  of  wild  silk, 
and  sending  it  to  market.

London,  Jan.  8. — Mr.  Stickney,  ad- 
dre.ssing  the  noteholders  here  today, 
explained  the  circumstances  of  the 
railroad.  He  dwelt  upon  the  financial 
conditions  in  America,  which  inter- 
fere with  the  payment  of  the  5  per 
cents  that  mature  during  this  present 
year. 

The  decision  of  the  finance  commit- 
tee met  with  the  approval  of  the  note- 
holders. Only  one  interested  firm, 
which  has  made  large  .sales  of  the 
notes  maturing  in  March,  opposed  the 
receivership  and  proposed  a  different 
plan. 

After  the  meeting  President  Stick- 
ney said: 

••The  Chicago  Great  Western  fortunate- 
ly has  no  mortgage.  It  issued  a  lot  of 
notes  which  matured  during  a  lime  of 
financial  depression,  as  usually  is  the 
case,  and  consequently  we  could  not  pay 
them.  A  great  majority  of  the  notehold- 
ers were  perfectly  willnig  to  extend  tho 
time  of  the  notes,  but  some  of  the  hold- 
ers could  not  be  reached  and  it  was  un- 
certain what  they  might  do. 

The  committee  thought  it  best,  under 
the  circumstances,  to  place  tlie  prop- 
erty in  control  of  the  court  during  the 
time  necessary  to  issue  first  mortgage 
bonds  and  sell  them.  In  ordinary  times 
it  would  take  three  months  to  issue  and 
sell  these  bonds,  but  how  long  it  will 
take  to  sell  them  under  present  condi- 
tions,   is    problematical." 

Mr.  Stickney  will  return  to  the  United 
States  by  the  .Mauretania,  which  leaves 
Liverpool   next  Saturday.

them.  Among  the  lat- 
ter class  are  thousands  of  cunning  ad- 
venturers wlio  subsist  entirely  on 
their  wits,  and  a  sthese  gentry  delight 
to  live  in  the  lap  of  luxury  and  squan- 
der money  like  water  when  they  have  it 
—they  are  constantly  arranging  new 
and  deep-laid  plots  when  "hard  up"  to 
deplete  the  banking  accounts  of  the 
bookmakers,  says  London  Titbits. 

Some  extremely  unscrupulous  back- 
ers are  to  be  found  on  the  American 
race  tracks,  and  a  clever  gang  of  these 
has  lately  outwitted  the  Yankee  book- 
makers to  the  tune  of  £40,000  by  a  su- 
blimely audacious  scheme.  In  all  the 
large  American  cities  there  are  numer- 
ous poolrooms  in  wliich  bookmakers 
and  backers  crowd  during  racing 
hours  to  "bet  on  the  tape.  "  Tlie  tape 
machine  ticks  out  the  runners  and 
jockeys  for  each  race  and  the  "punt- 
ers"  back  their  fancies.  Merrily  clicks 
tlie  "ticker"  in  the  corner,  and  pres- 
ently "They're  off"  is  printed  on  the 
narrow  slip  of  paper.  "Tick,  tick,"  once 
more,  then  the  winner  and  placed 
horses  come  through.  In  a  short 
space  of  time  the  odds  laid  against  the 
winner  on  the  course  are  clicked  out 
by  the  wonderful  little  instrument,  and 
the  bookies  instanter  pay  out  large 
sums  of  money  to  thosd  who  have 
backed  the  winning  horse. 

The  gang  of  "crooks"  alluded  to 
methodically  split  up  so  that  each  big 
betting  room  should  have  a  represen- 
tative prior  to  a  certain  race  being 
run,  and  every  one  of  these  backed 
the  same  horse  for  this  event  for  as 
much  money  as  could  be  got  on  with 
the  poolroom  bookies.  The  selected 
animal  duly  came  up  as  the  winner 
"on  the  tape,"  and,  as  the  starting 
price  was  a  long  one,  the  sick-and- 
sorry  layers  of  odds  paid  out  large 
sums  to  the  members  of  the  gang  who 
had  backed  it.  Then  the  latter  glee- 
fully disappeared.  A  few  hours  later 
the  losers  discovered  to  their  extreme 
amazement  that  the  horse  they  had 
"paid  out  over"  to  the  tune  of  £40,(.K)0 
had  not  won  the  race  at  all.  Pinkerton's 
world-renowned  sleuth-hounds  were 
instantly  put  on  to  unravel  the  mys- 
tery and  speedily  solved  the  puzzle. 
The  "Club  of  Crooks"  had  cut  the 
main  wire  from  the  course  which 
served  the  tape  machines  and  by  in- 
stalling their  own  telegraph  instru- 
ments on  the  cut  cable,  calmly  wired 
the  horse  their  gang  had  backed 
through  on  the  tape  to  all  the  pool- 
rooms.

name  and  added.  "Reporter."  The  races 
duly  run  and  the  obliging  'Re- 
sent in  another  interesting 
item  to  the  sporting  dailies.  Nothing 
was  missing,  everything  was  in  app.e- 
pie  order;  evidently  the  reporter  knew 
the  business  thoroughly.  The  "hard- 
working" and  "conscientious"  journal- 
ist had  carefully  collected  the  starting 
price  of  the  winners  and  losers,  and 
his  account  of  the  day's  racing  duly  ap- 
peared in  the  papers  he  sent  it  to. 
This  was  eagerly  perused  with  the 
greatest  interest  by  a  large  number 
of  bookmakers  in  London,  and  they 
found  to  their  sorrow  that  nearly  all 
the  winners  had  been  backed  for  big 
sums  by  many  of  their  numerous  cli- 
ents, who  were  evidently  expert  judges 
of  racing  or  extraordinarily  lucky. 

As  the  horses  had  started  at  long 
odds  against  they  lost  heavily.  A  lot 
of  those  who  had  been  .severely  hit 
discussed  the  matter  with  their  con- 
freres. "Where  was  Trodmore,  the 
place  where  the  lucky  backers  had 
found  so  many  good  winners?"  "Has 
anvone  heard  of  these  horses  or 
jockeys  before?"  No!  No  one  had, 
now  they  come  to  think  about  it. 
Many  of  the  bookmakers  had  been 
connected  with  racing  for  nearly  half 
a  century.  Detectives  were  engaged, 
and  they  unearthed  one  of  the  most 
gigantic  swindles  on  record.  It  was 
discovered  that  there  was  no  such 
place  in  England  as  "Trodmore;" 
there  never  had  been  such  a  meeting; 
there  were  no  etJch  horses  or  jockeys 
in  existence  as  those  mentioned  in  the 
program,  and  the  "Reporter" — well, 
"his  day's  work  was  done"  and  "fivers" 
was  obligingly  put  on  for  the  gang  by 
innocent  waiters  and  hotel  and  the- 
ater doorkeepers  in  the  West  End,  and 
the  daring  swindlers  have  never  been 
traced.  They  vanished  with  their  win- 
nings. 

Some  racing  sharps  successfully 
robbed  the  bookma,Jters  of  a  large  sum 
of  money  at  Warwick  some  years  ago 
by  the  "following  ingenious  method: 
In  Tattersall's  ring  bookmakers  are 
bound  by  the  rules  to  pay  over  the 
horse  that  actually  "gets"  the  race,  so 
that  in  the  event  of  an  objection,  and 
the  runner  which  has  passed  the  judge 
first  being  disqualified,  they  pay  onl> 
over  the  one  to  which  the  stewards, 
after  due  deliberation,  award  the  race. 
In  the  half-crown  rings  and  outside 
!  the  rings  the  bookies  pay  "first  past 
the  post,"  irrespective  of  objection.  A 
crack  jockey  was  properly  and  cor- 
rectly weighed  out  by  the  official  clerk 
of  the  scales  for  a  certain  race  at  War- 
wick on  the  occasion  mentioned,  and 
the  horse  he  rode  was  heavily  and 
.systematically  backed  with  bookies 
who  pay  "first  past  the  pc>st."'  The  ani- 
mal won  easily.  When  his  jockey 
went  to  scale,  after  the  race,  he  failed 
to  draw  within  fourteen  pounds  of 
what  he  should  have  done.  His  sadvile 
cloth  was  immediately  examined  and 
it  was  discovered  that  it  had  been  tam- 
pered with  by  some  one  after  the 
jockey  had  been  weighed  out  and  sev- 
eral of  the  lead  weights  removed.  The 
"winner"  was  promptly  disqualified 
and  the  race  awarded  to  the  one  which 
had  finished  second.  The  gang  reaped 
a  rich  harvest.  The  jockey  was,  how- 
ever, after  due  inquiry  exonerated  by 
the  authorities  from  any  blame  in  the 
matter,  as  his  integrity  was  beyond 
dispute.  Several  "turfites"'  got  into 
serious  trouble  over  this  affair,  but  the 
real  dellquents  were  never  discovered.

RIGHT    HAND    OR    BOTH    HANT>S. 

Many  reasons  have  been  advanced  for 
the  prevalence  of  right  handedness.  It 
le  by  some  said  t^  be  the  result  of  nurs- 
ing and  infanlle  treatment,  to  be  due  to 
early   practice    In    writing   and   drawing, 


to  be  the  outcome  of  warfare,  education 
and  heredity,  the  result  of  mechanical 
law  and  other  remote  causes,  aCSjrdinR 
to  the  Strand.  Sir  James  Sawyt-r  declare* 
that  the  preferential  use  of  the  right 
hand  Is  due  to  the  fact  that  In  primi- 
tive days  man  usud  the  right  hand  for 
the  purposes  of  offense,  so  as  keep  the 
heart— the  vital  spot— as  far  as  possible 
from  the  assault  of  an  adversary.  Re- 
cent experiments  and  observation.",  how- 
ever, prove  that  single  handedness  la 
n.f-rf-ly  the  result  of  faulty  or  restricted 
education. 

It  is  a  curious  instance  of  hum;in  con- 
trariness that  should  one  eye,  one  ear 
or  one  leg  of  a  child  stiow  signs  of  di- 
minl.«h€d  vigor  the  parents  would  In- 
stantly seek  the  cause  of  and,  if  possible, 
the  remedy  for  that  lamentable  condi- 
tion: yet  for  some  inexplicable  re.ison  or 
prejudice  the  left  hand  of  the  averag* 
child  is  ruthlessly  and  deliberately  neg- 
lected, until  in  mature  ye.irs  it  is  an  un- 
developed, useless  and  almost  unneces- 
f^ary    appendage. 

Careful  observations  have  shown  thai 
out  of  every  hundred  persons  born  into 
this  world  eighty  are  congenitally  am- 
bidextrous—that is  to  say,  they  will  in- 
stinctively reach  lor  an  object  with  either 
hand  and  only  require  proper  instruction 
and  training  tj  develop  both  hands  and 
arms  to  an  equal  degree  of  strength  and 
skill. 

Of  the  remaining  twenty  seventeen  will 
be  right  handed,  while  the  other  three 
will  show  a  natural  bias  toward  the  left 
hand.  The  cultivation  of  ambidexterity, 
therefore,  offers  no  insuperable  difficul- 
ties, and  the  economical  physiological 
and  psychological  advantages  are  enor- 
mous. 

It  is  said  that  the  Japanese  soldier* 
can  use  their  weapons  with  equal  skill  in 
either  hand,  for  th*  y  are  trained  to  be 
ambidevtrous  from  childhood.  At  school 
they  are  tought  to  write  and  draw  with 
both  hands.  In  drawmg  and  painting  no 
supporting  device  whatever  is  used,  the 
entire   arm   being  employed. 

The  German  eelucational  authorities, 
too,  are  at  present  giving  considerable 
attention  to  left  hand  work,  especially  In 
their  technical  and  mechanical  schools. 
The  students  are  taught  to  saw,  plane 
and  hammer  as  well  with  the  left  hand 
as  with  the  right,  and  the  ecHinoniieal 
and  Industrial  importance  of  ambidexter- 
dity  Is  firmly  impressed  upon  the  minds 
of  young  men  and  women.

The  retail  price  of  two  grades  of  soft 
coal,  Hocking  and  Youghiogheny,  waa 
reduced  50  cents  a  ton  this  morning. 
The  price  has  been  $5.25  a  ton,  and  it 
is  now  $4.75.  Warm  weather  is  thought 
to  have  had  something  to  do  with  the 
reduction.  The  wholesale  price  drop- 
ped several  days  a.g<j. 

These  grades  are  used  to  a  certain 
extent  for  domestic  purposes,  and  como 
under  the  head  of  steam  coal.  There 
is  a  good  supply  of  bituminous  on  tho 
Head  of  the  Lakes  docks,  but  the 
supply  of  certain  grades  of  anthracite 
is  very  limited,  and  there  is  said  to  be 
no  prosi>ect  of  a  reduction  in  tiie  price 
of  anthracite,  either  whole.sale  or  re- 
tail, before  spring.  With  ordinarily 
cold  weather,  there  would  in  all  prob- 
ability be  a  shortage  of  hard  coal. 

There  has  been  a  falling  off  in  the 
movement  of  coal  into  the  interior  re- 
cently. Many  of  the  dealers,  profiting 
by  the  experience  of  last  winter,  wfere 
well  stocked  u.p  when  winter  set  in, 
and  a.s  their  early  supply  has  not  yet 
bean  exhausted,  they  have  not  found  it 
necessary  to  send  in  more  orders.  Rail- 
road officials  are  afraid  that  because 
of  conditions  at  present  existing,  wher- 
by  it  is  an  easy  matter  to  get  all  the 
cars  necessary  for  coal  shipments,  the 
Intea-lor  dealers  will  next  summer  and 
fall  delay  ordering  until  the  last  min- 
ute, believing  that  the  situation  will  1>^' 
equally  favorable,  and  that  there  will 
be  no  delay  in  getting  the  fuel  moved. 
In  this  case,  should  the  fall  and  winter 
business  be  as  heavy  as  usual,  there 
would  be  immediate  danger  of  a  c^ial 
shortage  even  more  serious  than  the 
one  which  existed  through  the  North- 
west last  winter,  for  all  the  rolling 
stock  would  be  in  use,  and  taxed  to  ca- 
pacity, resulting  in  long  delays  in  the 
delivery  of  coal,  as  was  the  case  ^^^^ 
year.

COFFEE  CAKES  FOR  BREAKFAST. 
From    Woman's    Home    Companion: 
The  best  coffee  cakes   are  made  fro^m 
brioche  mixture,  which  is  expensive  but 
delicious.     I  have  a  second  coffee  cake 
rCHjlpe,  that  oame  from  one  of  Boston's 
most  famous  hotels,  which  is  not  very 
expensive,    and    which    Is    really    very 
g<x)d.     I  think  I  will  give  you  both  of 
them,  beginning  with  the  simpler.  Scald 
two  cupfuls  of  milk;   when  lukewarm, 
add   one     and     one-half     yeast     cakes 
broken  in  small  pieces,  and  as  soon  as 
the    yeast    cakes    have    dis.solved,    add 
three    and    one-half    cupfuls    of    flour. 
Beat  thoroughly,  cover  and  let  rise  one 
and  one-half  hours;  then  add  one-half 
cupful  each  of  butler,  lard  and  sugar, 
one   eg^g   unbeaten,   one   teaspoonful   of 
salt,  one-half  teasp<xmful  of  cinnamon 
and' enough  rlour  to  knead.    Knead  un- 
til  well   mixed,   cover  and   let   rise  six 
liours.    Keep  in  the  ice  box  or  in  a  cold 
place  over  night,  to  prevent  further  ris- 
ing.    In  the  morning  turn  the  mixture, 
on     a     floured    bread     ix)ard     or    cloth 
(magic  cover),  and  roll  into  a  long  rec- 
tangular  piece    one-fourth   of   an    inch 
thick.     Brush  over  with  melted  butter, 
and  fold  from  ends  toward  the  center, 
making    three    layers.      Cut    off    pieces 
throe-fourths   of   an    inch    wide,    cover 
and    let    rise    until    light.      Take    each 
piece  .separately,  and     twLst  from  ends 
in  opposite  directions,  then  shape  in  a 
coil,  or  bring  ends   together  at   top  of 
cake.     Place    in    buttered    pans,    c<3V©r, 
again  let  rise  and  bake  in  a  moderate 
oven    twenty    to    twenty-five    minutes. 
Cool  slightly  and  brush  over  with  con- 
fectioners' sugar  moistened  with  boil- 
ing water  until  of  the  right  consistency 
to  spread  and  flavoi^d  with   vanilla. 

The  expensive  recipe  for  coffee  cakes 
is  as  follows:  doaid  one  cupful  of 
milk  and  cool  until  lukewarm,  then 
add  two  yeast  cakes  broken  in  small 
pieces.  When  the  yeast  cakes  are  dis- 
solved, add  one-half  cupful  of  whole 
eggs,  one-fourth  of  a  cupful  of  sugar, 
two-thirds  of  a  cupful  of  butter,  one- 
half  teaspoonful  of  lemon  extract  and 
four  and  two-thdrds  cupfuls  of  flour. 
Beat  thoroughly  for  ten  minutes,  using 
the  hands.  Cover  and  let  rise  six 
liours.  Keep  in  the  ice  box  over  night, 
and  In  the  morning  follow  the  direc- 
tions given  under  the  first  recipe  for 
coffee  oakes.  These  cake.s  are,  without 
doubt,  the  most  popmlar  breakfast 
bread'  of  todaj^.

FORMER  MAID  AT  WOOD'S 
HOME  ASSUMES  "MISSING 
RECORDS"  WERE  BURNED 


San  Francisco.  Jan.  9— The  Examiner 
today  says:  Ralph  Borgelia,  who  is 
under  arrest  for  forgery,  is  either  a 
romancer  with  a  wonderful  Imagination 
or,  as  he  says,  a  connection  of  aristo- 
cratic and  wealthy  families,  who  has  a 
most   amazing  caret^r. 

Borgelia  was'  taken  before  Police 
Judge  Charles  VVeller  for  hearing  on  a 
charge  of  passing  a  forged  check  in 
pavment  of  a  hotel  bill.  After  a  brief 
hearing  he  was  held  for  trial  and  re- 
turned to  his  cell  In  the  city  prison. 

He  has  been  an  inmate  of  the  prison 
for  two  weeks  awaiting  trial,  and  last 
night  he  decided  to  gratify  the  curiosity 
expressed  by  the  officers  who  have  been 
watching  him.  Borgelia,  in  his  story, 
declares  he  is  a  nephew  of  the  late  Otto 
Young,  multi-millionaire  merchant  and 
capitalist  of  Chicago,  and  the  son  of 
Raoul  Borgelia,  member  c>f  a  noble 
and  ancient  Italian  family.  His  mother, 
who  he  says  was  a  sister  of  C>tto 
Toung,  married  three  times.  Borgelia 
being  her  second  husband  and  his 
father.  Borgelia  died  in  London,  the 
widow  returning  to  America,  where  she 
met  Henri  L.  V'erleye,  consul  from 
France  to  New  York,  and  they  were 
married  at  Chicago  in  1889. 

Supiiorts  His  Claims. 

In  support  of  his  claims  that  he  is 
related  lo  tlie  immensely  rich  Young 
family  of  Chicago.  Borgelia  showed  the 
officers  of  the  prison  receipts  for  regis- 
tered letters  he  sent  to  Mrs.  (ttto  Y'oung 
and  Mrs.  S.  K.  Martin  of  Chicago,  and 
«lrs.  E.  W.  Townes  of  Houston,  Tex., 
wife  of  a  son  of  Judge  Townes  of  the 
Austin  law  school.  All  these  letters 
were  appeals  for  aid  in  his  present  pre- 
dicament, but  up  to  the  present  he  ad- 
mits  thf  y   have  brought   no  response. 

In  support  of  his  claim  that  he  is  a 
Bon  of  Mrs.  H.  L.  Verleye,  wife  of  the 
former  French  consul  to  New  York, 
Borgelia  exhibits  telegrams  and  letters 
he  has  received  from  Mrs.  Verleye  at 
the  city   prison. 

Chicago.  Jan.  9. — Claude  Seymour, 
president  of  the  firm  of  Otto  Young 
&    Co..    .«ald    today: 

"Borgelia  is  a  nephew  of  the  late 
Otto  Young,  and  the  story  he  is 
said  to  have  told  is  probably  cor- 
rect." 

Mr.  Seymour  said  that  Borgelia 
had  frequently  made  similar  appeals 
to   his  relatives  In   the   past.

Concessions  Granted  by

Are  Accepted. 

Philadelphia.  Jan.  9. — Concessions 
inranted  the  union  trolleymen  by  the 
Rapid  Transit  company  were  ap- 
proved at  a  ratilication  meeting, 
which  lasted  from  8  o'clock  last 
evening  until  3  o'clock  this  morn- 
ing.

The  strike  resolution,  which  had 
been  adopted,  with  the  understand- 
ing that  this  wa-s  to  be  the  last 
resort,    was   rescinded. 

It  was  reported  to  the  meeting 
that  some  of  the  fifty-one  union  men 
the  company  had  agreed  to  rein- 
state are  back  at  work  and  others 
were  to  go  to  work  today.

St.  Paul,  Jan.  9. —  (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — The  prosecution  in  the  case 
of  the  government  against  George

NAVAL  BILL 
INTRODUCED 

By  Hale,  Which  Will  Set- 
tle Line  and  Staff 
Controversy. 

Provides  for  Increase  in 

Pay  of  Every  Man 

in  Navy. 


Washington,  Jan.  9.— A  bill  whose* 
passage  it  is  expected  will  work  many 
important  changes  In  the  persunnei  of 
the  navy  <ind  greatly  increase  its  eftt- 
ciency,  was  introduced  today  by  Sena- 
tor  Hale,  chairman  of  the  senate  com- 
itteet  on  naval  anans.  It  propobea 
a  settlement  of  the  vexatious  question 
as  to  whether  the  members  of  me  2>taff 
corps  snail  have  rank  with  the  liiio 
othcers,  puts  an  end  to  the  creation  of 
bureaus  oy  the  secretary  ot  tne  navy, 
ana  gives  a  subsiamiai  raise  in  pa/ 
to  every  commanuing  officer  and  en- 
listed man  «.>!  the  navy  and  marine 
'corps. 

'mere  is  an  important  section  re- 
lating to  tlie  appuini!ii«riit  of  midship- 
men to  the  line  and  slatf  corps,  and 
also  a  provision  calling  tor  the  retire- 
ment 01  ottlcers  ot  certain  age. 
'Ihe  Bureau  ueMittii. 
The  first  section  of  the  bill  deals  witii 
the  bureau  question  by  granting  au- 
thority lo  buieaub  now  existing  lu  con- 
tinue to  transact  tht  business  as- 
signed them,  and  retjuiring  tnat  all 
reports  aiiO  recommenuations  shall  bo 
made  direct  to  tht  secretary  of  war. 
There  Is  then  added  the  provision  tnat 
"no  permanent  board  ot  any  kind  shail 
be  liereaftcr  appointed  by  tne  navy 
department,  or  continued  in  operation 
unless  expitssly  proviued  for  uy  law, 
but,  from  time  to  time,  the  secretary 
of  the  navy  may  convene  boards  for 
temporary  service  connected  with  the 
pending  business  <>f  the  dtpartmenl." 
That  part  of  the  bill  which  relates 
lo  the  assignment  of  line  rank  to  of- 
ficers of  the  various  divisions  of  th-j 
.'^taff  corps,  contains  a  provision  that 
they  Shan  in  no  instance  assume  n:om- 
mand  ot  any  vessel.  The  section  Is 
as  follows: 

■"That  officfT.s  in  the  various  staff 
corps  of  the  navy  shall  hereafter 
have  actual  rank  and  title  as  now 
established  for  the  staff  corps  of  the 
army.  Such  officers  of  the  staff  corps 
of  the  navy  shall  at  ail  times  have  th3 
title  and  designation  of  their  rank,  anJ 
new  commissions  in  accordance  there- 
with shall  in  no  case  carry  with  It 
command  over  any  vcbbcI  of  the  navy 
department,  but  such  command  shad 
be   exercised    only    by   line    offtcers."

six  pieces  of  machinery  arrived  this 
morning  at  the  West  Duluth  Technical 
High  school  for  its  new  manual  train- 
ing department,  one  twenty-four-inch 
j>laner,  weighing  2.000  pounds,  a 
twelve-inch  circular  saw.  a  thirty-two- 
inch  band  saw,  a  ten-horse  power  mo- 
tor, a  mortice  machine  and  an  emery 


wheel.  With  this  equipment  the 
school  is  better  fitted  for  manual  train- 
ing than  an'-  other  in  Duluth. 

Until  this  fall  the  West  Duluth 
Technical  school  was  known  as  the 
Irving  high  school,  when  the  board 
decided  to  install  a  manual  training 
department.  The  name  was  then 
changed  to  Industrial,  but  that  being 
the  name  used  for  many  reform  schools 
in  the  country,  it  was  decided  a  little 
over  a  month  ago  to  adopt  the  name 
West  Duluth  Technical  High  school  as 
more  suitable. 

The  line  of  courses  taken  up  Is  pat- 
terned somewhat  after  those  studied 
at  the  St.  Paul  Mechanical  Arts  High 
school.  It  was  thought  when  the  St. 
Paul  school  started  that  it  would  be 
purely  a  trades  school  and  not  a  prep- 
aratory for  the  university,  but  It  has 
since  been  demonstrated  that  a  large 
percentage  of  its  graduates  continue 
their  studies  in  the  university's  scien- 
tific school.  The  same  is  hoped  for 
the  West   Duluth  school. 

There  are  attending  at  the  techni- 
cal school  about  900  pupils,  of  which 
eighty  are  in  the  high  school  and  the 
rest  in  the  grades.  All  the  high  .'school 
boys  take  manual  training  and  thi 
girls  cooking  and  sewing,  along  with 
the  regular  high  school  studies.  A 
good  many  of  the  Eighth  and  Seventh 
grade  children  have  taken  up  the 
manual  training  work,  too.

The  grand  jury,  which  has  been  In 
session  for  nearly  two  weeks,  has 
comleted  its  work,  so  far  as  any  busi- 
ness before  it  is  concerned,  and  will 
probably  make  its  final  report  to  the 
court  about  5  o'clock   this  afternoon. 

The  jurors  met  this  morning  an^l 
formulated  the  report,  but  did  not 
present  it  at  that  time  as  County  At- 
torney Norton  was  absent  on  a  sud- 
den and  mysterious  visit  to  the  ranges, 
and  the  court  advised  the  Jurors  to 
wait  until  this  afternoon  to  give  the 
court  an  opportunity  to  look  over  ths 
indictments  to  see  if  they  are  tech- 
nically  correct. 

An  adjournment  of  the  grand  jury 
was  taken  until  5  o'clock  this  after- 
noun,  when  it  was  expected  that 
County  Attorney  Norton  would  be 
present.

county  jail.  The  committees  are  said 
to  have  found  things  kept  in  excellei'l 
condition  at  both  the  farm  and  in  the 
jail.  The  grand  jurors  found  that  tha 
jail  is  very  much  overcrowded  and  at- 
tention will  probably  be  called  in  par- 
ticular to  the  women's  department  :n 
the  jail,  with  the  suggestion  that 
something  be  done  in  the  way  of  an 
arrangement  to  keep  tiie  unfortunate 
women  prisoners  separate  from  the 
others  of  their  sex  who  are  thoroughly 
bad.  It  seems  to  be  the  sentiment 
of  the  grand  jurors  that  It  is  not  con- 
ducive of  good  results  to  keep  women 
entirely  dissimilar  in  character  and 
morals,  in  close  company  with  each 
other. 

While  the  details  of  the  grand  Jury 
report  will  not  be  definitely  known  un- 
til it  is  presented  to  the  court,  it  is 
Understood  that  there  will  be  nothing 
sensational   in   it. 

The  present  grand  jury  has  made  a 
good  record  of  work  accomplished 
within  the  two  weeks  of  service.

Leader. 

Denies  That  Contractors 

Have  in  Any  Way 

Broken  Faith. 


The   following   oix>n    letter   received    by 
Th^i  Herald,   today,   explains  itself: 

Mr.  W.  E.  McKwon.  Duluth,  Minn. 
Dear  Sir.— In  Tuesday  evening's  Herald. 
Jan.  7.  you  addressed  a  latter  to  the 
civic  cimajittee  of  lUO  on  the  open  shop, 
pleading  the  InviolabLilty  of  contracts, 
the  high  Idea  of  honor  that  should  ue  ex- 
ercised regarding  uhcm.  and.  by  misstate- 
ments and  inferences,  tried  to  prejudice 
the  public  and  comaiittea  in  the  open 
shop  controversy.  You  claim  that. 
through  the  existence  of  certain  contracts 
between  the  unions  aad  contractors,  none 
but  union  men  should  be  ^'•npl'^y^^,,^".^' 
May  1  V*^.  and  thai  the  contractors  had 
violated  suoh  contracts  m  this  controv- 
ersy and.  therefore,  should  not  have  the 
support  of  this  committee  or  o£  any  tair- 

™in'*'''he"irsr  place  this  committee  wishes 
it  particularly  understood   that  its  action 
for  the  open  shop  movement  is  not  basetf 
on  any  desire  to  defend  or  a3.slst  contrac- 
tors  :n  disagreements  pt-rtaining  only    to 
their  interests.     This  committee  took  hoio 
of  the  open  shop  movement  solely  because 
It   realized   that   it   was   absolutely   essen- 
tial for  the  interests  of  Duluth   that   the 
public    and    cltizt-ns    siiould     correct     the 
many    evils   that    have   grown   up   m   the 
labor    situation,    and    make    possible    the 
free   and   unrestricted   employment   of   all 
kin.is  of  labor  In   Duluth  for  all   time   to 
com.*.

The 
unfair  and  unreasonable  action  of  the  un- 
ions   and    their    violation    and    annuUmenl 
thereby  of  such  agreements  as  were  made 
In  the  3.-ttlement  of  the  strike  last  May. 
by    'he    strike    on    the    SelUvood   building 
and  'he  Clvde  Iron  works.  ..^imply  forced 
thf    issue.  "  Though    this    committee   does 
not  feel  that  it  is  necessary  in  the  course 
of   its   general    policy    for   the    open    shop 
movement  to  defend  the  contractors,  yet. 
aa    long    as    you    have    made     a     pubhc 
charge,    for   our  own   .satisfaction   we   in- 
vestigated   It.    and    feel    that    it    Is    right 
and   proper   on    behalf   of    the  open    shop 
movement  that  the  facts  be  made  public. 
We    have    In    our    possession    tae    full 
minutes   of   the   various   sessions   of   the 
arbitration    committee    that   settled   the 
strik.>    with   the   unions   last   May,   duly 
signed    by    the    chairman    of    the    union 
Interests  and  the   representative  of   the 
contractors.     There    Is  absolutely   noth- 
ing in  those   minutes,  expressed   or  im- 
plied,  by   which   it   was  agreed   or   sug- 
gested   that    the    contractors    be    bound 
to  employ   union   labor   only. 

Desiring  to  investigate  the  matter  fur- 
ther we  looked  up  contracts  in  indi- 
vidual crafts  between  unions  and 
master-s.  We  have  been  able  to  find 
contracts  covering  only  electricians  and 
sheet  metal  workers.  We  have  original 
signed  contracts  in  these  lines,  and  do 
not  find  any  agreement  sustaining  your 
contention.  We  do  find  in  the  electric- 
lan.V  agreement  the  following  para- 
graph: .  .  ,, 
•Vrtlcle  VI.  No  non-union  men  shall 
be  employed  when  a  satisfactory  union 
man    Is   availuble." 

Union  men  refused  to  work  and  were, 
therefore,   unavailable. 

The  agreement  of  the  sheet  metal 
workers,  duly  signed,  shows  that  Rule 
4  was  suggested  by  the  union  and  re- 
pudiated by  the  contractors.  and 
cross.^d  out  of  the  final  agreement,  it 
providing  that  'non-union,  suspended 
or  expelled  members  should  not  be  em- 
ployed, without  a  permit  in  writing 
from  the  president,  .subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  union."  Rule  9  says: 
'■Non-union  men  desiring  to  go  to  work 
In  Duluth  must  sign  an  order  for  $5 
with  application  and  $5  per  week  until 
all  Indebtedness  to  the  union  Is  paid."

Failing   to   dislodge   Adams   for  cause, 
Mr     Littleton    used    his    twelfth    per- 
leniptory  challenge  against  him.  and  he 
was  excused.  ,^, 

T)ie  next  talesman  up  was  accepted 
by  both  sides,  after  a  brief  examina- 
tion He  was  Charles  Thurston,  a 
boookkeeper,  who  declared  that  he  had 
formed  no  opinion  from  what  he  read 
of  the  previous  trial.  Mr.  Thurston  s 
selection  left  but  ono  vacant  chair  in 
the  box.

Begin  on  New  Talesmen. 

New  York.  Jan.  9. — With  half  of 
the  jury  that  will  try  Harry  K.  Thaw 
on  a  charge  of  wilfully  murdering 
Stanford  White  secured,  the  trial  was 
resumed  this  morning  with  100  extra 
talesmen  summoned.  Out  of  this 
number,  and  another  100  ordered  to 
report  tomorrow  morning,  an  attempt 
will  be  made  to  secure  the  other  six 
jurymen  necessary  for  the  trial.  There 
are  still  plenty  of  peremptory  chal- 
lenges left  to  both  sides  and  It  Is  even 
possible  that  some  of  the  men  who 
have  been  sworn  in  as  jurors  may  be 
excused  before  the  actual  hearing  of 
evidence  begins.  The  venire  having 
been  exhausted,  there  was  no  night 
session  last  night,  and  the  attorneys 
are  in  court  this  morning  refreshed  by 
a  night's  rest  and  ready  to  complete, 
the  task  of  securing  a  Jury  with  the 
least  necessary  delay. 

Counsel  Kxpedltloua. 
Both  District  Attorney  Jerome  and 
Mr  Littleton,  Thaw's  chief  counsel, 
are  doing  all  consistent  with  their  duty 
to  carry  out  JusUce  Dowllng's  wish  to 
hurry  the  trial,  and  their  examina- 
tions are  being  conducted  rapidly. 
Neither  side  is  willing  to  prophesy 
when  the  Jury  will  be  completed,  and 
those  who  have  followed  the  case 
closely  are  not  confident  of  a  speedy 
end  of  the  preliminary  work.  The  de- 
fense has  so  far  used  eleven  of  Its 
peremptory  challenges,  and  the  prose- 
cution, which  has  the  same  number, 
has  used  but  eight.  That  many  more 
will  be  used  seems  probable.  When 
court  opened  this  morning  there  were 
three  men  in  the  box  in  addition  to  the 
six  sworn  Jurors,  who  had  passed  for 
cause,  but  who  are  still  subject  to 
peremptory  challenges. 

Insanity  the  Only  Defense. 
That  insanity  at  the  time  of  the 
killing  will  be  the  only  defense  of- 
fered for  Thaw  was  made  certain  yes- 
terday, when  It  was  learned  that  Mr 
Littleton  had  subpoenaed  several  of 
the  alienists  who  testified  /or  the 
prosecution  at  the  former  trial.  It  is 
said  that  all  of  these  alienists  believed 
Thaw  was  suffering  from  paranoia,  ■» 
variety  of  insanity  which  they  hold  to 
be  Incurable,  when  he  killed  Stanford 
White,  which  they  testified  before  the 
insanity  commission,  summoned  dur- 
ing the  progress  of  the  trial,  still  ex- 
isted It  is  believed  that  Mr.  Littleton 
will  call  upon  them  to  testify,  thereby 
forcing  Mr.  Jerome  to  demand  a  com 
mission  in  lunacy  for  the  examination 
of- Thaw.  The  defense,  it  Is  said,  be- 
lieves that  Thaw  is  now  able  to  with- 
stand any  examination  which  the 
alienists  may  give  him.  It  has  been 
rumored  for  some  time  that  the  de- 


fense would  claim  that  Thaw  had  suf- 
fered from  paranoia,  but  had  recov- 
ered since  he  has  been  in  Jail,  although 
alienists  hold  that  only  a  very  smah 
proportion  of  paranoiacs  ever  recover. 
Six  Jurors  Sworn. 
Tho  oath  of  service  was  admin- 
istered ye.sterday  to  three  men.  mak- 
ing six  in  all  who  have  been  finally 
accepted.  Three  provisional  jurors 
were  also  In  the  box  at  the  close  c)f 
the  day's  sessions,  but  they  are  still 
subject   to    peremptory    challenge. 

Another  series  of  this  arbitrary 
removals  reduced  the  panel  when 
all  twelve  seats  had  been  filled  at 
4  o'clock  and  six  chairs  were  left 
vacant    when    It    was    finished.

Any  belated  East  ender  who  care- 
fully removes  his  shoes  in  the  vesti- 
bule and  tries  to  dodge  the  creaky 
step  on  the  stairs  at  1  a.  m.  these  days 
is  likely  to  get  shot  full  of  holes. 

And  the  young  man  who  cannot  yet 
be  trusted  to  carry  his  own  latchkey 
and  who  tries  to  make  his  room  by 
the  water  pipe  route  may  find  him- 
self the  star  performer  at  a  coroner's 
inquest. 

The  reason  for  It  all  Is  the  burglar 

Over  the  bridge  whist  tables  the 
scare  bets  grown  and  gained  force.  The 
reports  of  robberies  and  attempted 
robberies  have  been  told  and  retold. 
The  burglars'  game  is  spoiled  and  the 
East  end  would  furnish  poor  pickings 
for  an  enterprising  and  energetic 
young  burglar,  anxious  to  get  along  In 
his  profession. 

There  is  one  family  In  the  East  end 
that  has  been  religiously  storing  the 
silverware  in  the  clothes  closets  every 
night  for  the  last  two  weeks. 

One  young  woman  in  the  East  end, 
who  has  a  deadly  fear  of  firearms,  has 
adopted  the  plan  of  keeping  a  re- 
volver on  her  dressing  table,  but  has 
religiously  removed  the  cartridges  to  a 
safe  place  for  fear  that  the  weapon 
will  explode. 

One  board  of  trade  man  says  he  can 
tell  the  police  where  the  burglars  are. 
"They  have  been  at  my  house  everj' 
night  for  a  week."  he  said.

(Special  to  The  Herald.)— Not  for  many 
years  has  as  mild  a  winter  been  ex- 
perienced In  the  Upper  Peninsula  as 
during  the  present  season.  So  far  the 
zero  mark  has  been  touched  on  but 
few  occasions.  Usually  there  are  a 
couple  of  feet  of  snow  at  this  time  of 
the  year,  but  at  present  there  is 
barely  enough  in  many  towns  for  good 
sleighing.  Logging  operations  are  seri- 
ously hampered  as  a  result  and  trade 
in  winter  goods  is  very  slow.  However, 
coal  consumers  have  no  complaint  to 
make  and  the  mild  weather  is  en- 
abling farmers  to  winter  live  stock 
they  would  otherwise  have  been  forced 
to  kill,  feed  being  too  high  and 
scarce.  Navigation  is  still  possible 
on  Lake  Superior  and  the  St.  Mary's 
river  is  not   yet  blocked  with  Ice. 

FEELING  HIGH  AGAINST 

SLAYER  OF  CAPT.  THOMAS. 

Bessemer,  Mich.,  Jan.  9.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— The  feeling  against  Zc- 
natio,  the  Italian,  who  shot  and  killed 
Capt.  Thomas  at  Ironwood  Monday, 
was  so  strong  that  it  was  thought  best 
to  smuggle  the  murderer  out  of  the 
city.  Capt.  Thomas  was  shot  in  the 
m.orning  and  died  shortly  before  * 
o'clock.  Groups  of  miners  began  to 
congregate,  and  the  feeling  was  so 
ugly  that  the  sheriff  bundled  the  mur- 
derer Into  a  wagon  and  brought  him 
to  Bessemer,  where  he  placed  his 
prisoner  In  jail. 

It  was  reported  that  two  or  three 
hundred  Italians  had  left  Ironwood 
for  the  old  country',  and  that  Zenatlo 
was  a  member  of  the  Black  Hand  so- 
ciety, and  that  he  had  been  selected 
for  the  Job.  This,  however,  Is  not 
true.  In  the  first  place,  there  are 
only  a  few  Italians  employed  at  Iron- 
wood,  and  In  the  second  place,  the 
gang  that  left  Ironwood  Saturday 
night  comprised  about  150  Finns,  who 
left  for  the  old  country  upon  the  dis- 
charge of  several  hundred  rninors  by 
the  steel  trust. 


BURNS  LP  HIS  MONEY. 

Chippewa  Falls,  Wis.,  Jan.  9.— 
Charles  Henning,  a  merchant,  had  the 
experience  of  building  a  fire  with 
United  States  currency  and  silver 
coins.  He  had  placed  the  money  In 
a  waste  paper  basket  for  safe  keep- 
ing, and  when  he  came  ^o  build  the 
fire  he  emptied  its  contents  Into  the 
stove.  He  succeeded  In  rescuing  the 
coin,  but  most  of  them  were  badly 
mutilated.  Mr.  Henning  does  not 
want  to  state  the  exact  amount  of 
money  he  lost  in  the  experiment. 

O'BRIEN  GI\1;N  LIFE 


Sentence  for  Brutal  Murder  of  Ar- 
thur LeClaire. 

Pembina,  N.  D.,  Jan.  9. —  (Special 
to  The  Herald.) — The  tragedy  that 
startled  this  community  recently,  when 
Arthur  F.  Le  Claire,  a  young  railroad 
man,  was  brutally  murdered  and  his 
body  thrown  into  the  river  at  Neche, 
this  state,  took  on  another  tragic  note 
yesterday,  when  James  O'Brien,  17- 
year-old  boy,  who  has  confessed  to 
the  crime,  v/as  sentenced  to  spend  the 
rest  of  his  life  in  the  state  peniten- 
tiary. The  young  prisoner  wept  as  he 
heard  his  doom  and  for  the  first  time 
since  his  arrest  displayed  deep  feeling, 
not  only  over  his  crime,  but  because 
of  the  dark  future  in  store  for  him. 
If  the  youner  man  had  not  pleaded 
guilty  he  would  unquestionably  have 
been  convicted  and  hanged.  The  kill- 
ing of  Le  Claire  was  so  brutal  in  many 
ways  that  many  In  this  section  look 
upon  O'Brien  more  as  a  degenerate 
or  one  of  otherwise  unsound  mind 
than  a  rational  being,  and  there  is  a 
semblance  of  s>'mpathy  for  htm  on 
that  score.

A  CURRENCY  PATCH. 

Tlie  currency  bill  winch  vva>  mtruuuced  in  the  senate 
Tuesday  by  Senator  Aldrich  U  the  reiult  of  quiet  con- 
ierences  U  the  powers  that  be  in  the  upper  branch  of 
congress,  and  the  probabilities  ^re  that  it  will  go  through 
the  senate,  at  least,  without  material  amendment. 

Coming  from  such  a  source,  it  is  also  probable  that  it 
has  the  sanction  ot  the  liuancial  powers  of  Wall  street, 
iind  that  it  will  be  sausfactory  to  them. 

Vet  It  IS  a  mere  emergency  measure,  and  does  not 
even  pretend  to  remedy  the  underlying  conditions  that 
bring  about  money  shortages  in  times  of  alarm.  Its 
liailure  to  penetrate  beyond  the  surface  is  not  to  be  con- 
demned too  hastily,  however,  for  apparently  nobody  has 
liouud  a  new  currency  system  that  will  meet  the  needs 
of  the  country  at  all  times.  Indeed,  it  Is  questionable  if 
any  currency  system  could  be  devised  that  would  meet 
the  demands  of  business  and  of  mad  speculation  at  the 
«amc  time  An  increase  of  currency  would  only  mean  an 
increase  of  exploitation,  and  perhaps  ultimately  a  more 
disastrous  collapse. 

The  Aldrich  bill  provides  for  the  issuance  of  emer- 
.gency  currency  by  national  banks  which  have  a  surplus 
of  not  less  than  20  per  cent,  and  which  have  outstanding 
circulation  secured  by  government  bonds  to  the  amount 
of  at  least  half  their  capital  stock.  The  additional  cur- 
rency may  be  secured  by  state,  city  or  county  bonds  and 
hy  railroad  bonds,  approved  by  the  treasurer  of  the 
United  States,  instead  of  by  government  bonds.  The 
comptroller  of  the  currency  is  to  decide,  when  an  appli- 
cation to  issue  additional  currency  under  this  bill  is  made, 
whether  or  not  financial  conditions  warrant  its  issuance. 
The  issuance  is  not  to  exceed  $250,000,000  at  any  one 
time,  and  the  total  issue  of  any  bank  must  not  exceed 
the  amount  of  its  unimpaired  capital  and  surplus. 

Thus,  if  the  bill  passes,  any  national  bank  may  present 
the  bonds  enumerated,  and  apply  for  additional  currency 
to  the  amount  of  75  per  cent  of  their  face  value.  If  the 
comptroller  deems  the  financial  condition  such  as  to  war- 
rant it.  he  may  authorize  the  issuance  of  the  currency, 
provided   the  bonds  are  approved. 

In  order  to  insure  the  retirement  of  this  additional 
currency  when  it  is  no  longer  absolutely  necessary,  a 
monthly  tax  of  ^  of  t  per  cent  is  imposed  upon  currency 
secured  by  bonds  other  than  government  bonds.  No 
bank  can  afford  to  continue  its  additional  currency  in 
circulation  a  moment  longer  than  is  absolutely  necessary 
under  this  provision. 

It  is  not  to  be  supposed  for  a  moment  that  a  cur- 
rency biir  with  Senator  Aldrich  as  its  parent  will  go 
unchallenged  in  the  house,  even  though  it  is  stated  that 
Speaker  Cannoti  favors  it.  It  will  at  least  be  scrutinized 
very  closely,  to  see  that  it  is  not  designed  primarily  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Wall  street  interests  whose  prosperity 
depends  upon  the  maintenance  in  New  York  of  large 
sums  for  speculative  purposes,  and  that  it  does  not  dis- 
criminate against  interior  banks  which  supply  the  indus- 
tries of  the  country  with  cash  and  credit. 


Equal  Rights  association,  presided  over  the  meeting,  and 
showed  her  willingness  to  couch  a  lance  in  debate  when 
she  asked  the  hundred  men  present  if  they  had  any  ques- 
tions to  ask.

■"suffragette." 

"She  should  stay  at  home  and  prepare  a  good  dinner 
for  the  man  who  votes,"  persisted  the  man. 

•'You  don't  eat  dinner  all  day,  do  you?"  aptly  retorted 
the  young  woman. 

Another  man  said  women  should  get  equal  pay  before 
they  expect  to  vote,  and  Miss  Malone  replied  that  if 
women  could  vote  they  would  help  raise  wages,  for 
women  as  well  as  for  men. 

Now  one  of  the  stock  objections  to  allowing  women 
to  vote  is  that  it  will  mix  them  in  politics  and  cause  them 
to  leave  their  homes  and  mingle  with  -street  crowds. 
They  appear  to  be  doing  that  in  their  fight  for  the  right 
to  vote,  and  probably  more  of  it  than  they  would  ever  do 
in  the  heat  of  campaigns. 

The  Herald  has  always  taken  the  stand  that  this  ques- 
tion of  women's  suffrage  depends  altogether  upon 
whether  or  not  the  women  want  to  be  placed  on  a  politi- 
cal equality  with  men.  If  they  do,  they  will  be.  Nothing 
very  serious  has  happened,  either  to  women  or  to 
society,  in  the  states  where  they  have  been  admitted  to 
full  suffrage  rights. 

For  its  part,  The  Herald  can't  think  of  a  single  va 
reason  why  if  the  women  really  want  to  become  voters, 
they  shouldn't  be  allowed  to  do  so.

INVESTIGATING  RAILROAD   ACCIDENTS. 

Congressman  Douglas  of  Ohio  has  introduced  a  bill 
in  congress  designed  to  minimize  the  danger  of  railroad 
wrecks.  It  provides  for  a  federal  board  of  accident  com- 
missioners, whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  conduct  a  searching 
investigation  into  the  cause  of  every  railroad  wreck,  and 
to  report  upon  how  the  accident  might  have  been  averted 
as  well  as  wtro  was  at  fault. 

Upon  the  facts  found  by  this  commission  it  is  made 
the  duty  of  the  federal  authorities  to  institute  proceed- 
ings against  the  person  or  persons  to  blame. 

This  measure  is  being  criticised  upon  two  grounds: 
First,  that  the  interstate  commerce  commission  already 
undertakes  such  work;  and  second,  that  the  railroad  com- 
panies themselves  always  investigate  wrecks  and  punish 
those  responsible. 

It  is  true  that  the  interstate  commerce  commission 
takes  note  of  accidents,  and  publishes  quarterly  bulletins 
showing  the  nature  and  cause  of  the  casualties  reported 
to  it.  But  the  investigations  of  the  commission  do  not 
go  to  the  bottom  of  things  as  the  Douglas  bill  provides, 
and  certainly  it  is  proper  and  necessary  that  some  gov- 
ernment authority  should  li.K  the  responsibility  for  acci- 
dents. Nor  should  it  be  possible  to  punish  an  overworked 
trainman  or  dispatcher,  when  the  responsibility  actually 
lies  at  the  door  of  "somebody  higher  up,"  whose  false 
ideas  of  economy  led  to  the  overworking  of  employes 
until  they  were  not  fitted  to  do  their  work,  as  has  often 
happened. 

As  to  the  investigations  and  punishments  provided  by 
the  railroads,  they  will  not  answer  at  all.  They  are 
secret,  for  one  thing;  and  for  another  they  always  fail  to 
reach  the  man  higher  up.  and  if  they  hit  anybody,  they 
always  strike  at  some  subordinate  employe  who  is  used 
as  the  scapegoat.

THE  DOCTORS. 

The  defense  of  the  medical  profession  from  two 
prominent  local  physicians  published  in  The  Herald  last 
evening  should  not  have  been  necessary.  The  profes- 
aion,  in  its  attitude  toward  society  and  in  its  noble  serv- 
ices and  sacrifices,  speaks  for  itself,  and  needs  no  de- 
fense agaiti.st  petty  attacks. 

The  Herald  has  favored  the  continuance  of  the  small- 
pox quarantme  in  Duluth,  and  still  does;  but  it  has  not 
considered  it  necessary,  in  order  to  argue  its  belief,  to 
make  ja  wholesale  attack  upon  the  medical  profession. 
Neither  ha.^  it  been  necessary  to  condemn  vaccination, 
since  vaccination  and  quarantine  may  well  go  hand  in 
hand.  Nothing  in  medicine  is  more  firmly  estabHshed 
than  the  efficacy  of  vaccination.  It  has  changed  a  dis- 
ease from  a  terrible  scourge,  that  used  to  decimate  com- 
munities in  its  fearful  sweep,  into  a  mild  and  compara- 
tively harmless  disorder.  Yet  it  is  still  an  unpleasant 
disorder,  and  until  everybody  is  vaccinated,  the  quar- 
antine against  it  should  be  continued. 

There  are  charlatans  in  the  medical  profession,  of 
course,  just  as  there  are  in  the  newspaper  profession, 
but  it  is  no  more  sensible  to  condemn  the  entire  profes- 
sion of  medicine  as  ignorant  and  ineffective  than  it  would 
be  to  say  that  all  newspaper  men  are  like  those  whose 
cocksureness  betrays  the  mental  condition  of  men  too 
ignorant  to  realize  how  little  they  know. 


THE  WOMAN'S   SUFFRAGE   ADVOCATES. 

Though  the  propaganda  of  women's  suffrage  has  had 
some  faint  promotion  in  this  country,  the  real  thing  did 
not  come  until  it  was  imported  from  England.  It  is  true 
that  in  this  country  lour  states  have  extended  to  women 
the  right  to  vote,  and  that  women  don't  vote  at  all  in 
Great  lintaui,  but  just  the  same  it  remained  for  our 
finish  cousins  to  furnish  the  real  simon-pure  brand  *of 
lemale  suffrage  agitation. 

On  a  cold  winter's  afternoon  last  week  in  New  York 
a  band  of  women  suffragists  and  their  supporters  braved 
the  chilling  air  and  held  an  outdoor  meeting  to  talk  about 
woman's  right  to  vote.  Several  of  them  made  speeches 
and  bandied  repartee  with  the  crowd,  just  as  the  devoted 
advocates  of  this  reform  have  done  in  the  streets  of 
London.  As  a  New  York  newspaper  describes  it,  it  was 
like  a  scene  transplanted  from  London.  The  agitators 
held  up  men  and  women  passing  along  Madison  avenue 
and  induced  two  hundred  of  them  to  sign  a  petition  that 
will  be  presented  to  the  New  York  legislature.  Incident- 
ally they  put  to  rout  a  number  of  scoffers,  and  even,  it  is 
aaid.  won  some  of  thera  over.

HEADING  OFF  LABOR  WARS. 

Those  who  have  hope  that  there  is  some  way  of  avoid- 
ing the  apparently  interminable  war  between  labor  and 
capital  will  watch  with  deep  interest  the  fate  of  Canada's 
new  attempt  to  provide  compulsory  arbitration. 

A  measure  known  as  "the  industrial  disputes  investi- 
gation act"  became  effective  last  March,  being  the  out- 
come of  a  serious  dispute  in  connection  with  the  coal 
mines  at  Lethbridge  in  Western  Canada,  which  kept  the 
mines  closed  for  nine  months  and  contributed  to  bring 
about  a  fuel  famine  during  the  most  inclement  season  of 
the  year. 

It  was  believed  that  if  there  were  a  way  of  bringing 
the  parties  to  an  industrial  dispute  together  for  a  frank 
discussion  of  their  troubles,  interruption  to  business 
might  be  avoided.  To  secure  this  the  act  was  passed. 
It  is  made  illegal  to  resort  to  either  a  strike  or  a  lock- 
out until  the  difficulty  is  made  the  subject  of  inquiry 
before  a  board  of  conciliation  and  investigation  to  be 
established  by  the  minister  of  labor.  This  is  binding 
alike  on  employer  and  employe. 

When  a  dispute  arises  in  an  industry  identified  with 
a  pubHc  utiUty,  either  party  may  send  to  the  registrar  of 
boards   of   conciliation   and   investigation   an   application 
for  the  appointment  of  such   a  board.     That  official   at 
once  brings  this  request  to  the  attention  of  the  minister 
of  labor.    The  application  must  show  the  parties  to  the 
dispute;  its  nature  and  cause,  and  the  claims  or  demands 
to   which   exception   is   taken;   an   approximate   estimate 
of  the  number  of  persons  affected— because  ten  employes 
must  be  affected  in  order  to  give  the  board  jurisdiction; 
and  the  efforts  made  toward  adjustment.     That  applica- 
tion must  also  be  accompanied  by  a  declaration  that  fail- 
ing an  adjustment  a  lockout  or  strike  will  be  declared. 
Within  fifteen  days  after  the  receipt  of  this  applica- 
tion  the   minister   of   labor   appoints   a   board   of   three 
members,  to  which  arc  added  two  others,  one  selected 
by  the  employer  and  one  by  the  employes.     These  two 
appoint  a  sixth,  who  is  to  be  chairman.    Thi^  board,  when 
duly  sworn,  is  equipped  with  all  the  powers  of  a  court  of 
justice.     The  proceedings  may  be  public  or  private,  as 
may   be    deemed    expedient,    and    competent    experts    or 
assessors  may  be  engaged  by  the  board.     The  parties  to 
the  dispute  may  each  be  represented  by  three  or  less  per- 
sons, or  by  counsel  with  the  consent  of  the  board.    Dur- 
ing the  conference  the  board  may  do  whatever  it  deems 
proper  to  bring  about  a  settlement,  and  it  may  dismiss 
any  matter  which   it  deems  frivolous  or  trivial.     If  the 
parties  themselves  effect  a  settlement  as  a  result  of  the 
conference,  that  is  all  there  is  to  it,  and  that  is  the  main 
object  of  the  law.     If  this  does  not  happen,  the  board 
itself  will  pass  upqn  the  controversy,  and  by  mutual  con- 
sent of  the  parties,  this  may  be  made  binding  upon  each. 
However,  this  finding  does  not  bind  the  parties  unless 
they  wish  it,  though  its  moral  effect  will  undoubtedly  be 
large,  in  the  event  that  the  continuance  of  the  fight  inter- 
ests the  public,  in  influencing  public  opinion. 

In  the  first  seven  months  of"  the  new  law,  twenty-one 
applications  were  received.  Eleven  were  satisfactorily 
ended,  three  were  settled  without  forming  a  board,  and 
the  others  are  still  pending.

vators the  first  of  May  each  year.

The  $12,000  personal  Injury  suit  of  E. 
A.  Higgins  against  the  city  of  Su- 
perior, wihich  went  to  the  supremo 
court  on  a  demurrer,  was  decided  in 
favor  of  the  city.  Higgins  was  in- 
jured by  a  fire  department  team,  which 
ran  Into  him  while  making  a  run  to  a

The  city  also  won  Its  suit  against 
Warren  Bros.,  In  the  matter  of  the 
contract  f>or  paving  Winter  street, 
three  years  ago.

Blunder  of  City  Attorney 

Will  Cause  Delay  of 

Year. 

Law  of  Last  Legislature 

Overlooked  Until 

Too  Late. 


Through  an  oversight  on  the  part  of 
City  Attorney  Bert  Fesler  and  the  fact 
that  his  copy  of  the  revised  statutes 
had  not  been  annotated  to  include  an 
amendment  of  the  session  of  1907  rela- 
tive to  charter  amendments,  the  pro- 
posed amendments  to  the  charter  of 
Duluth.  which  were  to  have  come  be- 
fore the  voters  at  the  election  next 
month,  will  not  be  submitted.  It  de- 
velc^ed  this  morning  that  instead  of 
twenty  days'  publication  of  the  amend- 
ments, as  was  at  first  thought,  thirty 
days'  publication  is  necessary.  As  it  is 
now  too  late  for  thirty  days'  publica- 
tion, ihe  amendments  must  go  over  to 
the  November  election. 

When  City  Clerk  Cheadle  submitted 
the  question  of  publication  to  the.  city 
attorney,  he  was  referred  to  the  laws 
of  1905,  which  provided  for  twenty  days' 
publicaUon  of    proposed    amendments. 


The  council  authorized  publication  at 
the  meeting  Monday  night  and  ar- 
rangements were  made  to  have  it  made. 
Printing  for  the  election  was  being  pre- 
pared, some  composition  had  been  done 
by  the  newspapers  on  the  amendments, 
and  the  error  was  discovered  Just  m 
time.  This  morning  the  law  of  190<, 
repealing  that  of  1905  and  setting  the 
time  of  publication  at  thirty  days  was 

discovered.  .,-„*^i,. 

City     Attorney     Fesler     immediately 
prepared  a  statement  as  follows: 

"The   proposed   amendments   to    ine 
citv  chafter  will  not  be  submitted  this 
year.     The  reason  is  that  the  law  pro- 
viding   for      the      publication    of    thi 
amendments  was  amended  by  the  leg- 
islature of  1907,  and  the  city  attorney 
overlooked   the    1907    law    in   advising 
the  city  clerk  as  to  the  requirements 
as   to    publication.      The    law    of    1905 
required  the  amendments  to   be   pub- 
lished at  least  twenty  days  before  the 
election,  and  the  law  of  1907  requ  res 
them   to   be    published  at   least   thirty 
days     before     the     election.     As     the 
change  was   not   discovered  until   this 
morning,  it  is  too  late  to  publish  them 
for  thirty  days,  and  the  city  attorney 
has    advised    the    city    clerk    that    the 
am^-ndments     cannot     now     be     sub- 
mitted." ,  '       . 

The  most  important  amendments, 
which  were  to  have  been  submitted, 
are  those  providing  for  a  reorganiza- 
tion of  the  health  department  and  for 
the  alienating  of  a  portion  of  Centrat 
park  for  a  detention  hospital.  Othei 
amendments  were  to  alienate  a  por- 
tion of  the  London  road  park  prop- 
erty for  a  site  for  a  museum,  to  pro- 
vide a  sinking  fund  for  the  retiring  of 
bonds  of  the  water  and  light  depart- 
ment, and  to  allow  the  board  of  fire 
commi.-sioners  to  fix  the  salaries  in  the 
tire  department.

It  !s  further  alleged 
ihmt  the  same  ""John  Doe'  voted  in  the 
:first  prtcinci  cf  the  Seventh  ward  as 
<3harles  Kohler,  William  Martin  and  Sher- 
man Mason  and  that  he  did  so  at  the  in- 
stance of  the  accused.  Ben  Vail.  Ic  is 
tlaimed  that  Vail  knew  'John  Doe  was 
not  a  leatal   voter  in   the   city.

Johnson  went  into  the  saloon  last  night, 
to  get  a  pitcher  of  beer.  Beckstrom  was 
in  the  place,  pretty  drunk,  and  was  more 
strenuously  than  elegantly  relieving  iiis 
system  of  a  siring  of  Scandinavian  words 
set  to  alleged  music.  Johnson  remarked 
that  there  wasn't  much  music  in  the  roar 
and  Beckstrom  told  him  tiiat  if  he  didn  t 
like  it,   he  could  sing  it  himself. 

Johnson  secured  his  pitcher  of  beer  anci 
started  out.  Beckstrom,  it  is  said,  fol- 
lowed him.  Johnson  went  down  under 
the  first  rush,  the  pitcher  b.-oke  and  tne 
"suds"  poured  on  the  frozen  ground. 
Beckstrom.  it  is  said,  began  to  clioke 
Johnson,  but  the  under-dog  found  an  ct- 
♦'eclive  weapon  in  the  handle  of  the 
pitcher,  to  which  was  attaclied  a  jagged 
piece  of  earthenware.  He  cut  loose  at 
Beckstrom's  face,  in  his  righteous  indig- 
nation, and  the  assailant  was  pretty-  bad- 
ly used  up.  A  friend,  who  was  with  him 
and  hadn't  mixed  in  the  fight,  took  to  his 
heels  when  he  saw  the  blood.

Pig  iron  rnanufacturers  have  made 
an  earnest  effort  during  the  past  week 
to  prevent  pr^s  from  further  de- 
cline. The  meeting  of  Shenango  and 
Mahoning  va3W  furnacemen  was  not 
harmonious,  wKwo  interests  declined 
to  co-operate  with  the  others,  and  as 
a  result,  quotations  are  irregular.  No 
important  inttyrests  were  represented 
at  the  Eastern  meeting,  and  there  Is 
a  fair  prospect'  of  better  conditions  be- 
ing establii^hed.  The  promise  of  im- 
provement in  the  Chicago  district  has 
not  been  borne  out  by  experience  of 
the  past  few  days.  More  interest  m 
the  market  is  manifest  at  Buffalo  and 
Cleveland  and  increased  sales  are  re- 
ported at  Philadelphia.  In  Southern 
irons  the  most  Important  transaction 
was  the  sale  of  10,0(X)  to  120,000  tons, 
made  to  the  leading  interest  at  a  price 
not  announced,  but  understood  to  oe 
on  a  basi«  slightly  below  $13,  Bir- 
mingham for  Xo.  2.  Some  Southern 
interests  are  openly  quoting  $13.  but 
a  few  sales  are  reported  at  a  some- 
what higher  figure. 

In  finished  lines  a  number  of  im- 
portant reductions  in  prices  have  been 
made.  The  Western  Bar  Iron  associ- 
ation has  reduced  its  quotations^  on 
common  iron  bars  $4  per  ton.  Spe- 
cial   reductions    are    as    follows: 

Two  dollars  per  ton  on  black  sheets, 
with  the  exception  of  Nos.  29  and  30, 
on  which  $4  reduction  is  made,  $4  per 
ton  on  galvanized  sheets,  excepting 
Nos.  29  and  30.  where  the  cutting  is 
$6;  $1  per  ton  on  blue  annealed  sheets, 
$2  per  square  on  painted  and  galvan- 
ized roofing  sheets.  Tinplate  had 
been  reduced  20  cents  per  box,  or  $4 
per  ton.  Cast  iron  pipe  has  declined 
$1  per  ton  and  there  has  been  some 
further  cutting  on  light  rails. 

A  number  of  finishing  mills  have  re- 
sumed operation,  but  the  disposition 
is  not  to  do  much  until  there  is  a  good 
prospect  of  being  able  to  continue  for 
a  reasonable  time.

Prumlntrnt  party  men  from  several 
We.«tern  stat-ifi-  were  present,  the  oc- 
casion bei.'ig  generally  regarded  as  the 
formal  ups  niiig  of  Mr.  Bryan's  cam- 
paign for  I  lie  Democratic  nurninaiion 
for  the  presidency  at  the  Denver  con- 
venticn   next  July. 

Other  speakers  besides  Mr.  Bryan 
were  Adlai  E.  Stevenson,  former  vice 
president  of  the  United  States,  Bicom- 
ington.  111.;  United  States  Senator  W. 
J.  Stone,  Missouri;  John  W.  Kern.  In- 
diana and  Edgar  Lee  Masters,  Chi- 
cago. 

United  States  Senator  Jefferson  Da- 
vis of  Arkansas  was  scheduled  for  a 
speech,  but  was  not  present.  Despite 
this  changr  in  the  program  the  pro- 
ceedings were  so  lengthy  that  it  was 
past  midnight  before  Mr.  Bryan  was 
called    ui,on. 

"Pc::.i  vf  View."  Bryan  Subject. 
Mr.  Brvans  subject  was  "The  Point 
of  View."  He  said,  in  part:  "The- 
questions  which  invr  Ive  a  discussiun 
of  the  rtiative  sphere  of  the  nation 
and  the  sU.te  bring  out  the  difference 
in  the  point  of  view  of  the  aristocrat 
and  the  Democrat.*  The  aristocrat 
wants  ic  get  the  government  as  far 
av.ay  fn-m  the  people  as  possible;  the 
Derrircrat  desires  to  bring  the  govern- 
ment as  rt€:»r  the  people  as  possible. 
The  aristocrat  would  subject  national 
remi^dies  for  state  ones  becau-se  pre- 
datory wealth  can  protect  itself  from 
national  le.^'islalic  n  better  than 
state    ieg'si;»tion. 

"The  Derrocrat  wou!d  add  the 
tional  remedy  to  the  state  remed; 
thus  give  to  the  people  the  protection 
of  both  the  state  and  federal  govern- 
ments. 

"The  labor  question  is  considered 
from  both  standpoint!?,  the  aristocrat 
thinks  only  of  the  large  employers, 
the  Democrat  of  the  employes  and  tha 
general  public  which  is  inconveniericed 
by  any  disruption  of  friendly  relations 


between    employers   and    employe. 

"And  the  (|uestion  of  imjterialism  in

"And  so  whatever  question  we  take 
up  we  find  that  everything  depends 
upon  the  point  of  view  by  which  we 
examine  the  question,  and  there  Is  no 
better  illustration  than  the  financial 
fluriy  through  which  we  are  passing. 
The  Republican  leaders  at  once  rushed 
to  the  rescue  of  the  bank:-  after  those 
banks  had  brought  the  stringej^cy  upon 
the  country  by  their  unbusinesslike 
m.ethods.  The  banks  of  the  rest  of  the 
country  were  discriminated  against  in 
favor  of  the  banks  of  New  Yc»rk  city; 
and  after  the  government  had  dis- 
posed of  the  loanable  surplus,  it  bor-  I 
rowed  money  at  3  per  cent  in  order 
that  it  might  have  money  to  loan  to 
the  banks  for  nothing,  and  the  high 
financiers  count  it  patriotism  to  loan 
at  emergency  rates  the  treasury 
money  fbrnished  them  without  inter- 
est. 

"If  the  Republican  leaders  had  spent 
half  as  much  time  in  trying  to  make 
depositor.^  secure  as  they  have  spent 
in  trying  to  increase  the  profits  of  the 
banker,  we  would  not  have  had  any 
panic  at  all. 

"The  country  is  ripe  for  the  appli- 
cation of  Democratic  principles  to 
government  and  all  that  is  necessary 
is  for  the  Democratic  party  to  con- 
vince the  people  that  It  will  be  truly 
democratic  if  entrusted  with  power. 

"'Will  the  Democratic  party  be  dem- 
ocratic?

New  York,  Jan.  9. — Being  unable  to 
meet  payments  due  on  his  stock  In 
the  insiltution  yesterday,  E.  Augus- 
tus Hoinze  lost  control  of  the  Mercan- 
tile Naitional  bank,  the  conduct  of 
which,  as  its  president,  had  brougiht 
about  his  arraign-ment  in  the  United 
States  circuit  court  earlier  in  the  day 
on  charges  of  over-<;ertification. 

One  year  ago  Heiiize  bought  a  con- 
trolling interest  of  the  Gkmlds,  with 
whom  he  pledged  his  holding*?  as  se- 
curity for  his  promisy  to  pay  for  them 
in  full  within  one  year.  This  loan  of 
$],200.0CK)  was  due  yesterday  to  Edwin 
Grould,  and  William  Nelson  Cromwell, 
who  was  a  member  of  the  Gould  party 
in  the  bank  before  the  Mercantile  was 
added  to  the  Heinz*-Morse-Thomas 
chain  of  financial  houses.  Up  to  the 
last  moment  allow^ed  to  hira,  Heinze 
struggled  to  meet  his  obligations,  and 
so  to  retain  his  bankiiig  interests.  His 
failure  was  chronicled  in  the  following 
itatement,  issued  by  Mr.  Cro.mwell, 
after  a  conference  of  the  parties  con- 
cerned. 

'•The  Heinze  stock  in  the  Mercantile 
National  bank  has  been  acquired  by 
Mr.  Gould  in  a  satisfactory  arrange- 
ment. 

Mr.  Heinze  was  given  every  possible 
chance  to  pay  for  the  stock,  but  be- 
cause of  his  inability  to  do  so  in  the 
time  agreed,  we  have  concluded  to  take 
it  over. 

Later,  Mr.  Cromwell  added  that  the 
Gould  interests  would  assume  their 
proper  place  In  the  bank  board  at  the 
imeeting  on  Jan.  14.  This  implies, 
course,  that  the  so-called  Heinze 
rectors  will  then  retire.

Burlington   and   Union 

Pacific  Cut  Down 

Train  Crews. 


According  to  an  Associated  Press  dis- 
patch from  Omaha,  Neb.,  the  Union  Pa- 
cific and  Burlington  railroads  will  take 
porters  off  chair  cars  and  do  away  with 
flagmen  on  some  of  their  passenger 
trains.

Ohica^o,  Jan.  9. — A  Washington  dis- 
patch to  the  Chicago  Tribune  says 
President  Roosevelt  has  decided  to  send 
a  .special  message  to  congress,  urgent- 
ly rwiuesting  the  enactment  of  anothet 
and  more  comprehensive  employers' 
liability  bill,  to  talce  the  place  of  the 
law  declared  unconstitutional  by  the 
United  States  supreme  c-ourt. 

In  his  annual  message  of  last  year 
the  president  declared  the  law  as  "ex- 
cellent" and  as  "a.  marked  step  in 
advance  to  get  the  recognition  of  em- 
ployers' liability  on  the  sta.tut.e  books." 

But  he  did  not  consider  that  the  law- 
went  far  enough.  In  spite  of  all  pre- 
cautions exercised  by  employers,  there 
are  unavoidable  accidents  aiid  even 
deaths  in  every  line  of  business  con- 
nected with  the  mechanic  arts.  This 
inevitable  ioss  of  life  may  be  reduced, 
but  it  cannot  be  completely  eliminated. 
In  the  judgment  of  the  president,  it  is 
a  greajt  social  injustice  to  compel  the 
employe,  or  rather  the  family  of  the 
killed  or  disabled,  to  bear  the  burden 
of  such  an  inevitable  sacrifice.

—tearing  around  a  most  gilded  and  ornate  I 
drawing    room,    vvaitin.g    for    her    man    to 
come  home.     She  is  perfectly  certain  that 
her    man    is    going    to    come    home    very 
drunk.      She    says    so    about    nine    dozen 
times.     She  gets  it  in.  too,   that  her  hus- 
band is  a  hopeless  souse— gets  it  in  while 
she's  rampaging  about  there  In  the  draw- 
ing  room    all    by    herself,    when    her   hus- 
band isn't  present,  and,  therefore,  has  no 
chance  to  defend  or  square  himself  with 
the   audience. 

"However,  after  she's  gyrated  that  way 
for  quite  a  while  she  suddenly  notices 
that  there's  a  piano  there  in  the  drawing 
room— she  appears  never  to  have  known 
one  solitary  thing  about  the  piano  till

Is   he  a  licensed  phy- 
sician?     If     so.     where    did     he     get     ins 
medical    training,    and    from    what   school 
or    university    did    he    receive    the    right 
to   prefix    "doctor  "    to    his    name?    I    have 
searched    the    medical    directories    of    the 
United  States  and  Canada  quite  diligently 
and    can    find    no    record   of    such   a   phy- 
sician ever  having  practiced  on  this  con- 
tinent.    Will  the  editor  of   i.he  News  Tri- 
bune   be    kind    enough     to    answer    these 
questions   in    order    that    the    public    may 
know  just  who   Dr.   Riesland  is.  and  how 
much  credence  to  give  to  his  statements? 
What    did    this    man    Riesland    say    that 
gave     the     vaccination     converts     such     a 
"jolt?"     I  will  tell   you  what   he  said.   He 
said  tliat  he  held  in  his   hand  slalements 
of    five    hundred  physicians    that   claimed 
that    vaccination    was    not     a     protection 
against   small   pox.     Then    he   showed   his 
dishonesty  by   reading  a  part  of  a  report 
made    public    by    Dr.    Walter    Reed    some 
years   ago  as   a   result   of   examination   of 
about    forty    different    makes    of    vacHiine. 
that   it  might   enable    him    to  select    from 
the    various    samples    the    vaccine    to    be 
used    in    the    army    from    reliable    manu- 
facturers in  order  that  our  soldiers  might 
be   protected   from    dishonest   and    incom- 
petent dealers  in  vaccine.    Dr.  Reed  found 
several    socalled    vaccine    farm    products 
impure    and    warned    the    medical    profes- 
sion  against    the    use   of    these   particular 
vaccine    farm    products.      He    also    found 
four    times    as    many    more    samples    per- 
fectly reliable  from  which  he  selected  the 
vaccine    for    use     in     the     United    States 
army.   What  fUd  this  fellow   Riesland  do? 
He    read    to    the    council    the    i>eport    of 
Dr    Walter   Reed   only    so   far   ae   it   said 
that  the  vaccine  from  the  imperfect  larms 
contained    many    microbes.      He    did    not 
state   that    the   examination    had    resulted 
in    finding    many    more    samples    of    pure 
vaccine  from  which  he  selected  his  stock 
for    use    in    the    United   States    army.    He 
knew    if    he    had    told    you    this    it    would 
have    spoiled    his    spectacular    argument. 
His    object    was   to    convey    to    the    minds 
of   that  council  the   false  impression  that 
all    vaccine    was   bad  and    that    Dr.    Reed 
was    an    army    surgeon    high    in    authori- 
ty and  did  not  believe  in  vaccination.   00 
much    for    Riesland,     whoever    he    is. 

To  the  charge  that  we  always  stand  a 
solid  phalanx  of  harmony  before  the  piib- 
lic  I  am  sorry  to  reply  that  this  is  also 
false  In  fact.  It  has  been  notorious  for 
centuries  past  that  doctors  disagree,  and 
that  it  has  been  due  to  this  fact  that  the 
profession  has  not  been  able  In  Ameri- 
ca at  least,  to  make  their  Influence  more 
effective  in  obtaining  legislation  for 
protection  of  the  public  against  the 
influences  and  practices  of  medical  quacks 
and  pretenders,  as  well  as  the  protec- 
tion of  the  public  health.  After  the  sec- 
ond statement  that  we  do  not  know  that 
vaccination  Is  a  certain  preventative  of 
small  pox,  I  reply  by  characterizing  this, 
as  all  the  other  statements  in  said  edi- 
torial as  misleading  and  untrue.  It  has 
been  'established  times  without  number 
beyond  any  doubt  by  scientific  bodies, 
both  medical  and  non-medical,  organized 
for  the  sole  purpose  of  getting  at  the 
facts  concerning  vaccination,  that 
peated  vaccinations  are  almost  an 
lute  protection  against  small  pox.  1  lie 
percentage  of  failures  is  so  insignificant 
That  they  are  not  worthy  of  considera- 
tion. Let  me  give  .you  a  few  statistics 
concerning  Immunity  conferred  by  vac- 
cination to  the  German  people  whei-e 
vaccination  has  been  made  compulsory 
by  law  for  years  past.  These  statistics 
are  recent  and  are  taken  from  '  Osier  s 
Modern  Medicine,"  Vol.  2,  Page  318: 

"According  to  the  reports  ot  the  im- 
preial  health  officer,  there  were  among 
56.000,000  German  population  in  thli-teen 
years  from  1«1  to  1903,  only  62«  death  from 
small  pox.  In  Berlin  there  were  only 
seventy  cases,  not  deaths,  of  small  pox 
in  seven  years.  In  Cologne,  one  death  in 
ten  years,  and  in  Frankfort  nine  deaths 
In   ten  years. 

Spauldlng  states  that,     "no     vaccinated 
school    child    in    Chicago    has    had 
pox  in  the  last  ten  years,  although 
pov   has   been   prevalent   many 
Does    this    not   look    to    you 


ing  under,  that  with  quarantine  they  are 
safe,  and  vaccination  is  unnecessary.  Ac- 
cording to  Dr.  Bracken,  the  secretary  of 
the  state  board  of  health,  Minnesota  haa 
had  in  the  past  nine  years  50,000  cases 
of  smallpox  within  its  borders.  Contrast 
these  figures  with  tho.se  of  Berlin,  with 
its  3,000,000  of  population  and  seventy 
cases  of  smallpox  in  seven  years.  Minne- 
sota, with  1,000,000  less  jwpulalion  than 
Berlin,  and  50,000  cases  of  smallpox  In 
nine  years. 

^  Is  it  any  wonder  that  we  here  in 
America,  with  all  our  vaunted  progres- 
siveness,  are  viewed  In  Europe  as 
aborigines?  It  is  certainly  a  refiectlon 
upon  our  intelligence.  Here  we  have  in 
Minnesota,  with  its  broad  prairies  and 
unbounded  forests,  the  most  healthy 
climate  the  world  knows,  furnishing  year- 
ly 5,550  cases  of  smallpox  to  Berlin's  six 
and  two-thirds  cases.  If  these  figures  are 
not  cobvlncing  to  the  ordinary  mind,  1 
could  go  on  turnishing  others  in  quan- 
tities sufficient  to  AH  an  entire  i)age  of 
The  Evening  Herald. 

As  to  the  next  statement,  that  the 
medical  profession  does  not  know  how 
long  vaccination  acts  as  a  preventive,  I 
will  reply  that  we  certainly  do  know  that 
with  90  per  cent  of  successfully  vaccinated 
persons  it  has  acted  as  a  preventive  for  a 
lifetime.  This  has  been  demonstrated 
to  the  satisfaction  of  every  man  who  has 
had  any  experience  in  handling  small- 
pox cases  during  epidemics  of  the  dis- 
ease. 

In  reply  to  the  statement  that  "they  do 
not  even  know  what  vaccine  matter  is." 
1  will  .say  that  they  know  absolutely 
what  vaccine  matter  is,  and  control  its 
growth  and  production  as  p<'rfectly  and 
completely  as  anything  human  can  be 
controlled.  It  would  give  me  great  plea- 
sure to  have  the  wise  editorial  writer  of 
the  News  Tribune  make  a  visit  to  Parke, 
Davis  &  Co.'s  laboratory  in  Detroit, 
Mich.,  and  spend.  If  not  a  few  days,  at 
least  a  few  hours  in  observing  the 
methods  practised  for  the  production  of 
vaccine  under  the  skilled  supervision  of 
the  chief  superintendent,  and  then  come 
home  and  tell  me  that  these  men  don't 
know  what  ihey  are  doing,  or  what  their 
vaccine  is  composed  of.    - 

The  next  slur  is  an  entirely  uncalled-for 
one.     It  at  least   brands   the   writer  as  an 
Idiot    or    a   knave    In    the    mind   of    every 
well-informed    person     who    has    a    little 
knowledge  of  the  history  of  medicine  and 
what    medicine    has    done    for    humanity 
during    the   last   century,    at   least.     Hen- 
it  is:     "Yet    they   know  just   as   mu(ih  or 
these  as  they  do  of  other  diseases  and  la 
their    same    Individual    capacity    as    men 
they    readily    admit    that    this    Is    mighty 
little."      1    take    it    from    the    above    that 
as  scientific  medical  men  we  are  dishon- 
est,   but    as    common    every-day    men    we 
are  not  so   bad.     Do  you  think   that  Jeii- 
ner    was    dishonest     and    did    not    know 
what    he    was   doing    when    he   discovered 
vaccination?     The    chance    is    ten    to    one 
that  if  Jenner  had  not  made  this  discov- 
ery you  would  never  have  been  born.   Do 
you   think  Morton   was  dishonest  and  did 
not  know  what  he  was  doing  when  he  dis- 
covered   ether    narcosis?      Do    you,      Mr. 
Editor,  think  Koch  was  dishonest  and  did 
not    know    what    he    w»»    doing    when    he 
discovered   that    consumption    was   caused 
by    a   germ    now    known    as    tubercle    ba- 
cilli?    Do  you  think  Pasteur  was  dishon- 
est and  did  not  know  what  he  was  doing 
when,  after  years  of  patient  research,   he 
discovered    the    cure    for    hydrophobia    or 
rabies?     Do  you   think   that   Benring   was 
dishonest  and  did  not  know  what  he  was 
doing     when     he    discovered     anti-toxine, 
the   cure   for   diphtheria?     Do    you    think, 
Mr.    Editor    of    the    News    Tribune,      that 
Dr.   Walter  Reed  and   his  two  assistants, 
who  sacrificed   their  lives   upon   the  altar 
of    public    duty,    were    dishonest    and    did 
not    know    what    they    were    doing    when 
they  proved  to  the  world  that  the  pestil- 
ence  of    yellow    fever    in    the    South    and 
Cuba  was  due  to   the  bite  of  an   infected 
mosquito?    this    discovery    xnaking    Cuba 
one    of    the    healthiest    islands      in      the 
world,    and    the    building    of   the    Panama 
canal   possible? 

Th(.'se  are  a  few  of  the  things  that  med- 
ical men  have  done  for  the  betterment  of 
humanity,  out  I  might  add  many  pages 
more.  But  I  think  this  is  sufficient  to 
demonstrate  to  your  mind  that  we  have 
some  knowledge  of  disease  and  its  cure. 

Your  editorial  makes  Dr.  Bracken  say 
that  quarantine  hud  no  effect  and  did 
not  prevent  the  spread  of  smallpox.  Dr. 
Bracken  did  not  make  any  such  state- 
ment. He  said,  however,  that  it  did 
have  some  effect,  but  on  account  of  the 
fact  that  it  created  in  the  minds  of  the 
people  a  false  feeling  of  security,  there- 
by causing  them  to  neglect  vaeei na- 
tion, it  has  done  more  harm  than  good 
and  did  not  stop  the  spread  of  the  dis- 
ease. 

"But  neither  he  nor  any  other  physi- 
cian has  yet  stated  any  reason  worthy 
of  consideration  why  quarantine  should 
not  be  added  to  vaccination  as  a  pre- 
ventative of  smallpox." 

Now  what  are  the  real  facts  about  the 
proposed  quarantine  as  suggested  by 
our  state  health  authorities?  Here  are 
the  rules  as  laid  down  by  the  state 
health  board:  The  patient  is  to  be 
quarantined  exactly  as  before,  either  at 
his  home  or  in  a  pesthouse,  just  the 
s.ime  as  diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever 
have  been  quarantined  in  the  past  as 
well  as  they  will  be  in  the  future.  Then 
how  does  it  differ  from  the  old  quar- 
antine? It  differs  from  the  old  quaran- 
tine in  the  fact  that  members  of  th 
family  not  in  contact  with  th«  patient 
will  be  allowed  to  go  and  come,  fol- 
lowing their  usual  pursuits  as  they 
now  do  in  diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever 
cases.  This  will  lift  a  great  burden 
from  the  shoulders  of  many  poor  people 
who  have  to  work  for  a  living  and 
can  ill  afford  to  be  unnece.'isarlly  tjuar- 
antined  for  months,  as  it  has  sometimes 
oecurred  in  the  past,  for  no  other 
valid  reason  than  to  satisfy  some  anti- 
vaccinationist. 

Why  does  the  editor  of  the  News 
Tribune  continue  to  shout  that  quar- 
antine is  neces.sary  and  should  not  be 
discontinued  when  he  knows  as  well  as 
anv  one  that  It  is  not  going  to  be  dis- 
continued by  the  health  board?  Is  it 
for  the  purpose  of  blinding  the  public 
8*5  that  they  will  rot  see  through  his 
superficial  mask?  The  chances  are  that 
he  is  an  anti-vaccinationist  and  he 
U  afraid  that  he  will  contract  small 
pox.  I  am  willing  as  a  medical  man  to 
assure  him  that  he  will  be  in  much 
less  danger  of  contracting  the  disease 
than  before.  .         ,,,.-■.

New  York,  Jan.  10.— The  fifth  day  of 
the  second  trial  of  Harry  K.  Thaw 
found  the  opposing  attorneys  still  en- 
gaged at  the  task  of  jury  building. 
Thert  were  seven  sworn  Jurors  in  the 
box  when  today's  proceedings  began 
-with  the  fifth  panel  of  100  talesmen  to 
draw  from  in  filling  the  vacancies.  By 
dint  of  hard  work  during  the  last  hour 
of  the  morning  session,  the  box  had 
been  filled,  wiun  the  luncheon  recess 
was  ordered,  the  last  five  men  being 
subject  u.  perempti-ry  challenge.  This 
was  the  filth  time  smce  Monday  that 
all  of  the  jury  seats  had  be«n  occu- 
pied. 

Cue    Xew   Juror. 

New  York.  Jan.  10.— The  trial  of 
Hariy  K.  Thaw  for  the  killing  of  Stan- 
ford Whito  opened  this  morning  with 
one  new  juror  as  the  net  result  of  a 
day's  work.  Twice  the  jury  box  was 
filled  yesterday,  and  twice  it  was  par- 
tialiv  emptied  again,  and  this  morning 
the  attorneys  face  the  threat  of  courc 
ee«sions  on  Saturday,  unless  they  com- 
plete the  jury  before  lU  o'clock  tonight. 
A  fifth  panel  of  100  veniremen  was 
present  when  court  convened  this 
morning,  and  it  is  hoped,  but  hardly 
expected,  chat  the  five  remaining  jury- 
men may  be  found  among  those  newly 
summoned. 

So  far  4W  men  have  V»een  summoned, 
and  310  have  been  examined,  the  re- 
maining ninety  having  been  either  ex- 
cused by  the  court,  or  not  found  by 
the  officers  serving  the  summonses.  Of 
the  310  examined,  seven  remain  in  the 
jury  box,  nineteen  were  excused  on 
peremptory  challenges  by  the  defense; 
fourteen  on  the  peremptories  of  the 
prosecution,  and  270  were  allowed  to  go 
on  challenges  for  bias  allowed  by  the 
court,  or  fcv  consent  of  the  attorneys. 

At  the  first  trial  336  talesmen  were 
examin<Ld  to  secuie  the  twelve  jurors, 
eight  davs  being  consumed  in  the  pro- 
cess. TSicre  has  been  little  of  interest 
during  the  examinations  so  far,,  and 
the  crowd  that  has  begged  admission 
at  the  court  room  doors  has  been  no- 
ticeably smaller  than  during  the  first 
trial.  Mr.  Littleton.  Thaw's  chief 
counsel,  has  made  it  very  plain,  during 
all  the  time  he  has  been  examining 
prospective  jurors,  that  the  defens*- 
will  be  based  entirely  on  a  plea  of  in- 
sanity at  the  time  of  the  shooting,  and 
tt  is  not  likely  that  there  will  be  any 
such  plea  of  justification,  as  was  made 
by  Mr.  Delmas,  in  his  summing  up  at 
the  first  trial.

Boy  Must  Obey    Anti- 

"Frat"  Rules  in  Order 

to  Graduate. 


Minneapolis.  Jan.  10.— Litigation,  in- 
volving the  right  of  the  Minneapolis 
board  of  education  to  adopt  and  en- 
force anti-fraternity  rules,  has  come 
to  an  abrupt  end,  with  a  complete 
victory  for  the  board  of  education. 

LAte  yesterday  Judge  H.  D.  Dickin- 
Bon  dismissed  a  temp<^rary  restraining 
order,  which  prevented  the  board  of 
education  from  barring  Robert  L. 
Brooks  from  graduation  unless  he 
«hould  resign  his  active  membership  in 
the  Lamda  Sigma  fraternity.  As  a 
result,  K  'berl  L.  Brooks  will  be  re- 
fused graduation  from  the  high  school, 
two  weeks  hence,  unless  he  complies 
with  the  rules  of  the  board. 

The  Br.>  'ks  case  was  a  test  case, 
brought  by  W.  F.  Brooks,  the  boy's 
father.  The  action  was  begun  shortly 
after  the  board  of  educiition  passed 
anti-fraternity  rules  and  empowered 
school  principals  to  require  that  pupils 
resign  membership  in  high  school  fra- 
ternities. Robert  Brooks  refused  to 
resign  from  the  Lamda  Sigma  fra- 
ternity, and  an  action  was  begun  by 
his  father  to  restrain  the  board  of 
education  from  expelling  him  from 
the  high  school. 

NEW  TRIAL  ASKED. 
Albanv,  Jan.  10.— A  new  trial  for 
Chester  Gillette,  on  the  ground  of 
nearly  a  dozen  errors  in  the  trial  tiiat 
resulted  in  his  conviction  for  the  al- 
leged murder  of  his  sweetheart,  Grace 
Brown,  at  Big  Moose  Lake,  in  the 
Adirondacks,  on  July  11.  1906,  was 
asked  of  the  court  of  appeals  yesterday 
afternoon- 

POWDER  MILLS  BLOW  UP. 
St.  Louis.  Jan.  10.— A  terrific  explo- 
sion, which  rocked  buildings  in  St. 
Louis,  East  St.  Louis  and  Belleville, 
occurred  about  11  o'clock  last  night 
at  Edgemont,  111.,  nine  miles  south  of 
East  St.  Louis,  at  the  Phoenix  Pow- 
der company's  mills.  Despite  the 
tremendous  force,  which  was  -evi- 
denced by  the  breaking  of  plate  glass 
windows  here,  no  one  was  killed  or  in- 
jured,  according  to   telephonic   reporta. 


Berlin,  Jan.  10.— The  most  Intense 
excitement  has  been  aroused  here  oy 
an  interpellation,  presented  recently 
to  the  Prssian  landtag  by  a  Liberal 
member,  demanding  the  introduction 
of  manhood  suffrage  in  the  election  cf 
members  of  the  lower  house  of  the 
Prussian  landtag.  Last  night  no 
fewer  than  thirty-five  Socialist  mass 
meetings  were  held  in  Berlin,  as  w^li 
as  many  others  in  the  country  dis- 
tricts, in  favor  of  the  movement.  To- 
day, before  the  landtag  convened,  So- 
cialists, to  the  number  of  1,000, 
marched  in  procession  before  the  par- 
liament building.  This  demonstration 
assumed  a  somewhat  threatening  as- 
pect and  a  large  body  of  police  was 
called  to  the  scene.  They  surrounilcd 
the  entrances  to  the  building,  but 
there   was   no   actual   disorder. 

Tliret'  Cla.sses  of  Klectors. 
Under  the  present  electoral  system  in 
Prussia,  there  are  three  classes  of 
electors.  Up  to  the  present  time  tine 
j  laboring  man  has  been  completely  de- 
I  prived  of  representation  in  the  Prus- 
sian parliament,  owing  to  the  fact  that 
he  was  overwhelmed  at  the  final  elec- 
tions by  the  other  two  classes.  The 
categories  of  electors  are  formed  ar- 
bitrarily by  dividing  the  total  amount 
of  taxation  received  by  the  state  in'.o 
three  equal  parts.  A  small  number  of 
wealthy  persons,  paying  the  first  third 
of  the  total  of  taxation,  select  a  cer- 
tain number  of  men  from  their  ranks 
to  act  as  final  voters; .a  more  extended 
number  of  less  wealthy  persons,  who 
pay  the  next  third  of  the  full  amount 
of  taxation,  choose  an  equal  number 
of  final  electors,  while  the  third  clasa 
of  voters,  composed  of  the  remainder 
of  the  population  and  including  the 
workmen,  whose  numbers  reach  to  the 
millions,  are  allowed  to  select  a  num- 
ber of  final  voters  equal  to  that  chosen 
by  each  of  the  other  two  classes.  The 
total  number  of  final  electors  selected 
by  this  process,  then  proceed  to  cast 
the  final  vote,  at  which  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  two  first  named 
classes  Always  vote  solidly  togetner, 
thus  shutting  out  any  posibility  of  Ihc 
election  of  a  representative  of  the 
working   clases. 

Prince  Von  Buelow,  the  imperial 
chancellor,  has  made  known  his  inten- 
tion of  speaking  on  this  subject  dur- 
ing the  debate  which  is  to  follow  the 
presentation   of   the   interpellation.

W.\SHIN<iTON    BUKEAU. 

Washington,  Jan.  10.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— Senator  Isaac  Stephen- 
son returned  to  Washington  last  night 
from  his  home  in  Marinette,  where  iie 
spent  the  Christmas  holidays.  Senator 
Stephenson  has  taken  up  his  residence 
at  the  Shoreham  hotel.  Interview.^d 
he  said:  "Wisconsin  \vill  give  La  Toi- 
lette a  solid  delegation  in  the  Chi- 
cago convention.  Further,  it  is  quite 
likely  that  he  will  get  the  votes  of 
other  states  than  Wisconsin.  That 
Minnesota  will  be  for  him  seems  likely 
and  one  or  both  of  the  Dakotas  may 
also  support  him.  It  looks  to  me 
that  La  Follette  is  the  most  conspicu- 
ous dark  horse  in  the  race." 

When  questioned  as  to  his  attitude 
on  tariff  revision.  Senator  Stephenson 
replied:  "I  do  not  want  a  revision  of 
the  tariff  to  the  extent  of  abolishing 
protection,  but  I  would  place  on  the 
free  list  all  raw  materials.  We  should 
open  our  doors  to  the  vast  lumber  re- 
gions of  Canada,  because  the  timber 
in  this  country  is  rapidly  becoming 
exhausted,  and  Canada  will  be  the 
only  country  from  which  we  can 
draw.  Tiiere  is  any  quantity  of 
good  timber  in  Canada." 

The  senator  is  also  greatly  interested 
in  the  currency  question.  "I  have  no 
plan  for  reforming  the  currency,"  said 
he.  "but  this  point,  it  seems  to  me, 
stands  out  in  considering  currency 
legislation,  the  people  have  confidence 
in  the  government,  and  if  some  plan 
can  be  devi.se  1  so  that  the  govern- 
ment will  back  up  the  banks,  the 
people  will  not  be  afraid  of  the  con- 
sequences of  speculating  cashiers  and 
bank  presidents."

FIVE  FIREMEN 
ARE  INJURED 

While  Ffghting  Flames 
in  a  Detroit  Knit- 
ting MilL 

Detroit,  Mich.,  Jan.  10.— Five  firemen 
were  injured,  none  of  them  seriously,  at 
a  fire  which  caused  about  $100,000  dam- 
age,     today,      in      the      Forrester      &

Lockman  and  W.  F.  Waterloo  climbed 
the  fire  escape  to  the  fourth  floor,  and 
were    working     in    the     building   there 
when   the   flames   burst   out  over     the 
escape,  at  one  of  the  lower  floors,  and 
rapidly  mounted  toward  them.

"In  our  opinion."  says  Cooper,  "the 
cross-examination  was  entirely  Improper 
and  was  not  confined  to  the  matters  on 
which  the  defendant  was  examined  in 
chief."

•Caliban    Upon      Setebos"      and      the 
theolofflcal   thuughts  that     it     suggests 
was  the  subject  of  an  interesting  talk 
this    morning    by    Row    J.    W.    Powell 
at  the  club  room  of  the  library  In  the 
second   of  a  series  of  talks  on   Brown- 
ing.      Mr.    Powell   said,   in   part:    "The 
!  character    ot      Caliban."     as    shown    by 
Snakespearo   in   his  comedy   "The  Tem- 
pest."  is.   perhaps,   the  most   unpromis- 
ing material  ever  put  Inl  a  poem.  This 
creature,   as  described   by   rihakespearo, 
was    in    keeping    with    the    conception 
people   had   of  the  monsters  of  the   un- 
known   lands.       Caliban    represents    m 
fact    the    primitive    human    being.    He 
i.s    repre-sented    as      half      brute,      half 
monster,    surly    but    somewhat      tract- 
able.   In    taking    this    creature   and    his 
rea.soning    as   a   subject   for   a    poem,   I 
think  Browning  must  have  been  actu- 
■iied  by  a  desire  to  penetrate  the  inner 
deT)ths  of  ail   stages  of  humanity  down 
to"  the    missing    link.    I    am    ont    sure 
how    far    it    i.s   intended    as   a   sutdy   of 
the   primitive    mind,    but    I    am   sure   U 
is  not  a  satire,  for  Browning.  I  believe, 
was    incapable    of    satire.    He    was    so 
broad  in  his  .sympathies  with  all  ideas, 
no  matter  how  mi.stuken  he  considered 
them   to   be.   The   poem   is  not.   I   thinw, 
intended  as  a  contribution  to  the  study 
of    comparative    religions. 

"The  poem  depicts  (.'allban  sprawled 
in  the  mire  and  meditating  in  Iha 
third  person  of  his  conception  of  God. 
Caliban  reveals  himself  as  half  brute, 
half  boy,  imitative,  capricious,  mis- 
chievous, cruel  and  malicious  In  pari.. 
He  presents  his  idea  of  Setebos  as  a 
t?od,  who  to  while  away  the  time  has 
'  reated  the  world  and  the  creatures  of 
it  in  spite.  He  considers  that  rietebos 
•lid  the  best  he  could,  but  that  beyond 
him  there  is  a  spirit  of  Quiet,  greater 
than  Setebos.  The  actions  of  the 
lord  of  thj  world,  if  he  chooses  to 
maim  or  destroy  or  to  make  happy. 
his  creatures,  is  not  involved  in  right 
..r  wrong.  Ho  is  lord  and  privileged  to 
lo  as  he  wills.  In  the  main,  ne  is 
gentle  and  kind,  but  Is  subject  to 
something  behind  him.self  and  to 
amuse  himself  he  has  made  a  world 
of  playthings.  A  storm  breaks  In  up- 
on Caliban"3  meditation,  and  he  in 
tear  thinks  that  the  wrath  of  Setebos 
is  upon  him.  He  promises  to  make 
reparation  !o  appease  his  god  and  the 
poem    closes." 

Mr.  Powell  concluded  his  talk  with 
a  reference  to  some  of  the  ways  in 
which  Caliban"s  caricatures  of  Go(i 
have  persisted.  "The  idea  that  cre- 
ation was  due  to  spite  is  pretty  well 
eradicated,""  said  the  lecturer.  ""and 
the  prevailing  Idea  p  w  U  that  the  il- 
timate  purpose  is  one  of  good  will, 
and  that  the  last  word  is  ■G<jd  is  love," 
but  the  most  orthodox  of  heresies 
preached  nit  a  great  while  ago,  was 
that  tiod  dealt  with  his  creatures  as 
a  matter  of  caprice.  It  Is  not  preached 
much  today  and  is  believed  even  less. 
The  jealousy  of  God  is  often  preached 
today  and  the  idea  persi.sts  in  places 
that  we  must  not  love  too  greatly  or 
be  too  happy  or  God  will  remove  our 
happiness.  I  think  that  Browniftg  In- 
tended at  least  one  thing  from  his 
poem  that  we  should  never  again  re- 
turn to  lives  <»f  slavish  fear  because 
God  is  watching  us.  The  absurdic> 
of  Caliban's  views  will  help  us  to  see 
the  sane  and  neautiful   theory  of  life."'

From  all  portions  of  the  Union  there 
•-ame  good  news  as  to  resumption  of  bu.si- 
ness  this  week.  Cotton  and  woolen  fac- 
tories in  New  England  started  up  in  fine 
shape.  Thu  various  iron,  steel  and  tin 
mills  of  Eastern  Ohio  and  Western  and 
Ctntral  Pennsylvania  came  in  with  en- 
couraging resumptions,  as  did  many 
glass  works  and  potteries  throughout  the 
Eastern  teritory.  The  banks  of  this  city 
will,  no  doubt,  in  their  weekly  statement 
of  this  day  show  good  gains  in  reserves, 
and  there  is  a  certainty  that  the  clear- 
ing hou.se  certificates  will  be  retired  in  a 
very  few  weeks.

Tlie  l>anks  have  beeji  restricted,  ham- 
pered, limited  by  existing  laws,  and  even 
now  .'jome  of  their  managers  do  not  de- 
sire to  have  the  llmifations  taken  off. 

It  is  unwise  for  them   to  oppose  an  In- 
crea.so    in    their    circulation,     for    if    the 
people  are  not  relieved  through  the  banks 
they    will   demand  some  more   direct   and 
positive  method  and  manner  of  adding  to 
th  supply  of  money  when  it  is  needed  in 
times    of    either    urgent    prosperity    or   of 
depression.      If     the    money    required    by 
profitable   business   enterprises   cannot   be 
obtained    through    the    circulation    issuf^d 
by    national    banks,    the    American    busi- 
ness    men    will    find     a    way    to    get    it 
through    other    sources    than    the    banks, 
and    naturally    would     seek      the  .  source 
where    the    banks    get    their    notes.    That 
Is  the  plain  English  of  the  .situation.  The 
people  are  bound  to  have  sufficient  money 
circulation   to  do  a  1907  business   without 
strain,     stringency    or    panic.

In  virtue 

of  their  character  and  magnificence.    They 

are  awarded  in  accordance  witli  the  will 

of  a  remarkable  Swede.  Alfred  Nobel,  the 

inventor  of  dynamite.    ^        .        .       ,,   .. 

Alfred  Nobel  came  of  a  family  distin- 
guished m  the  historj'  of  science  and  of 
commerce.  His  father  was  the  Inventor 
of  nltro-glycerlne.  Two  of  his  brothers 
founded  the  great  naphtha  works  at 
Baku,  In  the  Caucasus  region,  one  ot  the 
vastest  Industrial  concerns  In  the  world. 
Alfred  Nobel  himself  amassed  a  huge  for- 
tune m  the  manufacture  of  deadly  ex- 
plosives and,  on  his  death,  left  the  entire 
sum  for  the  benefit. of  posterity  and  the 
furtherance  of  .scleatiflc  discovery.  The 
whole  of  the  annual  Interest  of  hla  prop- 
erty is  to  be  divided  into  five  equal  parts, 
and  these  bestowed  on  the  Ave  individuals. 
In  any  part  of  the  world,  who  have 
most   strikingly  diaUnguished   themselvea 


in    five    different    departments    of    human 
actlvitj'.  .  „<,  •»„ 

One  prize— that  which,  on  account  ot  its 
novelty,  has  aroused  most  Interest-goes 
to  the  person  who  has  done  most  to  ad- 
vance the  cause  of  peace  and  international 
arbitration.  Another  is  awarded  tor  lit- 
erature of  an  idealistic  tendency.  Tlu 
other  three  are  reserved  for  the  most 
remarkable  discoveries  in  pliy.sics.  cliem- 
Istrv  and  medicine  respectively.  Academu 
committees  in  Stockholm  are  intrusted 
with  the  selection  of  tlie  winners,  except 
in  the  case  of  the  peace  prize  - 
conferred  by  a  committee  ot 
wegian  storthing. 

Dissatisfaction  Expressed. 
Considerable  dissatisfaction  has  been 
expressed  from  time  to  time  with  the 
manner  in  which  the  trustees  of  the  fund 
have  performed  their  duties  Large  de- 
ductions have  been  made  for  expenses. 
The  actual  sum  awarded  to  each  prize 
winner  has  been  thus  reduced  from  some- 
thing like  $80,00)  to  less  than  S-'jO.OOO.  This 
year  it  would  appear,  the  amount  ot  each 
S'  is  only  about  $40,000.  With  the 
money  deducted  for  expenses,  certain 
libraries  and  laboratories  have  been 
erected  in  Stockholm,  as  well  as  a  reading 
room  m  Christiania.  The  laboratories.  It 
Is  asserted,  are  necessao'  for  the  pur- 
«)se  of  testing  the  work  of  those  who 
bresent  themselves  for  the  prizes  In 
soience  This  appears  a  singular  reason 
when  It  is  recalled  that  for  the  most  part 
the  scientific  prizes  have  gone  to  men 
whose  work  has  already  obtained  gen- 
eral recognition,  and  stood  in  no  need  ot 
anv  test  save  that  of  a  comparative  esti- 
mate of  their  relative  values. 

Long  Past  Work  Honored. 
But  perhaps  the  most  singular  point 
about  the  awards  Is  this  very  selec- 
tion of  long-past  work  for  distinc- 
tion It  was  understood,  prizes  were 
to  be  granted  on  the  work  of  the  twelve 
months  immediately  preceding  the 
award  In  each  case.  While  it  may  be 
admitted  that  a  too  rigid  adherence 
to  this  rule  might  have  unduly  hamp- 
ered the  selecting  committees,  it  seejns 
extraordinary  that  their  researches 
should  have  carried  them  so  far  back 
as  to  honor,  for  the  most  part,  vet- 
erans of  science.  Instead  of  letting  the 
prizes  serve  as  a  stimulus  to  freeli 
work  and  to  workers  who  have  not  yet 

Leaviniff  out  of  account  last  year,  the 
rlzes  have  been  awarded  five  times  to 


old    age.     The    case    of    Mommsen.    who 
at  the  age  of  85  obtained  the  literature 
prize  for  work  done  when  he  was  27.  is 
representative    of    many.      j.ne    average 
age    of    the     recipients    was    58,     while 
the    average    time    which    had    elapsed 
since  they  did  the  work  for  which  tliey 
were  rewarded  was  20  years.     However, 
the    trustee    committees     may    perhaps 
defend  themselves  on  this  head  by  theif 
desire    to    compensate    the    older   work- 
ers   for   the    time    when    there    were    no

Roentgen  of 
the   X-rays;    the   Curies,    who    dl3covere<i 
radium;    Mai.s.san,    the    manufacturer     of 
artificial  diamonds,   are  some  of  the  best

Imprisonment  upon  James  O'Bxlen.  the 
•elf-confesse<l  murderer,  who  was  before 
the  judge  this  week  to  learn  his  d-ioni 
for  the  brutal  murder  of  Arthur  Le  Claire. 

Although  'capital  pumshmtnt  Ls  the  law 
of   the    state,    the  cx>urt    astou sided   attor- 
ncys  and  others  pres-nl   by  declaring,     "i  1 
do  not  believe  In  capital  punidliment." 

H^  furth>jr  stated  that  he  did  not  believe 
that  tlie  state  had  the  right  t.;  hang  a 
man  f'>r  murder,  and  that  a  hanging  was 
only  a  •judicial  murder,"  saying  that  i'l 
was  "a  relic  ot  the  >lays  of  baibarism.'

Demo- 
cratic national  comjnltteeman,  implor- 
ing the  Minnesota  Democracy  to  rally 
to    the    support    of    William    J.    Bryan. 


They  rralize  that  the  round-robin  waa 
intended  for  outside  consumption,  lo 
show  the  East  and  the  South  that 
Governor  Johnson  was  losing  his  popu- 
larity in  his  own  state,  but  they  de- 
clare it  will  fail  of  its  purpose  wlieu 
the  fact  is  known  that  the  petition  was 
circulated  fully  six  months  ago,  be- 
fore the  governor  was  seriously  con- 
sidered  as  a  presidential   possibility. 

Assurances  have  bevn  received  from 
several  prominent  Democrats  in  this 
part  of  the  state  that  the  manifesto 
was  sent  to  them  as  early  as  last 
July.  In  the  majority  of  instance.^ 
the.se  men  declined  to  attach  their 
signatures.  The  fact  that  the  namea 
of  .several  Johns«m  supporters  appear 
on  the  petition  is  accounted  for  by  the 
age   of   the   document. 

The  fact,  too,  that  only  eighty  sign- 
ers were  secured  is  an  indication,  thr- 
local  men  contend,  that  Governor 
Johnson  is  suffering  no  loss  of  prestige.

The  Houston,  Tex.,  Post,  in  answer  to  those  who  arc 
asking  for  a  special  session  of  the  Texas  legislature  to 
provide  a  state  system  of  bank  deposit  insurance,  comes 
£01  th  with  that  awful  and  portentous— though  very  much 
overworked— word  "unconstitutional." 

The  Post  quotes  the  following  section  of  the  state 
constitution  of  Texas: 

The  legi.«latuTe  shall  have  no  power  to  give  or  to 
lend  or  to  authorize  the  giving  or  lending  of  the 
credit  of  the  state  in  aid  of.  or  to  any  person,  asso- 
ciation   or    corporation,   whether   municipal   or   other, 


Then  the  Post  says  that  this  language  is  so  specific 
that  It  is  useless  to  discuss  the  subject  of  state  insurance 
further.  The  banks  may  organize  a  corporation  for  the 
insurance  of  deposits,  but  the  state  may  not  take  up  the 

burden. 

This  is  highly  important,  if  true.  It  is  important  m 
Mmnesota  no  less  than  in  Texas,  because  the  Minnesota 
constitution  contains  a  similar,  though  briefer,  provision, 
iivhich  follows: 

The    credit    of  the   state   shall    never  be   loaned   in 
aid  of  any  individual,  association  or  corporation. 

If  state  bank  deposit  insurance  is  imconstitutional  in 
Tfxas,  therefore,  it  is  unconstitutional  in  Minnesota.  But 
before  dropping  the  question  as  being  settled  by  this  con- 
stitutional prohibition,  it  is  worth  while  to  inquire  a  little 

further. 

In  the  first  place,  the  proposed  state  insurance  of  bank 
deposits  does  not  involve  in  any  way  the  credit  of  the 
state.  The  assumption  that  it  does  is  due  to  a  careless 
acceptance  of  the  term  "state  insurance"  in  its  literal 
sense.  No  pending  scheme  of  this  nature  provides  for 
state  insurance,  or  obligates  the  state  to  pay  a  penny. 

The  state  is  simply  made  the  custodian  of  a  fund  de- 
rived by  taxation  of  banks,  to  disburse  it  to  depositors  in 
insolvent  banks  as  the  need  arises.  The  state's  credit  is 
not  pledged  as  security  for  the  safety  of  deposits.  That 
would  be  unquestionably  in  violation  of  the  constitution, 
but  nobody  has  proposed  it. 

Apparently  the  Houston  Post  is  one  of  those  who 
have  accepted  the  term  "state  insurance  '  literally.  Some- 
b.fdy  should  assure  it  that  it  is  not  meant  literally,  and 
Uat  its  alarms  about  the  impairment  of  the  constitution 
are  unwarranted. 

The  Post  urges  as  a  further  argument  against  "state 
irsurance"  that  it  would  not  cover  national  banks,  and 
Texas  has  more  national  than  state  banks.  The  effect  in 
such  a  case  would  be  to  build  up  the  state  banks  unless 
congress  took  similar  action  to  protect  national  bank  de- 
positors, and  the  Post  may  be  sure  that  if  the  states  pro- 
t«'Ct  depositors  in  their  banks,  congress  will  have  to  adopt 
s.milar  legislation  covering  national  banks. 

Indeed,  the  movement  to  provide  state  guaranty  funds 
for  th2  protection  of  depositors  in  state  banks  is  having 
such  a  wide  spread  that  it  is  not  improbable  that  the 
national  bankers  will  compel  congress  to  take  action  at 
the  present  session,  and  thus  forestall  any  temporary  ad- 
vantage to  state  banks  that  might  ensue  if  the  states 
preceded  the  nation  in  protecting  depositors. 


SHAME! 

There  were  in  San  Francisco  certain  restaurants,  sinks 
<»f  iniquity,  dens  of  infamy,  where  unspeakable  condi 
tions,  a  scandal  to  the  community,  prevailed.  Schmitz, 
one-time  fiddler,  then  mayor,  and  Ruef,  cunning  lawyer, 
<;orrupt  master  of  corruption,  then  political  boss,  had 
control  of  affairs.  Ruef  visited  the  panders  who  con- 
ducted these  resorts,  informed  them  that  if  they  did  not 
pay  him  bribes  he  would  see  that  their  licenses  were 
revoked,  and  when  they  contributed  generously,  divided 
the  money  with  Schmitz. 

Then  affronted  decency  revolted,  and  a  storm  burst. 
Schmitz  and  Ruef  and  others  were  indicted.  Ruef,  very 
carelessly  as  now  appears,  pleaded  guilty  to  extortion, 
and  implicated  his  partner  in  crime.  Schmitz  stood  trial 
;ind  was  convicted  and  sentenced. 

Now  comes  the  district  court  of  appeals  and  say? 
that  no  crime  was  committed,  and  that  Schmitz's  con- 
viction and  Ruefs  plea  of  guilty  are  of  no  account. 
Why?  Not  exactly  that  the  indictment  had  a  comma 
inverted  or  omitted,  but  that  the  profitable  enterprise  of 
Schmitz  and  Ruef  did  not  technically  constitute  a  crime 
under  the  statutes. 

Shame!  Shame  to  the  courts,  and  shame  to  affronted 
and  frustrated  justice!  To  say  that  men  may  use  official 
power  and  betray  public  trust  to  the  extent  of  counten- 
ancing infamy  for  a  price,  and  shall  then  go  free!  To 
set  aside  convictions  that  encouraged  decency  and  re- 
deemed the  fair  name  of  a  fair  city,  upon  a  technicality! 
Oh,  justice!     What  folly  is  done  in  thy  name  I 


recalled  attention  during  the  late  financial  disturbance  in 
America  to  the  French  monetary  and  banking  systems, 
and  particularly  to  the  important  and  beneficial  role 
which  is  played  by  savings  banks  in  that  country.  The 
French  peasant  and  artisan  have  been  known  for  many 
generations  as  the  most  frugal,  industrious  and  intelli- 
gently thrifty  of  European  working  people.  Their 
patient  industry,  their  love  for  the  soil  and  for  their 
various  handicrafts,  and  their  scrupulous  care  of  their 
savings,  form  the  foundations  of  the  prosperity  of 
P'rance. 

There  are  two  classes  of  savings  banks  in  France: 
the  postal  savings  bank  and  the  municipal  and  private 
banks,  which  arc  controlled  by  municipalities  and  pri- 
vate firms  and  are  held  accountable  to  strict  laws  similar 
to   those   which   are   enforced    in   several    states    of   this 

country. 

The  postal  bank  was  established  in  1881,  and  there 
were  in  1904  7,883  local  postal  banks,  with  4-345.446  de- 
positors and  deposits  of  $229,158,290,  which  have  since 
increased  to  $267,519,423-  They  pay  2^^  per  cent  interest, 
compounded,  and  each  deposit  is  limited  to  $289.50- 
When  a  deposit  exceeds  that  amount,  the  banks  will  buy 
national  3  per  cent  bonds  with  the  money,  keep  them  on 
deposit,  collect  the  interest  and  credit  it .  to  the  new 
account  of  the  depositor.  The  average  amount  of  the 
deposits  is  about  $54. 

The  fear  that  government  postal  banks  will  interfere 
with  private  savings  banks  is  not  borne  out  by  the 
experience  of  France.  At  the  end  of  1904  there  were  550 
municipal  and  private  savings  banks,  with  1.461  branches 
-in  all  2,011  places  of  deposit,  with  7,4-2^,326  depositors 
and  deposits  amounting  to  $666,963,574-  The  average  de- 
posit was  $84.41.  These  banks  pay  2  to  3  per  cent  inter- 
est, depending  upon  the  length  of  time  the  deposit  re- 
mains undisturbed. 

The  postal  savings  bank  in  this  country  would  take  in 
millions  of  dollars  that  the  private  savings  banks  cannot 
get,  notably  the  deposits  of  foreigners  who  are  used  to 
postal  banks  in  their  own  countries.  Under  Postmaster 
General  Meyer's  plan  this  money  would  be  deposited 
with  local  national  banks,  thus  taking  out  of  hiding  and 
adding  to  the  available  stipply  of  money  for  business 
uses  untold  millions  that  are  needed  as  a  foundation  for 
credit.  At  the  same  time,  by  encouraging  thrift  and 
fostering  the  growth  of  saving  habits,  the  private  savings 
banks  and  all  the  banks  would  profit  materially. 

But  Speaker  Cannon  says  we  can't  have  the  postal 
savings  bank.

ANOTHER   WORRY  POSTPONED. 

The  need  of  public  worry  over  what  the  public  ought 
to  do  about  patching  the  city  charter  is  postponed,  at 
least  until  fall,  because,  as  The  Herald  stated  last  night, 
it  will  be  impossible  to  put  to  a  vote  at  the  coming  elec- 
tion the  several  charter  amendments  that  have  been 
postponed. 

The  city  attorney's  office,  in  preparing  the  amend- 
ments for  presentation  to  the  people,  proceeded  undei 
the  law  of  1905,  which  required  publication  of  the  pro- 
posed amendments  twenty  days  prior  to  the  election.  It 
had  been  forgotten,  for  the  moment,  that  a  law  was 
passed  by  the  legislature  last  winter  governing  such 
matters,  and  that  it  increased  the  period  of  publicity  to 
thirty  days.  When  the  oversight  was  discovered,  there 
were  no  thirty  days  obtainable  in  which  to  make  com- 
pliance with  the  law,  so  the  amendments  will  have  to  go 
over  until  the  fall  election,  unless  perchance  a  special 
election  should  be  held,  which  is  improbable. 

No  great  harm  is  done  except  in  the  matter  of  the 
amendment  permitting  the  use  of  a  part  of  Central  park 
for  the  location  of  a  hospital  for  contagious  diseases. 
It  is  very  fortunate  indeed  that  this  much  desired  im- 
provement is  thus  postponed,  when  it  is  needed  this  very 
minute.  The  postponement  will  provide  time,  however, 
in  which  to  make  it  absolutely  certain,  for  instance, 
whether  the  amendment  reorganizing  the  health  depart- 
ment meets  the  needs  of  the  community  in  the  best  pos- 
sible manner,  since  exception  has  been  taken  to  some  of 
its  provisions  and  possibilities. 

It  will  be  harder,  however,  to  secure  the  adoption  of 
the  amendments  at  the  November  election  than  in  the 
February  election,  because  of  the  greater  interest  thai 
will  attach  to  other  matters  then  to  be  decided,  and  be- 
cause of  the  fact  that  the  approval  of  three-fifths  of  all 
the  voters  voting  at  the  election  is  necessary.

THE  POSTAL  SAVINGS  BANK. 

Consul  General  Mason  of  Paris,  writing  to  the  state 
department  at  home,  describes  interestingly  the  postal 
savings  bank  system  of  France  and  its  relation  to  the 
widely-recognized    soundness    and    stability    of    French 

finances. 

It  may  seem  like  whistling  jigs  to  a  milestone  to  keep 
up  the  talk  about  postal  savings  banks  in  the  face  of  the 
fact  that  Speaker  Cannon  has  decided  that  congress  shall 
provide  none  at  this  session;  but  it  must  be  remembered 
that  there  are  other  sessions  coming,  and,  let  us  hope, 
other  speakers  more  amenable  to  reason  and  more  in- 
clined to  comply  with  public  wishes.

THE  GRIP. 

An  epidemic  of  grip,  said  to  be  the  worst  since  1889, 
has  been  sweeping  westward  over  the  country,  and  it 
has  finally,  a  little  belated,  reached  Duluth. 

It  is  the  worst  in  years  only  in  the  sense  that  it  in- 
volves more  cases;  not  in  the  sense  that  the  disease 
itself  is  more  serious,  because  generally  its  attacks  seem 
to  be  lighter  than  usual. 

But  it  is  here,  and  whether  it  is  due  to  the  mild  win- 
ter, or  to  something  else,  matters  little.  The  thing  to  be 
considered  is  how  to  beat  it. 

First,  don't  get  it.  Lots  of  people  will  think  that 
advice  is  foolish,  but  it  isn't.  It  means,  don't  let  your 
system  get  into  such  shape  that  it  will  furnish  hospit- 
able soil  for  the  grip  germ.  If  your  system  is  what  it 
ought  to  be,  grip  germs  will  recoil  from  it  in  dismay,  and 
so  will  most  other  germs. 

The  way  to  have  your  system  in  a  normal  condition 
is  to  live  in  a  normal  way.  Don't  eat  too  much.  Sleep 
enough.  Don't  worry.  Don't ,  drink  too  much.  Get 
exercise  enough.  Walking,  for  instance,  gives  your 
system  such  rejoicing  and  abounding  energy  that  it  is 
fatal  to  germs.  Keep  your  house  well  aired  and  espe- 
cially your  sleeping  room.  Avoid  drafts,  nevertheless. 
There  are  two  reasons  why  you  should  walk  instead 
of  taking  a  car  in  grip  time.  One  is  that  you  need  the 
walk,  and  that  it  builds  up  your  system  and  gives  it  such 
tone  that  the  grip  will  despair  of  you  and  pass  on  to 
another.  Another  good  reason  is  that  the  street  cars  are 
stuffy  and  ill-ventilated  and  foul,  and  their  atmosphere 
provides  the  finest  kind  of  hospitality  for  germs  of  grip 
and  other  diseases. 

Then,  if  you  get  the  grip,  don't  take  any  chances  with 
it.  It  will  make  you  prrtty  sick  and  it  will  weaken  you, 
rendering  you  liable  to  worse  troubles.  Don't  take  cold. 
Call  the  doctor.  Take  his  advice.  Be  careful  of  yourself, 
and  don't  dose  yourself  with  nostrums  that  people 
recommend  to  you.  Many  grip  medicines  contains  drugs 
that  are  bad  for  the  heart,  and  remember  you  are  weak 
when  the  grip  has  a  good  hold  upon  you. 

If  you  live  normally  and  keep  up  a  good  tone  in  your 
system,  you  won't  get  the  grip.  But  if  you  do  get  it, 
call  in  the  doctor  and  do  what  he  tells  you.  He  will 
probably  send  you  to  bed  when  you  want  to  go  down  to 
the  office  and  work,  but  he  knows  best.  If  you  take 
care  of  yourself  the  grip  will  probably  do  you  no  lasting 
harm,  but  if  you  don't  take  care  of  yourself  it  may. 

Here's  hoping  you  won't  get  it,  and  that  if  you  do  it 
will  let  you  off  easily.

Washington  Post:  If  the  Democratic 
party  is  sincere  in  Its  desire  to  .seek  a 
Democrat,  pure  and  undehled,  to  whom  U 
can  offer  the  leadership  of  the  party, 
what  fault  can  It  find  with  Governor 
Johnson  of  Minnesota?  That  able  exe- 
cutive of  a  single  state  Is  rapidly  be- 
coming a  national  figure  through  the 
sheer  force  of  his  Democratic  principles 
and  good  common  sense.  What  other 
man  so  completely  embodies  in  his  own 
political  views  tho  modern  pr:nciples  of 
the  Democratic  party?

Now.  however,  the^  ques- 
tion of  ownership  will  be  disputed,  and 
the  chances  are  that  it  will  be  decreed 
that  the  present  proprietor  has  no  rights 
whatever  in  the  work.

Indeed,  it  Is  even  declared  that  he  can 
not  now  legally  receive  an  Irish  repre- 
sentative peerage  because  he  is  neither 
lof  Irish  blood  nor  is  he  the  owner  of 
I  Irish  land,  which  have  always  been 
considered  qualifications;  and  It  seems 
to  me  that,  taking  this  and  several

Jan.  10.— Count  Erasmus  Zu 
Erbaoh-Erbach,  a  j-oung  German 
noUeman,  who  was  recently  sent  to 
Ahrweller  asylum  on  grounds  of  men- 
tal irresponsibility,  after  his  elopement 
with  the  daughter  of  a  laundress,  last 
y<ear.  escaped  last  week.  It  is  supposed 
that'  he  has  gone  to  Bavaria,  where, 
according  to  alienists  who  examined 
him,  he  need  not  fear  compulsory  con- 
finement. 

The  coimt,  who  is  24  years  old.  when 
he  eloped,  renounced  all  rights  to  the 
fortune  of  his  father,  who  is  among 
the  richest  of  the  German  nobility.  The 
count  and  his  sweetheart  lived  In  Hol- 
land where  they  contrived  to  spend  in 
a  few  months  $50,000,  which  his  family 
had  settled  on  him.  Some  weeks  ago 
the  count  returned  to  Germany  penni- 
less, and  conducted  himself  In  such  a 
way  that  his  father.  Count  George  -Al- 
bert Zu  Erbach-Erbach,  had  him  con- 
fined in  an  asylum.

is  passing,  aLso  the  sight  of  the 
•troops  obtained  after  engagements 
with  the  ImiJerial  forces,  have  initiated 
a  strong  movei«ent  in  favor  of  adhe- 
sion to  the  sultan  of  the  South,  and 
his  mahalla  is  receiving  additions  of 
armed  contingents  every  day. 

Among  the  booty  taken  from  Buchta 
el  Bagdadi  was  a  large  quantity  of 
chains  with  which  he  intended  to  load 
his  prospective  prisoners.  These 
chains  were  hurriedly  forged  by 
blacksmiths  at  Rabat,  who  worked 
night  and  day,  and  who  were  pre- 
vented by  the  government  from  ac- 
cepting any  other  work.  The  chains 
are  now  borne  by  the  imperial  tr.jops 
themselves,  who  march  in  sinister 
groups  of  thirty  or  forty.

Mexico  City,  Mex..  Jan.  10.— The  Popo- 
latepetl  volcano  is  for  sale.  This  an- 
nouncement ought  to  attract  the  atten- 
tion o£  dealers  in  volcanoes.  It  has  been 
■aid,  with  much  truth,  that  no  legi- 
timate business  proposition  is  too  big  or 
•arlng  for  American  Investors  to  tackle. 
The  Popocatepetl  volcano  is  an  exception 
to  this  general  rule.  American  promoters 
have  been  trying  for  many  years  to  float 
companies  to  take  over  and  operate  the 
|h«  property  for  Its  sulphur  deposits  and 
to  establish  other  interesting  features  in 
Bonnectlon  with  the  giant  mountain, 
whose  snowcapped  head  overlooks  the 
Valley  of  Mtxico.  The  latest  of  these 
projects  has  failed  and  the  famoug  vol- 
cano has  passed  back  into  the  hands  of 
Gen.  Casper  Sanchez  Ochoa  of  this  city, 
Who  came  into  its  possession  a  great 
many  y^       ^  ago. 

Gen.  Ot  a  thought  he  had  got  rid  of 
the  monster  volcano  by  selling  it  to  a 
syndicate  of  Americans,  headed  by  Capt. 
Charles  Holt,  formerly  of  New  York,  but 
ft  resident  of  Mexico  for  several  years. 
Capt.     Holt     purchased     the     volcano     in

W04  fora  reported  consideration  of  $5,000,- 


000  United  States  money,  which  is  equiva- 
lent to  SlO.OOOtWO  Mexican  money. 

Capt.  Holt  was  unable  to  nnance  the 
bis  proposition  and  after  three  years  of 
effort  in  that  direction  the  project  was 
abandoned,  and  a  few  days  ago  title  to 
the  mountain  reverted  to  Gen.  Ochoa,  it 
is  stated  that  Capt.  Holt  is  still  mter- 
ested  In  the  park  and  hotel  features  of 
the  original  r'an,  and  that  Gen.  Ochoa 
and  other  men  of  means  are  connected 
with   the  minor  projects. 

148  Million  Tons  of  Sulphur. 
It  is  a  dizzy  proposition  to  think  of 
mining  sulphur  at  an  altitude  of  18,00!) 
feet.  But  it  is  asserted  by  experts  who 
have  investigated  and  reported  on  the 
feasibility  of  the  plan,  that  the  phvsical 
difficulties  which  stand  in  the  way  can 
be  overcome  by  the  application  of  engl- 
ntering  Ingenuity,  backed  by  sufficient 
money  to  carry  it  through. 

A  commission  of  mining  experts  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mexican  government  made 
an  exhaustive  study  and  investigation  of 
the  sulphur  deposits  contamed  In  the  cra- 
ter of  the  Popocatepetl  volcano  a  few 
ytars  ago.  This  official  report  states  that 
not  only  Is  this  sulphur  deposit  the  largest 
in  the  world,  but  that  this  native  non- 
metallic  element  Is  absolutely  pure  as  it 
exists  in  the  crater  of  the  Popocatepetl 
volcauo.  The  report  shows  that  at  the 
time  the  investigation  was  made  there 
were  approximately  148,CiOO,U)0  tons  of  sul- 
phur in  the  crater  within  a  depth  of  50J 
feet.  ^    ^ 

The  manufacture  of  sulphur  through  the 
influences  of  nature  is  going  on  con- 
stantly, and,  according  to  the  estlmat»s 
made  by  the  government  experts,  thiy 
annual  increase  amounts  to  approximate- 
ly 1,480,000  tons.  Astounding  as  these  fig- 
ures may  appear,  they  are  amply  veri- 
fied by  measuremt^nts  made  from  year  to 
year. 

The  annual  consumption  of  sulphur  In 
the  United  States  is  a  little  more  than 
20r»,000  tons,  and  all  of  Euroep  consumes 
annually  less  than  400.000  tons.  Most  of 
the  commercial  sulphur  Is  known  as  sec- 
onds, or  98  per  cent  pure.  The  annual 
increase  of  sulphur  in  the  crater  of 
Popocateeptl  is  sufficient  to  supply  the 
markets  of  the  world,  it  is  asserted. 

The  greatest  sulphur  producing  country 
in  the  world  is  Italy,  which  has  an  annual 
output  of  about  550,000  tons,  accordmg  to 
the  most  reliable  figures  obtainable  here. 
Nearly  all  of  Italy's  sulphur  comes  from 
the  island  of  Sicily.  The  United  States. 
France  and  Japan  .produce,  all  told,  less 
than  100,000  tons  annually. 

At  an  average  market  price  of  $20  gold 
a  ton  the  value  of  sulphur  stored  in  the 
crater  of  the  volcano  is  fabulous.  It  was 
the  ambitious  plan  of  Capt.  Holt  to  sup- 
ply a  big  part  of  the  world  with  the  pro- 
duct.     He    said    It    could    b©    mined    and 


placed  on  the  market  in  the  United  State., 
at  an  expense  of  not  exceeding  $10  gold 
a  ton  This  would  have  left  a  D.g 
margin  of  profit  if  his  figures  were  cor- 
rec. 

Mined  for  Four  Hundred  Years. 
The  mining  of  sulphur  in  the  crater  or 
Popocatepetl  has  been  earned  on  inter- 
mittently for  400  years.  During  the  time 
of  the  conquest,  when  Hernando  Cortez 
was  in  power,  the  deposits  were  mined 
In  a  primitive  way  by  the  Spaniards. 
Since  then  great  quantities  of  the  sulphur 
have  been  brought  out  of  the  crat.jr 
the  backs  of  Mexicans  and  carried 
mountain   and   thence   sent  to 


on 

down   the 

The  daring  of  some  of  these  native 
sulphur  miners  is  remarkable.  They  do 
not  hesitate  to  go  to  the  ver>'  rim  of  the 
hole  which  comes  up  through  the  in- 
crusted  deposit  of  sulphur,  and  which 
leads  far  down  to  the  ever-seethmg  caul- 
dron of  the  volcano.  The  crater  is  about 
2  000  feet  in  diameter,  and  the  fumes  which 
constantly  pour  forth  through  the  vent- 
way  are  di.ssipated  in  the  air  above  bo- 
fore  they  extend  to  any  harmful  degree 
over  other  parts  of  the  crater.  In  most 
places  the  walls  of  the  crater  are  perptn- 
dicular.  The  descent  from  the  nm  of  the 
crater  to  the  top  of  the  sulphur  deposit  is 
a  sheer  580  feet. 

The  natives  who  engage  In  mining  the 
product  in  a  desultory  way  for  Gen. 
Ochoa  reach  the  mine  by  means  of  rope 
hidders,  bringing  the  product  out  on  their 
backs.  Enormous  blocks  of  pure  sul- 
phus  are  scattered  about  the  mine.  Some 
of  these  chunks  weigh  150  pounds  each. 

The  temperature  in  the  cratei  is  com- 
fortably warm.  On  the  outside  or  top 
of  the  mountain  is  an  area  of  snow  and 
ice,   which  extends   far  down   its  sides. 

It  requires  a  great  amount  of  endur- 
ance and  no  little  spirit  of  daring  to 
make  the  ascent  of  Popocatepetl.  Of 
the  hundreds  of  Americans  who  visit 
this  city  during  the  winter  tourist 
season  only  a  few  of  them  have  the 
hardihood  to  try  to  scale  the  heights  of 
the  rugged  mountain,  which  is  situated 
only  sixty  miles  away.  A  few  Ameri- 
can   women    have    made    the    ascent. 

Those  who  have  reached  the  summit 
say  that  it  is  a  journey  well  worth 
the  hardships  which  are  encountered 
in  making  it.  From  that  great  height, 
on  a  clear  day.  the  view  is  magnificent. 
Mexico  City  and  the  beautiful  valley 
of  Mexico  He  at  the  foot  of  the  moun- 
tain and  in  the  distance  may  be  seen 
other  towns  and  cities.  It  is  necessary 
to  obtain  a  written  permit  from  Gen. 
Ocha  before  making  the  ascent.  He 
cheerfully  gives  these  permits  to  all 
who  ask  for  them,  but  it  is  a  formality 
which  he  has  always  enforced  during 
his  ownership   of   the   mountain. 

It  has  been  more  than  100  years  since 
Popocatepetl  had  a  violent  eruption.  It 
still  ejects  gases  from  the  orifice  tnat 
leads  down  into  the  burning  pit,  but 
this  little  evidence  that  it  is  still  alive 
is  lightly  regarded  by  those  who  would 
make  it  yield  up  to  the  world  its  great 
store  of  sulphur.  /(.v,   ^ 

Popocatepetl  is  a  good  volcano.  That 
is  a  trait  of  its  character  which  Is  well 
worth  considering  by  prospective  Am- 
erican   buyers.

He  says 
they  have  hotels  in  plenty  to  care  fur 
the  visitors,  have  one  of  thQ  most 
beautiful  cities  that  can  be  found 
throughout  the  width  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  and  have  a  lot  of 
citizens  who  will  hang  out  the  latch 
string  to  the  followers  of  Thomau 
Jefferson. 

He  says  that  they  are  making  ample 
preparations  for  the  entertainment  of 
the  delegates,  and  when  the  advance 
guard  of  Democracy  hits  the  Colorado 
city,  they  will  find  that  their  w  vnts 
will  have  been  provided  for  and  every 
precaution  taken  for  the  entertain- 
ment of   the   visithig   delegates. 

He  doesn't  even  suggest  that  the 
convention  need  be  a  quiet  or  a  sub- 
dued one.

NEW  WORK  FOR 
RAND  CHINESE 

Are  Being  Used  as  Rail- 
road Laborers  in 
South  Africa. 

Johannesburg,  Jan.  10.— New  employ- 
ment has  been  found  for  a  number  of 
the   Rand   Chinese,    who    will   thus   not 
all  be  repatriated  at  the  conclusion  of 
their    agreements.       Great    shortage   uf 
labor   has   been   experienced    at    Lobito 
Bay,    the    port    in     Portuguese      West 
Africa,  whence  a  railway  line  is  being 
constructed   inland    by     the     Benguella 
Railway   company.       The   scheme   is  a 
bold  one,  the  ultimate  idea  being  that 
the    Rhodesian    railways    shall     extend 
their  line  from  Brolten  Hills,  657  mile3 
north  of   Bulawayo,   to  the  Kansapslie 
mine,    where     the     Benguella     railway 
would   connect  with   it,   and   that  wi»h 
the    starting   of    a    regular    service     of 
steamers  from  Southampton  to  Lobito 
Bay    a    new    express    route    would      be 
created    between    Great     Britain      and 
Johannesburg  and  other  inland  towns. 
The  Capetown  authorities,  seeing   the 
menace    to    the    interests      of      Soutj 
African  ports,   are  anxiously   watching 
the  progress  of  the  line,  which,  owing 
to    various    difficulties — the      chief      of 
which    is    the    shortage    of     labor— iias 
been    somewhat    retarded    hitherto,    al- 
though   lOO   liilometers    have    been    fin- 
ished.      The  country  generally  Is  very 
level    and    favorable     to     construction. 
Now,  however,  the  Transvaal  has  come 
to  the  rescue,  and  about  2,000  Chinese 
from   the  Rand  and  the  adjacent     Uia- 
tricts   are    to    be    sent    to    the   railway 
works. 

While  the  production  of  gold  is  in- 
creasing, the  employment  of  coolies  Is 
being  steadily  reduced.  The  total  num- 
ber of  laborers  employed  in  the  Trans- 
vaal mines  (exclusive  of  the  Robinson 
group)  was  141,237  at  the  end  of  No- 
vember, and  of  these  103,509  were  na- 
tives. Apparently  the  magnates  arc 
quite  resigned  to  the  repatriation  of 
the  Chines?  and  have  resolved  to  do 
the  best  they  can  with  native  labor. 
Their  attitude  it  no  longer  one  of 
despair,  and.  Instead  of  bewailing 
their  povert",  they  are  Increasing  in- 
terim dlvi4    ila. 


WOMAN'S  REFUSAL  TO 

DISROBE  REVEALS  FRAUD. 

Paris,  Jan.  10.— After  three  years'  pre- 
liminary investigations,  a  band  of  in- 
surance swindlers,  including  a  doctor 
and  two  bankers,  have  been  committed 
for  trial.  The  principal  parties  In  the 
fraud  were  a  doctor,  named  Lacombe, 
and  an  insurance  agent,  named  Fra- 
ger.  Lacombe  indicated  to  Fri»ger 
those  of  his  patients  whose  condition 
foretold  an  eg-rly  death.  Frager  then 
introduced  the  condemned  men  or 
women  to  contract  a  lite  Insurance  to 
the  profit  of  a  third  party,  who  was 
always  described  in  the  policy  as  a 
creditor  of  the  Insured,  but  who  was 
in  realiity  an  accomplice  o<f  the  doctor 
and  the  agent. 

In  every  case  the  medical  examina- 
tion was  passed  by  some  healthy- 
bodied  individual  engaged  for  the  occa- 
sion. On  the  death  of  the  insured,  the 
aecomplices  divided  the  amount  of  the 
policy  between  "them.  The  frauds  were 
discovered  In  the  following  fashion: 

A  man  and  a  woman,  strangers  to 
each  other,  had  been  engaged  by  the 
swindlers  to  undergo  medical  examina- 
tion by  an  insui-ance  company  doctor, 
in  the  place  of  a  decrepit  couple,  whose 
days  were  numbered.  The  doctor  re- 
quested the  woman  to  strip,  but,  much 
to  his  astonishment,  she  refused  to  do 
so  in  the  presence  of  the  man  who  she 
liad   declared    was   her   husband.     The

WINS  SUIT 

Court  Decides  Capt.  Cart- 
er Not  Entitled  to 
Bonds.

Maloney  Asks  Court  to

New  York,  Jan.  10.— Martin  Maloney 
of  Philadelphia  made  known  through 
a  formal  statement  given  to  the  Asso- 
ciated Press  last  night  that  proceedings 
h.id  been  Instituted  to  obtain  a  court 
judgment  declaring  that  there  was  no 
marriage  between  his  daughter  and 
Herbert  Osborne,  the  young  New  York 
broker  who  according  to  the  county 
records  was  technically  united  in  mat- 
rimony at  Mamaroneck,  Dec.  28.

Mr  Maloney  does  not  go  into  details 
in  his  announcement,  but  it  Is  under- 
stood that  present  court  action  is 
based  upon  the  admission  of  the  young 
people  that  the  idea  of  their  union  was 
conceived  In  a  spirit  of  fun  and  that 
the  marriage  was  a  Joke. 

Subsequent  to  the  Mamaroneck  cere- 
mony Miss  Maloney  accepted  the  atten- 
tions of  Samuel  Cl.irkson.  a  Voun^  ^ng- 

Ishman,  who  had  been  a  guest  at  the 
M«««Mar  liome.    On  Oot  1.  last,  ciarK- 


son  and  Miss  Maloney  simultaneously 
dropped  out  of  sight,  and  were  next 
heard  from  In  London.  wher»  Miss  Ma- 
loney was  found  living  at  a  hotel  and 
Clarkson  in  bachelor  quarters.  Follow- 
ing the  disappearance  of  the  two  and 
while  efforts  to  locate  them  were  be- 
ing made  by  the  Maloney  family,  the 
situation  was  further  complicated  by 
the  published  claim  of  Osborne  that  he 
was  the  husband  of  the  missing  daugh- 
ter 

Mr.  Maloney's  statement  follows: 
"Proceedings  have  been  instituted  to 
obtain  a  judgment  declaring  that  there 
Is  no  marriage  between  Helen  Ma- 
loney and  Arthur  H.  Osborne.  The 
statements  in  the  papers  in  regard  to 
the  position  assumed  by  the  family  are 
entirely  erroneous.  Intimations  of  a  set- 
tlement upon  Mr.  Osborne  and  his  sur- 
rendering rights  are  without  founda- 
tion and  do  him  a  very  grave  Injustice.' 


CLEVER  INSURANCE  FRAUDS. 

Doctor  and  Bankers  Face  Serious 
Charge  in  Paris  Court. 

Paris,  Jan.  10.— After  three  years' 
preliminary  Investigations,  a  band  of 
insurance  swindlers,  including  a  doc- 
tor and  two  bankers,  have  been  com- 
mitted for  trial.  The  principal  par- 
ties m  the  fraud  were  a  doctor  named 
Lacombe  and  an  insurance  agent 
named  Frager.  Lacobe  indicated  to 
Frager  those  of  his  patients  whose 
•condition  foretold  an  early  death. 
Frager  then  induced  the  condemned 
men  or  women  to  contract  a  life  in- 
surance to  the  profit  of  a  third  party, 
who  was  always  described  in  the  policy 


as  a  creditor  of  the  insured,  but  who 
was  in  reality  an  accomplice  of  tho 
doctor  and  the  agent.  In  every  case 
the  medical  examination  was  pas.«ed 
by  some  healthy  bodied  Individual  en- 
gaged for  the  occasion.  On  the  deaih 
of  the  insured  tlie  accomplices  divided 
the  amount  of  the  policy  bttweea 
them. 

The  frauds  were  discovered  in  the 
following  fashion:  A  man  and  a 
woman,  strangers  to  each  other,  had 
been  engaged  by  the  swindlers  to  un- 
dergo medical  examination  by  an  in- 
surance company's  doctor  in  tlic  place 
of  a  decrepit  couple  whose  days  were 
numbered.  The  doctor  requested  the 
woman  to  .strip,  but,  much  to  his  as- 
tonishment, she  refused  to  do  so  in 
the  presence  of  a  man  who  she  had 
declared  was  her  husband.  The  doc- 
tor's su.spicions  were  aroused,  and  as 
the  result  of  subsequent  Investiga- 
tions the  whole  series  of  frauds,  of 
which  more  than  one  insurance  com- 
pany had  been  the  victims,  were  dis- 
covered.

Frequent    Stabbings    ami    Murders 
Traced  to  Criminal  Association. 

Rome.  Jan.  10.— A  criminal  association 
resembling  the  Camorra  of  Naples  and 
known  as  the  "Orusade"  has  recently 
been  di.scovered  in  Rome.

Paris.  Jan.  10.— Juliette  Drell,  aged 
was  caught  in  the  act  of  shoplifting 
couple  of  days  ago  and  was 
police  depot.

The  doctor  who  had 
atl-T-nded  her  took  the  remains  of  th>' 
whole  powtter  away  with  him  for  analy- 
sis and  later  announced  that  the  "poi.son' 
was  an  ordinary  white  powder  and  P*r- 
ftctly  harmless.  A  policeman  was  immc-  i 
diately  sent  to  the  girl's  home,  where 
he  found  her  to  be  really  ill.  suffering 
from  the  effects  of  the  emetics.  She  was 
again  taken  before  the  magistrate,  who. 
considering  that  the  illness  she  had 
brouglit  up<in  herself  was  suflicienl  pun- 
ishment, set  her  at  liberty. 

A  few  days  ago  Baron  H<'nri  de  Roths- 
child, who  is  a  doctor  of  medicine,  started 
in  the  most  populous  district  of  Paris 
a  philanthropic  dairy  for  the  free  supply 
of  pure  milk  to  pjor  people.

The 
inilkinen,    therefore,    petitioned    the    court 
to    order    the    baron    to    remove    from    his 
shops  inscriptions  which   tended  to   mak-- 
lh»-  public  believe  the  shops  were  benevo- 
lent institutions,   whereas   in  reality   they 
constituted  a   commercial   undort-iking.  It 
was    alleged    that    Baron    de    Rothschild, 
tl-.iough  agents.  l)Ought  milk  at  wliolesah- 
I-rices   and   retailed    it   at    a   large    protit; 
that,   as  a   matter  of    fact,    he  only   gav.? 
away   $1.4<»   worth   of    milk     per     annum, 
and  "that  m  order  fo  injure  the  milk  deal- 
ers   he  denounced   a   number  of   them    for 
selling   impure   milk,    and   did   them  grea'. 
harm,    though   the  charges   against   them 
were  dismissed. 

Judgment  was  postponed.  The  baron's 
c<.  un.sel  denied  the  asertion  that  hi.^ 
client's  business  wag  not  a  work  of  phil- 
anthropy. 

Red  Tape  Records  Matlc. 
A    r-^d    tape    ret>ord    has    been    establish- 
ed   by    the    French   colonial      department. 
Eighteen    months    ago    the     governor     of 
Martinique    found    that    he    needed    some 
pins   #nd    a   corkscrew    in    his    office.    He 
sent   for   his  secretary   and   asked   to   get 
them.      The    secretary    pointed    out    that 
any  such  expenditure  must  be  sanctioned 
by     the    ministry    of    ttie    colonics.      The 
governor       accordingly       telegraphed       to 
Paris;    "Please   send  at  one  one  and   one- 
half  pounds  of  pins  and  two  cork-screws." 
The    minister    sent    the    telegram    to    the 
accountants'     department     "for    approxi- 
mate  estimate  of   the   outlay     to     be   in- 
curred."   The  chief  accountant  noted  that 
in   his   opinion    the  expense   would  be  ex- 
cessive,   observing   tliat    his    wife    did   not 
use    HO    many    pins    even    for    her    most 
elaborate  dresses.

When  the  pure  food  laws  went  into 
effect,  April  1  last,  gTv>cers  and  dealers 
in  all  fofxi  products  were  warned  to 
throw  out  all  adulterated  articles,  not 
so  labeled,  and  when  the  grocers  didn't 
take  the  action,  the  pure  food  inspect- 
ors did  it  for  them.  Several  convic- 
tions were  obtained  under  the  law, 
but  the  two  men  arraigned  today  ara 
lYie  first  for  some  time. 

Habhegger  claims  he  bought  the  ar- 
ticle .sold  from  a  wholesale  hou.se  under 
the  representation  that  it  was  in  strict 
conformity  with  the  pure  fo<id  law.

"OVER  IDEAL" 

Judge  Grosscup  Thinks 

He  Carries  Ideals 

Too  Far. 

Chicago,  Jan.  11.— Judge  Peter  S. 
Grosscup  of  the  United  States  district 
court  thinks  President  Roosevelt  may 
be  an  "over  Ideal."  In  an  address  at 
the  twenty-fifth  annual  initiation  ban- 
quet of  the  Beta  Theta  Pi  fraternity, 
at  the  Congress  hotel  last  night.  Judge 

Grosscup  said: 

••I  may  not  he  sure  but  what  Roose- 
velt is  an  over  ideal.  We  must  not  go 
too  far  in  Ideals.  We  must  not  over- 
emphasize them  at  the  expense  of  the 
practical  side  of  life.  They  go  hand  in 
hand  with  and  accomplish  something 
more  than  dreams.  Ideals  are  often 
overdrawn  and  we  may  carry  them  too 
far.  It  is  in  this  respect  that  I  re- 
fer to   the   president. 

"We  should  not  devote  ourselves  in 
this  commercial  age  to  mere  ideals,  but 
should   look   further." 


Tangier,  Morocco,  Jan.  11. — Mulai 
Hafid  was,  on  Jan.  4,  proclaimed  sul- 
tan at  Fez,  one  of  the  capitals  of  Mor- 
occo, and  a  hoiy  war  has  been  de- 
clared.

Miilai  Hafid,  who  some 
months  ago  was  proclaimed  sultan  at 
Morocco  City,  was  not  present  at  Fez, 
and  his  uncle,  Mulai  Saramlnl,  was 
made  vice  regent,  pending  his  arrival 
there.  Abd  El  AsU,  the  sultan  of  rec- 
ord, was  formally  deposed  from  the 
sultanate. 

The  proclamations  were  issued  at 
the  principaJ  mos<iues,  and  all  the 
Moorish  formaiiUes  attending  such 
ceremonies  were  scrupulously  observed. 
The  Uleinas,  or  body  of  Moslem  doc- 
tors, who  IntfHfpret  the  Korean,  of 
the  'choffas  trib«s,  and  the  city  offi- 
cials were  the  principal  leaders  in  the 
movement.  Tht  followers  of  Mulai 
Hafid  made  use  of  the  decision  of  Abd 
El  Aziz  to  co-operate  with  France  and 
St»ain  in  the  execution  of  the  terms  of 
the  Algeciras  act,  and  the  installation 
of  an  International  police  force  in  the 
coast  towns  of  Morocco,  to  arouse  the 
fanaticism  of  the  Southern  Moors.

Ashtabula,  Ohio,  Jan.  11.— More  than 
a  score  of  persons  were  rescued  in  a 
sensational  manner  late  last  night  In 
a  fire  which  gutted  the  four-story 
Warren  building.

Although  Riva  was  Identified 
by    pawnbrokers    and    dealers    In    an- 
tiques as  a  man  who  had  tried  to  sell 
them    antique   jewela,    nothing   of     thj 
kind  was  found  in  the  rooms  he  occu- 
pied with  his  wife.  Yesterday  detectives 
went  to  a  tenement  house,  where  they 
had  seen  Riva,  and    in    a    room,  which 
had   been   rented   to  a  man   whose   de- 
scription   answered    to    that    of    Riva, 
was    found    the    valise    containing    the 
jewels.    Mr.  Brooker's  house  was  twice 
robbed    after    Riva    left    there,      both 
times  the  thief  getting  a  key  from  its 
hiding    place    and    opening    the    secret 
safe  In  which  the  antique  jewels  were 
kept.

New    York.    Jan.    11.— With    the    first 
streaks  of  dawn  this  morning  scores  of 
firemen  t>egan  the  task  of  searching  in 
the   ruins   of    the   Parker   building,     at 
Nineteenth  street  and  Fourth  avenue, 
for  the  bodies  of  the  thre«  firemen  who 
were  reported     missing    after  the  cabl- 
ing of  the   roll   of  the  companies   that 
took    part    in    fighting    the   spectacular 
fire    that    de'stroyed    ihe    thirteen-story 
building  hist  night,  causing  a  loss  vari- 
ously   estimated    at    amounts    reaching 
$6.(»00.000.       Although     acc<*unted     fire- 
proof, the  gr«-at  building  burned  almost 
like  tinder,  the  nre  in  the  upper  stories, 
gaining  great   headway   unchecked,   aal 
it  was  far  beyond  the  reach  of  even  th©' 
fire   departments   great    water    towers. 
Sensational  rescues  were  the  feature  ol 
the  fire.     Five  men   who  were  at   work 
on  the  top  of  the  building  were  cut  olt 
from  rescue  below,  and  sought  the  roof, 
where    they    hUwH    silhouetted    against 
the   fiarnes   which   had   broken   through 
the  rcK>f.    From  the  top  of  an  adjoining 
building,     several     stories     lower     than 
the    blazing   one,    a   line    was    shot    up 
from  a  mortar,  and  with  this  line   tho 
beleagurt-d  men  drew   up  a  stout   rope, 
which  they  fastened  to  a  chimney,  slid- 
ing down  to  tht  lower  roof  in  safety. 
Caught  in  Sl.xth  St«r>-. 
Three   firemen    were     caught     In   tht 
sixth    story   when   a  floor   below    then[% 
dropped,  and     were     forced  upward  tp 
the    seventh,    and    then    to    the    eighth 
etf»ry  of  the  building.     From  below     it 
seemed  that  rescue  was  impossible,  un- 
til teveral  firemen,  seizing  scaling  la4- 
ders.    began    to    swing    themselves    up 
the  face  of  the  tottering  wall.     Climb- 
ing to  a  window  ledge,  the  ladder,  with 
its    great    hook,    was    drawn    up    and 
swung     to     a     higher     ledge,     the     me*> 
working     heroically     until     their     eji- 
dangered  comrades  were  reached.  Down 
the  smoking  wall  the  men  came  slowly, 
almost  painfully,  until  they  were  near 
enough  to  the  ground  to  drop  Into  their 
comrade's  outstretched  arms.     J?o.  nar- 
row   was    the    escape,    for    rescuers    a» 
well  as  rescued,  that  the  ladders  them- 
selves   w«re    burned    where    they    hung 
when   the   firemen   dropped    from    their 
rungs. 

But  even  the  rescue  of  these  men 
was  not  complete,  for  thre«  who  went 
up  Into  the  building  failed  to  return. 
These  three  disappeared  In  the 
mass  of  falling  concrete  and  twisted 
steel  beams.  It  is  their  bodies  that 
sorrowing  comrades  are  searching  for 
among  the  smoking  ruins  this  morning. 
In  addition  to  tht  missing,  a  score  or 
more  of  firemen  were  hurt,  their  In- 
juries ranging  fr^»m  painful  bruises  to 
hurts  which  may  prc>ve  fatal. 

Robert  Beyer,  a  printer,  employed  on. 
the  fifth  floor  of  the  Parker  building^ 
was  reported  missing  today.  He  was  at 
work  In  the  building  when  the  fire 
started  and  has  not  be.n  seen  since.

The  police  have  in- 
vestigated such  reports  as  have  come 
lo  their  ears,  but  the  mere  report  that 
a  nameless  wanderer  voted  illegally 
d'^.=!n't  give  them  any  clue  to  the 
present  whereabouts  of  the  wanderer. 
Election  judges  will  be  posted  in  the 
future  to  use  discretion,  and  the  par- 
ties will  be  more  careful  in  the  dis- 
tribution of  challenges.  It  is  an 
awakening  to  possibilities  which  will 
.-erve  well  In  elections  to  come.

speech  befoie  the  Federated 
assembly,  last  night,  W.  E. 
McEwen  delivered  a  scathing  denunci- 
ation of  the  ministry  as  a  whole,  and 
also  unmercifully  grilled  members  of 
the  Duluth  Real  Estate  exchange, 
charging  them  with  maliciously  retard- 
ing the  growth  and  developm^t  of  the 
city  by  forcing  a  rate  of  taxation  that 
is  prohibitory  to  manufacturing  inter- 
ests so  that  outside  holders  of  real 
estate  might  hold  their  unimproved 
property   for  speculative  purposes. 

He  said  the  union  laboring  men  of 
Duluth,  now  fighting  for  a  principle, 
are  exemplifying  the  true  spirit  of  the 
Christian  religion,  but  that  the  same 
docs  not  hold  true  of  the  ministers.  He 
asserted  that  he  did  not  have  a  word 
to  say  against  the  church  as  an  institu- 
tion, and  that  his  remarks  were  di- 
lectcd  only  against  such  ministers  as 
had  not  been  true  to  their  trust.  He 
said  the  church  holdg  a  ^ecessary  and 
Important  positbgii  in, society,  s-n<J  that 
it  has  accomplished  a  tremendoiiS 
amount  of  good  in  the  uplifting  of  man- 
kind, and  In  the  progress  of  civiliza- 
tion. 

The  speaker,  whose  remarks  were 
caused  by  the  fact  that  union  men 
were  barred  from  the  meeting  of  the 
Ministerial  association,  which  recent- 
ly was  addressed  by  Dwight  E. 
Woodbrldge,  cited  incidents  in  history 
to  prove  his  contention  that  min- 
isters had  at  times  been  a  bar  to 
the  march  of  civilization.  He  went 
into  the  scripture,  demonstrating 
considerable  knowledge  of  biblical 
history.  The  lesson  of  the  sermon 
on  the  Mount,  he  said,  is  being 
ignored  by  the  clergy  and  the  advo- 
cates  of   the   open  shop. 

Mr.  McEwen  was  last  on  the 
program  last  night,  and  did  not 
finish  his  address  until  nearly  mid- 
night, but  he  held  the  closest  at- 
tention of  his  hearers,  and  called 
forth  tumultuous  applause.  He  gave 
a  good  deal  of  attention  to  the  real 
estate  men  and  taxation,  and  said 
that  while  organized  labor  was  being 
blamed  for  keeping  manufacturing 
industries  away,  the  real  cause  was 
high  taxation,  brought  on  by  the 
action  of  real  estate,  men  in  getting 
unimproved  property  practically  ex- 
cluded from  taxation,  and  throwing 
the  whole  burden  of  taxation  upon 
improved  property,  thus  allowing 
outside  capitalists  to  hold  property 
locally  for  mere  speculative  purposes. 
♦      ♦      ♦ 

The  meeting  was  one  of  the  largest 
held  this  year.  There  were  several 
speakers,  and  in  addition  to  the  ad- 
dresses and  regular  routine  business, 
there  was  a  semi-annual  election 
of  officers.  Henry  Perault  of  the 
cigarmakers'  union  was  elected  presi- 
dent; S.  S.  McDonald  of  the  ma- 
chinists, vice  president;  Ernest 
Peters  of  the  leatherworkers,  re- 
cording and  corresponding  secretary; 
William  Berry  of  the  painters,  deco- 
raters  and  paper  hangers,  financial 
secretary  and  treasurer;  Richard 
Jones  of  the  telegraphers,  reading 
clerk;  Thomas  O'Mara  of  the  build- 
ing laborers,  sergeant  at  arms; 
Joseph  Shartel  of  the  cigarmakers, 
Jam(s  Walsh  of  the  tubmen  and  C. 
W.  F.  Hegg  of  the  clerks,  trustees; 
Henry  Perault  and  Ernest  Peters, 
delegates  to  the  Superior  Trade^as- 
sembly.  The  unanimous  ballot  of 
the  assembly  was  cast  for  all  the 
officers,  with  the  exception  of  the 
reading     clerk.  There     were     four 

nominations  in  the.  field  for  this  po- 
sition, and  it  took  two  ballots  be- 
fore Mr.  Jones  was  declared  electetl. 
On  the  first  ballot  he  tied  North- 
field,  the  vote  standing  twenty-five 
to  twenty-five.  The  second  it  ""Aas 
thirty-one   to   twenty-eight. 

James  Walsh  nominated  Mr.  Per- 
ault as  president,  and  made  a  very 
complimentary  speech,  in  doing  so, 
The  new  president  served  four  con- 
secutive terms  as  president  of  the 
assembly,  and  in  all  its  history  it 
never  had  a  better  one,  said  Mr. 
Walsh,  and  very  few  who  made  such 
an  ♦xcellent  record,  or  who  showed 
such  genuine  executive  ability.  After 
serving  these  four  terms,  Mr.  Per- 
ault left  the  city,  but  later  returned 
and  is  again  a  resident.  His  selec- 
tion is  a  universally  popular  one. 
Mr.  Peters  also  has  made  an  especi- 
ally good  record  in  the  capacity  of 
secretary,   and   was   thought  deserving 

of    his    re-election.

He  said  they  merely 
went  up  there  to  listen,  and  had  no  ex- 
pectation of  talking.  He  spoke  of  the 
ups  and  down  of  trade  unionism,  and 
altogether  made  quite  an  Interesting 
addiess.  He  spoke  of  conditions  in 
Minneapolis,  and  told  how  the  boss 
painters  came  to  regret  the  breaking 
of  agreements  with  employes.  He  as- 
serted that  local  contractors  had  been 
forced  into  the  present  fight  agamst 
their  will,  and  that  they  would  much 
prefer  that  old  conditions  should  re- 
main unchanged.  . 

"If  you  can  lick  them  to  a  finish 
here,  there  will  be  no  trouble  in  other 
cities  of  the  state,"  he  concluded. 
"That's  the  way  we  look  at  it.  Tho 
unions  of  the  state  will  back  you  up  lo 

the  last  ditch."

J.  J.  McHugh,  representing  the  Twin 
City  carpenters,  also  spoke  encourag- 
ing words,  saylBg  Twin  City  organized 
labor  recognized  that  the  Duluth  figat 
was  also  their  fight. 

George  B.  Howley,  president  of  the 
State  Federation  of  Labor,  and  or- 
ganizer for  the  American  Federation 
of  Labor,  explained  that  the  trades  as- 
sembly In  any  city  was  the  supreme 
labor  organization  of  that  city,  and 
was  so  recognized  by  the  federation. 
He  spoke  of  the  necessity  of  all  unions 
affiliating  with  the  central  organiz- 
ation, and  said  he  would  do  all  hri 
could  while  in  Duluth  to  bring  about 
such  affiliation.  He  predicted  that 
within  the  next  two  years  organized 
labor  will  have  the  hardest  fight  in  its 
history  for  maintaining  Its  existence, 
and  urged  that  monthly  dues  be  in- 
creased, so  that  when  the  war  comes 
the  unions  will  be  prepared  In  a  finan- 
cial   way.    He    deplored   the    fact    that 


so  many  unions  made  no  attempt  to 
have  a  surplus  in  the  treasury,  aiii 
yet  when  trouble  comes,  after  years  of 
prosperity,  they  expect  outsiders  to 
help   them   financial fy.

Mr.  McEwen,  in  connection  with  his 
other  remarks,  paid  some  attention  to 
the  communication  from  the  civic 
committee,  recently  published.  He 
said  that  members  of  the  committee 
had  expressed  their  intention  of  reply- 
ing to  nothing  that  might  be  said  by 
labor,  but  he  remarked  that  the  com- 
munication was  evidence  that  they 
had  been  smoked  out.  He  declared  tho 
communication  contained  Implied  ad- 
mission of  violation  of  contract  all  the 
way  through,  and  said  the  electrical 
and  sheet  metal  wrkers'  contracts 
were  the  only  ones  which  could  be 
quoted  as  possibly  not  containing  a 
clause  against  the  employment  of  non- 
union labor.  He  asserted  it  was  in- 
tended and  believed  such  a  clause  was 
in  the  contracts,  but  owing  to  Ihl 
fact  that  they  were  not  drawn  up  bj; 
lawyers,  there  was  the  chance  for 
another  meaning,  although  both  con- 
tractors and  employes  knew  well 
enough  that  an  agreement  fisted 
whereby  non-unionists  were  not  to  be 
employed. 

He  said  the  present  thirty-six  mill 
rate  of  taxation  would  be  reduced  to 
fifteen  mills  If  unimproved  property 
were  made  to  share  Its  portion  of  tax- 
ation, and  that  when  the  reduction  was 
brought  about  there  would  be  no  dif- 
ficulty about  getting  manufacturing 
concerns  to  locate  here. 

"They  are  now  kept  away  by  the 
high  rate  of  taxation,"  he  declared.  "It 
is  the  laboring  man  who  pays  the 
most  of  this  taxation,  for  the  fact  that 
improved  property  had  to  bear  it  means 
an  increase  in  house  rents  as  paid  by 
the  laboring  man.  Duluth  is  a  tax- 
ridden  community,  thanks  to  the  real 
estate  men."

The    Republicans   May 

Hold  Only  One  State 

Convention. 

Bryan  letter  Creates  a 

Disturbance  in  Ranks 

of  Democrats. 


It  is  expected  that  Minnesota  Repub- 
licans will  this  year  adopt  a  new  sys- 
tem in  the  manner  of  holding  con- 
ventions, and  that  one  gathering  will 
do  the  double  duty  of  selecting  dele- 
gates-at-large  to  attend  the  national 
convention,  and  naming  the  state 
ticket,  where  before  a  convention  has 
been  held  for  each  of  these  purpose^. 
If  it  can  all  be  dune  at  one  time  it  will 
be  much  more  convenient  and  econ- 
omical. 

The  date  for  holding  the  Eighth  dis- 
trict convention  for  naming  delegates 
to  the  national  meeting  has  not  yet 
been  set,  but  it  is  known  in  a  general 
way  that  it  will  be  held  in  Duluth  in 
the  spring.  Koland  D.  Haven  is  chair- 
man of  the  Kopublican  district  com- 
mittee, and  the  district  convention  is 
subject  to  his  call.  Each  district  is 
allowed  to  name  two  delegates  to  the 
national  convention,  ana  the  state 
meeting  names  the  four  delegates-at- 
large.  County  conventions  are  neces- 
sary, in  addition  to  the  district  con- 
ventions, to  name  delegates  to  the 
state  convention. 

The  Democrats  have  a  somewhat  dif- 
ferent method  than  the  Republicans, 
In  that  district  delegates  and  delegates- 
at-large  are  chosen  at  the  same  time, 
although  not  In  the  same  meeting.  A 
state  convention  names  the  delegates- 
at-large,  as  with  the  Republicans,  and 
the  deU'gats  who  are  attending  the 
state  meeting  get  together  in  the  con- 
vention city,  each  district  by  itself,  and 
name  the  district  delegates.  Thus,  both 
sets  of  delegates  may  be  chosen  the 
same  day.  although  the  district  dele- 
gates are  chosen  In  individual  district 
meetings,  while  the  delegates-at-large 
are  selected  In  one  central  meeting  of 
delegates  from  all  the  counties  of  the 
state.    A  county  convention  is  of  course

Will  Meet   in  tVbruaiT- 

It  is  likely  that  the  Republican  state 
central  committee  will  meet  early  in 
February.  Chairman  Cole  Is  still  In 
Texas  but  has  written  that  he  expects 
to  return  about  Feb.  1.  Very  likely  the 
committee  call  will  be  held  before  that 
lime.

The     St.     Cloud     Democrats,     whose 
names    were    appended     to    the  Bryan 
manifesto,  are  denouncing  the  methods 
ust-d  to  get  their  signatures.    They  say 
James  R.  Bennett  circulated  the  paper 
and  got  their  signature  last  May,  and 
ihey  had  no  idea  of  (Jovemor  Johnson  s 
candidacy    then.      They    say    they    are 
going  to  get  together  and  franie  up  a 
letter     to     Governor     Johnson,     to     be 
signed  by  a  large  number  of  St.  Cloud 
Democrats,  .setting  St.  Cloud  r'g^t     on 
the  proposition.    H.  J.  Limperich,  ^  lU- 
iam   A.    Boerger,   Chris   Schmitt,    B.   J. 
Moritz   and     J.   B.    Himsl   are     among 
thf>ae    who   say    they    are    for   Johnson, 
but  whose  names  are  attached  to     the 
paper.    W.    E.  McEwen    put    his  name 
lo  it  long  before  he  became  a  Johnson 
appointee.     The  address  to  Democrats 
in      regard    to    the    candidacy    of      Mr. 
Bryan    has  called   forth   the  following 
article' in  the  Mankato  Review: 

"A  number  of  prominent  Democrats 
have  taken  It  upon  themselves  to  Issue 
what   they   term   an   address   to   mem- 
b.rs  of  that  party  in  Minnesota,  calling 
upon  the  latter  to  rally  to  the  stand- 
ard   of   William    J.    Bryan    in    support 
of  that  gentleman's  candidacy  for  the 
presidency,  the  text  of  which  was  pub- 
lished in  our  issue  of  last  evening.     If 
the  so-called  address  had  been  issued 
merely  as  an  expression  of  opinion  on 
the   part   of   Its   author  and   signers   It 
could   be   passed   unnoticed,    for   there 
would  be  no  disposition  on  the  part  of 
anyone   to   challenge   their   Inalienable 
right    to    such    a    proceeding.      But    It 
goes  further,   so  much  so  that  in  as- 
suming responsibility  for  certain  state- 
ments It  savors  strongly  of  an  attempt 
at  bossism  and  dictatorship,  two  char- 
acteristics that  have  no  abiding  place 
among    the    principles    of   Democracy. 
Had  these  gentlemen  wished  to  invite 
disaster  or  bring  disruption  into  their 
party    councils    they   could   have    pur- 
sued   no    surer    method    than    the    one 
chosen.     To  say  the  least,  their  action 
was  most  ill-advised,  for  there  is  noth- 
ing in  present  conditions  that  warrants 
it,  but  rather  the  reverse. 

"It  may  be  conceded  that  the  po- 
litical pot  has  begun  to  boil  in  earn -st, 
and  that  the  name  of  William  J. 
Bryan  has  been  closely  assoclatel 
with  the  Democratic  presidential  nom- 
ination for  many  months.  No  other 
name  is  mentioned  in  this  so-called  ad- 
dress, but  the  reading  between  the 
lines  could  not  be  made  plainer  in  its 
direct  and  studied  antagonism  to 
whatever  consideration  Governor  John- 
son may  be  entitled  to  as  a  presiden- 
tial candidate.  It  is  a  fact  that 
cannot  be  gotten  away  from  that,  how- 
ever   prominent    the     figure     of     Mr. 


Bryan  has  been  in  the  Armament  of 
presidential  possibilities,  that  of  Min- 
nesota's governor  looms  up  today  so 
strong  and  clearly  defined  by  force  of 
circumstances,  tiiat  no  petty,  political 
jealousy  such  as  has  evidently  in- 
spired the  address  referred  to  can 
cast  the  slightest  shadow  over  it. 

••It  would   seem,   under  such  circum- 
stances,   that    state    pride,    if    nothing 
else,   would   have   been   a  sufficient   in- 
centive   to    permit    a    matter    of      this 
kind  to  take  Its  regular  course  through 
the   delegate  convention   that   will  later 
be  called  for  the  purpose  of  voicing  the 
choice    of    Minnesota's    Democracy    for 
their      presidential      standard      bearer. 
Should  that   body,   in  its  deliberations, 
decide    for    Mr.    Bryan,    no    •'boosting" 
would   be    necessary    on    the     part     of 
these    self-appointed    guardians    of    his 
interests    to      create      enthusiasm      for 
him  among  Minnesota  Democrats.  And 
in  that  event  no  voice  would  plead  the 
cause   headed   by   the   brilliant   Xebi-as- 
kan    nwre    eloquently      and      eau^estly 
than  that  of  John  A.  Johnson. 

"On  the  other  hand,  should  Gover- 
nor Johnson  be  the  convention's 
choice,  there  should  be  no  obstacle 
placed  in  the  way  of  a  complete, 
united  and  consistent  advocacy  of  his 
claims  before  the  national  body  by 
the  representatives  chosen  from  Min- 
nesota. 

"The  movement  looking  to  the  can- 
didacy of  Governor  Johnson  has  as- 
sumed proportions  that  must  surel> 
be  reckoned  with  at  the  coming  con- 
vention, and  that  fact  should  be  recog- 
nized even  by  would-be  party  leaders. 
In  anv  event,  no  condition  should  arise 
or  be  created  that  will  prevent  the 
presentation  of  his  name  by  the  dele- 
gation from  his  own  state,  if  only  in 
compliment.  To  this  consideration  he 
is  entitled  by  every  right  of  political 
ethics,  and  certainly  no  state  could 
present  a  name  that  .stands  for  more 
and  in  which  his  own  people  have 
manifested  a  greater  degree  of  confi- 
dence. 

"The  Review  yields  nothing  to  the 
authors  of  this  addres.s,  either  In  party 
loyalty  or  in  admiration  for  Mr.  Bry- 
an's personality  and  leadership.  On 
both  previous  occasions  of  his  candi- 
dacy wo  have  followed  his  fortunes, 
feeling  that  it  was  an  honor  to  have 
done  so  even  in  defeat.  But  we  do  not 
recognize  today  that  he  has  any  claims 
upn  the  presidential  nomination  above 
those  of  any  other  man  who  stands 
s(iuarely  for  Democratic  principles. 

"The  fact  should  be  impressed  upon 
the  minds  of  Democrats,  however,  that 
success  cannot  be  obtained  with  a  di- 
vided house,  and  that  whoever  may  be 
chosen  to  lead  the-  Democratic  hosts 
In  the  next  presidential  battle  must 
combine  not  only  the  elements  of  abll- 
ty,  strength,  fearles-sness  and  con- 
-servatism,  but  that  of  being  able  to 
cement  into  a  solid  phalanx  all  fac- 
tions of  the  party.

He  signed  the  Algeclras  act  for 
Morocco,  and  France  and  Spain  will 
have  to'  treat  with  him  and  sustain 
lilm  so  long  as  tlie  official  government 
remains  in  his  hands. 

Coiiutr>-  May  Become  Divided. 
Should  tiie  rebel  sultan  become  for- 
midable. It  is  conceivable  that  the 
countrv  might  become  divided,  Mulai 
Hatid  "being  supreme  In  the  interior 
and  Abd  El  Aziz,  with  the  support  of 
France  and  Spain,  ruling  on  the  coa.'t. 
Such  a  situation  might  readily  product- 
intttrnational  complications. 

The  immediate  effect  of  the  procla- 
mation  of  Mulai  Hafid  as  sultan  Is  cer- 
tain to  be  the  indefinite  prolongation  of 
the  stay  of  the  French  and  Spanish 
troops  in  Morocco,  which  soon  were  to 
be  withdrawn,  as  It  would  now  be  im- 
possible to  confide  the  policing  of  the 
ports  to  Abd  El  Aziz  without  the  safe- 
guard of  European  troops.  Pending 
further  developments,  however,  the 
governments  of  France  and  Spain  will 
proceed  with  the  installation  of  a  po- 
lice force  at  Tangier  and  Rabat,  w^hile 
(Jen.  D'Armade,  the  commander  of  the 
French  forces  in  Morocco,  will  proeed 
vigorotisly  with  the  work  of  pacifying 
the  country  around  Casablanca.

Deputy  Chief  BInns  said: 
"The  fact  that  the  fire  gained  great 
headway  was  due  entirely  to  the  lack 
of  water.  Thert;  are  two  twelve-inch 
mains  on  Fourth  avenue,  fed  fro.m 
Central  Park  reservoir.  There  is  no 
pressure  whatever.  In  the  side  streets 
there  are  six-inch  mains  and  on 
Broadway  there  is  a  thirty-six-inch 
main.  But  the  pressure  from  the 
Broadway  main  was  more  than  half 
lost  as  a  result  of  the  distance  from 
the  fire.  Many  of  the  engines  worked 
under  a  five-pound  vacuum  instead  of 
fifteen,  to  twenty-pound  pressure, 
which  is  ordinarily  found  In  th» 
street  hydrants.

Referee  Billy  Roclie  is  said  to  be  in 
bad  repute  in  San  Francisco,  and  in 
danger  of  losing  his  job.  His  work  in 
the  Kaufman-Sullivan  fight  was  char- 
acterized by  many  fans  as  exceedingly 
raw,  and  a  fist  fight  in  the  ring  fol- 
lowed the  main  event.  Both  fighters 
romped  through  the  twenty-five 
rounds,  "kidding"  each  other  all  the 
while.  The  decision  in  Kaufman's 
favor  was  received  with  great  disgust 
by  many. 

San  Francisco  fights  cost  a  great 
deal  more  to  stage  than  those  in  Los 
Angeles.  Full  length  photographs  of 
the  fighters  are  placed  on  exhibition, 
at  various  places  in  the  bay  cities,  ad- 
vertising has  to  be  done  in  all  the 
towns  about  the  bay,  and  the  services 
of  the  referee  and  ushers  cost  a  great 
deal  more  than  is  paid  in  other  cities. 
The  cost  of  putting  on  a  good  fight  is 
in  the  neighborhood  of  $4,500. 

Ushering  at  the  fights  in  San  Fran- 
cisco is  controlled  by  a  syndicate, 
which  bids  for  the  privilege  of  hand- 
ling the  ushers,  and  as  much  as  $600 
has  been  offered  for  the  concession. 
The  money  is  made  by  a  wholesale 
system  of  graft.  Ringside  seats  are 
sold  to  any  applicants  regardless  of 
the  claims  of  the  real  owners,  for  a 
small  sum.  In  some  cases  If  the  bid 
of  the  syndicate  is  refused,  the  ushers 
buy  entrance  to  the  hall,  and  proceed 
to  do  business  over  the  heads  of  the 
real  ushers,  hired  for  the  occasion. 

San  Francisco's  "pork  and  bean* 
fighters  also  have  an  organization,  di- 
rected by  a  newspaper  pressman 
named  Lampman.  The  price  of  a  pre- 
liminary fight  was  raised  from  $100  to 
$400  and  no  four-round  fighter  would 
go  In  the  ring,  for  a  time,  without  con- 
sulting Lampman.  Hard  times  have 
broken  the  organization  up.  however, 
and  preliminary  fighters  may  now  be 
had  at  the  old  price. 

Visiting  fight  fans  from  San  Fran- 
cisco say  that  the  fight  game  has  been 
almost  knocked  out  by  the  tactics  of 
u.shers,  high-priced  fighters  and  an  in- 
competent police  service.  The  last 
fight  was  said  to  have  been  witnessed 
bv  4.000  "dead  heads,"  most  of  whom 
bribed  their  way  in  past  policemen 
and  ushers.  The  fights  are  no  longer 
considered  a  "gentleman's  sport."  but 
the  game  of  hoodlums,  and  respectable 
men  now  refuse  to  pay  high  prices  for 
seats  which  they  never  occupy.  Some- 
times gangs  of  hoodlums  rush  the 
doors  and  mos?t  of  them  are  thus  able 
to  secure  admi.sslon. 

It  Is  being  freely  predlcetd  among 
the  wise  ones  in  sporting  circles  that 
California  will  not  long  remain  a  para- 
dise for  fight  fans.

LAST  COUNT 
FOR^IXON 

"Little  Chocolate"  Was 

Greatest  Lightweight 

Ring  Ever  Saw. 

Was  King  of   Fighters 

of  His  Class  in  Early 

Nineties. 


Despite  his   fondness  for   liquor  and 
the  freedom  with  which  he  threw  away 
hia    opportunities,    George    Dixon,    the 
former    featherweight    champion,    who 
died  in  New  York  this  week,  undoubt- 
edly   had    more    friends    In    the    sport- 
ing  world   than  any  former  champion, 
with  the  iKJSsible  exception  of  John  L. 
Sullivan.    The  expressions  of  regret  all. 
over   the   country    were   genuine,     and 
friends  in  New  York  took  care  of  his 
wasted    body    and    gave    it    a    decent 
burial. 

When  Dixon  was  in  his  prime,  in  tho 
years  of  1830  to  1895,  he  was  tho  great- 
est featherweight  fighter  who  ever 
donned  a  glove.  No  man  at  that  time 
could  class  with  him  in  science,  speed 
or  hitting  pow^r.  He  whipped  every 
boxer  of  prominence  in  easy  fashion. 
He  held  the  title  of  featherweight 
champion  for  ten  years,  and  occiiplcd 
the  same  position  among  the  Uttlo 
fellows  as  John  L.  Sullivtu  held  among 
the  heavyweight  boxers.  Both  were  in 
their  prime  at  the  same  Ume^^  and, 
strangely  enough,  old  "John  L."  was 
praiically  the  only  friend  Dixon  had 
wlieu  he  died. 

Dixon's  career  as  a  fighter  began 
when  he  was  16  years  old.  His  first 
battle  took  place  in  his  home  town, 
Halifax,  N.  S.,  where  he  was  born, 
July  21),  1870.  From  his  first  contest  ha 
showed  he  had  the  earmarits  of  a 
champion.  He  disposed  of  his  opponent, 
who.-5e  name  was  Johnson,  in  three 
rounds.  After  this  go  his  friends  took 
hlni  in  hand  and  wont  to  Boston  with 
him,  w  here  he  established  a  record  for 
himself  by  defeating  all  Uioho  whom 
he  encountered.  During  those  days 
Dixon  found  Hank  Brennan  his  hardest 
nut  to  crack.  They  fought  four  drawa 
»>etween  1888  and  1890. 

"Little  Chocolate,"  as  Dixon  was 
=tyled  on  account  of  his  light-brown 
skin  fought  his  first  championship 
bout  with  Cal  McCarthy  on  Feb.  7,  1890. 
The  lad  went  seventy  rounds  to  a  draw, 
which  put  Dixon  at  the  top  of  his  cUiss. 
Although  the  combat  ended  in  a  draw. 
it  was  thought  by  the  majority  of 
critics  that  the  little  negro  fighter  dis- 
played moi>e  cleverness  and  speed  than. 
his  opponent.  Eleven  months  i^rter 
this  first  go  they  met  again  at  Troy, 
N.  Y.,  and  Dixon  disposed  of  him  in 
twenty-two  rounds. 
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Frank  Erne,  who  for  many  years  was 
the  topnotcher  of  hia  cla.ss,  until  de- 
feated by  Joe  Gans,  .was  the  first  man 
to  gain  a  decision  over  the  great  littlo 
fighter,  and  It  is  said  that  the  verdict 
was  a  questionable  one.  The  battlo 
was  held  in  New  York,  Nov.  27,  189G. 
and  went  twenty  rounds.  During  this 
time  he  was  under  the  management  of 
Tom  O'Rourke.  Young  Griff  o  and 
Tommy  White,  at  that  time  Chicago's 
l>est  featherweight  boxers,  held  him  to 
draws,  but  none  was  able  to  compel 
Dixon  to  take  the  count  of  ten. 

After  his  defeat  at  the  hands  of 
Frank  Erne,  Dixon  "went  back."  That 
grit  and  spirit  which  was  apparent  in 
all  of  his  earlier  fights  seemed  to  be 
gone.  His  second  defeat  was  at  tho 
hands  of  Ben  Jordan  of  England,  who 
gained  a  decision  over  him  at  New 
York,  July  1,  1898.  He  was  successful 
until  1900,  when  he  met  defeat  at  the 
hands  of  Terry  McGovern,  which  took 
all  the  fight  out  of  him.  McGovern 
stopped  him  in  nine  rounds  at  New 
York.  

The  defeat  broke  his  heart,  as  he  de- 
veloped a  fondness  for  liquor,  and  soon 
started  on  the  down  grade.  Ever  since 
losing  to  Ben  Jordan,  he  was  desirous 

of  whipping  him,  and  the  year  after 
he  lost  to  Terry  McGovern  he  went  to 
England  to  fight  him.  but  lost  a  sec- 
ond time.  His  last  big  battle  was  with 
Tommy  Murphy,  who  knocked  him  out. 
His  closing  contest  was  with  an  ob- 
scure boxer.  Monk  Newsboy,  at  Provi- 
dence. In  1906.  IMxon,  a  mere  shadow 
of  his  former  self,  barely  lasted  the 
fifteen  rounds  and  lost  his  decision. 

George  Dixon  was  without  a  doubt 
the  greatest  little  fighter  who  ever 
donned  a  glove.  He  was  the  best,  be- 
cause he  possessed  everything  that 
makes  a  boxer  a  champion.  He  not 
only  was  clever  and  speedy,  and  had  a 
good  head,  but  possessed  what  very 
few  clever  pugilists  have,  a  good,  stilt 
blow.

Griff  Jones,  a  Duluth  colored 
fighter,  who  figured  in  two  or  three 
"lemon"  fights  around  this  part  of 
the  country,  has  landed  in  New  York 
and,  according  to  reports,  is  trying 
to  make  the  natives  of  that  little 
hamlet  believe  that  he  is  the  reaJ 
dope.  The  following  note  from  th« 
New  York  Journal  will  tell  the  tale: 
"Griff  Jones,  a  colored  middle- 
weight from  Chicago,  eased  his  way 
up  to  the  Journal  office  yesterday  and 
informed  us  that  he  was  extremely 
anxious    to    muss    someone    up. 

"Have     you    had     any     fights,     Mr. 
Jones?" 

"Yes,  sir;  'bout  thirty-five  or  six.' 
"Have  yoti  lost  any,  Mr.  Jones?" 
"Yes,  sir;  yes.  sir;  two  of  'em. 
Jack  Johnson  beat  me  nine  years 
ago,  and  I  lost  another  to  Ben 
Tremble  of  St.  Paul.  Mr.  Tremble 
cheated  the  night  I  lost  to  him, 
though.  We  fought  at  a  stag  party, 
and  in  the  fourth  round  I  tossed  a 
warm  one  up  on  his  eye  and  he 
curled  up  for  good  on  the  floor.  I 
walked  over  to  Mr.  Tremble's  cor- 
ner while  I  heah  Mr.  Referee  count 
and  am  waiting  for.  the  last  numbers 
when  sufin'  hit  me  on  the  haid  and 
I  keel  over  maself.  The  referee 
deliberately  leave  de  other  man  and 
came  over  to  where  I  was  resting 
and   counted   me   out.

From  an  "incorrigible"  at  a  re- 
form school,  to  champion  feather- 
weight boxer  of  the  world,  dealing 
with  the  biggest  business  men  and 
earning  incomes  comparable  with 
that  of  bank  presidents,  is  a  far 
cry,  but  that  Is  what  Abe  Attell 
accomplished    in    seven    years. 

Abe  Attell  gave  no  promise  of 
ever  becoming  a  championship  boxer 
when  he  was  an  inmate  of  the 
Whittier  State  school,  in  1899.  The 
15-year-old  lad  who  had  been  com- 
mitted to  the  corrective  as  an  "in- 
corrigible," became,  according  to 
the  few  officers  who  remember  him, 
"a   model   boy." 

Abe  was  too  small  to  command 
any  kind  of  a  following  among  the 
boys,  and  had  not  yet  developed  his 
pugilistic  tendencies,  except  to  a 
slight    degree. 

"We  do  not  like  to  give  out  any- 
thing about  the  boys  here,  especially 
to  the  newspapers,"  said  one  of  the 
officers  of  the  school  when  asked 
about  Attell's  career  at  the  state 
institution.  "When  people  read  that 
Attell  was  once  out  here,  they  will 
probably  say,  'No  wonder  he  became 
a  prize  fighter,  if  he  went  to  a 
reform  school.'  Now  we  want  peo- 
ple to  understand  that  this  place 
is  not  a  prison  filled  with  wild 
beasts,  but  simply  a  military  school 
where  boys  are  taught  to  do  right 
and  subjected  to  no  more  discipline 
tjian    is    necessary 


He  was  paroled  June  17,  1900, 
and,  his  behavior  being  good,  was 
discharged  while  on  parole,  Feb.  22, 
1905.  A  few  days  after  he  arrived 
at  the  school  he  made  an  attempt 
to  escape,  on  March  99,  but  was 
nabbed  by  the  truant  officer  after 
but  two  hours'  freedom  in  the  town 
of  W^hlttier.  Beyond  this  breach  of 
discipline,  Abie  behaved  himself  to 
the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  officers 
during  his  year's  stay  at  the  insti- 
tution. ..    ^   . 

Abie  was  not  at  heart  a  bad  boy. 
He  was  sent  to  Whittier  as  incorrig- 
ible, after  having  been  twice  arrested 
for  minor  offenses,  and  after  he  left 
the  school  was  a  well-behaved  youth. 
Attell  has  not  forgotten  the  les- 
sons learned  in  his  father's  second- 
hand store,  and  cannot  be  induced 
to  fight,  unless  what  he  deems  a 
sufficient  amount  of  coin  is  in  sight. 
As  a  gambler,  Abie  is  a  "true 
sport."  Recently  he  was  shaking 
dice  with  Kid  Farmer  at  |5  a  throw, 
and  was  away  ahead  of  the  welter- 
weight pugilist,  bait  "Just  to  give 
the  Kid  a  chance"  stayed  in  the 
game  until  they  were  even.  Far- 
mer then  ran  ahead  $10  and  quit. 
He  was  not  in  the  game  to  lose. 
Attell  rustled  around,  and  seeing  an 
old  woman  who  had  been  watching 
the  proceedings,  said  to  Farmer, 
"Let  the  lady  throw  for  you.  Just 
for  fun."  Farmer  agreed,  the  lady 
shook  three  deuces,  and  Farmer 
strolled  out  on  the  Rialto  grinning 
broadlv,    with    a    'Tanks,    lady." 

Attell  is  an  inveterate  gambler  on 
the  ponies  and  is  always  "on"  when 
a  good  thing  is  put  across.  He  is 
the  Idol  of  the  little  jockies  and 
thus  gets  next  to  stable  Information 
that  no  one  else,  even  the  owners, 
can  get  out  of  them.  It  is  safe  to 
say  that  when  the  featherweight 
champion's  fighting  days  are  over  he 
will  be  "making  book"  or  playmg 
the  system  somewhere  during  the 
season,  and  dealing  in  diamonds  and 
looking  for  bargains  in  the  off 
months.

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New  Turbine  Steamer  Goes  From 
Marseilles  in  Fonr  Days. 

Alexandria.  Egypt,  Jan.  10.— The 
Egyptian  Mail  Steamship  company  has 
secured  the  blue  ribbon  of  the  Mediter- 
ranean by  the  arrival  of  Its  new  tur- 
bine steamer  Heliopolls  at  Alexandria 
in  three  days  from  Marseilles.  The 
Hellopolis  has  thus  shortened  the  jour- 
ney to  Egypt  from  England  to  four 
days.  Her  young  commander,  Capt. 
Hoiloway,  handled  his  fine  ship  to  per- 
fection, and  the  passengers  who  trav- 
eled in  this  12,000-ton  palace  were  ioud 
in  their  praise  of  the  comfort  of  the 
arrangements  and  the  excellence  of  the 
cuisine.  Hitherto  passengers  to  Egypt 
had  to  take  the  chance  of  securing 
berths  in  one  or  another  of  the  ocean 
liners  which  made  Alexandria  a  port 
of  call.  The  Egyptian  Mail  Steamship 
company  has  changed  all  that. 

A  second  and  sister  ship,  the  Cairo, 
will  soon  be  running,  and,  like  the 
Hellopolis.  will  have  turbine  engines  of 
18-000-horse  power,  capable  of  driving 
the  vessel  at  a  speed  of  twenty-one 
knots.  These  two  huge  vessels  surpass 
in  accommodation  anything  that  has 
yet  been  seen  In  the  Mediterranean.

seeking  a  temporary  or  permanent 
asylum  in  Switzerland.  Among  the 
patriots  who  were  sheltered  by  the 
tldt-r  Frey  was  Frledrich  Hecker.  the 
famous  German  revolutionist,  who 
later  came  to  this  country.  It  was  in 
the  iirsi  Hecker  regiment,  so-called— 
the  Tw.nty-fourth  Illinois  infantry— 
that  Emil  Frey  enlisted  as  color  ser- 
geant; "and  it  wa.**  at  Chicago,  on  th^ 
17th  of  June.  1S61,  that  I  bore  for  the 
first  time  the  star-sapngled  banner," 
Cv>l.  Fr^y  proudly  told  me.  He  car- 
ried the  colors  when  the  regiment 
marchvd  in  review  past  Grant  in 
Southt-rn  Missouri,  was  sent  to  Ken- 
tuckv,  and  then  into  Alabama  to  oc- 
cupy Decatur.  In  the  ftghting  that 
followed  In  this  regi'm  Color  Sergeant 
Frey    won    his    lieutenancy. 

In  the  summer  of  '62  Frey  was  or- 
dered North  to  recruit  a  company  for 
a  second  Hecker  regiment.  Returning 
to  the  scene  of  his  cow-punching  days, 
he  enrolled  a  company  made  up  to  a 
man  of  Swiss,  who  had  not  been  able 
to  get  into  the  scrimmage  before. 
While  the  men  were  being  drilled  at 
Camp  Butler,  near  Springfield.  111., 
they  elected  Frey  captain.  As  a  part 
of  the  Eighty-second  Illinois  Capt. 
Frey  and  his  Swiss  were  in  the  thick- 
est of  the  fighting  at  Chancellorsvilic, 
where,  within  half  an  hour,  156  of  the 
451)  men  of  the  regiment  taking  part 
in  the  battle,  were  either  killed  or 
wounded.  This  was  on  May  2,  1S63. 
Col.  Hecker  himself  was  wounded  hO 
severely  that  he  had  to  leave  the  regi- 
ment; the  other  regimental  officers 
were  either  killed  or  incapacitated,  and 
the  command  devolved  on  Frey.  act- 
ing as   major. 

Frey's  Capture  and  Prison  Ordeal. 

As    such    he    led    what    was    left    by 

that   time   of  his   regiment   in   the   first 

day's    fighting    at    Gettysburg.      When 

the  Federals  were  driven  back  through 

Gettysburg  Frey   and   his   men,   in   the 

confusion    becoming      separated      from 

the  rest  of  the  army,   were  cut  off  oy 

the  Confederates  and    taken   prisonerj. 

"It   was  a   hot.  a  bloody  day,  and  a 

most   disastrous   one   for   u.s,"   said  Col. 

Frey    recently    at    his    home    in    Basle, 

"yet    it    was    a    day    not    without      its 

humorous   side.       I    remember,    for  on» 

thing,    that     when    we     were      retiring 

through   the  streets  of  Gettysburg  in  a 

hail  of  projectiles  and  men  and  horses 

were  falling  on  all  sides,  my  adjutant. 

a    brave    Bavarian    fellow    named    Sei- 

del.    quietly    remarked    to    me:    'I    say. 

Captain,    one    is    scarcely    sure    of     his 

life   here  I'  " 

As  a  prisoner  of  war.  Capt.  Frey  un- 
derwent an  experience  that  it  fell  to 
the  lot  of  but  few  men  captured  in  the 
war  to  undergo.  Shortly  after  he  haa 
been  placed  In  Libby  prison,  he  and 
two  other  ofRcers.  Maj.  Nathan  Gofl. 
later  secretary  of  the  navy  und^r 
HayeSi.  and  now  United  States  circuit 
judge  of  the  Fourth  district,  and  a 
Lieut.  Manning  were  told  off  as  hos- 
tages for  the  lives  of  three  Confederate 
officers  condemned  to  death  by  the 
North  as  spies,  and  from  then  on  un- 
til he  learned  casually  that  he  probably 
would  not  be  executed,  Capt.  Frey  did 
not  know  what  hour  of  tne  day  or 
night  he  might  be  called  on  to  give  up 
his  life  In  return  for  that  of  the  Con- 
federate Capt.  Gordon,  with  whom  he 
had  been  involuntarily  paired. 

The  three  hostagesj  were  confined  for 
a  time  in  the  famous  "black  hole"  of 
Libby  prison. 

'•We  were  conducted  thither  like  men 
condemned  to  death."  said  Col.  Frey. 
"Lieut.  Manning,  the  youngest  of  u.s, 
and  a  very  handsome  fellow,  sprang 
fearlessly  down  stairs,  as  if  he  wen, 
anxious  to  reach  the  cell— which  was 
only  nine  by  six  feet,  dark  and  almost 
airles.s— and  thmughout  our  ordeal  he 
proved  to  be  the  most  gallant  and  pa- 
tient comrade  I  ever  met.  Maj.  Goff 
was  of  a  more  reserved  nature,  but

"Once  a  day  wo  were  given  a  little 
piece  of  very  bad  oornbrod.  .some  nig- 
ger-beans or  rice  and  a  bit  of  baoon, 
not  bigger  than  your  hand,  the  whole 
ration  weighing  not  more  than  three- 
fourths  of  a  pound.  After  several 
weeks  of  this  diet  wt  were  reduce<d  to 
skeletons,  and  the  fearful  pangs  ot 
hunger  forced  us  to  catch  and  eat  the 
rats  which  swarmed  in  our  cell.  The 
negiY)  who  cleaned  out  the  cell  In  the 
morning  was  sometimes  good  enough 
to  roast  for  us  that  awful  gami-.  In 
this  cell  and  this  manner  I  passed  ex- 
actly two  and  a  half  months,  less  a  few 
days,  when  I  v.as  so  ill  I  had  to  be 
taken  to  the  hospital. 

"After  we  had  been  In  the  cell  eight- 
een days  we  casually  learned  one  morn- 
ing   that    through   our    negro    that    we 
probably    would    not    be    hanged— that 
Uie    execution  of  the  Confederate  offi- 
cers had  been  delayed,  and  the  prison 
nfflcials  i>elieved  that  the  order  to  exe- 
cute them  would  »>e  re\'oked,  since  the 
Norih  knew  that  we  were  being  held  as 
hostages    for    their    lives.      Up    to    this 
time    none    of    us    had    considered    his 
life    worth    a    rush.      Later,    when    we 
were   taken   from   our  cell   and    trans 
ported  in  cattle  vans  to  the  penitenti- 
ary   at    Salisbury,    N.    C.    we    realized 
fully  for  the  first  time  that  in  all  prob- 
ability  we   would   not  meet   death   like 
the  lowest  of  criminals.     This  thought 
made  us  so  happy  that  we  almost  for- 
got   about    our    sufferings,    and    even 
looked  with   toilerance  on  the   murder- 
ers and    thieves   who   were   our   prison 
oorapanlons.     At   this   prison    we    were 
allowed    to  pass   the  day  in    the   fresh 
air.  which  seemed  !*weeter  to  me  then 
than  it  over  did  before  or  has  since." 

It  was  on  Jan.  14,  1865,  that  CapL 
Frey  was  exchanged  for  Capt.  Gordon. 
Seventeen  years  later,  when  the  former 
returned  to  this  country  as  the  first 
Swiss  ambassador,  Capt.  Gordon  was 
residing  In  Washington,  where  he  was 
a  newspaper  correspondent,  and  the 
two  men  met  and  bex:ame  good  friends. 
A  W^ashington  newspaper  at  the  time 
published  their  pictures  under  the  le- 
gend, "Paired  for  Life."  Capt.  Gor- 
don died  in  1893. 

After  his  release.,  Capt.  Prey  rejoined 
his  regiment,  served  with  it  till  the  end 
of  the  war,  then  bade  his  comrades 
good-by  and  went  back  to  Switzer-

Dur- 
iing  the  two  years  he  then  spent  in  the 
metropolis  ho  put  his  hand  to  any  task 
that  offered  lt.self.  He  was  a  mighty 
happy  young  Britisher  when  one  day 
he  discovered  that  at  last  he  had 
saved  enough  money  to  take  him  back 
to  Scotland,  and  it  was  not  l-ong  there- 
after that  his  father  was  welcoming 
with  open  arms  the  boy  who  five  years 
before  had  taken  Frencfh  leave  from 
his  humble  home  in  Glasgow.. 

W^hen  the  father,  a  short  time  after 
his  son's  return,  set  him  up  in  bu.siness 
In  a  little  beacon  and  grocery  shop 
with  the  savings  of  a  lifetime,  about 
$400,  the  young  man  straightway  be- 


gan to  put  into  practice  .some  of  the 
business  methods  he  had  discovered  to 
be  so  eminently  successful  in  America. 
This  Is  Sir  Thomas  Lipton's  own  testi- 
mony, and  he  attributes  all  his  mone- 
tary success  to  the  business  le.ssons  he 
learned  while  a  member  of  the  "sub- 
merged tenth"  of  this  country.  His 
career  as  a  captain  of  industi-y,  inter- 
national sportsman  and  friend  of  roy- 
alty is  too  well  known  to  be  repeated

Sir  Gilbert  Parker  Trained  hi  Canada. 
Sir  Gilbert  Parker,  who  al.so  grate- 
fully acknowledges  his  debt  to  the 
training  he  received  In  the  New  World, 
passed  his  formative  years  not  in  this 
country,  but  just  beyond  Its  borders,  in 
Ontario. 

Unlike  Lipton,  he  was  born  on  this 
side  of  the  water,  at  Quebec,  forty-five 
years  ago  last  November.  He  was  one 
of  ten  children,  his  father  being  a 
British  army  captain,  and  the  young- 
ster spent  the  first  few  years  of  his 
life  In  the  officers'  quarters  of  the 
Quebec  artillery  barracks.  Later  on. 
the  father  retired  to  the  town  of  Cam- 
den Ontario.  w4aere  he  was  a  squire. 
When  Gilbert  was  about  9  the  family, 
having  met  with  financial  reverse.s. 
went  to  Western  Ontario  to  live  on  a 
farm,  about  the  only  earthly  posses- 
sion left  to  them. 

Horatio  Gilbert  (first  name  for  the 
great  Nelson)  was  sent  to  school 
meantime,  the  family  hoping  that  he 
would  eventually  enter  the  Church  of 
England.

Lighf  Fall  of  Snow  Enables  Surface  Work  fo  be 

Done  Cheaply— Development  at  the  King 

Philip  and  Winona. 


Houghton,  Mich..  Jan.  11.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— All  the  Lake  Superior 
copper  mines  are  working  under  ad- 
vantageous natural  conditions  because 
of  the  favorable  winter  weather. 
Scarcely  two  feet  of  snow  has  fallen, 
which  is  almost  unheard  of  for  this 
time  of  year  In  the  Copper  country. 
The  importance  of  this  to  properties 
having  much  surface  work  is  incalcul- 
able. The  cost  of  handling  snow  is 
generally  so  heavy  that  frequently 
•uch  surface  work  as  can  be  postponed 
until  spring  is  allowed  to  stand  over. 
But  under  conditions  hv-re  this  winter 
the  work  can  be  done  almost  as  cheap- 
ly as  in  summer. 

King  Philip,  controlled  by  the  St. 
Mary's  Mine-al  Land  tompany.  Is  down 
to  the  seventh  level  In  its  No.  1  shaft 
The  plat  there  has  been  finished  and 
•Inking  will  he  resumed  within  a  few 
davs.  All  shafts  on  this  lode  are  to  be 
•unk  in  the  foot  wall  and  crosscuts 
will  be  driven  to-  the  lode.  By  this 
method  the  entire  lode  can  be  extract- 
ed, whereas  by  sinking  the  shaft  In  the 
lode  it  Is  necessary  to  leave  upward  of 
forty  feet  on  each  side  of  the  shaft  tor 
■upporting-  pillars.  This  means  a  heavy 
loss  because  the  shafts  are  generally 
put  down,  If  possible.  In  the  richest 
territory. 

Cross-cuts  have  been  driven  from  the 
King  Philip's  No.  1  shaft  at  the  fifth 
and  sixth  levels.  That  at  the  fifth  level 
encountered  the  lode  some  time  ago 
after  driving  165  feet.  The  showing  was 
most    satisfactory,    exen    exceeding    ex- 

fiectations.  The  crosscut  at  the  sixth 
evcl  will  soon  be  in  the  lode.  A  cross- 
cut at  the  seventh  level  will  be  started 
as  soon  as  the  sinking  Is  thoroughly 
under  way  again. 

No  crosscut  is  to  be  driven  above  the 
fifth  level,  the  plan  being  to  win  the 
copper  above  by  raises.  The  height  to 
which  It  will  be  possible  to  raise  Is 
problematical,  as  the  surface  of  the 
rock  is  very  uneven  and  much  caution 
mupt  be  used  lest  the  overburden 
should  be  encountered,  followed  by  a 
run  into  the  workings  of  sand,  or 
water,  which  is  even  much  worse,  be- 
cause the  sand  would  wedge  and 
eventually  stop  while  the  water  would 
continue  indefinitely  as  an  expensive 
trouble.

Butte,  Mont.,  Jan.  11.— The  fact  thai 
the  North   Butte  Copper  company  has 
resumed    operations   and    is   having   Its 
ores,   to   the   extent   of   300   tons    daily, 
treated  at  the  Butte  Reduction  works, 
owned   by    W.    A,    Clark,   should   dissi- 
pate  to  a   large  extent     the     doubtful 
speculations  that  have  been  circulated 
concerning  the  conditions  of  the  prop- 
erty.

Twelve  feet  of  ore,  averaging  el^iiy 
ounces  of  silver  to  the  ton,  and  li/j 
per  cent  copper  in  the  face  of  the 
drift,  on  the  500-foot  level,  is  the  good 
news  that  is  going  out  to  the  stock- 
holders of  the  Butte  &  Superior  Copper 
company.

in  November  and  December. 


Ban  Francisco.  Jan.  11.— It  has  devef- 
oped  that  the  only  ore  taken  out  of  the 
Bonanza  King  mine,  on  which  the  Cali- 
fornia Safe  Deposit  &  Trust  company 
loaned  $7:«,tf72,  and  which  Is  one  of  the 
chief  assets  of  that  Institution,  was  used 
to  pay  the  original  cost  of  the  mine, 
which    was    $50,000. 

The  mine  :3  situated  in  Trinity  county. 
near  Trinity  Center,  and  was  originally 
the  property  of  William  Vollmcrs  and 
several  other  Trinity  county  business 
men.  Vollmers  worked  It  for  twelve  years 
and  drove  a  tunnel  in  about  aOa  feet.  The 
drift  ran  along  a  vein  of  quartz  that  was 
of  doubtful  milling  value,  and  the  vein 
frequently  pinched  out,  coming  in  again 
as  the  tunnel  was  driven.  At  length  an 
eight-foot  vein  was  uncovered  and  the 
ore  assayed  ^-'0.63  a  ton. 

It  was  about  this  time  that  James 
Treadwell  became  interested  in  the  prop- 
erty and  he  made  an  offer  for  it.  Voll- 
mers  was  not  satisfie<l  with  the  offer,  but 
agreed  to  sell  for  $50,<XiO.  Treadwell  ac- 
cepted   at    once    and    an    agreement    was 


drawn  up  whereby  the  mine  was  to  be 
paid  for  In  one  year,  Treadwell  in  the 
meantime  doing  exploration  work.  If  th^ 
mine  was  not  paid  for  in  a  year  it  was  to 
go  back  to  Vollmers,  together  with  the 
new  work.  Nor  was  Treadwell  to  re- 
move any  ore  until  the  $50,000  had  been 
paid. 

The  exploration  work  was  delayed  for 
some  time,  but  when  li  started  the  first 
shot  uncovered  a  pocket  that  extended 
very  little  beyond  the  face  of  the  tun- 
nel, but  it  held  $80,000  in  gold.  Tread- 
well then  asked  permission  to  remove 
the  ore.  but  this  was  denied  until  th-i 
mine  was  paid  for.  A  few  days  later 
V'ollmers  received  a  check  for  $50,000,  and 
his  intersest  in  the  property  ceased. 
Samples  of  this  ore  were  sent  to  this 
city  and  they  created  a  sensation.  A 
handful  of  it  showed  long  streaks  of  gold 
even  b.-fore  washing.  There  was  no  dif- 
ficulty in  borrowing  money  on  such  a 
property  and  Treadwell  proceeded  to  bor- 
row to  the  extent  of  his  capacity.  But  no 
more  pockets  showed  up  and  the  ore  be- 
yond assayed  only  about  $20  a  ton.

Keystone,  S.  D..  Jan.  11.— Following  the 
announcement  that  the  Keystone-Holy 
Terror  group  of  mines  would  resume 
•hortly  -  comes  the  news  that  Charles 
Morgan,  owner  of  the  Holy  Terror,  has 
sold  all  his  interest  in  the  property  to 
the  United  Mines  company  of  New  York, 
which  has  held  a  lease  on  the  ground. 
Mr.  Morgan,  whose  home  Is  at  East 
Orange  N.  J.,  purchased  a  controlling  In- 
trest  in  the  Holy  Terror  nearly  two  years 
•go  for  something  like  $400,000  and  since 
than  has  expended  more  than  $135,000  in 
Improvements  to  the  property.  The  price 
of  the  present  sale  is  said  to  be  nearly 
1600,000.  The  Holy  Terror  has  the  second 
deepest  shaft  in  the  Black  Hills,  1,200 
feet,     the    Hoinestake    mine    having    the

McKinney  & 
big  Stevenson  property,  six  miles  west 
of  HIbtaing.  Opened  in  1900.  and  produc- 
ing only  56,000  tons  that  season,  it  has  sent 
out  to  date  a  total  of  8,353.050  tons  of  ore. 
Its  shipments  in  1907  amounted  to  1,143,00«) 
tons.  The  Stevenson  did  not  enter  tht 
l,ffOO,000-ton  class  until  1902— its  production 
in  1901  was  666.270  ton.s— and  since  that 
time  there  has  not  been  a  season  that  Its 
output  has  not  been  represented  by  six 
figures.  It  has  averaged  annually  for  the 
past  seven  years  an  outgo  of  1,193.378  tons, 
and  for  the  past  six  years  an  outgo  of 
1,281,230  tons.  The  banner  record  was 
achieved  in  1904.  when  with  shipments  of 
1,652,020  tons  It  led  all  the  mines  of  the 
Lake  Superior  region. 

In  these  days  of  high  royalties,  when  as 
much  as  a  dollar  a   ton  is  demanded  by 
fee  owners   for  the  ore  in  their  lands,   it 
Is     hard     to     understand     how     Corrigan. 
McKinney   &  Co.    ever  induced  so  astute 
a  man  as  James  J.  Hill  to  part  with  the 
Steven.son    on    the    terms      agreed    upon. 
Operating  the  mine   under   lease,   the  b!g 
Cleveland    concern    pays   for   Its   ore   only 
12»/i  cents  a   ton,    and   It   Is  required  that 
only  500,000  tons  be  taken  out  yearly.  This 
royalty   is   one   of   the    very    lowest   ever 
recorded    in    the    Lake    Superior    region. 
However     the    Great    Northern    magnate 
had  In  view  only  the  matter  of  procuring 
tonnase  for  his  railroad.     This  was  eight 
years  ago,  when  much  less  ore  was  being 
produced  than  now,  and  when,  with  com- 
petition    keen,     there     was     a     veritable 
scramble  for  traffic.     It  Is  true  that  Cor- 
rigan. McKinney  &  Co.  pay  80  cents  a  ton 
for   the   transportation   of   the   Stevenson 
ore  to  the  Allouez  docks— this  amounting 
to    approximately    $6,750,000     since      ship- 
ments were  started  in  IPOO-but  this  would 
be   the   rate   whatever  the   royalty,   since 
it  applies  from  every  mine  on  every  one 
of  the  three  railroads   serving  the  range. 
There  Is   no  question   that  Corrigan.   Mc- 
Kinney &  Co.   picked  up  by  far  the  best 
bargain  of  their  mining  career  when  they 
negotiated  the  lease  that  gave  them  con- 
trol of  the  Stevenson. 

Aside  from  the  remarkably  low  royalty 
basis  under  which  it  is  operated,  the 
Stevenson  is  unique  in   various   respects. 


the  season's  product  was  delivered  to  the 
furnaces    of    the    Colorado    Fuel    &    Iron 
company  at  Pueblo.  Colo.     The  Stevenson 
is    operated    both      as      an    underground 
property  and  as  an  open   pit.     The  pit  is 
peculiar  in  that  it  Is  of  unusually  narrow- 
width,    length   considered,    and   it    is   pro- 
portionately   deeper    than    many    Mesaba 
open    outs.      The    shape    is    much  .'iKe    a 
slender  hand,  on  the  thumb  of  which  Itie 
Drake    &    Stratton    Stripping    company    Is 
removing    some    2.000,000    cubic    yards    of 
overburden.     The  Stevenson  is   un.que  in 
the   respect   that   there   has   been  devised 
by  its  engineers  a  suspension  bridge  over 
which     the     miners    may    cross     the     pit 
Willi    safety     and    with      the      mmlmum 
amount  of  time.    The  shaft  of  the  under- 
ground   workings    being    located    on    one 
side  of  the  deep  open  cut,  with  tne  min- 
ing   settlement   on    the   other,    a    walk   of 
nearly  two  miles  around  the  end  of  tne 
pit  or   a  dangerous   trip  of  several   hun- 
dred feet  across  the  veritable  gorge  have 
been    necessary.     Hence    the    idea    or    an 
aerial  passageway  with  a  span  of  upwards 
of  500  feel. 

The  fact  that  practically  all  the  ore 
In  stock  was  shipped  from  the  mmes  dur- 
ing the  recent  season  of  navigation  has 
undoubtedly  been  a  fortunate  circum- 
stance for  the  Marquette  iron  range.  As 
it  is  there  have  been  no  suspensions  at 
any  of  the  properties  at  Ishpeming  and 
Negaunee.  in  which  fields  the  great  bulk 
of  the  ore  is  produced,  and  all  told  the 
services  of  scarcely  more  than  bOO  men 
have  been  dispensed  with.  It  is  the  con- 
census of  opinton  that  the  shipments 
from  the  entire  Lake  Superior  region  will 
show  a  considerable  falling  off  during  the 
present  year,  still  there  is  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  even  should  this  cut  be  as 
much  as  25  per  cent  the  Marquette  range 
will  be  called  upon  for  its  usual  tonnage. 
In  this  event  the  working  forces  will  be 
materially  enlarged  In  the  spring.  The 
mines  at  both  Ishpeming  and  Negaunee 
are  In  better  condition  than  ever  before. 
They  are  prepared  to  send  out  a  greater 
tonnage  than  at  any  previous  time  in 
their  history  of  sixty  years.  The  Steel 
corporation  in  particular  has  made  ex- 
tensive improvements  at  Us  various  prop- 
erties. The  Regent  group  has  been  pro- 
vided with  new  buildings  and  machinery 


at  a  cost  of  upwards  of  $l(Kj,0OO,  and  the 
program  of  betterments  is  not  yei  com- 
pleted. Important  improvements  are 
also  under  way  at  the  Steel  curporalion's 
Section  21  mine.  This  property  has  been 
the  least  active  of  all  the  company  s  pro- 
ducers in  the  district  during  the  year  re- 
cently closed,  hut  there  has  been  an  in- 
crease In  working  forces  latterly  and 
about  100  men  are  now  employed.  A 
"dry"  of  modem  construction  and  equip- 
ment has  been  erected,  and  a  boiler  house 
Is  in  course  of  building.  Much  of  the  big 
stockpile  on  hand  when  mining  oper- 
ations were  suspended  last  .spring  was 
shipped  during  the  summer  season.  Thf 
Cleveland  Cliffs  Iron  company  has  like- 
wise expended  money  freely  in  improve- 
ments at  its  Marquette  range  mines.  The 
more  important  new  work  has  been  that 
at  the  Mass  property,  but  a  goodly  sum 
has  also  been  spent  at  the  Jackson,  the 
first  mine  to  be  developed  in  the  Lake 
Superior  region. 

After    being    inactive    for    a    score    of 
years,  the  old-time  Baron  mine  at  Hum- 
boldt,   at    the    western    end    of   the    Mar- 
quette range,  will  soon  be  producing  ore 
again.     It  is  being  reopened  by  the  Brel- 
tung  interests   of   Marquette.     Operations 
were    commenced    early    last    fall,    since 
which   time    complete   equipment   of    ma- 
chinery  has  been   installed.     A   few  days 
more  will  suffice  to  free  the  entire  under- 
ground   workings    from    water,    and    with 
the  new  shafthouse  in  readiness  a  month 
hence  it  will  be  possible  to  begin   hoist- 
ing ore.     The  appearance  of  the  mine  is 
fully  up  to  the  expectations  of  the  man- 
agement.     There    is    considerable    ore    in 
sight  In  the  slopes  and  it  seems  to  be  ot 
good    quality.      Practically    no    timbering 
will  be  necessary.     During  the  years  tho 
mine  was  in  operation   it  was   the   prin- 
cipal  property   at   Humboldt   and   at   one 
lime  in  the  nelghl>orhood  of  400  men  were 
employed.    The  property  produced  a  total 
724,000  tons   of   ore.     The   Breitung   inter- 
ests are  planning  to  do  considerable  ex- 
ploratory work  at  other  Humboldt  prop- 
erties during  the  present  year. 

Operations  have  been  resumed  at  the 
Saginaw  mine,  a.  small  property  at  Nor- 
way. Menominee  range.  The  recent  sus- 
pension there  appears  to  have  been  due 
to  a  misunderstanding  with  the  Algoma 
Steel  company  of  Saiut  Ste.  Marie,  Ont., 
which  has  contracted  for  the  entire  out- 
put   of    the    mine.

Mr.  Bullion, 
Ov.-ning  a  hundred  billions,  and  49.999.999  other  in- 
habitants, owning  nothing,  make  an  average  of 
$2,000  for  each  inhabitant. 

Still,  even  dividing  the  balance  after  the 
«'fivore'd  few"  in  this  country  have  taken  out  their 
Bhare.  there  is  a  good  average  left  for  the  masses. 
rtJje  only  trouble  about  that  is  that  the  seggre- 
gMed  wealth  of  the  -favored  few."  so  long  as  they 
continue  to  be  favored  by  special  legislation  and 
by  antiquated  theories  of  law  which  holds  property 
fights  dearer  than  the  rights  of  man.  tends  inevit- 
ably to  increase  at  the  expense  of  the  scattered  and 
loosely  held  averages  of  the  masses. 

Ample  prosperity  is  here,  temporary  set-backs 
of  panic  notwithstanding.  The  problem  is  one 
Ot  distribution.  It  can't  be  right  to  let  the 
«'}:avored  few"  continue  to  gather  in  more  and 
triore.  when  they  already  have  more  than  they 
could  possibly  use,  when  the  masses  have  less  than 
tlieir  actual  needs,  and  when  the  unquestionable 
tendency  is  to  increase  the  averages  of  the  few 
at  the  expense  of'the  averages  of  the  many.  With 
tlie  "favored  few"  playing  the  best  of  teamwork, 
and  the  masses  playing  at  cross  purposes,  the  at- 
traction of  congested  wealth  for  scattered  wealth 
ii  as  certain  as  the  law  of  gravitation. 


WOMEN  AND  LEAP  YEAR. 

Now  that  the  usual  burst  of  'leap  year"  jokes 
'i/hich  follows  the  inauguration  of  each  year  of 
our  Lord  which  is  divisible  by  four  or  400  is  over, 
ft  is  worth  while  asking  whether,  as  a  matter  ot 
fact,  any  woman  ever  did  avail  herself  of  this  play- 
ful fancy  of  the  people  as  to  these  particular  years, 
and  command  an  obedient  man  to  marry  her? 

History  makes  no  records  of  such  matters.  So 
far  as  its  pages  show,  the  business  of  "popping  the 
«juestion"  has  continued  uninterruptedly  in  the 
hands  of  the  men.  whether  the  year  is  divisible 
i'or  four  or  not. 

If  such  reversal  of  the  ordinary  custom  occurs. 
Uhe  parties  thereto  would  naturally  keep  rather 
Still  about  it.  The  enterprising  miss  who  takes 
;jidvantage  of  leap  year  to  change  herself  to  a 
Mrs.  would  probably  prefer  that  the  public  should 
.not  discuss  her  enterprise,  so  she  keeps  it  quiet. 
iThe  man  who  is  the  beneficiary— or  victim— of  the 
enterprise  is  equally  averse  to  letting  the  public  in 
on  the  secret  of  how  he  was  tamed  and  brought 
into  camp.  Therefore,  leap  year  and  its  storied 
privilege  of  feminine  proposal  have  been  mostly 
[natters  for  popular  amusement  and  ancient  humor 
rather  than  for  practical  use,  so  far  as  public  knowl- 
edge goes. 

The  rule  that  a  woman  should  compose  herself 
in  native  modesty  and  await  the  interesting  sugges- 
tion of  a  man  that  they  wed  is  one  of  those  rules 
that  exist  largely  for  no  better  reason  than  that 
they  always  have  existed.  In  the  same  way,  it  is 
generally  considered  that  men  ought  to  do  all  the 
voting,  and  that  custom,  too,  continues  because  it 
has  continued  in  the  past.  Now  the  fact  that  a  cus- 
tom has  continued  for  a  long  time  may  raise  the

iVoman  is  showing  signs  of  restlessness.  She  is 
becoming  more  and  more  a  breadwinner,  and  she 
Is  irresistibly  crowding  her  way  into  paths  that 
Osed  to  be  marked  "For  Men  Only." 

Whether  women  want  to  vote  or  not  is  still  a 
question.  Undoubtedly  some  of  them  do,  very 
(nuch.      They    have    been    permitted    to    vote 


asked  by  a  teamster,  who  belonged  to  the  mis- 
sion society,  to  help  a  destitute  widow  and  her  six 
children.  The  collection  that  was  taken  up,  mostly 
in  pennies,  amounted  to  over  $3,  though  practically 
every  contributor  was  himself  in  need  of  employ- 
ment. 

But  the  appeal  in  behalf  of  others  more  unfor- 
tunate than  themselves  was  not  to  be  withstood. 
The  subject  of  this  charity,  a  charity  which  must 
be  emblazoned  in  gold  on  the  record  books  above, 
is  a  widow  whose  husband  died  two  years  ago, 
leaving  her  with  nothing  but  debts  and  five  chil- 
dren, all  of  whom  had  been  more  or  less  injured 
by  his  drunken  abuse.  A  sixth  child  was  born  two 
months  after  his  death. 

The  family  of  seven  has  been  supported  ever 
since  by  the  labor  of  the  oldest  girl,  aged  16,  and 
the  oldest  boy,  aged  I4-  The  girl  has  been  earn- 
ing $5  a  week  and  the  boy  $3.  Recently,  however, 
both  losU  their  positions,  and  have  since  been  un- 
able to  find  work.  The  girl  has  been  unable  to 
leave  the  house  to  look  for  a  place  for  a  couple  of 
weeks  past  because  of  her  lack  of  clothes.  For  a 
week  or  more  the  family  ha?  kept  body  and  soul 
together  with  scraps  of  food  which  two  of  the  girls, 
aged  II  and  9.  were  able  to  beg  at  the  back  doors 
of  houses  and  restaurants.  One  of  the  boys,  too 
young  to  work,  has  been  unable  to  go  to  school  be- 
cause he  had  no  shoes. 

Such  stories  as  this  afford  thought-compelling 
comparisons  when  published  alongside  those  of 
families  which  spend  tens  of  thousands  of  dollars 
on  single  parties;  whose  purposeless  sons  scatter 
paternal  riches  to  the  vultures  of  the  Great  White 
Way  of  the  cities;  and  whose  daughters  invest 
enough  in  a  single  garment  to  keep  for  months 
such  a  family  as  that  whose  story  drew  out  the 
last  pennies  of  the  charitable  though  miserable 
wanderers  of  the  Chicago  mission. 


THE  MIND  AND 

A  queer  thing  happened  to  a  Ued-ridden  invalid 
in  New  York  the  other  day.  \Miohael  Zuckerman, 
a  paralytic,  was  lying  in  his  bed,  where  he  had 
lived  for  years  without  bein^  a|jle  to  stir,  when 
fire  broke  out  in  the  house.     "-     ' 

In  the  suddenness  of  the^^kwm,  this  helpless 
paralytic  forgot  himself.  He'  lilped  out  of  bed, 
aroused  his  wife,  awoke  his  two  sleeping  children 
and  picked  them  out  of  their  beds,  and  then  dashed 
down  three  flights  of  stairs  to  the  open  air  and 
safety. 

Pretty  good  for  a  paralytic  who  had  been  un- 
able to  stir  for  many  years.  The  newspaper  re- 
ports of  the  incident  state  that  he  seems  to  be  none 
the  worse  for  his  experience. 

About    the    same     time    another    man,    named 
Christian  Henry,  died  in  a  Brooklyn  hospital  from 
imagination.     Four  years  ago  a  dog  bit  him,  and 
Henry  had  been  worrying  ever  since  over  hydro- 
phobia.   He  was  sure  he  had  it,  or  that  if  he  hadn't 
ir  he  was  about  to  get  it.     In  fact,  he  worried  so 
much  over  it  that  he  went  insane  on  the  subject. 
Physicians  examined  him  and  told  him  he  was  mis- 
taken about  the  hydrophobia,  but  he  said  they  had 
overlooked   something,   and   that   he,   for   his   part, 
was  quite  certain  that  he  did  have  the  dread  dis- 
ease.    Finally,  he  died,  frothing  at  the  mouth  and 
writhing   in    convulsions,   with    every   symptom    of 
hydrophobia.     A  post  mortem  examination  showed 
that   he   was   wrong   and    the   doctors   were   right: 
he  did  not  have  hydrophobia,  and  never  did  have 
it.     He  died  from  pure  fright  at  something  that  did 

not  exist. 

Though  much  charlatanism  has  grown  up  about 
the  fact,  it  is  absolutely  true  that  the  mind  has 
abundant  influence  over  the  body.  Physical  condi- 
tions that  will  send  to  bed  a  man  who  gives  in 
to  them  and  becomes  unduly  alarmed  over  them, 
will  be  promptly  thrown  off  by  the  cheerful  energy 
of  another  maji. 

Get  above  your  "symptoms,"  and  don't  let  them 
get  above  you.  Let  them  do  that,  and  they  will 
weigh  you  down  and  burden  you  and  make  you  be- 
lieve you  are  a  very  sick  man.  Keep  them  under 
you,  and  maintain  your  belief  in  your  strength  and 
ability  to  throw  off  your  troubles,  mental  and 
physical,  and  they  will  not  harm  you  much  unless 
they  are,  indeed,  very  serious.  It  is  exactly  the 
same  with  troubles  of  other  sorts.  Troubles  that 
will  sink  one  man,  who  lets  them  get  on  top  of 
him,  into  a  gulf  of  gloom,  will  pass  harmlessly  over 
another  man.  who  keeps  his  faith  in  himself  and 
holds  himself  superior  to  trifling  annoyances.

THE  CLIFF  DWELLERS. 

Who  were  the  Cliff  Dwellers;  the  mysterious 
inhabitants  of  the  lost  cities  of  the  plains,  whose 
mummied  relics  are  found  in  the  dry  caves  of  the 
Southwestern  cliffs? 

Ethnological  investigations,  apparently,  have 
gone  no  further  than  to  show  that  the  Cliff  Dwell-

"What  America  needs  more  than  railroad  exten- 
sion and  western  irrigation."  says  the  Wall  Street 
Journal,  "and  low  tariff  and  a  bigger  wheat  crop, 
and  a  merchant  marine,  and  a  new  navy,  is  a  re- 
vival of  piety,  the  kind  mother  and  father  used 
to  have— piety  that  counted  it  good  business  to 
stop  for  daily  family  prayer  before  breakfast,  right 
in  the  middle  of  the  harvest;  that  quit  field  work 
half  an  hour  early  Thursday  night,  so  as  to  get 
the  chores  done  and  go  to  prayer  meeting;  that 
borrowed  money  to  pay  the  preacher's  salary  and 
prayed  fervently  in  secret  for  the  salvation  of  the 
rich  man  who  looked  with  scorn  on  such  unbusi- 
nesslike behavior.  That's  what  we  need  to  clean 
this  country  of  the  filth  of  graft,  of  greed,  petty 
and  big;  of  worship  of  fine  houses  and  big  lands 
and  high  office  and  grand  social  functions." 

Right;  absolutely  right.  Nothing  would  do  this 
nation  more  good  than  a  grand  sweep  of  that 
simple  piety  of  the  fathers. 

But  yet  another  thing  it  needs  most  sorely,  and 
that  is  a  return  to  the  lost  appreciation  of  simple 
pleasures  and  of  contentment  with  the  uncompli- 
cated, wholesome  and  mind-clearing  beauties  of 
plain  living. 

We  do  not  appreciate  our  pleasures  any  more 
for  themselves,  but  only  for  what  they  cost.  We 
know  nothing  of  social  contact  except  that  sur- 
rounded by  gorgeousness  and  luxury;  if  we  can't 
afford  the  real  thing  we  mnst  attempt  a  pitiful 
imitation  of  it.  We  reckon  our  pleasures  by  what 
they  cost,  and  find  no  contentment  in  them  un- 
less they  are  expensive;  and  certainly  we  find  no 
contentment  in  them  then,  because  there  is  alway. 
somebody  having  pleasures  a  little  more  expen- 
sive, and  that  makes  our  poor  pleasures  leave  a 
bad  taste  in  our  mouths. 

The  modern  social  affair,  instead  of  being  a 
pleasant  commingling  of  kindred  spirits  rejoic- 
ing in  each  other's  good  company  and  in  honest 
e.xchange  of  good-humored  conversation,  is  a  mere 
ghastly  gathering  of  human  lay  figures  designed 
to  set  off  the  costly  appointments  of  the  feast. 
The  success  of  an  entertainment  is  not  measured 
by  the  pleasure  it  affords,  because  it  affords  little 
pleasure,  but  by  the  footing  of  the  bills.  If  it  cost 
more  than  the  other  fellow's,  it  is  a  success;  if  it 
cost  less,  it  is  a  failure. 

We  are  forgetting  the  truth  of  the  saying 
quoted  by  Isaak  Walton,  "that  there  be  as  many 
miseries  beyond  riches  as  on  this  side  of  them." 
Says  Walton,  that  placid  and  genial  spirit,  who 
preached  the  doctrine  of  contentment  with  sim- 
ple pleasures:  "We  see  but  the  outside  of  the 
rich  man's  happiness:  few  consider  him  to  be  like 
the  silkworm,  that,  when  she  seems  to  play,  is. 
at  the  very  same  time,  spinning  her  own  bowels 
and  consuming  herself;  and  this  many  rich  men 
do,  loading  themselves  with  corroding  cares,  to 
keep    what    they    have,    probably,    unconscionably 

got." 

We  know  that  many  of  our  rich  men,  whom  we 
have  fallen  into  the  unhappy  habit  of  emulating, 
have  most  "unconscionably  got"  their  riches,  and 
we  do  wrong  to  envy  and  to  emulate  them.  "And 
yet  God  deliver  us  from  pinching  poverty,"  con- 
tinues Philosopher  Isaak;  "and  grant  that  hav- 
ing a  competency,  we  may  be  content  and  thank- 
ful." 

If  we  would  sit  a  little  longer  at  the  feet  of  this 
marvelous  Angler,  and  quit  our  painful  copying 
of  the  example  of  the  modern  Dives  who  is  "spin- 
ning his  own  bowels  and  consuming  himself,"  we 
should  be  happier  and  more  contented  and  the 
world  would  be  a  sweeter  place  of  residence.  The 
world  needs  more  piety  and  more  appreciation  of 
simple  pleasures,  and  nowhere  is  the  need  greater 
than  in  these  United  States.

Indeed, 
there  is  sometimes  more  genuine  relig- 
ion m  a  follower  of  a  so-called  heathen 
religion   than   In   some   nominal   Chria- 
tians. 

We  are  not  talking  now  about  fornui 
and  creeds,  about  denominations  and 
isms.  We  are  talking  of  that  whicH 
underlies  all  expressison,  and  our  ap- 
peal is  not  In  the  lnte<-ests  of  any  on» 
religion  as  of  religion  pure  and  simple. 
It  is  no'c  for  me  to  dictate  what  form 
your  religion  shaU  take,  but  simply  to 
suggest  that  "the  little  streak  of  Pd- 
ligion"  in  us  needs  to  be  brought  un- 
der influences  that  make  for  its 
strengthening  and  illumination,  and  to 
be  put  to  work  in  the  field  of  our  daJly 
activities  and  relationship. 

Why  should  any  of  us  waJ't  until  h« 
has  hard  luck,  until  he  is  reduced  to 
some  desperate  situation,  before  he  dis- 
cerns and  confcssses  that  he  cannot  rid 
himself,  that  he  would  not  rid  himaelf 
of  his  religious  instinot.  Why  not  Ift 
these  early  days  of  another  golden  year 
decide  to  give  It  more  constant  recog^ 
nition  and  larger  scope?

At   least   a   third   of    the 
audit->rs  were  women. 

In  his  prepared  address,  the  secre- 
tary pointed  out  the  dependence,  one 
on  the  other,  of  capital  and  labor.  He 
declared  that  great  aggregations  of 
^wealth  properly  employed,  widened 
the  tield  of  lab.>r  and  were  to  be  wel- 
comed, while  wealth  Improperly  used 
was  *o  be  condemned.  He  advocated 
tanioiiism  in  so  far  as  the  resultant  co- 
©peration  made  for  the  common  good. 

"Libor  needs  capital  to  secure  the 
best  production,"  said  JVlr.  lart, 
••whiie    capital    needs    labor    in    pro- 

tucing  anything.  The  sharo  of  each 
iborer  in  the  joint  product  is  affect- 
ed not  exactly,  but  in  a  ?en«rfl 
•rav  by  the  amount  of  capital  in 
ttse  as  compared  with  the  number 
Of  those  who  labor.        The  more  cap- 

Ital  in  us^.  the  more  work  there  is 
o  do,  and  the  more  there  l-s  to  do, 
the  more  laborers  are  n-?eded.  Mani- 
lestlv  It  is  in  the  direct  interest 
Of  labor  that  capital  shall  increase 
rather  than  the  number  ot  those 
^ho  work  Nothing  Is  so  likely  t») 
tnak^  wealth  idle  as  in.security  of 
Inv.sted  capital  and  property.  It 
follows,  as  a  necessary  conclusion 
that     to     destroy     the     guarantees     of 

Eroperty  Is  a  direct  blow  at  the 
iterest  of  the  workingman. 
"The  last  two  generations  have 
witne-ised  a  marvelous  development, 
it  has  beon  effected  by  the  assembly 
and  enforced  co-operation  of  simple 
elem^^nts  that  previously  had  been 
separately    used  The     organization 

of  powerful  machines  or  of  delicate 
devK^s  by  which  the  producing 
©ow  r  of  one  man  was  increased 
fifty  to  one  hundred-fold,  was  how- 
ever not  the  only  step  in  this  great 
progress  Within      the      limits      of 

efRci^nr  administration  the  larger  the 
amount  to  be  produced  at  one  time 
find  under  the  management,  the  less 
the    expen.se    per    unit  ,^      ». 

•*Th-'  laboring  man  should  be 
the  last  to  object  to  the  rapid 
accumulation  of  capital  in  the  hands 
of  tho.se  who  use  it  for  the  re- 
Droduction  of  capital.  The  thought- 
ful and  intelligent  laborer  has  there- 
fore no  feeling  of  hostility  toward 
Eombinatlons  of  capital  engaged  in 
iwful    bu.siness    methods. 

.\re    Not    Phllauthroplst.s. 

"What    ah.s    been    s.^id    should    not 

be     misunderstood.       The     m-n     who 

have     by     economic     organization     of 

capital    at    the    same    time    increased 


the    amount   of   the   country's   capital, 
increased    the    demand    and    price    for 
labor,     and     reduced       the       cost     of 
necessities     are     not     phllanthroplBts, 
Their    solo    motive    has    been    one    of 
gain,     and     with     the     destruction     of 
private      property     that     motive     will 
,  di-sappear   and   so   would   the   progress 
of  society.     The  very  advantage  to  be 
derived     from     the     security     of     the 
property    in    our    civilization    is    that 
it    turns    the    natural    selfishness    and 
de.sire     for     gain     into     the     strongest 
motive   for   doing   that   without   which 
th''     upward     development     of     man- 
kind   would    cease    and    retrogression 
would    begin. 

•It  is  greatly   in   the   interest  of-  the 
working  men,  therefore,  that    corpora- 
ate   capital   should   be   Increased.     Any 
Injustice  done  to  It  acts  directly   upon 
the    wage   earners    that   must    look     to 
cori>':)rate  wealth  for  their  employmenU 
Take    the    large    body   of   railroad    em- 
ployes.     Any    drastic    legislation    that 
tendb  unjustly  to  reduce  the  legitimate 
earnings   of   the    railroad    must    in    the 
end   fail   with   heavy    weight   upon   the 
employes  of  that  railroad,   because  the 
manager    will    ulUmately    turn    toward 
wages  as  the  place  where  economy  can 
be  effected.     So  In  respect  to  taxation, 
if  the  corporation  is  made  to  bear  more 
than  its  share  of  the  public  burdens    it 
reacts  directly  first  upon  Its  stockhold- 
ers, and  then  upon  Its  employes. 

"We  have  been  suffering  from  a 
panic.  It  was  brought  on  In  my  judg- 
ment by  the  exhaustion  of  free  capital 
the  world  over,  by  the  lack  of  an  elastic 
system  of  confldenoe  in  our  business 
fabric  through  the  revelations  in  cer- 
tain great  corporations  of  dishonesty, 
corruption  and  unlawfulness.  It  had 
been  necessary  for  us  to  purify  some 
of  our  business  methods;  but  the  purifi- 
cation cannot  stop  the  panic.  It  will 
doubtless  make  another  in  the  far  tu- 
ture  less  likely.  Meantime,  all  must 
suffer.  b«Jth  the  innocent  and  guilty, 
and  the  innocent  more  than  the  guilty. 
Certainly  the  laborer  who  is  thrown 
out  of  his  employment  by  the  hard 
times  is  innocent  and  suffers  more  than 
the  capitalist,  whether  innocent  or 
guilty,  who  has  money  to  live  on  until 
prosperity  shall  be  restored. 

Stundlnj?    in    Own    Light. 
"The    conclusion    I    seek    to    reach    Is 
that   the   working  man   who  entertains 
a  prv'Judice  against  the  lawful  capital- 
ist  because  he   is   wealthy,   who  votes 
with  union.?  for  the  men  who  are  urg- 
ing     unjust      and      unfair      legislation 
against     hhn,     and-  who   make     dema- 
gogic appeals  to  acquire  popular   sup- 
pi>rt  in  what  they  are  doing,  is  .stand- 
ing  in   his   own   light,   is     blind    to  his 
own  interests,  and  is  cutting    off     the 
limb  OM     which  he  sits.     It     is    to     the 
direct   interest  of  the   working  man   to 
use   careful    discrimination     in     disap- 
proving  proposed    legislation     of     this 
kind,   and   to  base  his  conclusi<>n     and 
vote  on    the   issue     whether     the   pro- 
vision is  fair  or    just,  and  not  on     the 
assumption   that     any  legislation     that 
subjects     a     corpt:)ration     to   a   burden 
must  necessarily  be  in   the  interest  of 
the  working  man.     What  I  am  anxious 
to   einpha.size   is    that    there   is   a    wide 
econ<>mic  and     business  field  in     which 
the   int3rest   of  the   wealthiest   capital- 
ist.^ and  the  humblest  laborers  are  ex- 
actly the  same. 

"But    while    It    is    in    the    common    in- 
terest   of    labor    and    caiptal    to    increase 
the    fru!t3    of    production,    yet    in    deter- 
mining the    share    erf    each    in    tht^    prod- 
uct,   their    interests    are    plainly    opposed. 
Though    the    law    of   supply   and    demand 
will    doul>tles3    in    the    end    be    the    moat 
potent    influence    In    fixing    the    division, 
ye?    during    the    adju.stment    to    ciianged 
markets   and    the    varying    financial   con- 
jUions.    capital    will   surely    have    the    ad- 
vantage  unless  labor  takes  united  action. 
During  the  betterment  of  business  condi- 
tions,    organised     labor.     If     acting    with 
reasonabU'    discretion,    can    secure    much 
greater    promptness    in    the    advance    of 
wage.s  than  if  it  were  left  to  the  slower 
operation    of    natural    laws,    and    in    the 
same   way.    as   hard    times   come   on,    the 
too    eager    employer    may    be    restrained 
from  undue  haste  In  reducing  wag-^s.  The 
organization  of    capital    into   corporations 
whh    the   advantiige   which   this   gives    It 
in    a    dl.spute    with    single    laborers    over 
wages,   makes  it  ab.soliitely   necessary   for 
labor    to    unite    to    maintain    itself. 

■The  diverse  interests  of  capital  and 
labor  are  wider  con.siderably  than  the 
mere  pecuniary  question  of  the  amount  of 
wage.s.  They  cover  all  the  terms  of  the 
employment  and  Include  not  only  the 
compensation  but  also  the  circumstances 
that  affect  the  comfort  and  condition  of 
the  worliingman.  Including  the  dally 
hours  of  work,  the  place  in  whiQh  tlu-y 
work,  th»>  provisions  lor  their  safety  from 
accidents,  and  everything  else  that  is 
germane    to    the    employment." 

Or^nization  b*  Bouefloial. 
Arguing  that  the  effect  of  organized 
lat>or  has  been  beneficial  in  .securing  V)ot- 
t^r  terms  for  the  whole  working  com- 
munity and  brought  about  an  ameliora- 
Mon  of  the  conditions  of  the  laborers  in 
anothf»r  may.  Secretary  Taft  declared 
that  the  attention  given  by  labor  unions 
to  remedial  legislation  has  been  of  more 
direct  interest  than  even  that  of  philan- 
thropists. 

'•What    the    capitalist,    who    Is    the   em- 
ployer   of     labor,     must     face."     he    con- 
tinued    'is    that   the   organization    of   la- 
bor—the labor  union— is  a  permanent  con- 
dition   in    the    industrial    world.      It    ha.s 
c-ome  to  stay.    If  the  ^mploypr  would  con- 
sult   his    own    interests    he    must    admit 
rhis  and  act   on   it.     Under  existing   con- 
ditions   the   blindest    course    that    an    em- 
ployf-r  of   labor   can   pursue  is  to   decline 
to  recognlzrt  labor  unions  as  the  control- 
ling influpnce  In  the  labor  market  and  to 
in.si.st    upon    dealing    only    with    his    par- 
ticular  employes.  u-  »,  »v,.,f  of 
••Thf»  time  haj3  pas.sed  In  which  that  at- 
titude "^an   be   assumed   with  any  hope  of 
successfully    maintaining    it.      Whnt    the 
wi.se    manager   of    a   corporate    enterprise 
employing  a  large  number  of  laborers  will 
d.,  Is  to  receive  the  leaders  of  labor  union.s 
with   courtesy   and    respect    and   li-sten   to 
their  claims  and  arguments  as  they  would 
to    the   maniger.s  of  any   other   corporate 
enterprise  with  wiiom  they  were  to  make 
an  Important  contract  affecting  the  busi- 
ne.ss   between  them.     At  times  some  lead- 
ers   are    intoxicated    with    the    immediate 
power   that   they  exercise   in   representing 
thousands    of    their    fellow-workers,    and 
art-    we'ik    enough    to   exhibit   a    spirit    of 
arrogancci.     Dealing   with   them  is    trying 
to  the  patience  of  the  employer.     So.  too. 
nropositions  from  labor  unions  sometimes 
are  so  exorbitant  In  respect  to  the  ternis 
of     employment    as    literally    to    deprive 
the   manager   of     the    control     which     he 
ough»    to    retain    over    the    laborers    em- 
ployed in  his  business.     This  Is  to  be  ox- 
p.-  -ted  in  a  comparatively  new  movement, 
and  is  not  to  be  made  a  ground  for  con- 
demning   it.                    .     ,._  ^   ._ 
■On    th^    other    hand,    the    arrogance   ts 
not   conrtn  id   to   one   aide.     We   all   of    us 
know    that    there    are    a   number    ot    em- 
plovers    who    have    the    spirit    of    intoler- 
ance and  sense  Of  power  because  of  their 
Immediate    resources,    and   that    their   at- 
titude   is    neither    conciliatory    nor    likely 
to   lead  to  any   adjustment  of  difference. 
The  wise  among  the  employers  of    labor 
and   the   labor  leaders  are  tho.se  who  dis- 
card all  appearance  of  temper  or  sense  of 
power     and    attempt     by     courteous    and 
calm     di-icussion     to     reach     a     common 
ground." 

Believes  in  Arbitration. 
On  the  -subject  of  arbitration  ho  argues 
for  the'  adjustment  of  labor  diff'-rences 
by  subnils.sion  to  an  Impartial  tribunal 
and  agreement  to  abide  by  its  Judgment, 
and  in  this  connection  commended  the 
•MassachusetU  plan."  This  method,  he 
de'-lared.  had  practically  been  adopted  by 
President  Ri>osevelt  and  had  shown  sub- 
stantial and  practical  results.  That  Is  a 
'provision  of  law  by  which  an  Impartial 
tribunal  shall  investigate  all  the  condi- 
tions surrounding  the  dispute,  take 
sworn  evidence,  draft  a  conclusion  In  re- 
31>ect  to  the  merits  of  the  issue  and  pub- 
lish it  to  the  world. 

On   the   question   of   legal    right    of   the 
lab-M-     union     to     strike,     Secretary     Taft 

^^'aien  have  th*-  right  to  leave  the  employ 
of  their  employer  in  a  body  in  order  to 
imp<Jse  on  him  as  great  an  inconvenience 
as  possible  to  induce  him  to  come  to 
th-^ir  frms.  They  have  the  right  In  their 
labor  unions  to  delegate  to  their  leaders 
the  power  to  .say  when  to  strike.  They 
have  the  right  in  advance  to  accumulate 
by  contributions  from  all  meml>erH  of 
♦  he  labor  union  a  fund  which  shall  en- 
aUe  them  to  live  durin^f  the  pend'ncy  of 


the  strik«».  They  have  the  right  to  use 
persuasion  with  all  other  laborers  who 
are  Invited  to  take  their  places  in  order 
to  convince  them  of  the  advantage  ot 
labor  unionism.  It  is  the  business  ol 
courts  and  of  t»ie  police  to  respect  these 
rights  with  the  same  degree  of  care  that 
they  respect  the  right  of  owners  of  capital 
to  the  protection  of  their  property  and 
business." 

VIoIenee  Condemned. 
He  added,  however,  that  "a  resort  to 
violence  or  other  form  of  lawlessness 
properly  merits  and  receives  the  sharp- 
est condemnation  from  the  public,  and  is 
quite  likely  to  lose  the  cause  of  labor 
its   support   in    the   locality." 

"In  rare  Instances,'  he  said,  "corporate 
managers  have  entered  into  a  course  of 
violence  to  maintain  their  side  of  a  labor 
controversy.  They  have  Justified  this  on 
the  ground  that  they  were  simply  flgh*-- 
ing  fire  with  fire  and  that  if  the  labor 
mnon  proceeded  to  u.se  dynamite  they 
would  use  dynamite  In  return. 

••I  cannot  iiMt  strongly  condemn  this 
course  or  this  argument.  No  amount  of 
lawlessness  on  the  part  of  the  strikers 
will  Justify  lawlessness  on  the  part  of 
the   employer. 

■A  second  abuse  which  employers  are 
sometimes  guilty  of  is  what  is  technically 
known  as  'blacklisting.'  This  is  unlaw- 
ful and  should  be  condemni*<i." 

Mr  Taft  condemned  the  •"abuses  of  la- 
J>or."'  such  as  violence.  Intimidation  and 
the  boycott,  and  pointed  out  the  legal 
remedies  by  which  a  person  may  be  pro- 
tected against  the  Illegal  acts  of  eom- 
binations   of  capital  and  combinations  of 

"lie*^'  defended  the  Injunction  against 
the  criticism  that  It  places  in  the  hands 
of  a  Judge,  executive.  Judicial  and  legis- 
lative power,  and  declared  that  "pre- 
vention Is  better  than  cure."  He  granttd 
ttie  contention,  he  said,  that  the  in- 
junction had  been  abused  in  lalwr  dis- 
putes and  favored  the  adoption  of  a  law 
to  provide  that  no  temporary  restraining 
order  should  Is.sue  until  after  notice  and 
a  hearing,  also  requiring  a  different  judg- 
in  contempt  proceedings  from  the  judge 
issuing  the  order.

One  of  Principals  in  Double  Wed- 
ding Takes  Carbolic  Acid. 

Pllger,  Neb.,  Jan.  11.— A  bride  of 
Christmas  day,  when  she  and  her  sis- 
ter were  principals  in  a  double  wed- 
ding. Mrs.  W.  F.  Richardson,  wife  of 
Prof.  Richardson,  principal  of  the  Pll- 
ger schools,  last  night  took  poison  with 
suicidal  intent.  A  physician  was  called 
by  the  frantic  husband,  who  found  her 
just  after  she  had  swallowed  carbolic 
acid,  and  it  is  believed  her  life  will 
be  saved. 

The  young  bride  left  a  note  saying 
she  was  unhappy  and  wanted  to  die. 
She  was  formerly  Miss  Grace  Klllion. 
Her   parents   reside   at   Wlsner. 

DEMAND  MORE  PAY. 

Ice  Cutters  Employed  by  Duluth  Ice 
Company  Strike. 

WMth  their  demand  for  an  Increase 
from  $1.75  to  $2  a  day,  refused,  about 
thirty  men  employed  in  the  cutting  of 
ice  by  the  Duluth  Ice  company,  struck 
yesterday  afternoon.  The  men  were 
employed  at  the  company's  Spirit  lake 
cutting  and  when  refused  their  de- 
mand, came  to  the  city  in  a  body. 

Ice  cutting  was  temporarily  sus- 
pended until  other  men  could  be  se- 
cured to  fill  the  places  of  the  strikers. 
The  company  had  no  difficulty  in  oC- 
curing  men  at  $1.75  a  day,  and  the 
work  interrupted  by  the  leaving  of  the 
first  crew  was  quickly  resumed  by  the 
men  hired  in  their  places. 


The  mining  district  about  Deerwood, 
on  the  new  Cuyuna  range,  Is  apparently 
underlaid  with  a  subterranean  reservoir 
in  which  the  water  is  under  tremendous 
pressure. 

The  Rogers-Brown  Mining  Company  of 
Chicago,  which  is  exploring  landa  on  the 
south  side  of  Rabbit  lake,  on  the  Cuyuna 
range,  In  Crow  Wing  county,  is  having 
trouble  In  sinking  the  shaft,  wnich  was 
started  during  the  latter  nart  of  the  sum- 
mer. At  seventy-three  feet  they  have  en- 
countered a  great  flowing  well,  necessitat- 
ing pumps  being  installed,  which  are  now 
pumping  as  much  as  1,000  gallons  per  min- 
ute. The  shaft  is  now  down  77V4  feet, 
and  progress  is  slow  on  account  of  the 
water.  ^,  . 

The  United  States  Steel  company,  which 
had  an  option  on  an  adjoining  property, 
attempted  to  sink  a  shaft,  but  was  lorced 
to  abandon  it  on  account  ol  quicksand  and 
water. 

Though  the  Roger-Brown  property  is 
near  Rabbit  lake,  a  lake  about  two  and  a 
half  miles  long  and  half  a  mile  wide,  the 
engineers  do  not  think  the  water  Is  com- 
ing directly  from  that  source,  for  their 
shaft  Is  now  at  a  depth  below  the  bottom 
of  the  lake  and  until  recently  no  water 
to  amount  to  anything  had  been  en- 
countered. They  judge  from  this  that  If 
the  water  was  coming  from  the  lake  they 
would  have  encountered  it  sooner. 

During  previous  explorations  a  hole 
was  drilled  in  the  bottom  of  the  lake  a 
little  distance  from  the  shore,  the  drill 
being  set  up  on  the  ice  In  the  winter. 
The  work  had  not  gone  far  before  an  un- 
derground reservoir  was  tapped,  a  good- 
sized  stream  of  water  spurting  several 
inches  above  the  top  of  the  casing.  It  is 
some  such  subterranean  waterway  or  res- 
ervoir as  this  that  the  Roger-Brown  en- 
gineers think  they  have  run  into. 

The  water  In  these  reservoirs  seems  to 
be  under  a  high  pressure.  In  speaking  of 
this,  D.  Tripp,  engineer  and  mining  ex- 
pert for  the  Rogers-Brown  company,  said 
recently:  "The  water  we  have  struck  in 
our  shaft  is  under  sucli  a  pressure  that 
it  forces  good-sized  stones  to  the  surface 
at  the  bottom  of  the  shaft  and  holds  them 
there."  ^  ,    . 

The  whole  region  about  Deerwood  is 
dotted  with  little  lakes,  some  not  more 
than  a  quarter  of  a  mile  apart,  and  these 
lakes  are  supposed  to  be  connected  by 
underground  waterways.  This  will  prob- 
ably be  a  great  drawback  to  mining  oper- 
ations In  Crow  Wing  county,  but  the 
companies  who  are  so  actively  engaged  m 
exploration  work  there  now  are  not  dis- 
couraged. ^  „.  ..  , 
The  Junction  mine  at  Blsbee  pumped 
27,000  gallons  a  mlnutg  from  the  1,000-foot 
level.  On  the  Cuyuna  range  the  ore  lies 
in  few  places  more  than  100  feet  below  the 
surface,  and  it  is  reasoned  that  if  the  Bis- 
bee  mines  took  care  of  27,000  gallons  per 
minute  at  a  depth  of  1,000  feet  and  over, 
it  ought  to  be  a  comparatively  easy  mat- 
ter to  handle  even  more  water  than  that 
with  only  100  feet  to  raise  It. 

There  are  mines  on  the  Mesaba  which 
are  pumping  3,000  gallons  per  minute 
and  over.

ARESTUNG 

Cattle  Raisers  of  South- 
west  Are  Getting  Shab- 
by Deal. 

Packing  Trust  Steadily 

Increasing  Its  Margin 

of  Profit, 


Cattle  raisers  of  the  Southwest  are 
discouraged  over  the  price  of  beef  on 
the  hoof,  says  NV.  T.  Irwin,  at  the  St. 
Louis.  Mr.  Irwin  lives  in  Kansas  City, 
the  central  market  for  the  beef  raising 
country;  Is  a  member  of  the  American 
Shorthorn  Breeders'  association,  and 
is  deeply  Interested  in  the  subject  of 
cattle  raising. 

According  to  Mr.  Irwin,  the  price  of 
beef  on  the  hoof,  and  the  price  obtained 
by  the  packers  for  the  prepared  beef, 
is  entirely  disproportionate.  He  says 
the  packers  are  getting  by  far  the  bes; 
of  it.  He  saya,  further,  that  there  is 
but  little  profit  in  it  for  the  cattle 
raiser. 

The  price  of  meats  has  been  steadily 
increasing  for  the  last  few  years,  say^ 
Mr.  Irwin.  On  the  other  hand,  tIA 
profit  for  the  cattle  raiser  has  shown 
a  corresponding  decrease.  The  ex- 
pense of  reaching  a  market,  the  elim- 
ination of  the  independent  markets, 
and  the  decrease  of  the  price  paid  for 
beef  on  the  hoof,  have  all  served  to  cut 
off  the  source  of  profit  for  the  cattle 
raiser. 

In  Kansas,  Nebraska,  and  In  the  pan- 
handle country  of  Texas,  he  say.«,  you 
can  hear  the  protestation  of  the  cattle 
raist  rs  against  the  unfairness  of  the 
methods  used  by  the  big  packers,  who 
control  the  beef  output  of  the  country. 
Mr.  Irwin  savs  that  a  dealer  is  practi- 
cally forced  to  accept  the  price  of  the 
dealers  at  the  markets  of  Kansas  City 
and  Chicago,  as  they  dictate  the  price 
of  the  cattle  they  buy  as  well  as  set  the 
price  of  meat  after  it  Is  prepared. 
He  says  they  are  in  a  trust  that  abso- 
lutely combines  against  any  independ- 
ent  buying. 

If  a  man  has  a  bunch  of  steers  that 
top  the  market,  an  unusually  tme  lot. 
he  can  command  a  fine  price  If  he 
has  the  ordinary  lot.  such  as  furnish 
the  great  bulk  of  the  beef  for  export 
and  domestic  use,  the  grass  fed  steers 
of  the  Western  plair.s.  he  Is  in  the 
hands  of  the  packers  and  must  accept 
the  price  that  is  set  and  maintained 
by   all    the    packers   of   the   combine.

That  nearly  twenty-five  miles  of 
sidewalk  were  constructed  in  Duluth 
during  1907  at  a  cost  of  $81,719.79,  or 
over  |1  for  each  man,  woman  and 
child  in  the  city,  is  an  astonishing 
feature  of  the  statistics,  from  which 
the  report  of  the  city  engineer  will  be 
compiled. 

There  has  never  before  been  such 
walk  building  activity  in  the  city.  The 
amount  is  nearly  twice  as  great  as 
was  constructed  in  any  one  previous 
year  in  the  history  of  the  city.  The 
increase  in  the  amount  of  concrete 
walks  is  enormous  and  the  result  is 
one  which  proves  that  Duluth  is  not 
lacking  in  civic  pride  and  progressive- 
ness. 

The  total  amount  of  wood  walk  con- 
structed in  the  city  during  the  year  ii^ 
80,289  lineal  feet;  of  concrete  walk, 
51,238  lineal  feet,  or  131,52  7  feet  in 
all.  Of  the  wooden  walks,  77,114  feei 
were  built  by  city  contract,  at  a  cost 
of  $30,851.41,  the  contract  price  per 
1,000  feet  being  $28.50  west  of  Twelfth 
avenue  west  and  $31  east  of  Twelfth 
avenue  west.  Under  private  contracts, 
3,175  feet  were  constructed  at  an  es- 
timated cost  of  $1,152,  giving  a  total 
expenditure  for  wooden  walks  of  $32,- 
003.41. 

Of  the  concrete  walks,  27,568  lineal 
feet  were  built  by  city  contract  and 
:;3,670  feet  by  private  contract,  or  51,238 
feet  in  all.  The  city  paid  16  2-3  cents 
per  square  foot  and  19  cents  per  foot 
for  corners,  the  entire  cost  of  city 
contracts  being  $26,756.38.  On  the 
same  basis  of  cost  private  parties  ex- 
pended $22,959,  or  $49,715.83  in  all.  City 
contracts  called  for  17  cents  per 
square  foot  for  tile  walks  and  10  cencs 
for  relaJd  walks. 

Comparisons  with  the  figures  on 
walk  building  in  1906  give  an  idea  of 
the  immense  strides  made  in  the  year 
just  closed.  In  1907,  wood  walks  were 
constructed  as  follows:  By  city,  48,J38 
lineal  feet;  by  private  contracts,  2,320 
feet;  cost  of  city  walks,  $16,478.30;  cost 
of  private  walks,  $825.  Concreio 
walks,  by  city,  9,377  feet;  by  private 
contract,  19,950;  cost  of  city  walks, 
)f8,571.06;    of   private    walks,    $17,417,3.5. 

The  most  noticeable  feature  of  thy 
figures  is  the  fact  that  there  is  a 
gradual,  but  rapid  shifting  of  senti- 
ment from  the  wood  to  the  concrete 
walks.  The  petitions  for  concrete  con- 
struction were  unprecedented  in  num- 
ber and  amount,  and  the  fact  shows 
that  the  property  owners  are  un- 
doubtedly calling  for  the  more  sub- 
stantial construction,  despite  the  extra 
cost  at  the  beginning. 

The  reason  is  not  hard  to  find. 
Lumber  is  on  the  increase  and  has 
been  for  some  years,  while  the  con- 
struction of  concrete  walls  has  been 
almost  perfected  and  a  minimum 
cost  secured.  The  initial  cost  of 
concrete  walks  Is  but  little  more  than 
one-third  over  wooden  walks  of  the 
same  Avidth,  against  a  life  of  about 
five  years  for  the  wooden  walks, 
and  an  Indefinite  period  for  those  of 
concrete  construction.  The  people 
are  beginning  to  realize  that  the 
extra  Initial  cost  will  be  more  than 
made  up  in  the  extra  durability  of 
the  concrete  walk  and  the  result 
will  be  a  more  sightly  walk  all 
through    the    city. 

The  grades  of  some  of  the  ave- 
nues is  such  that  the  ordinary  con- 
crete walk  does  not  suit  them,  on 
account  of  its  slippery  surface  in  wet 
and  frosty  weather.  On  account  of 
the  increasing  popularity  of  the  con- 
crete walk  and  the  demand  for 
them,  the  city  engineer's  office  has 
been  experimenting  with  devices  to 
obviate  the  difficulty.  Two  methods 
are     found     available.  One     is     by 

corrugating  the  surface  of  the  walk 
and  the  other  by  laying  transverse 
steel    slats   at    regular    interval.s. 

Both  have  been  found  successful 
under  certain  circumstances.  The 
corrugated  walks  are  s,uitable  for 
avenues  of  from  6  to  8  per  cent 
grades.  The  steel  slats  are  advised 
for  avenues  of  steeper  grade,  in 
order    to    be    thoroughly    effective.

and  in  a  sort  of  spirit  of  abandon  went 
to  a  Church  of  England  school  to  pre- 
pare himself  for  the  career  long 
dreamed  of  for  him  by  his  parents 

Here  he  unconsciously  began  the 
period  of  training  that  later  "made* 
him.  He  became  intensely  Interested 
in  the  poets  and  great  prose  authors., 
devoting  the  greater  part  of  his  hours 
of  study  to  them,  and  while  at  this 
school  and  in  Trinity  college  he  found 
his  recreation  in  frequent  trips  Into 
the  Canadian  wilds.  Thus,  while  he  got 
firm  grasp  on  the  Englsh  language 
through  intimacy  with  Its  masters,  he 
was  stocking  his  mind  with  the  Ca- 
nadian "color"  that  was  to  stand  him 
in  good  stead  when  he  should  settle 
down  to  his  life's  work.

For  two  years  thereafter  he 
lectured  with  mediocre  success  on 
English  literature  in  his  alma  mater, 
then  his  health  broke  down,  and  he 
began  his  world  wanderings,  whlcJi 
took  him  to  California,  the  Hawaiian 
Islands,  the  Australian  bush,  Samoa, 
the  Tongo  and  Fiji  groups  of  islands.

A 
good  part  of  this  time  he  wrote  for  a 
Sydney  newspaper,  the  trip  through 
the  South  Seas  being  undertaken  es- 
pecially at  his  behest.

types,    such    as    those    from    the    diluvial 
deposits  of   Europe.     This   is    the   conclu- 
sion reached  by  Dr.  Ales  Hrdlicka  of  the 
L'nlted    States    National    Museiim    as    the 
result   of   an   exhaustive   study    conducted 
for  the  bureau  of  American  Ethnology  of 
all    the    supposedly    early     skeletons     or 
part  of  skeletons  found  on  this  continent 
and    now    preserved    In    collections    or    in 
mu.sleums.       A     report     of    these     investi- 
gations   has    Just    been    published    as    a 
bulletin    of    the    Bureau      of      American 
Ethnology. 
In  summing  up  Dr.   Hrdlicka  says: 
•But   one   conclusion   is  justitied,   which 
Is  that  thus  far  on  this  continent  no  hu- 
man hones  of  undisputed  g"ological  antl- 
quitv   are  known.     This  must   not   be    re- 
garded as  equivalent  to  a  declaration  that 
there  was  no  early  man  in  this  country; 
it  means  only  tliat  if  early  man  did  exist 
in    North    America,    convincing    proof    of 
the  fact  from  the  standpoint  of  physical 
anthropollogy    sllU    remains    to    be    pro- 
duced.'

The  Natchez  pelvic  bone,  black  from 
apparent  age,  although  found  with  bones 
of  extinct  mastodon  and  other  animals 
was  unearthed  In  a  ravine  at  the.  foot  of 
a  cliff.  The  bone.  Probably  stained  by 
the  peatv  soil,  may  well  have  fallen 
down  front  above  and  become  mixed  with 
early  animal  remains. 

The  Lake  Monroe.  Florida,  bones,  con- 
sls-dng  of  "Jaws  with  perfect  teeth  and 
portions  of  a  foot"  were  discovered  b> 
Count  de  Pourtales  in  a  bluff  on  the 
shores  of  Lake  Monroe  Although  ex- 
amined by  Prof.  Agiissiz.  information 
atoout  them  Is  meagre,  and  as  their 
fossilized  state  means  little  »" /»o/»d«;; 
they  can  not  be  accepted  as  proofs  of  the 
presence  of  early  man  in  North  Ameri- 
ca. 

Information  Is  also  lacking  as  to  the 
Soda  Creek.  Colorado,  skeleton  unearth- 
ed bv  gold  miners  twenty-two  feet  down 
in  the  gravel  and  boulders  of  soda  bar. 
It  was  not  fossilized  and  was  apparent-

S.  C.  bones, 
dug  up  together  with  mastodon  r^'^ams 
bv  Prof  F  3.

'nie  Calaveras  Skull. 
The  famous  Calaveras  skull,  on  the 
other  hand,  now  In  the  Peabody  museum 
at  Harvard.  Is  one  of  the  most  examined 
and  di-scussed  skulls  unearthed.  It  was 
discovered  by  a  mine  operator  m  1*56  '" 
a  shaft  he  had  dug  130  feet  below  the 
surface.  It  is  in  a  fossilized  condition. 
\fter  an  exhaustive  study.  Dr.  Hrdlicka 
is  of  the  opinion  that  it  bears  very  close 
resemblance  to  skulls  In  the  United  States 
National  museum  taken  from  caves  in

Nebraska  "loess  man."  unearthed  with 
other  skeletons  from  mounds  by  R.  F. 
Ollder  Prof.  E.  K.  Barbour  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Nebraska  and  others,  la.st  year, 
is  perhaps  of  greatest  present  Interest.  It 
has  been  discussed  In  print  by  .some  of 
the  leading  men  of  science  in  the  country. 
The  most  significant  bones  lay  deep  down 
In  the  mounds  below  others  above  them. 
An  exhaustive  examination  of  them,  how- 


ever has  led  to  the  following  conclusions: 
"If  the  present  knowledge  corcerning 
these  specimens  is  impartially  considered, 
it  is  apparent  that  the  theory  of  a  more 
than  recent  geological  origin  of  any  ol 
them  meets  with  serious  objections,  w  hi  e 
on  the  other  hand,  no  lnsurmountal>le 
obstacle  appears  In  connection  with  tne 
a.-:sumptlon  that  all  are  comparativelj  re- 

'^^Burrowlng  animals  might  well  have 
carried  bones  through  their  tunnels  to 
deeper  levels;  there  are  marks  of  gnaw- 
ing on  some  of  the  deep  bones;  thej  a^e 
just  like  bones  at  higher  levels  as  far  as 
discoloration,  consistency,  and  markings 
go;  some  of  the  deeper  bones  have  been 
scratched  by  some  sort  of  knife  and  sim- 
ilar scvratches  are  on  recent  bones  in 
the  same  mounds;  skulls  of  low  forehead 
and  pronounced  ridges  like  one  of  tnese. 
occur  occasionally  among  modern  In- 
dians; in  fact  there  Is  little  to  support  a 
classification  of  the  bones  found  in  tne 
ancient  soil  apart  from  many  others 
found  near  the  surface.  This  has  led 
Dr.  Hrdlicka  strongly  to  question  an> 
claims  of  antiquity  for  the  Nebraska  re- 
mains. 

Comparative  Studies. 
In  connection  with  these  investigations 
Dr.  Hrdlicka  has  recently  completed  ex- 
tensive studies  of.  a  large  number  of 
skulls  in  the  collection  of  the  Lnlt'-d 
States  National  Museum.  Among  other 
things  these  studies  have  established  tin? 
fact  that  no  great  reliance  can  be  place.l 
upon  a  low  sloping  forehead  and  promin- 
ent ridges  in  determining  tiie  degree  oi 
development  or  the  antiquity  of  skulls.

The  mediaeval  custom  of  .settling

The  development  among  the  French  of 
that  sense  of  humor  Vhlch  is  our  par- 
ticular pride,  and  corisequently  the 
fuller  recognition  of  the  farcical  na- 
ture of  such  a  settlement,  possibly  ac 
count  for  the  disappearance  of  the 
"thirst  for  gore,"  of  that  determination 
to  tight  to  a  finish^  which  formerly 
characterized  the  Frerieh  duel. 

The  following  story  presents  a  strik- 
ing contrast  to  those  we  are  now  ac- 
customed to  hear,  ahd  gives  us  some 
idea  of  the  character  of  those  dashing 
beaux  .sabreura  by  w|(Q&e  aid  Napoleon 
became  the  scourge  qt  Europe. 

In  the  city  of  Straaburg  at  the  close 
of  the  eighteenth  century  soldiers  ot 
ail  ranks  had  ample  opportunities  of 
picking  quarrels  whenever  they  wished. 
.\  captain  of  Hus.sars  named  Fournier 
indulged  in  this  amusement  to  hi.'* 
heart's  content,  and  became  celebrated 
for  his  aggre.ssive  temper  and  his  ad- 
dress with  arms.  Strasburg  had  to  re- 
proach him  for  the  lo.ss  of  her  sons, 
and  especially  for  having  challenged 
without  any  plausible  reason  a  young 
man  named  Blume,  whom  he  killed 
without  the  slightest  pity. 

On  the  very  day  of  Blume's  funeral 
Gen.  Moreau  gave  a  ball,  to  which 
were  invited  all  the  members  of  th«!> 
high  bourgeoisie.  It  was  desirable  to 
avoid  the  .scandalous  scenes  which 
could  not  fall  to  take  place  betvreen 
the  fellow-townSmen,  perhaps  the  re- 
lations, of  the  unfortunate  deceased. 
Gen.  Moreau  therefore  desired  his 
aide-de-camp,  Capt.  Dupont.  to  prevent 
Capt.  Fournier  from  entering  the  ball 
room.

"Tlie  KaisHT's  .\n»erlcan  Trained  Ban- 
ker." 

Frledrlch  Dernberg,  the  latest  Amer- 
ican trained  man  to  become  a  Euro- 
pean "big  gun,"  came  to  this  coun- 
try' especially  to  learn  American  bank- 
ing methods,  after  he  had  cut  his  eye 
teeth  in  banking  in  Berlin.  He  went 
to  work  in  a  minor  position  for  a  oig 
Wall  street  banking  firm  with  exten- 
sive German  connections.  He  was  jo 
diligent  In  business  that  the  firm  was 
loath  to  have  him  return  to  Berlin, 
where  he  to<jk  a  position  as  American 
correspondent  In  a  big  private  bank, 
and  soon  began  moving  rapidly 
toward  the  top  by  applying  the  hust- 
ling methods  he  had  been  drilled  In 
while  here. 

Banking,  however,  was  not  the  only- 
thing  he  studied  during  his  American 
stay.  He  took  a  keen  interest  In  the 
way  we  play  the  game  of  politics,  and 
as  a  result  was  able  to  carry  the  Ger- 
man elections  of  last  January  for  the 
kaiser.  Herr  Bebel.  the  Socialist, 
charges  that  gerrymandering  was  In- 
dulged in  by  the  government  prior  to 
the  election  at  the  instance  of  Mr.

So  ended  a  duel  begun  in  1794  and 
finished  In  1813.

Secretary  Bennett  of  the  United 
States  senate  has  taken  a  wise  step.

When  the  frank- 
ing privilege  was  abolished,  some  thirty 
years  ago,  congress  provided  for  tho 
cost  of  postage  upon  mail  matter  o£ 
memljers  of  the  senate  and  house  by 
allowing  each  senator  and  member  $125 
per  annum  with  which  to  provide 
themselves  with  stationery,  postage 
stamps  and  newspapers.  A  stock  of 
stationery  and  ottlce  supplies  was  pro- 
vided at  each  end  of  the  capitol,  and 
at  the  beginning  of  each  fiscal  year  a 
credit  was  entered  against  the  names 
of  senators  and  members  respectively 
in  these  rooms.  At  first  only  real  sU- 
tionery  was  provided.,  but  in  the  course 
of  a  year  or  'two  the  stocks  were  in- 
crease'd  by  the  addition  of  all  sorts  of 
fancy  articles,  such  as  toilet  set* 
ladies'  handbags,  artistic  clocks,  and 
"articles  of  vertu"  by  the  score. 

Then  came  the  raid.    Clerks,  messen- 
Kers   and   doorkeepers    soon    began     to 
make  it   a    practice,   especially    during 
the  holiday  season,  to  strike  their  oon- 
gressional    friends   for   "orders   on    thJ 
stationery  room,"  and  whi-i;  these  were 
signed  Uiey  would  carry  away  armsful 
of   "prcs-nts,"     sometimes     exiiauatlng 
the  account  of  the  senator  or  member 
and  running  him  into  debt  besides.  This 
was   i>articularly    true    In    the   case   of 
Mr     Manzarc-e    of    New    Mexico,    who 
'was    seated    in    tho    Forty-eighth    con- 
gress   after  a  contest.     Manzares  gave 
gave 'orders  on  -the  stationery  room  to 
every  employe  of  the  house  with  whom 
he  had  ever  come  into  contact.     Wh^n 
he   came   to  settle   he   found    that   Ills 
allowance    had    been    wipixl    uai,    and 
that    more    than    a   moniii's    salary    in 
addition  had  been  charged  against  his 
account  with  Uie  sorgeant-at-arins. 

The  custom  has  fallen  off  in  lat» 
\ears,  and  as  a  rule  members  of  the 
house  have  grown  wise  enough  to  draw 
the  entire  $125,  as  soon  as  they  can  g6t 
it  Then  they  pay  in  caa.h  for  such 
stationery  as  they  require— get  it  from. 
the  committee  rooms  free  of  charge.

There  are  many  relatives  of  senators 
on  the  payrolls  whose  names  do  not  In- 
dicate   the    relationship,    such    for    ex- 
ample as  wife's  relatives.     There  is  a 
feeling  among  some   of  the  older  sen- 
ators who  are  jealous  of  the  traditions 
of   that    body    that   there    is   too   much 
dickering   and    trading    in    senate    pat- 
ronage,   some    senators   apparently    re- 
garding the  patronage  as  a  purely  per- 
sonal perquisite.

Luse,  defendant's  counsel.  witness 
said  there  were  two  direct  wires 
to  Superior  from  the  local  office  of 
the  company.  One  of  these  was 
used  for  quotations  and  the  other 
was  used  for  transmitting  ordei^s  to 
the    Superior    board    of   trade. 

Mistakes  Fretiuently  Came. 
Under  direct  e-xamination  by  Paul 
Ewart.  assistant  district  attorney,  the 
witness  had  said  that  mistakes  would 
very  frequently  come  over  the  quo- 
tation wire,  and  that  he  would  later 
receive  corrections. 

Mr.  Ewart  was  unable  to  under- 
stand how  corrections  could  be  re- 
ceived without  a  great  deal  of  delay. 
He  contended  that  it  had  been  proved 
that  the  quotation  wire  was  busy 
constantly,  and  if  all  of  the  orders 
were  sent  over  the  other  wire,  it 
would  necessarily  have  to  be  busy 
without    ce.s.sation. 

Judge  Luse  brought  out  the  infor- 
mation that  tho  order  wire  was  not 
busy  all  of  the  time,  and  that  even 
if  it  was.  that  it  was  a  comparatively 
easy  matter  to  wire  up  to  Superior 
for  a  correction  on  a  quotation  and 
that  an  answer  would  be  received 
within    a    quarter    of    a    minute. 

The  next  three  witnesses  were  put 
on  the  stand  to  identify  certain  cer- 
tificates of  deposit,  notes  and  checks, 
some  of  which  were  executed  by  the 
Edwards  Wood  company,  and  the 
others  by  one  or  other  of  the  de- 
fendants. 

Identifies  Certificates. 
"William  A.  Miller  of  the  First  Na- 
tional bank  of  this  city  was  one  of  the 
witnesses  put  on  the  stand.  He  iden- 
tified three  certificates  of  deposit,  ag- 
gregating $60,000,  which  were  made 
payable  to  the  Edwards  Wood  com- 
pany. He  said  that  the  bank  received 
in  payment  of  these  certificates  a  great 
mass  of  checks  on  various  small  bank.s 
in  different  parts  of  the  surrounding 
country. 

Witness  also  stated  that  none  of  the 
defendants  had  accounts  at  the  bank. 
They  did  business  with  the  bank  under 
the  "firm  name  of  the  Edwards  Wood 
company. 

Stanley  H.  Bezolr,  assistant  cashier 
of  the  Security  National  bank  of  Min- 
neapolis, was  placed  on  the  stand,  and 
identified  two  checks  of  $20,000  each, 
drawn  on  the  First  National  bank  of 
St  Paul,  in  payment  of  four  notes 
wiiich  the  Minneapolis  bank  held 
against  the  Edwards  Wood  company^

"The  state  of  Minnt»sota  will  % 
dig  forty  miles  of  tlraiuage 
ditclie>i  and  Imild  forty  miles  of 
good  road.s  In  St.  I^ouls  county 
this  coming  summer  without  a 
dollar  of  c.vpcn.se  to  Uie  county 
or  tl»e  taxpayers  in  general." 

The  above  statement  by  George  A. 
Ralph,  engineer  of  the  stale  drainage 
commission,  who  was  in  the  city  to- 
day, carries  with  it  some  idea  of  the 
vast  benefit  that  will  accrue  to  the  new 
agricultural  districts  that  the  ditche.v 
are  about  to  open  up  in  the  country 
adjacent  to  Duluth  this  year. 

Mr  Ralph  came  here  to  attend  the 
hearing  in  the  district  court  on  the  re- 
port of  the  viewers  appointed  by  the 
court  and  the  drainafe:e  commission  to 
appraise  the  cost  ^  according  to  the 
benefits.  The  report  has  been  filed, 
but  there  have  been  1^6  objections  thus 
far  to  the  appraisals.  There  are.  how- 
ever, certain  legal  proceedings  In  the 
way  of  stipulations:  ,  which  must  be 
prepared  and  filed,  so  the  hearing  was 
continued  for  one  week. 

"The  state  drainage  commission, 
said  Mr  Ralph  this  morning,  "is  grati- 
fied with  the  interest  and  encourage- 
ment shown  relative  to  its  efforts  to 
establish  ditches  In  the  swamp  lands 
of  this  part  of  the  state.  There  has 
been  practically  no  opposition.  In  the 
only  Instance  which  I  recall  the  oppo- 
sition is  due  entirely  to  misinforma- 
tion given  those  who  oppose  the 
ditches.  The  Impression  was  given 
out  that  the  state  was  constructing 
ditches  across  swamt^  lands  owned  by 
the  railway  companies,  that  the  lat- 
ter would  escape  benefit  assessments 
by  rea.son  of  their  gross  earnings  tax 
and  that  the  cost  would  fall  on  the 
people  least  benefited. 

Railroad.s  Pay  Share. 
"That  impression  is  wrong  in  every 
particular.  In  the  first  place  the 
draiiiage  commission  secured  from  the 
railway  companies,  whose  lands  would 
be  benefited  by  the  ditches,  a  stipu- 
lation waiving  their  right  to  escape 
a.ssessment  on  account  of  their  grciss 
earnings  tax.  As  a  matter  of  fact  the 
railway  companies  have  ciieerfully 
waived  that  right  and  liave  been  will- 
ing to  contribute  their  share,  and  even 
more  toward  the  expense  of  construct- 
ing the  ditches.

Value  of  the  Work. 

"It  Is  my  belief  that  if  eight  or  ten 
ditches  and  roads  were  constructed  in 
St  Louis  county  every  year  that  the 
population  In  the  agricultural  districts 
benefited  would  double  each  year. 
Drainage  ditches  are  certainly  the 
things  needed  for  the  swamp  land 
country    tributary    to    Duluth. 

"All  the  ditch  work  will  be  done  bj 
'  large  dredges  on  contract  to  the  low- 
est bidder.  The  ditches  will  be  from 
twenty  to  twenty-five  feet  wide  on  toy 
and  an  average  of  six  feet  in  depth 
Good  sized  boats  can  be  floated  in 
them.  By  means  of  lateral  ditche.s  the 
farmers  along  the  route  of  the  state 
ditches  can  make  ample  provision  foi 
the  drainage  or  the  irrigation  of  any 
portions   of  their   farms. 

"I  never  in  my  life  ^aw  land  more 
productive  than  It  is  in  the  south- 
western part  of  St.  Louis  county,  thtJ 
southeastern  part  of  Itasca  and  it 
parts  of  Beltrami  county.  No  other 
part  of  the  country  can  raise  such 
crops  of  hay.  Really,  I  could  tell  some 
almost  startling  things  about  the  pro- 
ductiveness of  the  soil  in  the  locality 
I  have  mentioned,  and  if  anybody  is 
skeptical,  let  him  go  there  and  be  con- 
vinced from  a  personal  Investigation. 
"Just  think  of  Mr.  Hartley  taking 
800  bushels  of  potatoes  to  the  acre 
from  his  island  farm!

It     Is     anticipated     that     In 
the    near    future    the    holding    of    far- 
mers'   Institutes    at   various    points    in 
the    county     will     be    secured     largely 
through    the    efforts    of    the    farmers 
clubs.  ,, 

These    farmers'     clubs    are    usually 
officered    by    pre.sldent,    vice    president 
and    secretary    and    trea.surer.        Gen- 
erally  no   dues   are   required,    but    the 
secretary    keeps    all    minutes    of    the 
meetings    and     copies    of    the    papers 
read    and    the    record    of    the    attend- 
ance at   the   meetings.        It   Is  the   ex- 
pectation   that    the    secretaries    of   the 
various     clubs    will     corre.<;pond     with 
each    other,    exchanging   copies   of   ar- 
ticles   read    at    the    various    meetings, 
and     it     Is    hoped    that     before     long 
a    sufficient    number    of    clubs   of   this 
kind    win    be    formed    to    warrant    a 
convention     of    farmers'     club.s     being 
held    once    or   twice    a    year    at    some 
central    point    in    the    county.        It    is 
also    expected    that    these    clubs    will 
do    much    to    bind    together   the   agri- 
cultural   interests    of    the    county    and 
promote   the   interests   of   all   farmers 
In   this   locality. 

Should  the  farmers  of  any  locality 
In  St.  Loiils  county  be  desirous  of 
forming  a  farmers'  club  In  their 
neighborhood,  the  land  department  of 
the  Duluth  &  Iron  Range  Railway 
company  will  furnish  them  with  a 
copy  of  the  rules  and  bylaws  of  the 
Meadowlands  Farmers'  club  and  to 
give  any  assi.'^tance  It  can  in  helping 
them   to    organize    their    club. 


In  the  primary  market  for  textiles,  im- 
provement is  noticeable  in  many  de- 
partments, especially  as  to  the  num,ber 
of  inquiries.  Buyers  find  accommoda<- 
tlon  more  readily  granted  than  before 
the  curtailments  took  place.  Less  i» 
heard  of  the  general  readjustment  of 
prices,  future  conoessions  dependlaar 
upon  the  statistical  position  of  Individ- 
ual manufacturles. 

Good  Inquirj-  for  Cotton  Goods. 
The  cotton  goods  industry  ha.s  com- 
paratively good  Inquiry  from  China. 
As  to  wioolen  goods,  the  market  for 
staple  fabrics  has  opened  irregularly. 
On  some  departments  prices  are  rela- 
tively higher,  others  are  unchanged 
and  a  few  varieties  are  lower.  In  no 
case  Is  the  charge  more  than  2^  to  6 
cents  a  yard.  Stocks  are  held  at  a  low 
point  by  restricting  production  of  the 
mills  to  actual  orders. 

\Vholesalers  from  the  West  ajid 
South  have  commenced  to  arrive  in 
the  Boston  footwear  market,  but  a  full 
attendance  is  not  expected  until  the 
end  of  next  week.  Shipments  of  boots 
and  shoes  from  Boston  have  fallen  oft 
notably  in  recent  weeks.  Leather  is 
weak  In  tone,  buyers  awaiting  further 
reductions  necessary  to  a  parity  with 
prices  of  hides.  Heavy  sole  is  still  the 
strongest  feature,  owing  to  small  sup- 
plies, but  light  weights  are  offered  at 
concessions,  particularly  low  grades  of 
stock.  Some  tran.sactions  In  packers' 
branded  hides  have  been  made  at 
slightly  higher  prices  than  prevailed 
last  week,  with  no  Improvement  in  na- 
tives, which  now  comprise  most  of  the 
reecipts.  Foreign  dry  hides  are  dis- 
tinctly higher.

Sentiment  improves  and 

Delayed  Contracts  Are 

Now  Expected. 

New    York.,    Jan.    11.— R.    G.    Dun    & 
Co.'s  Weekly  Review  of  Trade     says: 
.Sentiment  has  Improved  in  respon.se  to 
the  better  outlook  in  commercial  lines. 
As  much  projected  business  was  only 
held    back    by    the    inability    to    raise 
funds,    the    easier    money    market    en- 
courages   expectation    that    postponed 
contracts    will    now    be    placed.      The 
percentage  of  Idle  machinery  has  per- 
ceptibly decreased.    Ii-on  and  steel  pro- 
duction had  fallen  very  low  before  the 
revival  occurred,  the  output  of  pig  iron 
at  the  beginning  of  this  month  being 
smaller  than  at  any  time  In  four  years. 
This   urtallment  of   output   has   main- 
tained prices  fairly  steady,  the  average 
now  being  higher  than  on  July  1,  1906.

Herald.) — T.  B.  O'Connor  of  Buffalo, 
grand  president  of  the  Licensed  Tug- 
men's  Prote«:tive  asJRfciation,  had  a 
consultation  with  Congressman  Ryan, 
when  the  latter  was  in  Buffalo  last 
week,  tne  re«ult  of  which  is  that  Mr. 
Ryan  has  introduced  a  bill  which  is 
of  very  great  iny^ortance  to  the  4Kke- 
carrying  interests. 

The  purpose  is  to  amend  the  revised 
statutes  wherein  they  apply  to  inspec- 
lioti  laws  of  steam  vessels.  Mr. 
Ryan's  bill  amends  section  4469  by  pro- 
viding that  no  vessel  subject  to  such 
laws  shall  be  operated,  or  navigated, 
unless  she  has  such  a  complement  ot 
licensed  oflftcers  and  crews  as  may  be 
necessary  In  the  judgment  of  the  local 
inspectors  for  her  suffc  navigation.  The 
bill  also  provides  that  local  inspectors 
snail  enter  in  the  certificates  of  inspec- 
tion such  complement,  but  with  the 
right  to  appeal  tcthe  supervising  in- 
sjMrCtor  and  to  the  head  of  the  office 
in  Washington  against  the  decision  of 
the  local  officers. 

It  also  provides:  that  In  the  event 
of  a  vessel  being  deprived  of  the  serv- 
ic-es  of  such  licenseti  officers,  the  place^ 
may  be  temptM-ariiy  filled  by  unlicensed 
men  until  proper  officers  can  be  ob- 
tained. The  bill  also  makes  it  the  duty 
of  the  inspectors,  when  issuing  a  cer- 
tificate, to  specify  therein  the  number 
of  officers  and  men  that  must  be  em- 
ployed. In  other  words,  the  purposes 
of  the  bill  is  to  place  In  the  steamboat 
inspection  service  tht  pcwer  to  desig- 
nate what  officers  and  men  are  neces- 
sary to  insure  safe  operation  and  nav- 
igation of  steam  vessels  sailing  under 
American  register.

He  says 
the  seed  was  brolght  to  Australia  by  an 
American.  It  has  been  ascertained 
that  the  Australian  coilon  is  fully  as 
fine  as  the  ,cbtlon  grown  here.  Some 
of  the  larger  land  owners  are  taking 
up  the  subject  of  cotton  raising  with 
an  idea  of  exporting  it  to  England.  Mr. 
De  Silvia  believes  that  the  plan  will 
become  highly  successful  and  that  the 
Southern  states  jnay  awake  some  day 
tp  find  a  convpetitor  in  Australia. 

Mr.  De  Silvia  says  that  the  Aus- 
tralians are  going  mad  over  ice  skating. 
They  have  several  artificial  ice  rinks  in 
some  of  the  larger  cities  and  the  peo- 
ple are  "daffy"  about  skattng. 

Labor  is  very  scarce  in  Australia, 
says  Mr.  De  Silvia.  They  are  trying  to 
Induce  men  to  come  to  Australia,  but 
are  not  meeting  with  very  much  suc- 
cess. Wages  are  high  and  living  is 
cheap,  yet  there  seems  to  be  trouble  in 
getting  men  to  come  out  from  England. 


Like  the  American  Indian,  the  native 
black  of  Australia  is  dying  oft'.  Mr. 
De  Silvia  says  they  are  practically 
worthless  in  the  faco  of  advancing 
civilization.  They  are  the  most  den.sely 
ignorant  people  in  the  world  and  are 
unfit  for  labor.  The  government  is 
taking  care  of  some  of  them,  although 
most  of  them  are  in  the  most  remote 
and   wild  parts  of  the  country. 

Mr.  De  Silvia  had  an  exciting 
experience  with  the  cannibals  of  the 
Figi  islands,  four  years  ago.  He 
was  there  with  a  imriy  of  English 
who  were  engaged  in  the  construc- 
tion of  a  sugar  mill.  They  have 
what  are  termed  the  valley  and  the 
mountain  men.  The  mountain  na- 
tives are  the  cannibals,  who  live  in 
the  fastness  of  the  mountain  re- 
treats. When  the  mountain  afcd 
the  valley  men  meet  it  is  war  from 
the   word  go. 

A  party  of  about  twenty  English- 
men took  a  mountain  trip  with  some 
valley  men  as  guides.  When  they 
unexpectedly  came  across  some  of 
the  rtesh  eaters  of  the  hills,  who 
espied  their  hated  enemies,  the  val- 
ley gang,  the  trouble  .started.  Mr. 
De  Silvia  says  the  air  was  fairly 
bristling  with  spears.  The  English- 
men were  armed  with  revolvers  and 
guns,  and  after  a  fight,  during  which 
several  of  the  valley  and  hill  men 
turned  up  their  ebony  toes  and  laid 
down  their  kinky  heads  for  the  la.st 
long  rest,  the  Englishmen  were  able 
to  drive  off  the  mountain  men  and 
escape. 

The  resources  of  Australia  are  only 
in  their  infancy,  .says  the  visitor. 
He  .says  the  exportation  of  wool  is 
increasing,  while  science  is  proving 
that  Australia  is  able  to  produce 
many  more  commodities  than  was 
known  several  years  ago.  He  says 
Americans  are  well  liked  over  there, 
and  that  the  few  in  Australia  are 
doing  very  well.  He  predicts  the 
raising  of  cotton  v.ill  open  a  new 
field  of  endeavor  for  any  Americans 
who  may  wish  to  go  to  the  anti- 
podes.

The  latest  producer  of  long  life  dis- 
covered by  European  physiologists  is 
zoghurt,  a  prepiiralion  of  sour  milk. 
Prof.  Ellas  Metrhiilkow  of  the  Pasteup 
Institute  was  the  first  to  direit  atten- 
tion to  it.  but  no  sooner  h;id  he  done 
so  than  Prof.  Relnhardt  of  Vienna  an- 
nounced that  iie  had  known  all  about 
It  for  years  and  that  It  was  in  general 
use  In  country  parts  of  Bulgaria,  says 
the   New   York  Sun. 

Prof.  Metehnikow's  theory  is  that  the 
ferment  contained  In  the  milk  attacks 
certain  bacteria  which  develop  in  'he 
human  system  and  have  poisonou.s  ef- 
fects. He  has  proved  by  experlm'  nt, 
he  says,  that  the  zoghurt  has  an  al>.«o- 
lutely  disinfecting  inlluenre  and  that 
by  destroying  the  poisonous  germs  It 
not  only  prevents  disease  but  also  ar- 
rests the  proce.ss  of  aging. 

In  a  paper  published  in  the  Austrian 
Review  Dr.  Relnhardt  tells  how  the 
Bulgarians  prepare  the  zoghurt.  I'ow's 
or  goat's  milk  Is  boiled  In  an  open  ves- 
sel until  reduced  to  about  half  it)*  tirig^ 
inal   volume. 

Then  it  is  cooled,  and  when  It  reaches 
a  temperature  of  about  115  degs.  some 
zoghurt  already  prepared  Is  stirred  Into 
It  and  It  is  left  to  ferment.  The  germ, 
which  the  doctor  calls  maya  funuru.'f, 
acts  quickly  and  the  zoghurt  Is  ready 
for  use   In  a  day. 

Dr.  Relnhardt  thinks  the  health  giv- 
ing qualities  of  the  preparation  are 
simply  proved  by  the  fact  th;it  Bulgaria 
In  a  population  of  4,000.0<)0  has  3.Si10  zog- 
hurt eaters  of  100  years  of  age  and  up- 
ward, while  In  the  whole  German  em- 
pire with  61,000,000  people  there  are  only 
seventy-one    centenarians.

HIGHERCLASS^ 
OF  CONSTRUCTION 

Called    for    by    New 

Building  Code  in  New 

York. 

Washington,  Jan.  13.— The  many  ac- 
cidents  and   actual   collapses   of  build- 
ings   while    under    construction      have 
given    force    to    the    warning    of    such 
.conservative    bodies    as    the     Interna- 
tional   Society    of    Building    Inspector.^, 
that    has    long    advocated    more    strin- 
gent  regulations   of   experimental    con- 
struction   in    our    cities.       New    York's 
building    code,    now      being     rewritten, 
calls  for  a  much  higher  class  of  con- 
struction   In    all    grade*    of      buildings 
than    the   old   one   and   it   throws   sucii 
safeguards  about  the  use  of  reinforced 
concrete    as    to    make    that      material 
much  less  attractive  to  the  speculative 
builder.        Seattle    has    Just    passed    a 
new      building     ordinance*     permitting 
standard  steel  construction  to  go  up  to 
sixteen  stories,   but   limiting  reinforced 
concrete   buildings    to    ten   stories,   and 
it,   too,  makes  many  restrictions  as  to 
the  use  of  reinforced  concrete. 

Minneapolis  has  gone  a  step  farther 
and  has  just  passed  an  amendment 
to  its  building  laws,  compelling  every 
owner  who  builds  a  reinforced  con- 
crete building  to  have  a  specially  li- 
censed building  superintendent  con- 
stantly In  charge  of  the  work,  one  di- 
rectly responsible  to  the  city  for  the 
efficiency  of  his  superintendence.  Little 
by  little  thj  authorities  are  awakening 
to  the  fact  that  concrete  is  a  most 
excellent  thing  when  properly  handled, 
but  the  most  dangerous  of  all  building 
materials  if  the  slightest  imperfec- 
tion  is  allowed   in   it. 

Fatal  collapses  of  buildings  have 
grown  altogether  too  common.  A 
radical  reform  is  imperative  and  is  in 
progress.  A  year  ago  one  of  our  Im- 
portant building  journals  exclaimed; 
"The  grey  of  our  concrete  structures 
is  already  too  much  stained  with 
blood.  Shall  we  allow  that  stain  to 
spread  and  grow  still  darker?"  Evi- 
dently our  city  authorities  have  deter- 
mined to  try  and  prevent  the  spread 
of  that  stain.

RUBBER  TUBE 
IN  HIS  CHEST 

Gross  Negligence  on  the 

Part  of  New  York 

Surgeons. 

Red  Lodge,  Mont.,  Jan.  13.— A  start- 
ling instance  of  the  negligence  of  some 
Eastern  surgeon  was  revealed  last 
week  when  Dr.  Gust  Pitkanen,  a  local 
surgeon,  performed  an  operation  on 
Charles  Joakinen,  a  young  Finnish 
miner,  for  the  removal  of  the  cause  of 
a  pain  In  his  chest,  which  had  caused 
him  much  trouble  and  was  gradually 
weakening  him  until  It  was  feared  he 
would   not   recover. 

Joakinen  came  to  the  United  States 
about  six  months  ago.  Shortly  after 
his  arrival  in  New  York  he  became 
afflicted  with  an  abscess  of  the  pleural 
cavity,  which  necessitated  an  oper- 
ation, and  he  entered  a  New  York 
hospital  for  that  purpose.  After  he 
was  released  from  the  hospital  he  came 
to  Red  Lodge,  but  he  did  not  becom » 
strong.  On  the  contrary,  he  grew  stead- 
ily weaker.  Finally  the  local"  doctor 
was  consulted,  who  determined  an 
operation  was  required  to  ascertain  the 
cause  of  the   trouble. 

When  the  former  wound  was 
opened  and  the  cavity  drained  of  the 
pus  that  had  accumulated.  Dr.  Pit- 
kanen wa?  astonished  to  find  in  the 
cavity  two  pieces  of  rubber  tubing, 
four  and  five  inches  long,  respectively, 
to  one  of  which  was  attached  a  safety 
pin  of  fair  size,  badly  rusted.  The 
rubber  tubing  was  nearly  a  half  Inch 
in  diameter.  With  the  removal  of  the 
foreign  substance,  which  had  evi- 
dently been  left  In  the  wound  when 
the  New  York  surgeons  sewed  it  up, 
young  Joakinen  began  to  get  better 
and  Is  now  well  on  the  road  to  re- 
covery.

Less  talk  is  heard  about  changes  in  rhe 
meat  Inspection  law  during  the  past  few 
weeks  than  was  to  be  expected  V\  hen 
the  inspection  clause  was  added  to  the 
auricuUural  appropriation  bill  in  June, 
19U6.  there  was  much  talk  of  a  --surrender 
to  the  meat  trust"  because  the  bill  as 
nnally  f-nacted  provided  that  the  cost  of 
inspection  of  all  meat  products  should  be 
paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the  federal  gov- 
-rnment.  Senator  Beveridge  and  a  few 
other  well  meaning,  but  ill-advised  states- 
men made  strenuous  efforts  to  have  that 
clause  changed  so  as  to  provide  that  the 
cost  of  inspection  should  be  paid  by  the 
consumer  lor  the  packer  as  they  put  it). 
And  at  th'-  same  time  another  committee 
of  congi-ess  was  hatiching  a  bill  designed 
to  insure  the  purity  of  all  food  products. 
No  suggestion  was  ever  made  to  put  the 
cost  of  inspection  of  canned  g'XJds,  other 
than  meats,  upor.  the  packer.  Drugs  and 
f.»o«l  products  of  all  descriptions  includ- 
ing spirituous  and  malt  liquors,  wmes. 
etc  ,  are  subject  to  inspection  by  the  fed- 
eral officers,  but  it  was  never  .suggested 
that  the  packers  of  vegetables  should  pay 
for  the  federal  inspection. 

At  the  opening  of  the  present  congress. 
Senator  Deveridge  introduced  his  bill  lo 
nake  the  meat  packer  pay  for  federal  in- 
.^p^>ction.  it  was  expected  that  this 
would  be  followed  by  a  protest  of  great 
prop.irtions  from  Chicago,  and  the  gentle- 
men who  hang  around  the  hotels  waitln;,' 
for  an  opportunity  to  offer  their  services 
in  -aid  of  legislation"  prepared  for  a  fat 
and  prosperous  winter.  But  the  --beef 
trust"'  seems  to  be  indifferent  as  to  thi 
outcome  and  there  Is  a  very  good  reason. 
If  the  packers  are  charge^  wiih  the  cost 
of  insoHction  they  will  certainly  add  that 
coat  to  the  price  of  their  products,  and  a* 
a  greater  precaution  they  will  see  to  it 
that  cattle  growers  and  hog  raisers  bear 
t.*>eir  full  share  of  the  expens.-.  The  cat- 
tle men  knew  this  better  than  anyone 
else.  It  w-as  because  of  the  plea  of  these 
gentlemen  that  the  house  committee  on 
agriculture  changed  the  Beveridge  amend- 
ment in  I'JiW.  and  now  Secretary  Wilson 
has  come  out  on  tho  side  of  the  stock 
raiser.  Tiie  secretary  declares  that  the 
meat  insixrction  law  is  working  to  the  en- 
tire satisfaction  of  the  agricultural  de- 
fartment  and  of  the  people  generally. 
fe  can  see  no  good  reason  for  tinkering 
with  the  act  and  expresses  the  wish  that 
congrss  will  permit  matters  to  run  alung 
as  they  are.  But  then  .some  wise  states- 
men vvho  «lf'sire  notoriety  more  than  th  ' 
public  good,  may  conclude  that  they  neevl 
some  advertising  and  they  may  force  a 
change  In  the  law  yhlch  will  result  only 
in  adding  to  the  profits  of  the  "beef 
trust."

"The 
subject  is  an  important  one,'  .said  the 
.senator  today,  "and  it  w^ill  require  great 
care  to  frame  a  measure  which  will  pro- 
tect the  Interests  of  all  concerned.  I  do 
not  think  the  matter  will  be  disposed  of 
ii-istily  and  certainly  not  until  we  have 
had  ample  opportunity  to  get  at  the 
merits  of  both  sides  of  the  controversy." 

TROOPS  ARE 

NOT  NEEDED 


At  Goldfield,  is  Commis- 
sioner's Report— Will 
be  Withdrawn. 

Washington,  Jan.  13.— President 
Roosevelt  has  determined  to  withdraw 
the  federal  troops  from  Goldfield,  Nev., 
shortly  after  the  legislature  begins  Its 
special  session  Tuesday.  This  intention 
was  made  known  at  the  White  House 
yesterday,  when  the  report  of  the  spe- 
cial investigating  committee  was  made 
public,  together  with  a  letter  from  the 
president  to  Governor  Sparks  dated 
Jan.  4.  The  president  says  he  shall  be 
governed  by  the  recommendations  in 
the  report,  unless  the  governor  can 
show  that  the  statements  of  the  report 
are  not  In  accordance  with  the  facts. 
The   report  says: 

"The  conditions  did  not  support  the 
general  allegations  in  the  governor's 
request  for  troops,  nor  were  his  spe- 
cific statements  established  to  any 
such  extent  as  to  Justify  his  use  of 
those  statements  for  the  purpose  of 
getting  federal  troops." 

Should  Remove  Troops. 

It  concludes  with  this    reconxmend- 


ation:  "But  we  also  most  firmly  be- 
lieve that  upon  the  assembling  of  the 
legislature,  or  within  a  few  days  there- 
after, the  troops  should  be  removed, 
regardless  of  any  request  for  their 
retention  that  may  be  made  by  either 
the  legislature  or  the  governor  of  Ne- 
vada, it  being  essential  that  the  state 
of  Nevada  shall  understand  this  situ- 
ation completely,  shall  recognize  the 
fact  that  there  will  at  that  date  be 
thrown  upon  it,  and  it  alone,  the  prim- 
ary responsibility  of  keeping  order, 
and  that,  recognizing  this  responsibility. 
It  may  take  such  action  as  is  the  duty 
of  the  state,  and  as  will  be  sufficient 
in  the  premises."

"I  have  just  received  the  report  of  the 
three  gentlemen  (Murray,  Smith  and 
Neill)  which  sets  forth  in  the  most 
emphatic  language  their  belief,  after  a 
careful  investigation  on  the  ground, 
that  there  was  no  warrant  whatever 
for  calling  on  the  president  for  troops, 
and  that  the  troops  should  not  be 
kept  indefinitely  at  Goldfield.  The  re- 
port further  states  that  there  was  na 
insurrection  against  the  power  of  the 
ptate  at  the  time  the  troops  were  called 
for,  that  nobody  supposed  that  there 
was  such  an  insurrection  and  that  none 
of  the  conditions  described  in  sections 
5297-8-9  of  the  revised  statutes  as  war- 
rating  Interference  by  the  federal  gov- 
ernment existed,  and  the  effort  was 
plainly  an  effort  by  the  state  of  Ne- 
vada to  sustain  the  performance  by 
the  United  States  of  ordinary  police 
duties  which  should,  as  a  matter  of 
course,  be  performed  by  Nevada  sher- 
iffs. 

"I  agree  with  the  recommendations 
of  the  report,  of  which  I  enclose  a  copy, 
and  shall  act  accordingly.  Unless  it  can 
be  shown  that  the  statments  of  the 
report  are  not  m  accordance  with  the 
facts,  it  Witt  be  incumbent  upon  the 
legislature  of  Nevada  when  it  con- 
venes itself  to  provide  for  enforcement 
of  the  laws  of  the  state.  The  state 
of  Nevada  must  Itself  make  a  strong 
effort  in  good  faith  to  perform  the  po- 
lice duties  incumbent  to  the  existence 
of  a  state."

A  NATIONAL  CURSE. 

It  is  very  doubtful  if  the  people  of  this  country  fully 
aipreciate,  as  yet,  the  harm  which  Wall  street  gambling 
WDfks.  If  they  did,  they  would  hardly  consent  to  permit 
it  to  continue  without  regulation. 

What  is  said  to  have  happened  to  the  nation  to  cause 
the  panic  of  last  fall  is  a  shortage  of  money  and  of 
credit.  There  wasn't  enough  of  either  to  permit  busi- 
ness to  go  on  at  the  speed  it  had  attained.  The  short- 
age bec-ime  noticeable  rirst  in  Wall  street,  where  for 
some  time  •call  money"  rates  had  been  mounting  to 
absurd  heights.  When  there  wasn't  enough  money  to 
si:pply  Wall  street,  where  fancy  prices  were  paid  for  it, 
it  was  hardly  to  be  expected  that  bankers  would  deal 
generously  with  legitimate  business,  which  could  afford 
to  pay  only  reasonable  rates  of  interest, 
street  was  wdling  to  pay  lo.  50  or  100  per  cent 
n.oney,  what  show  had  a  railroad  or  a  merchant  who 
could  pay  only  6  or  7  per  cent? 

The  New  York  World,  in  a  full-page  editorial  headed 
"\Vall  Street— Worst  of  Gambling  Places,"  sets  out  to 
n.ake  it  clear  what  harm  Wall  street  gambling  does  the 
nation.  It  shows  how  the  present  reserve  system  is  cun- 
ningly devised  to  divert  the  country's  money  to  New 
\ork,  where  the  gamblers  may  use  it.  Three  cities— 
Xew  York,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis— are  made  central 
reserve  cities,  where  banks  must  keep  in  cash  25  per  cent 
of  their  deposits.  Banks  in  twenty-eight  other  reserve 
c  ties  must  also  keep  25  per  cent  reserv,  but  only  half  of 
this  need  be  in  cash,  the  other  half  being  allowed  to  be 
deposited  in  New  York,  Chicago  or  St.  Louis  banks.  In 
all  other  communities  the  banks  must  retain  a  reserve  of 
15  per  cent,  of  which  they  need  have  in  cash  only  two- 
fifths,  the  other  three-fifths  being  allowed  to  drift  to  the 
riserve  banks.  This  tilts  the  financial  plane  so  that  the 
money  runs  down  hill  to  the  great  commercial  center, 
Wall   street. 

When  Wall  street  banks  can  get  20  to  50  per  cent 
for  their  money,  it  is  useless  to  expect  that  commercial 
banks  in  the  interior  will  be  able  to  compete  for  the 
money  supply.  As  the  World  says,  "Wall  street  thus 
became  a  great  funnel  into  which  the  savings  of  the 
people,  instead  of  being  available  to  the  local  manufac- 
turer or  the  local  storekeeper,  were  drawn  by  higher 
rates  of  interest  to  the  stock  exchange." 

Now  the  country  has  not  enough  money  to  conduct 
its  business  enterprises  and  its  vast  gambling  enterprises, 
too.  When,  under  the  process  described  above,  Wall 
itreet  gathers  in  so  much  of  the  nation's  money  for  its 
gambling  game,  it  is  quite  clear  that  sooner  or  later 
I'liere  is  going  to  be  a  shortage  of  money  for  industrial 
uses,  no  matter  how  much  currency  the  nation  has. 

When  a  business  man  neglects  his  business  affairs  and 
devotes  his  time  to  a  green-colored  table  adorned  wMth 
-  ;ards  and  chips,  it  is  bad  for  his  business.  When  a 
nation  is  so  situated  that  the  money  it  needs  to  do  its 
legitimate  business  is  inevitably  drawn  to  a  gambling 
center  for  gambling  uses,  it  is  bad  for  legitimate  busi- 
ness. 

No  Aldrich  currency  patchwork  will  remedy  this 
condition.  Indeed,  judging  from  the  source  of  this 
measure,  it  is  likely  to  tilt  the  financial  plane  a  littlo 
more,  and  to  increase  the  flow  of  the  nation's  money  to 
Wall  street  to  be  used  in  more  gambling-exploitation  of 
the  people. 


any  person  caught  at  it  should  have  his  tongue  slit  and 
his  ears  permanently  plugged,  and  be  sentenced  to  a 
pillory  provided  only  for  such  offenders.  And  suppose, 
to  make  the  picture  complete,  that  the  honest  people 
of  the  community  all  constituted  themselves  officers  to 
effect  the  enforcement  of  this  law,  so  that  no  gossip 
dared  trust  anybody  with  his  tales. 

Imagine  a  meeting  of  the  sewing  circle,  or  the  after- 
noon bridge  club.  Mrs.  Malpense  suddenly  breaks  into 
speech,  with  an  air  of  captivating  mystery,  and  says: 
•Oh,  say!  Have  you  heard—"  And  then,  as  suddenly 
as  she  started,  she  stops.  She  remembers  the  law 
and  its  dread  punishment,  and  becomes  fearful  that  one 
or  more  of  her  associates  may  be  agents  of  the  authori- 
ties in  the  enforcement  of  the  anti-gossip  law.  So  she 
pas:,es  it  off  as  best  she  can,  and  the  circle  resumes  its 

work. 

Or  fancy  an  afternoon  at  the  club,  where  a  number 
of  men  are  engaged  in  cheerful  conversation  and  other 
things.  Mr.  Backbiter  puts  on  an  air  of  being  full  of 
important  news,  and  inquires:  "Say,  have  you  heard 
that  old—"  Then  he  remembers.  An  air  of  blank 
alarm  succeeds  his  look  of  prcgant  importance,  and  hi? 
remark  dwindles  into  some  flat  and  unprofitable  reflec- 
tion upon  the  weather. 

Or  suppose  that  in  the  heat  of  a  political  campaign 
one  of  the  candidates,  discussing  the  situation  with  a 
voter,  takes  up  the  merits  and  demerits  of  his  opponent. 
Holding  his  dear  friend— all  voters  are  dear  friends  just 
before  election— firmly  by  the  buttonhole,  he  pours  his 
own  claims  into  the  listless  ears,  and  then  say^:^^  "-^"^ 
as  to  my  opponent,  do  you  know  that  they  say—" 

And  then  he  stops,  frowns,  mufters  something  about 
•confounding    that    anti-gossip    law,"    and    changes    the 

subject. 

Those  familiar  phrases,  "I  wouldn't  have  it  repeated 
for  the  world,  but-;"  "Now  don't  you  say  a  word  about 
it  to  anybody,  but-;"  and  "Don't  say  I  said  anything, 
but—;"  all  these  sinister  beginnings  would  end  where  they 
began,  and  fear  of  the  slit  tongue,  the  sealed  ear  and  the 
pillory  would  shut  off  the  usual  accompanying  stories, 
all  calculated  to  do  harm  to  somebody. 

It  would  be  very  interesting,  indeed,  if  such  a  dream 
as   this   could   come   true.     Aho,  life   would   be   sweeter 
■ul   cleaner   and   humanity   much   more   respectable   and 
bearable.

THE  UPRISING  OF  THE  MASSES. 

Some  thousands  of  German  citizens  made  demonstra 
tions  in  Berlin  yesterday  that  attracted  the  deep  concern 
of  the  authorities.  It  is  related  that  40,000  Socialists, 
with  many  thousands  of  sympathizers,  participated  in 
parades  and  mass  meetings.  The  police  officers  were 
kept  very  busy  all  day  breaking  up  street  gatherings 
and  dispersing  unruly  crowds.  It  was  a  delicate  task, 
too,  because  while  no  violence  was  attempted  by  the 
crowds,  they  were  evidently  in  deadly  earnest,  and  if 
the  police  had  been  tactless  enough  to  make  a  martyr 
or  two  by  shooting  there  is  no  telling  what  might  have 
liappcned.  The  police,  however,  used  good  judgment, 
and  as  the  "mob"  did,  too,  nothing  very  serious  hap- 
pened. 

All  these  disturbed  and  disturbing  citizens  of  Ger- 
many ask  is  the  right  to  vote.  They  are  beginning  to 
realize  that  it  is  not  in  republics  alone  that  "governments 
derive  their  just  powers  from  the  consent  of  the  gov- 
ernecd."  The  world  belongs  to  its  people;  not  to  self- 
constituted  aristocrats  or  plutocrats  who  may  have 
come  into  the  places  of  power.  It  is,  therefore,  only  a 
question  of  time  before  all  peoples  will  demand  that  the 
power  of  government  be  restored  to  them;  and  that  in- 
volves the  full  and  unrestricted  right  to  vote— not  only 
upon  men  but  upon  measures. 

We  have  that  in  this  country,  you  say?  Not  quite, 
as  yet.  We  are  not  yet  allowed,  as  a  rule,  to  vote  upon 
measures.  Ultimately  the  people  will  not  only  initiate 
measures,  but  will  pass  upon  them  at  the  polls  when 
legislative  bodies  initiate  them.  Those  in  power  will 
not  extend  the  privilege  until  they  are  compelled  to 
do  so,  however,  because  they  fear  that  its  operation 
may  contain  dangers  to  property  interests,  which  are 
yet  more  sacred  in  our  political  Sanhedrin  than  the 
rights  of  man. 

But  it  is  coming,  and  so  is  universal  suffrage  in  the 
German  empire.

One  may  well  question  the  truth  of  the  statement 
that  the  ordinance  is  being  successfully  enforced,  unless 
it  is  accompanied  by  pretty  strong  evidence.  The  gos- 
sip, who  is  an  abomination  and  a  plague  in  every  com- 
munity, is  especially  pernicious  and  active  in  a  small 
town  "where  everybody  knows  everybody  else's  busi 
ness."  It  is  almost  beyond  belief  that  any  city  or  village 
ordinance   would  put   a  stop   at  once   to  the   spread  of 


gossip. 

Yet  how  interesting  it  would  be  if  it  were  possible  to 
pass  a  law  forbidding  gossip,  and  to  enforce  it  rigidly. 
Suppose,  just  as  a  pleasing  fancy,  that  in  Duluth,  say, 
there  were  a  law  forbidding  gossip,  and  providing  that 


that  certain  Minnesota  dailies  have  cut  off  the  time- 
honored  courtesy  of  exchange  with  the  country  news- 
papers: "The  only  newspaper  which  has  not  joined  in 
this  agreement  is  The  Duluth  Herald,  in  many  respects 
the  best  and  greatest  daily  in  the  state.  The  Herald  is 
not  willing  to  sever  its  paternal  relations  with  the  coun- 
try newspapers  in  order  to  save  a  few  dollars,  and  in 
the  end  we  doubt  not  that  The  Herald  will  find  the 
friendship  of  the  country  boys  a  valuable  asset." 

All  of  which  is  acknowledged  with  deep  appreciation 
and  gratitude  for  its  pleasant  comments  on  this  news- 
paper's standing.  Just  one  correction  The  Herald  would 
make:  its  relations  with  the  country  press  are  not 
paternal,  but  fraternal,  and  such  it  hopes  they  may  ever 
remain. 

And  as  to  whether  or  not  The  Herald  will  find  "in 
the  end"  that  the  "friendship  of  the  country  boys  is  a 
valuable  asset,"  it  should  be  said  right  here  and  now 
that  it  always  has  been  a  valuable  asset.  More  than  that, 
it  always  has  been  a  source  of  great  satisfaction  and 
pleasure  to  this  newspaper  to  know  that  it  had  the  friend- 
ship of  the  country  press;  and  that  knowledge  is  in  itself 
a  greater  thing  than  an  "asset." 

Yet  an  asset  the  relationship  between  The  Herald  and 
the  country  press  certainly  is.  The  country  press  reflects 
public  sentiment  far  more  accurately,  as  a  rule,  than  does 
the  city  press.  This  is  natural,  and  not  entirely  due  to 
the  fact  that  many  city  papers  are  more  or  less  circum- 
scribed by  the  relations  of  their  owners  with  selfish  in 
terests.  The  country  editor  knows  his  community  far 
better  than  the  city  editor  can  possibly  know  his.  There- 
fore, the  reflections  of  the  country  press,  as  compiled 
daily  on  this  page  of  The  Herald  under  the  head  of 
"Minnesota  Opinions,"  furnish  a  valuable  insight  into 
the  current  of  thought  among  the  people  of  the  state. 
In  this  way,  as  it  enables  The  Herald  to  provide  itf 
readers  with  a  mirror  of  public  opinion  in  the  state 
which  reflects  the  play  of  sentiment  and  the  changing 
and  progressing  views  of  an  enlightened  people,  the 
visit  of  these  newspapers  each  week  becomes  a  valuable 
asset,  valuable  not  only  to  The  Herald  but  to  its  readers. 
For  these  reasons,  and  because  it  enjoys  its  relations 
with  the  country  press  and  finds  them  profitable,  with 
the  advantage  by  no  means  all  on  one  side.  The  Herald 
will  try  and  worry  along  awhile  longer  on  the  old  basis 
of  exchange.  What  the  greedy  paper  trust  will  force  the 
newspapers  to  do  in  the  end,  no  man  can  say,  but  so 
long  as  the  trust  will  let  it.  The  Herald  will  continue 
to  exchange  with  those  country  weeklies  whose  apt  and 
pertinent  and  timely  comments  on  Minnesota  progress 
and  politics  it  has  always  found  so  profitable  and  enter- 
taining.

There  is  no  more  reason 
for  iioldiiig  me  out  than  there  is  for 
leaning  those  men.  Little  Jim  is  iny 
property.  1  purcliased  him  from  Mr. 
Ansiey  as  a  bonaiide  busineijs  proposi- 
tion, and  the  story  that  I  i-eceived  liim 
in  payment  of  a  debt  is  false.  Mr. 
Ansiey  is  in  a  position  to  pay  his  debts 
in  the  proper  way.  and  Uie  story  that 
has  been  circulated  isn't  just  to  him." 

Bob  Cherry,  who  lias  liad  charg-e  of 
the  little  pacer  for  two  years,  and  who 
was  responsible  for  the  wonderful  suc- 
cesses of  Little  Jim  in  Northern  Min- 
nesota and  Wisconsin  last  year,  has 
been  retained  by  Mr.  Prerker,  and  will 
continue  to  handle  tiie  horse.

He  testified  as  to  existing 
conditions,  telling  how  local  business 
interests  were  put  at  great  disadvan- 
tage in  getting  trade  in  this  terri- 
tory through  the  fact  that  outside  in- 
terests are  given  free  storage  through 
the  winter  months,  November  to  May, 
on  goods  shipped  here  via  tlie  lakes  and 
consigned  to  points  West  and  South  of 
here,  while  local  business  interests  were 
maintaining  their  own  warehouses  at 
considerable  expense.  He  admitted  that 
some  of  the  local  wholesalers  were  also 
taking   advantage  of   the  free     storage 

offered. 

He  said  thousands  of  dollars  were 
saved  annually  to  outside  houses  be- 
cause of  the  free  storage,  and  asserted 
lliat  a  person  could  take  advantage  of 
conditions  and  do  a  wholesale  business 
without  maintaining  any  warehouse  at 
all,  depending  entirely  upon  the  free 
storage  granted  by  the  railroads  in  Du- 
luth. This  storage  is  offered  on  the 
provision  that  shipments  shall  go  out 
over  the  rails  of  the  roads  storing  the 
goods. 

The  goods  thus  stored  are  billed  as  in 
transit,  and  are  not  subject  to  taxation. 
They  are  billed  to  interior  points  on 
the  low  through  rates  from  the  East. 
He  said  railroad  officials  had  told  him 
they  would  be  glad  to  do  away  with 
free  storage  if  the  other  lines  would 
agree  to  do  the  same.  The  same  prac- 
tice is  indulged  in  at  Milwaukee,  Chi- 
cago, Gladstone,  Mich.,  and  other  lake 
ports. 

T.  P.  Rowe,  traffic  manager  for  Mar- 
shall-Wells, was  the  next  witness 
called.  His  testimony  was  along  the 
same  line  as  Mr.  Magner's,  and  he  said 
ofiicials  of  every  road  entering  the  city 
had  told  him  they  would  be  glad  to  dis- 
continue the  practice  if  others  would  do 
the  same,  and  further  said  that  corre- 
spondence he  had  had  with  outside 
roads,  doing  business  at  Milwaukee, Chi- 
cago, etc.,  contained  statements  to  the 
same  effect.

DANCING  BY  THE  MILE. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Paris  Acad* 
emy  of  Teachers,  Authors  and  Professom 
of  the  Dance,  Prof.  M.  E.  Glraudet,  who 
is  all  three,  broke  out  into  figures,  say^ 
the  New  York  Sun.  He  read  a  statistical 
pajM?r  on  the  acquirement  of  the  art  ot 
dancing,  which  he  said  was  based  on 
observation  of  2,500  pupils.  These  ars 
some  of  the  questions  tliat  he  undertook 
to  settle: 

What  is  the  number  of  steps,  beat^ 
demi-beate,  movements  of  the  leet  and 
turns  necessary  to  each  dance? 

What  distanci^  is  traveled  in  each? 

Wliat  speed  sliould  the  various  dances 
have'? 

What  time  and  how  much  study  ari 
required  to  acquire  perfect  proficiency  in 
dancing'.' 

He  found  that  six  and  a  half  hours  wa« 
tiuK!  enough  to  become  complete  master 
of  the  ordinary  waltz  with  the  reversing 
movement.  He  considers  that  it  should 
be  danced  to  very  slow  music,  and  that  In 
the  three  steps  which  go  to  each  bar  of 
tile  music  a  distance  of  2  feet  «  inchea 
sliould  be  traversed. 

The  speed  should  be  forty-four  bars  of 
music  a  minute.  Involving  really  132  move- 
ments of  the  feet  and  twenty-two  com- 
plete revolutions  of  the  daneing  coaple. 
i'he  duration  of  a  dance  should  not  ex- 
ceed six  minutes.  Tlie  pupil  stiould  be 
proficient  after  about  sixty-live  trials  in- 
volving 17,160  bars  of  music,  51,4>>o  siei*i 
t,.5i0  turns,  and  a  distance  of  about  38,870 
feet,    more    than    seven   miles. 

The  ordinary  waltz,  without  reversing, 
may  be  learned  in  about  four  hours  and 
ton  minutes,  with  about  42,<;iW  steps,  7,M» 
turns  and  a  distance  traveled  of  2i>,500  feet. 
Or  about  live  and  a  halt  miles. 

Onlv  an  hour  and  forty-five  minutes  U 
nece.ssarv  to  acquire  tiie  niazu-ka.  It 
needs  14"4i^J  steps,  1,207  turns  and  about 
10,595  yards  or  about  two  miles  dancing. 

The  polka  is  another  easy  one.  It  needs 
twenty-eight  practice  dances  of  four  min- 
utes each  to  bring  perfection.  This  means 
i),2(H)  steps,  2,S0tJ  revolutions  and  a  dis- 
tance of  13,5i»  feet,  or  approximately  two 
and  a   half    miles.

Llllle,"  all  but  Prof.  Lewis,  who  con- 
tinued to  bestow  his  attentions  with 
the  same  impartiality  for  which  he 
was  noted,  it  being  the  merest  of 
chance  happenings  that  now  left  him 
In  her  society  for  an  uninterrupted 
hour.

Over  2,000  people,  including  many 
from  the  surruuniling  towns,  gathered 
jesterday  at  the  liill  of  the  Duluth  Ski 
club  at  Chester  creek  for  the  annual 
tuornament  of  the  club,  the  inaugural 
cf  the  season  of  1908  in  the  Scundina- 
>  ian  sport  in  Duluth.  Though  there  has 
t»een  little  snow  this  winter,  the  efforts 
t'f  the  club,  hauling  snow  by  team 
from  the  grounds  in  ihc  vicinity  of  the 
flide.  had  put  the  hiii  in  tairiy  good 
^hape  and  there  was  i\o  hitch  in  the 
proceedings  on  account  of  the  lack    of 

MU>\V. 

The  day  was  ideal  for  the  specta- 
tors, if  not  for  the  jumpers.  There 
was  hardly  a  breath  ot  wind  and  the 
liigh  temperature  prevented  the  dis- 
comfort which  usually  comes  of  follow- 
ing a  ski  tournament  in  the  open.  Few 
of  the  people,  who  remained  through 
the  performance  of  the  jumpers  yester- 
<lay,  suffered  any  inconvenience  from 
the  cold,  and  those  who  did  become 
chilled  took  refuge  in  the  club  house, 
■jfhich  is  a  great  improvement  on  the 
tournament    facilities    this    year. 

On  account  of  the  lack  of  snow  and 
i.ho  fact  that  the  riders  have  had  little 
opportunity  to  practice  this  year,  only 
about  '1\M  feet  of  the  300-foot  slide  was 
jsed  and  the  records  were  not  as  good 
as  will  be  made  in  the  national  tour- 
nament. But  the  jumps  were  long  and 
.'jpectaucular  enough  to  arouse  en- 
thusiasm and  everyone  thoroughly  en- 
joyed the  sport.  There  was  a  battery 
of  pohiographers  on  the  ground,  repre- 
:»enting  the  local  and  Twin  City  news- 
papers, besides  men  from  the  Washing- 
ton Pose  and  Portland.  Or.,  newspapers. 
They  secured  pictures  of  the  dift'ereni 
famous  riders  and  also  of  John  Rudd's 
sensational  somersault  in  the  air  while 
;>n  skis. 
Under  the  unfavorable  conditions,  the 
professional  junipers  showed  up  well.

George  Jacobs-jn  ltd  the  amateurs 
with  a  jump  of  74  feet,  and  E.  S.  Hen- 
drun  was  st^oiid  with  67  feet.  Arnold 
Olson  was  the  star  of  the  Class  B. 
amateurs,  with  jumps  of  72  and  76  feet.

THREAT  OF  GRIP

"The  increased  mortality  of  the 
last  three  weeks  from  lung  affections 
following  attacks  of  grip,  emphasizes 
more  than  ever  the  necessity  for 
nursing    an    initiatory    cold.

EXCITEMENT 

AT  BERLIN 

Monster    Demonstration 

of  Socialists  Occurs  at 

the  Capital 

Berlin,    Jan.    13.— The    determination 
of  the   .Socialists  to  secure   direct   uni- 
versal   suffrage,    combined    with    their 
indignation      against      Von       Buelow's 
curt  declaration  refusing  their  demand, 
gave  rise  yesterday  to  an  unusual  scene 
and  a  monster  popular  demonstration, 
accompanied  by  disorders  in  the  streets 
of   the   Prusian  capital  in   which  40,0t.)0 
organized    iSocialists    participated    with 
30,<jOO   sympathizers  from   time    to    lime 
actively   joined    in    the   demonstrations. 
One   of   the    most   remarkable   features 
of    the    uprising    was    the    number    of 
women  wnu  participated,  and  they  ap- 
peared even   more  earnest   in  their  ac- 
tivities than  the  men.     The  authorities 
took  the  sternest  measures  to  prevent 
disorders  and  the  strictest  precautions 
to  protect  the  assembly  and  any  other 
public   buildings   and   Prince   Von   Bue- 
low's residence  against  the  outburst  of 
fury.     Groups  in  the  strelets  were  dis- 
persed   in    the   most    vigorous   manner, 
and    collisions    between    processions    of 
manifestatnts    and    the    police    resulted 
in  the  injury  of  a  considerable  number 
of  the  demonstrators,  but  so  far  as  is 
known    no    fatalities    occurred    in    this 
city.    The  police  refrained  from  making 
arrests,  except  in  cases  of  extreme  vio- 
lence. 

The  movement  extends  through  Prus- 
sia, where  the  Socialists  are  exception- 
ally numerous.  Reports  received  from 
other  cities,  however,  do  not  indicate 
that  the  demonstratjong  here  were  ac- 
companied  by  violence.

MANUFACTURES 
IN  COMMERCE 

Of  United    States— Ex- 
ports Aggregated  $750,- 
000,000  in  Last  Year. 

Washington,  Jan.  13.— Exports  of 
manufactures  from  the  United  Stales 
aggregated  more  than  $750,000,000  in 
value  in  the  calendar  year  1907.  Eleven 
months'  figures  supplied  by  the  bureau 
of  statistics  of  the  department  of  com- 
merce and  labor  show  exports  of 
manufactures  aggregating  over  $700,- 
000,000,  a  monthly  average  during  thos^ 
eleven  months  of  $64,000,000,  thus  jus- 
tifying the  statement  that  the  De- 
-ember  figures,  not  yet  available,  will 
bring  the  total  for  the  year  above  the 
$750,000,000  line. 

This  means  that  the  exports  of 
manufactures  have  averaged  more 
than  $2,000,000  a  day  during  the  entue 
year,  including  every  day  in  the  cal- 
endar year.  It  was  only  beginning 
with  the  year  1899  that  the  exports^  of 
manufactures  reached  as  much  as  51,- 
000  000  per  day,  basing  the  statement 
upon  the  average  of  the  year,  while 
prior  to  1S90  they  had  never  reached 
as  much  as  $500,000  a  day.  On  only 
three  occasions  during  the  past  year 
did  the  value  of  manufactures  export- 
ed fall  below  $60,000,000  for  a  single 
month.  In  the  month  of  June  they 
exceeded  $70,000,000.  or  as  much  for 
that  single  month  as  those  of  the  en- 
tire year  1870  and  considerably  more 
than  in  any  twelve  months'  period 
prior  to  that  year.  The  value  of  manu- 
factures exported  in  1907  will  approxi- 
mate $770,000,000  against  $311,000,000  in 
1897  $149,<300,0OO  in  1887,  $144,000,000  in 
1877'  $59,000,000  in  1867,  and  $41,000,000 
in  i857,  the  figures  of  these  earlier 
periods  being  those  of  fiscal  years. 

Thus  it  may  be  said  in  a  word,  that 
the  manufactures  exported  in  1907 
averaged  more  than  $2,000,000  a  day, 
against  less  than  $1,000,000  a  day  in 
1897,  and  that  the  value  of  these  ex- 
ports in  the  single  month  of  June 
was  more  than  in  the  entire  year  of 
1870  The  share  which  manufactures 
which  form  of  the  total  exports  in  the 
eleven  months  of  1907  for  which  sta- 
tistics are  available  is  41.7  per  cent, 
which  slightly  exceeds  the  share  which 


manufactures    formed    of    the    exports 
in   any   earlier  year. 

Manufactures  imported  in  1907  aggre- 
gated about  $650,000,000  against  approxi- 
mately $770,000,000  value  of  manufac- 
tui-es  exported,  thus  indicating  that  the 
exportation  of  manufactures  now  ex- 
ceeds the  importation  of  manfactures 
by  about  $120,000,000  per  annum.  Prior 
to  the  fiscal  year  1897  manufactures 
imported  always  exceeded  in  value 
those   exported.

C.  K.  Ruprecht  nearly  lost  his  life  on 
a  w'oif-hunting  trip  up  the  north  shore, 
from  which  ho  returned  Saturday  night. 

The  for- 
mer fell  from  a  rock  a  distance  of  forty 
feet,  but  by  some  strange  chance  no 
bones  were  broken,  and  tlie  man  es- 
caped with  nothing  more  serious  thar. 
numerous  cuts  and  brul.ses. 

The  hunters  saw  many  wolf  signs, 
but  did  not  suceod  in  downing  many  of 
the  animals.

have  to  deal  with,  has  l>een  defined  by 
the  legrislaiure  of  New  York.  That  law 
ts  wiser  than  we  are.  We  must  obey 
It,  and  live  under  the  law.  That  law 
aays  that  the  only  person  excused  from 
criminal  resp^^nsiWlity  is  he  who  is  so 
deficient  of  rt'a.-«>n  that  he  does  not 
know  the  nature  or  quality  of  his  act. 
and  that  the  act  is  wrong. 

With  this  definition,  and  this  defini- 
tion alone  of  the  law  I  ask  you  to  judge 
of  all  the  acts  of  this  deffndant  the 
night  of  June  25.  19«>6.  which  is  the 
night  on  which  he  killed  Staafoid 
White." 

Conversation  Was  Sane. 
Mr.  Carvan  dwelt  at  length  upon  the 
conversation  Thaw  had  on  the  rool 
garden  with  James  Clinch  Smith,  a 
brother-in-law  of  Stanford  White.  The 
conversation,  he  declared,  was  entirely 
sane;  and  was  indulged  in  just  a  few 
mom^^nts  before  the  kiliing.  Eight 
subjects,  from  Wall  streeet  to  ocean 
travels,  were  discussed  In  a  normal 
way. 

Airs.  Evelyn  Thaw  listened  to  the 
prosecutor's  discussion  of  tlie  actual 
details  of  the  tragedy  with  tense. 
drawn  features.  Jo.siah  Thaw,  the 
brother,  and  Mrs.  George  L.  Carnegie, 
a  .si.<?r',-r.  completed  the  usual  family 
group.  Thaw  sat  with  eyes  fixed  upon 
the  prost<"utor,  his  head  resting  upon 
his  right  hand. 

After  describing  the  killing  of  White, 
Mr.  Garvan  declared.  In  conclusion, 
that  Judged  by  any  court,  the  prosecu- 
tion believed  the  homicide  could  be  ex- 
plained as  a  '•premeditated,  deliberate 
and  cowa-dly  murder."

"Scriptural  signs  that  this  present  dis- 
pensation Is  drawing  to  a  close"  was  the 
subject  preached  on,  last  night,  by  Rev. 
Dr.  Campbell  Coyle  pastor  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  church,  to  a  crowded 
church.  In  whloh  practically  every  pew 
was  filled.  This  was  his  seventh  sermon 
on  the  "Second  Coming  of  Christ." 
Dr.  Coyle  spoke.  In  brief,  as  follows: 
"Now  learn  the  parable  of  the  fig  tree; 
when  his  branch  is  yet  tender,  and  put- 
teth  forth  leaves,  ye  know  that  sununer 
Is  nigh;  so  likewise  ye,  when  ye  shall 
see  all  these  things,  know  that  It  Is  near, 
even  at  the  doors. 

"Here    is    our    authority     for    approxi- 
mating as   to  our   Lord's  second  coming. 
The   whole   concensus     of     our     Master's 
teaching    is    against    .setting    a    time    for 
Him   to  return   to   this  earth,  but  on  the 
other  hand,    the   whole   concensus   of  His 
teaching  Is  that   it  is  not  only   our  priv- 
ilege,   but   our   duty,    to    approximate   the 
time  of  His  return.    Setting  a  date  for  the 
advent    to    take    place    Is    one    thing;    ap- 
proximating as  to  that  date  on  the  auth- 
ority of  Jesus   Christ   Himself   is  a   very 
different  thing.     The  former  Is  to  be  dep- 
recated  as   speaking   where   God   has   not 
SF>oken.  thus  declaring  oneself  wiser  than 
God;  the  latter  la  the  duty  of  the  disci- 
ples   of    Jesus,    for    why    would    He    give 
them  any  signs  at  all  if  it  were  not  His 
will  for  them  to  consider  those  signs  and 
arrive  at  definite   conclusions?     Men   and 
women,     upon     the     authority     of     these 
words   of   Jesus   which   I   have   taken   for 
my    text,    1    say    two    things    with    very 
calm   and   thoughtful  emphasis:     First,    I 
do   not   know  Just   the  exact  time  of   my 
Lord's    return,    but,    second,    I    know    ;i3 
truly  as  I  know  that  I  am  standing  here 
that  His   return  Is   very   near,    that    it    Is 
even  at  the  doors.     And  I  know  this  be- 
cause,   without    a    single    exception,      all 
those   signs    which   are  .spoken   of   In   the 
Bible    as    heralds    of    the    second    advent 
are  appearing  on  the  horizon  at  the  pres- 
ent time.    If  only  one  of  the  signs  of  the 
second    advent    of    Christ    were    in    view 
or  if  only  two  were  on  the  horizon,  there 
would    be    no    urgent    evidence    that    any 
great  crisis  were  drawing  on.     But  there 
L;  a  convergence  of  testimony,  and  when 
all  the  Bible  signs  of  the  end  of  the  age 
are  coming  Into  view  at  the  same  time, 
It   seems    to    me    we    must    conclude    that 
this     dispensation     is     hastening     to     its 
close. 

Spirit  of  Expectancy. 
"Before  I  give,  the  strict  Interpreta- 
tion of  the  Bible  Itself  I  want  to  say  a 
word  In  regard  to  the  spirit  of  expec- 
tancy that  Is  abroad  today  and  Is  being 
manlfect  by  all  true  disciples  In  all 
branches  of  the  church  of  Christ.  Since 
Christ  left  this  world,  never  has  this 
spirit  of  expectancy  been  so  deep,  wide- 
spread and  sane  as  it  is  just  now.  And 
that.  too.  on  the  part  of  people  eminent, 
not  only  for  their  piety,  but  also  for 
their  scholarship.  Our  most  trust- 
worthy testimony  on  his  matter  must 
come  from  those  who  are  In  close 
communion  with  God,  and  not  from  the 
learned  especially.  Eight  years  ago  In 
a  conversation  I  had  wtth  D.  L.  Moody 
on  our  Lord's  second  coming,  he  re- 
marked to  me  with  very  calm  emphasis 
that  he  thought,  perhaps,  he  might  live 
to  see  that  sublime  event  As  he  was 
then  62  years  of  age.  you  can  Judge  for 
yourselves  how  near  he  thought  the 
coming  to  be.  At  a  great  missionary 
conference  In  China  te>n  years  ago.  J. 
Hudson  Taylor,  founder  of  the  China 
Inland  mission,  prophesied  that  In  a 
short  time  there  would  break  out  In 
Wastern    Europe    one    of    the    greatest 


spiritual  revivals  since  the  Pentacost 
The  world  all  knows  about  the  Welsh 
revival.  He  said  furthermore,  that  be- 
fore the  fires  of  this  revival  had  died 
away,  one  of  the  bloodiest  wars  of  his- 
tory would  take  place  between  Kuasla 
and  some  very  much  smaller  nation. 
Wo  are  now  familiar  with  the  Japau- 
ese-Ku.sslan  war.  Then  he  added,  that 
the  next  great  event  of  history  would 
be   the   second   advent   of  Christ. 

"As  to  the  Scriptures;  In  the  twenty- 
fourth  chapter  of  Mathew.  we  find  a 
most  remarkable  conversation  recorded 
between  Jesus  and  His  disciples,  their 
question  and  his  answer  concerning 
His  second  coming,  part  of  which  Is  my 
text,"  and  here  Dr.  Coyle  read  trom 
this  part  of  the  Bible. 

"Let  me  call  your  attention,  con- 
tinued Dr.  Coyle,  "to  the  world-wide 
witness  of  the  Gospel.  This  Gospel  of 
the  Kingdom  .said  Jesus,  sluiH  be 
preached  as  a  witness  unto  all  nations, 
and  then  shall  tlie  end  come.  The 
gospel  has  been  preached  to  all  na- 
tions then,  according  t.j  Jesus  Christ, 
lie  authorizes  us  to  believe  that  wlien 
His  gospel  has  been  proclaimed  unto 
all  nations  as  a  witness,  we  aro  to  re- 
giird  it  as  a  sign  tliat  His  second  com- 
ing is  ut  hand.  Christ's  followers  nuKhi 
«'asily  have  imagined  that  He  would 
return  in  tlieir  time,  because  they  had 
no  adeciuate  idea  of  what  the  worlu 
might  mean.

"Another  marked  •'^ign  of  our  time  Is 
the  rapidly  growing  spirit  of  lawless- 
ness so  very  manifest  on  every  hand.  You 
will  do  well  to  read,  the  Scn^ond  chapter 
of  Paul's  second  letter  to  the  Thesslon- 
lans,  the  Eight  verse,  'And  then  shall  the 
Wicked  be  revealed  whom  the  Lord  shall 
consume  with  the  spirit  of  His  mouth, 
and  shall  destroy  with  the  brightness  of 
Hla  condng.'  Note  these  things:  first. 
Wicked  is  printed  In  the  Bible  with  capi- 
tal W  showing  that  something  out  of  the 
ordinary  is  meant;  second,  it  Is  pri!Ue<l 
entirely  In  enlarged  letters  in  the  original 
Greek  and  means  literally  the  Lawless 
one.  That  is  to  .say.  when  Jesus  returns 
to  this  earth  it  will  be  at  a  time  of  deep 
and  widespread  lawlessness,  so  much  so 
that  it  will  be  headed  up  in  the  Lawles.'j 
One.  or  anti-Christ,  who  la  to  be  slam 
'oy  tlie  sudden  brightness  of  the  Lords 
arpcaring.  There  are  two  stages  in  tha 
coming  of  Christ.  First,  a  coming  down 
Ihe  sky  and  a  pausing  yonder,  while  all 
the  dead  saints  are  rais<^d  and  the  divin;^ 
ones  are  changed  and  caught  up  to  meet 
Hlin  in  the  air,  there  to  remain  as 
bridegroom  and  bride  for  a  period  of 
seven  years  as  the  Bible  teaches.  1  hen 
during  the  .seven  years  will  take  piace 
what  Is  known  as  the  Tribulation,  the 
worst  the  world  has  ever  known,  because 
the  true  church  and  the  Holy  Spirit  have 
withdrawn  and  left  the  world  to  sin  and 
tlio  unhindered  devil.  Then  when  law- 
lessness is  at  its  very  height,  and  in- 
carnated In  the  living  i>ei-son,  called  anli- 
Ohrist,  who  may  be  alive  now  tor  aught 
we  know,  Jesus  will  desend  fruni  the

President  W.  E.  Magner  of  the  Du- 
luth Commercial  club  will  deliver  the 
response  to  the  address  of  welcome  at 
the  meeting  of  commercial  clubs  of  tho 
state  at  Minneaiwlls,  next  Thursday, 
called  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  a 
federation  of  commercial  clubs  in  Min- 
nesota. Governor  Johnson  will  be 
among  the  speakers,  aivd  It  Is  expected 
that  James  J.  Hill  also  will  make  an 
address.  Secretary  H.  V.  Eva  of  the 
local  club  and  other  members  will  at- 
tend with  Mr.  Magner. 

Sixty-eight  clubs  already  have  re- 
sponded to  the  Invitation  to  have  delo- 
gates  at  the  meeeting,  and  It  is  expect- 
ed that  alxiut  200  men  will  be  in  at- 
tendance. The  federation  is  considered 
an  assured  thing,  and  it  probably  will 
begin  active  operations  at  once  to  boom 
Minnne-sota,  expending  most  of  its  on- 
ergies  at  first  in  advertising  the  farm- 
ing lands  of  the  state,  and  bringing  the 
attention  of  the  outside  world  to  the 
agricultural  and  other  advantages  of 
the  state. 

All  the  leading  towns  of  Minnen.sota 
are  .showing  a  good  deal  of  interest  in 
the  federation  movement,  and  it  is  ex- 
pected the  oi-ganizatloa  will  be  of  con- 
siderable benefit.  It  is  a  well-known 
fact  that  the  advertising  of  Minne- 
sota's inanift)ld  advantages  as  a  place 
of  residence  has  been  sadly  neglected, 
and  It  is  believed  a  campjilgn  rightly 
and  energetically  conducted  will  mean 
good  results.

NO  FUN  TO  PLAYERS. 

Baseball   as  Mii^  Fun   as  Moving 
Pianos,  S^sJClark  Griffith. 

A  question  oftfthj  heard  in  the  fans' 
buzz  ofjtalk  at  tsM  games,  is  this: 

"I  wonder  If*  thbse  fellows  playing 
the  game  get  any  !fun  out  of  it,  or  if 
they  look  upon  It  als  a  work?" 

Plenty  of  cocksure  chaps  in  stand 
and  bleachers  don't  even  put  this  pro- 
position in  the  f^jrni  of  a  question.  They 
take  it  for  gra|jt€ifl,  being  crazy  over 
the  game  then^elVes,  that  all  player.s 
of  the  national  jafne  in  the  profession- 
al ranks  must  be  wild  over  ball  play- 
ing and  that  ti»ejf'd  a  little  bit  rather 
play  ball  than  (iat.f 

"I  s'pose  it  isn't  the  snapsky  or  any- 
thing like  that,"  these  cocksure  ones 
frame  it  up,  "this  thing  of  copping  the 
coin,  and  big  coin,  at  tliat,  just  for 
having  fun.  Work  hard,  don't  they? 
Just  dance  around  on  the  nice,  sweel 
smelling  grass  for  an  hour  and  a  half 
or  so  of  afternoons,  and  the  guy  with 
the  pay  envelope  does  the  rest.  Horri- 
ble hard  on  'em,  hey?" 

But  these  offhand  ones  don't  know. 
The  simple  fact  is  that  parhaps  a  ma- 
jority of  the  men  who  have  been  play- 
ing the  professional  game  for  as  long 
as  ten  years  become  so  tired  of  base- 
ball that  particularly  at  this  waning 
stage  of  the  sea.son  they  actually 
dread  the  hour  when  they  are  due 
to  put  on  their  uniforms,  says  the 
New  York  Sun. 

In  an  expansive  moment,  not  long 
ago,  Muggsy  McGraw  told  a  group  of 
cronies  that  he'd  never  really  cared  a 
great  deal  for  the  game,  even  when 
he  was  one  of  thee  most  successful 
players  In   the  country. 

"The  game  of  ball  always  took  too 
much  out  of  me,  even  back  in  the  kid 
days  when  I  played  hooky  to  bat  'em 
around  on  the  lots,"  was  his  way  of 
putting  it.  "The  game  alway.s  hashed 
my  nerves  and  unstrung  me  so  that  I 
wasn't  fit  to  be  seen  or  heard  for  some 
time  even  after  a  scrub,  skinned  lot 
game. 

"The  trouble  with  me  Is  that  I  never 
could  play  any  old  kind  of  a  game  with- 
out getting  all  het  up  over  it.  When  as 
a  tyke  I  played  marbles  or  shinny  I  was 
just  OS  anxious  to  win,  and  probably 
just  as  MuDiganish  and  scrappy,  iis 
they  call  it,  as  I've  ever  been  since  in 
a  professional  game  of  ball. 

"No  game,  in  fact,  was  ever  any  good 
to  me  that  I  couldn't  win.  Now,  that 
may  not  be  a  hit-making  thing  for  a 
ball  player  or  manager  of  a  ball  club 
to  say  in  these  polite  milk  and  w-atery 
days  when  the  knockers  seem  to  take 
it  as  a  crime  when  a  man  wants  to 
win,  but  I'm  not  conversing  for  the 
purpose  of  making  a  hit,  but  merely 
to  state  a  truth.  In  managing  or  play- 
ing, the  game  of  ball  Is  only  endurable 
to  me  when  I'm  out  In  front  and  win- 
ning. I  don't  care  a  bag  of  peanuts  for 
tlie  rest  of  the  game.  Results  for  mine, 
and  results  don't  mean  anything  else 
lo  me  than  winning  from  the  other 
crowd. 

"That's  fun,  if  anything  in  connection 
with  the  game  of  ball  can  be  called 
fun.  Getting  licked  isn't  any  fun— not 
for  me.  As  a  manager  or  member  of  a 
tail-end  club  I'd  become  nutty  Inside  of 
two  months,  I  honestly  believe." 

Clark  Griffith  Is  another  of  the  man- 
agers who  look  with  an  expression  of 
sullen  surprise  when  the  mere  sugges- 
tion is  made  that  a  ball  player  can 
actually  get  any  fun  out  of  the  game. 

"Fun,  eh?"  h.o  said  to  a  group  down 
in  AtlaiHtic  CMty,  one  recent  Sunday 
when  the  Yankees  were  playing  a  searics 
with  the  Athletics  in  PhiOadelphia. 
"Well,  it's  about  the  same  kind  of  fun 
fc/r  me  as  carrying  the  hod  or  moving 
pianos  would  be,  and  you  can  dope 
that  out  for  yourttslf. 

"I  can't  figure  out  vvhe-re  the  fans  get 
the  idea  that  it's  fun  for  ball  players 
to  mooch  out  on  a  hot,  sticky,  sun- 
soaked  lot  e^ery  afternoon  and  .sweat 
and  grunt  around  for  a  couple  of  hours 
at  the  same  old  gam^  that  most  of 
them  have  been  playing  ever  sluice  or 
before  they  began  to  shave. 

"You  can  take  it  from  me,  if  the 
average  man  had  a  date  to  play  five 
or  six  giames  of  cai^ino  or  blind  man's 
buff  or  prisoner's  base  or  puss  In  the 
comer  ever.v  suimmer  afternoon,  out  in 
the  open,  with  thousands  o-f  howling 
critics  looking  on  who  think  they  know 
more  about  the  game  than  the  players 
themselves,  he'd  mighty  soon  forget  all 
about  the  funny  part  of  that  stuff. 

"Playing  ball  Is  the  hardest  work  I 
know  anything  about,  and  this  doesn't 
m€"an,  either,  that  I  haven't  done  a 
heap  of  hard  work  in  my  life  besides 
playing  ball.  I'm  not  speaking  now, 
»-ith'?r,  of  managing  a  team— just  play- 
ing the  game. 

"Of  course  the  yrmng  chaps  Just 
nudging  into  swift  company  pick  a 
little  enjoyment  out  of  the  thiing  at  the 
start  off,  but  I  know  plenty  even  of 
the  young  ones  in  the  game  nowadays 
who  hate  the  sight  of  the  'bus  that 
takes  'cm  to  the  grounds. 

"The  sameness  cf  the  game  of  ball  i3 
bound  to  get.  on  a  player's  nerves 
sooner  or  later.  Added  to  tliis  same- 
ness Is  the  chance  every  player  has  of 
making  a  mistake,  and  the  hoots  and 
jeers  of  the  crowd. 

"Playing  the  gaane  of  ball  every  day, 
month  in  and  month  out.  Is  drudgery

Other  well  kno^vn  players  In  the  big 
leagues  express  tihem-selves  in  very 
much  the  same  way  when  the  fun  ques- 
tion is  put  to  thcan  outright.  Cy  Young, 
the  veteran  Boston  American  pitcher, 
Is  ordinarily  one  of  the  most  taciturn 
of  men,  but  he  recently  expressed  him- 
self in  pretty  round  terms  abcut  the 
fun  element  of  baseball,  so  far  as  the 
players  are  concerned. 
•"I'd  sooner  take  a  pick  and  trot  out 
in  the  sun  for  a  (K>uple  of  hours  every 
afternoon  and  chop  away  at  asphalt," 
was  the  way  he  exp.r>essed  it.  "I  think 
most  of  the  old  time  pitchers  have  the 
same  way  of  feeling  about  it,  even  if 
they  don't  b'ulge  to  the  front  and  say 
so. 

'A  pitcher  Is  liable  to  have  the  dis- 
taste of  the  game  grow  upon  him  even 
more  than  the  other  players.  The  best 
ipiteher  on  earth  never  knows  how  he's 
going  to  perform  when  his  day  to  go 
in  stnd  wm-k  comes  around. 

"He  may  fee-l  all  right  and  work  emt 
all  right  before  the  gamat  and  yet  go 
In  and  get  slaughtered  In  the  very  first 
inning,  and  then  get  dragged  out  aaid 
chasevd  to  the  bench  with  the  whole 
mob  howling  at  him.  The  dread  of  all 
this  keeps  a  lot  of  pitchers  awake 
nights,  as  their  days  to  go  in  and  work 
draw  along. 

"I'd  a  heap  rather  work  at  some  cor- 
ner of  the  game  when  I'd  be  used  every 
day  -thaii  go  through  the  strain  of 
figuring  on  whether  I  would  be  In 
shape  to  make  good  w^hen  my  working 
days  swing  along. 

"But  I  eran't  aee  where  the  fans  get 
that  notlo»i  about  the  'fun'  of  it  for 
the  player  of  any  corner  of  the  game. 
Ball  playing  is  toil,  and  It's  more  often 
thankless  toil  than  not.  You  can  put 
me  on  record  as  to  that  part  exf  it." 

Bill  Coughlin,  the  captain  of  the  De- 
troits,  dwelt  upon  the  thanklessness  of 
the  ball  player's  job  in  some  obser- 
vations he  gave  utterane^  to  not  long 
ago.

of  the  opposition,  where  the  fans  are

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Of  the  route.  There's  no  exaggerating 
the  otfect  of  this  terrible  strain. 
"Ball  players  try,  of  course,  to  hard- 
en themselves  against  the  taunts  of 
the  opposition  fans,  but  few  of  thein 
ever  become  really  used  to  it,  though 
they're,  of  course,  obliged  to  gulp  it 
down.  There  can't  be  any  pleasure  in 
doing  anything  in  which  you're  li- 
able to  be  hooted  at  for  the  slightest 
mischance  ,and  that's  the  reason  why 
so  many  seasoned  ball  players  have- 
no  more  real  zest  In  the  game  than 
you  could  expect  a  dog  catcher  to 
have  In  his  work — for  you're  to  re- 
member that  most  people  who  watch 
the  dog  catcher  at  work  are  ag'in  him 
and  on  the  side  of  the  dog." 

George  Davis  of  the  Sox,  who,  ac- 
cording to  some  authorities,  has  been 
playing  the  game  ever  since  the  Black 
Hawk  war.  Is  another  of  those  who 
frankly  admit  that  while  habit  Is  jo 
strong  with  him  that  he  can't  keep 
out  of  the  harness,  the  game  of  bail 
itself  has  been  a  drag  upon  him  for 
a  good  many  years  now. 

"It's  just  treadmill  work,  when  all's 
told,"  was  Davis'  way  of  putting  It. 
"Same  old  thing  yesterday,  today,  to- 
morrow, forever.  It's  like  walking 
in  a  circle. 

"Why  do  I  keep  on  playing  the 
game,  then?  Well,  why  does  a  man 
keep  on  doing  anything?  Because,  I 
suppose,  most  of  us  are  fellows  who 
can  do  just  the  one  thing  and  we 
don't  know  of  any  way  to  get  out. 

"The  queer  part  of  it,  though,  Is 
that  nobody  pretends  that  it's  fun 
to  be  a  shoe  clerk,  for  Instance, 
whereas  it  appears  lo  be  the  common 
notion  that  the  funniest  thing  on  earth 
that  you  possibly  can  do  is  to  play 
professional  ball  for  a  living.  What's 
the   answer?" 

The  veteran  of  them  all,  old  Jiin 
McGuire,  whose  success  as  manager 
of  the  Boston  Americans  is  so  agree- 
able to  the  New  York  fans,  expre-s&es 
very  different  views  as  to  the  game. 

"I  sure  do  enjoy  playing  ball,"  he 
said  out  of  hand.  "It  may  be  that  I'm 
childish  or  simple  minded  or  somt- 
Ihing,  but  I'm  bound  to  's(ay  I've 
never  got  over  my  early  enjoyment  in 
going  out  on  the  lot  and  indulging 
in  a  game  of  ball. 

"Nope,  the  gaxne  never  got  on  iny 
nerves  a  little  bit,  and,  by  the  way,  I 
can  easily  remember  the  time  whea 
ball  players  weren't  supposed  to  have 
such  fine  ladyish  attachments  a> 
nerves,  but  I  guess  we  won't  iaik 
about    that   part    of   It. 

"Lack  of  variety?  Why,  I've  nevf»r 
seen  tw'O  ball  games  just  alike  in  all 
the  time  I've  been  playing,  and  I'm 
not  nudging  out  to  the  firing  line 
and  sayng  how  many  games  of  ball  I 
have  played  in,  either,  but  they've 
been  a  few.  There's  always  the  chance 
for  a  new  situation  in  the  game  of 
ball  as  there  Is  in  the  game  of  bil- 
liards; and  even  if  there  weren't 
there's  plenty  of  fuQ  and  exhilaration 
and  sport  or  whatever  yooi  choose  lo 
call  it  in  the  old  game  to  entertain 
and  amuse  me  from  the  beginning  of 
the  season   to  the  end  of  it. 

"I  enjoy  the  whole  f:eance,  from 
the  warmup  stuff  before  the  game  to 
the  trek  back  to  the  hotel  bound  'bus. 
I  like  to  win,  but  I  never  could  ^ee 
the  sense  of  the  grouch  thing  when  its 
not  a  win. 

"I  am  only  speaking  of  and  for  my- 
self—remember that.  There  are,  I 
know,  plenty  of  players— good  players 
and  gcod  fellows,  too — who  are  sick 
and  tired  of  the  game.  But  I  cani 
enter  Into  their  feeling  of  weariness 
for  the  reason  that,  as  I  say,  I  prob- 
ably can  understand  it,  for  I'd  just 
as  leave  go  on  playing  the  game  for 
twelve  months  in  the  year. 

"This  is  just  the  difference  between 
liking  your  work  and  not  liking  it, 
and  it  Just  happens  that  I'm  one  of 
the  fellows   who  do   like  theirs."

MOSQUITOES    IN    TREES. 

Rev.  H.  Mould  in  Timts  of  India:  A 
short  time  age  as  I  was  going  around 
the  Colaba  cemetery,  which  is  my 
charge,  I  noticed  wliat  is  after  all  a 
very  common  sight  in  India,  a  .'^mall 
"pipli"  growing  out  of  a  hole  in  the 
trunk  of  a  tree,  karunja.  I  pulled  it 
out  and  found  the  hole  quite  a  foot 
deep,  and  containing  seme  inches  o» 
water  at  the  bottom,  which  was,  how- 
ever, out  of  Fight.  Mosquitoe-s  also 
came  out  of  the  hole.  I  had  the  licle 
stopped  up  with  earth. 

The  next  few  days  I  kept  my  ey?b 
open  and  found  several  other  trees 
containing  water,  but  one  in  particu- 
lar confirmed  by  conjecture  that  1  ha-J 
found  another  favorite  breeding  place 
of  the  wily  rnosquitoev.  This  was 
also  a  karunja  tres,  a  branch  of  which 
had  been  lopped  off.  In  the  stump 
was  a  .shallow  cavity  filled  with  clear 
water,  in  which  was  quite  a  number 
of  very  lively  mosquito  larvae.  I 
drew  the  attention  of  Col.  Gubbina, 
R.  A.  M.  C,  to  the  matter,  and  ht 
at  once  gave  orders  tc  the  assistant 
surgeon  in  charge  cf  the  Colaba  mo-c- 
quito  brigade,  to  examine  all  the 
trees,  and  they  very  soon  brought  In 
reports  of  a  large  number  in  wliich 
they  had  discovered  wa.ier  containing 
larvae. 


I  myself  found  many  trees  "with 
small  and  innocent  looking  cavities  in 
the  stumps  of  lopped  brnchoa,  net  a 
few  of  which  proved  to  be  several 
inches  deep,  some  quite  eighteen  inches 
and  all  contai)iing  water.  The  dis- 
covery, I  was  surprised  to  hear,  was 
apparently  quite  a  new  one,  and  nj 
one  appears  to  have  suspected  that 
mosquito  larvae  were  to  be  found  in 
trees,  although  it  is  obvious  that 
wherever  water  can  lodge  there  the 
mosquito  can  brcH;d.  Trees  of  which 
the  wood  decays  rapidly,  such  as  th© 
karunja,  the  gold  mohur,  the  horse- 
radish tree,  etc..  are  tho.se  in  which 
holes  are  most   likely   *c  be  found. 

Some  years  ago,  riding  through  the 
jungles  of  Mtywar,  just  about  the 
time  the  gorgeous  dak  burst  into 
flower,  I  noticed  alongside  the  road  a 
huge  mahava  tree  witli  a  bamtco 
ladder  some  fifteen  feet  long,  leadiTig 
up  to  the  first  great  fork.  As  I  was 
wondering  why  H  was  there  I  saw  a 
man  go  up  with  a  small  lota  on  a 
long  string,  which  he  lowered  Into  the 
trunk  of  the  tree,  and  which  he  drew 
up  again  full  of  water  to  drink.  Ha 
Icld  me  the  water  was  good  and  was 
perennial.  I  mention  this  to  shew  lo 
what  df'pths  holes  in  trees  may  go  and 
the  length  of  time  water  may  remain 
in  them.

province  of  Brittany,  in  France,  has 
returned  from  a  lonely  three  monthis' 
trip  that  took  her  1.600  miles  beyond 
civilization  in  the  far  northern  dis- 
tricts of  British  America.  She  went 
forth  accompanied  by  only  two  In- 
dian guides  and  penetrated  to  the  Six- 
tieth parallel,  riding  astride,  trampinsr. 
paddling  in  light  canoes.  floating 
down  treacherous,  rock-picketed  rapid.s 
in  clumsy  native  barges  and  for  one 
period  of  two  weeks  seeing  no  human 
being  except  her   two  Indian  servants. 

"The  Indians  in  that  region  are  very 
superstitious,  very  ungrateful,  very 
independent,  but  very  honest.  I  invilci 
a  chief  to  have  luncheon  with  me.  He 
refused.  To  eat  in  company  with  a 
woman  would  degrade  him;  he  wouid 
lose  caste  with  his  tribe.  In  anotiie'' 
part  of  tlifc  country  I  had  some  In- 
dians and  their  squaws  along  on  an 
expedition.  But  the  '  Indians  would 
not  permit  me  to'  shoot  any  game.  One 
of  the  traditions  of  the  tribe,  left  'oy 
some  old  medicine  man  long  since 
dead,  was  that  if  a  woman  were  ever 
permitted  to  shoot  moose  or  elk  gam*) 
would  become  scarce  ana  the  squaws 
would  become  powerful  and  master  of 
the  men.  I  offered  them  $10  for 
every  shot  I  might  make,  but  money- 
was  no  Inducement. 

"All  up  through  ti»at  wild.  ric.^ 
country,  everywhere.  I  saw  Indians. 
I  never  saw  a  man  who  would  do 
any  manual  work  without  having  his 
hands  as  a  woman.  The  squaws  pre- 
pare the  skins  and  fashion  the  mocca- 
sins, but  fhe  men  do  the  hunting  and 
boating.  Each  sex  does  ita  own  work."

Two  lives  were  lost  In  fires  during  the 
year,  they  being  children,  who  were  suf- 
focated ihla  fail  during  firea  in  their 
homes.  Five  firemen  were  injured,  nona 
of    Lhem    seriously. 

The  recommeiiUatlons  of  the  chief  have 
nearly  all  been  made  at  different  ttimea 
previously.  The  need  of  a  house  at 
Fourth  avenue  east  and  Sixth  street  waj 
impressed  last  year  by  the  djsastroufl  fira 
at  the  Franklin  school.  The  West  Du- 
luth and  Lakeside  houses  are  not  adapted 
to  the  needs  of  the  companies  and  ha 
strongly  urges  tiiat  new  houses  be  pro- 
vided. The  West  Duluth  steamer.  h» 
cliaraoterizes  as  a  lieap  ot  scrap  iron  and 
asks  tliat  It  be  replaced.  He  points  to  tha 
large  number  of  telephone  alarms  as  evi- 
dence of-  the  need  for  tlephone  operators. 
The  report  shows  that  the  department 
now  has  17.150  feet  of  hose,  of  whicli 
9.900  feet  are  reliable.  The  purchase  ot 
4,00u  feet  more  is  recommended.  The  build- 
ings and  apparatus  of  the  department  aj« 
valued    at    $100,342.25. 

There  was  a  total  of  336  alarms  during 
the  year,  of  which  ;:45  were  telephoned 
and  «)5  by  box.  There  were  31  falsa 
alarms  and  22  were  from  chimney  fires. 
Other  causes  of  fire  were:  Electric  wires. 
10;  boys  and  matches,  6;  grass  flras,  7; 
hot  ashes,  6;  lamps,  ti;  hot  stove  pipes,  6; 
ranges,  10;  sparks  from  chimneys,  18; 
sparks  from  locomotives,  8;  unknown,  87; 
defective   chimneys,   9. 

The  report  Includes  a  recommendation 
from  Electrician  Huff  that  high  potential 
wires    be   placed    underground.

One  of  the  most  flagrant  violations 
of  the  quarantine,  which  has  come  to 
the  health  department  for  a  long 
while,  was  brought  to  their  notice  Sat- 
urday, when  It  was  discovered  that  a 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bennison  had  broken 
their  quarantine  at  No.  2,  Bridgeman 
&  Rus.sell  flats,  had  taken  all  of  their 
household    belongings,    including    most 

of  the  furniture  and  clothing  in  tho 
room,  occupied  by  Ml.ss  Wilson,  a 
roomer  wlio  is  down  with  diphtherial, 
3,nd  had  moved  to  another  building. 
.  Miss:  Wilson,  was  taken  ill  last 
trhursdajr  and  the  health  department 
Jiotili^d.  The  flat  wa.s  quarantined, 
but  when  health  department  ofllciais 
called  at  tlie  place  .Saturday  after- 
noon, they  found  that  Mr.  and  Mrj. 
Bennison  and  their  two  children  liad 
gone,  taking  everything  in  the  ilat 
with  thern.  They  had  even  entered 
the  patient's  room,  taken  all  of  tht 
furniture  with  the  exception  of  the 
bed,  and  even  some  of  the  bed  clothes, 
not  needed  by  the  patient.  Fortunat-- 
ly.  Mi.s.s  Wilson  was  attended  by  a 
friend,  and  l,heir  action  did  not  inoou- 
venience   her  greatly. 

A  hunt  was  immediately  begun  for 
the  violators  of  the  quarantine,  and 
they  were  discovered  in  tlie  Osborne 
buiding,  hojding  out  in  new  rooms. 
They  had  hunted  rooms,  evidently,  as 
soon  a.s  they  were  placed  under  quar- 
antine and  had  laid  ther  plans  well. 
-\3  soon  as  they  were  discovered,  thoy 
were  plced  under  quarantine  again  and 
held  until  tJiis  morning,  .wlien  their 
clothes  tvere  disinfected,  and  they  were 
brought  up  on  the  carpet  at  the  office 
of  the  health  commissioner.  Mrs.  Ben- 
nison claimed  she  had  fumigated  tne 
clothing  and  furniture  her.self  and  did 
not  think  she  had  to  notify  the  health 
department    before    moving. 

'The  rooms  In  the  Usbome  building 
will  be  tnoroughly  fumigated,  together 
with  the  clothing  of  all  members  of 
the  family,  and  their  quarantine  will 
be  lifted  this  afternoon.  Just  what 
action  will  be  taken  in  the  matter  by 
the  health  department  has  not  yet  been 
decided.  A  number  of  people  were 
brought  into  contact  with  the  furniture 
and  clothing,  but  as  the  contact  was 
not  close,  the  health  department  offi- 
cials are  hoping  that  the  rash  action  of 
the  quarantine  violators  will  bring  no 
serious   results. 

People  do  not  seem  to  understand  the 
retrictlons  of  the  quarantine  and  tnere 
Is  too  much  breaking  of  it  to  suit  the 
health  department  officials.  Exampl'? 
may  be  made  of  some  of  the  violators 
and  people  placed  under  quarantine  in 
the  future  may  know  that  they  cannot 
fit  the  law  to  their  own  whims.

Is  Alderman  R.  D.  Haven  tho  choice 
of  the  Tlepublican  parly  for  mayor? 

Mr.  Haven  Is  finding,  in  his  cam- 
paign for  mayor,  that  the  methods  used 
in  securing  his  nomination  are  cojnlng 
home  to  roost,  and  the  secret  caucus  in 
the  city  hall,  at  which  he  was  declared 
the  official  choice  of  the  party  for 
mayor,  has  resulted  in  making  many 
enemies  for  him.

Al- 
derman Haven's  name  was  scarcely 
mentioned.  C.  S.  Wil.son,  Watson  S. 
Moore.  Frank  A.  Brewer,  Dr.  J.  A.  Mc- 
Cuen  and  other  prominent  Republicans 
were  urged  as  candidates  of  the  party, 
but  Mr.  Haven  was  not  figured  among 
the  possibilities.  The  committee  of 
forty  was  then  decided  upon. 

At  the  first  ballot  taken  in  the  star 
chamber  session  of  the  committee,  the 
new.'?paper  men  listening  outside  the 
door  understood  that  Dr.  McCuen  had 
iKK^n  nominated,  but  another  ballot  was 
taken,  and  after  a  deadlock  for  several 
ballots.  Alderman  Haven  was  declared 
the  choice  of  the  Republican  party  for 
mayor.  Thi.s  fact  was  announoed  to 
crowd  of  old-time  Republicans  waiting 
outside  the  door  to  hear  who  they 
might  be  exi>ected  to  vote  for  at  the 
election.

The  ab.solute  requi- 
site is  stability — the  ensuring  that  the 
powder  will  endure  without  change 
any  heat  or  climatic  variation.  An 
unstable  explosive — the  terror  of  every 
warship  afloat,  which  stocks  tons  of  It 
— looks  like  any  other  In  the  labora- 
tory, and  will  shoot  as  well  as  the 
best,  provided.  It  be  used  before  it  has 
time  to  burn  Itself  up.  The  trouble  is 
that  no  chemist  on  earth  knows  when 
spontaneous  combustion  will  take 
place  through  decomposition  with  the 
powder  itself.  Hence  many  terrible 
disasters  of  recent  years  in  all  navies.

But  >\hen  a  man  not  Dlessed  with  sucii 
an  envir-mment  commits  a  wrong,  ue 
must  be  made  to  suiter  tne  full  pen- 
al ti-' 

Ciovernor  Johnson  and  Attorney 
General  Young,  the  other  two  mem- 
bers of  the  board,  were  understood  lo 
be  favorable  to  a  full  pardon  for  Dr. 
Force. 

Following  this  statement  the  appli- 
cation for  a  pardon  was  continued  for 
one  week.

New  York,  Jan.  14.— Speechless  for 
sixteen  years,  Gustav  Laut  has  in  ten 
months  learned  to  talk  fluently.  Dur- 
ing the  same  period  he  has  developed 
from  an  abnormal,  undeveloped,  almost 
imteclle  boy,  into  an  alert,  active,  am- 
bitious person;  he  has  grown  four 
inches  in  height,  permanent  teeth  have 
come  to  him  against  all  the  beliefs  of 
the  dental  profession,  and  he  now  gives 
promise  c»f  becoming  a  healthy,  normal 
man.  His  development  is  the  result  of 
experiments  by  Prof.  Charles  Morris 
Campbell  of  Albany,  N.  Y.,  an  instruc- 
tor in  music,  who  treated  the  boy  ac- 
ccrding  to  theories  of  his  own— theories 
which  he  believes  will  cure  the  deaf 
and  even  the  blind  as  well  as  the  dumb, 
and  put  an  end  tc  imbeciiiiy. 

All  Ilablis  Were  Infantile. 

When  the  boy  first  came  to  his  no- 
tice Prof.  Campbell  said  all  of  his  hab- 
its were  infantile  and  he  was  abnormal 
in  every  way.  His  body  was  undevel- 
oped, as  was  his  brain.  Prof.  Campbell 
beban  by  causing  the  boy  to  wiggle  one 
of  his  toes,  an  operation  which  required 
several  weeks.  Gradually  the  principle 
was  extended,  muscles  were  stimulated, 
and  with  their  stimulation  came  a 
response  from  lungs  and  heart,  and 
other  vital  organs.  Circulation  was 
Quickened  and  finally  came  the  power 
to  speak.  The  boy  has  developed  am- 
bitions and  says  he  U  determined  to 
go  through  college  as  scon  as  he  can 
make  up  for  lost  time. 

Prof.  Campbell  brought  Laut  to  New 
Yonk  for  the  purpose  of  demonstrating 
to  Columbia  college  professors  his  the- 
ory of  scientific  development  of  the  ab- 
normal.

MANY  CASES 

OF  RABIES 

Causing   Some    Excite- 
ment in  the  City  of 
New  York. 

New  York,  Jan.  14.— Rabies,  accord- 
ing to  a  statement  made  by  Health 
Commissioner  Darling  yesterday,  is 
roi.ching  the  proportions  of  an  epi- 
demic in  this  city.  There  were  twenty- 
nine  cases  i-eported  last  month.  Last 
year  the  number  of  deaths  from  the 
disease  was  twenty-seven.  As  a  meas- 
ure of  restriction  the  health  department 
has  made,  and  will  enforce,  a  regula- 
tion requiring  owners  of  dogs  captured 
in  the  streets  to  pay  a  fee  of  $3  if  they 
wish  their  dogs  released.  Dr.  Darling 
complains  of  the  large  measure  of  lib- 
erty allowed  dog  owners,  tending,  he 
claims,  tt)  promote  the  spread  of  rabies. 
Dogs  may  be  allowed  by  their  posses- 
sors to  go  about  without  leashes  and 
unattended,  and  there  is  practically  no 
way  of  punishing  the  owners.  Even 
the  licenses  for  the  animals  cannot  be 
revoked  without  expensive  legal  pro- 
cess.

Opening    by    Littleton 

Shows  Insanity  to 

be  the  Plea. 


New  York,  Jan.  14.— John  T.  Deemer,. 
the  Thaw  family  physician,  was  the 
first  witness  called  at  the  Thaw  trial 
today. 

After  the  prosecution  had  ended  its 
presentation    of    its    side    of    the    case 
Martin    W,    Littleton    for    the    defense 
made   the   opening   plea   for   the    pris- 
oner.     His    promise    of    new    evidence 
was  sensational  and  held  the  attention 
of  all  In  the  courtroom.     District  At- 
torney   Jerome,    seemingly    taken    by 
surprise,  seated  himself  in  the  wilnesa 
chair,   the   better   to   hear   the   outline 
of    the    new    defense.      Mr.     Littleton 
promised  to  forge  a  chain  of  eircum- 
stances  and  to  produce  a  line  of  testi- 
mony   which    will    prove    Harry    Thaw 
insane    at    the    time    of   the    homicide. 
Evidence  of  hereditary  insanity  and  of 
strange    unusual    acts    of    Thaw,     not 
even    hinted   at    during   the   first   trial, 
was  told  of  by  Mr.  Littleton,  who  said 
that    physicians   and    nurses   who    had 
attended  Thaw     were     hurrying  here 
from  Europe;    that   teachers  of   the   de- 
fendant  in   childhood     would      be      on 
hand  to  give  their  impressions  of  "the 
wild-eyed,    distant    boy."      In    conclu- 
sion, Mr.  Littleton  challenged  the  dis- 
trict   attorney      to      produce    a    single 
reputable  physician     who     would  say 
Thaw  was  not   insane  at  the  time   he 
killed  the  noted  architect.     Mr.  Little- 
ton's  speech    fairly    bristled    with   sur- 
prises.    He  startled  the  courtroom  by 
declaring  that  when  Evelyn  Nesbit  had 
told    him    her   story    in    Paris    in    1903 
Thaw   "drenched   himself  with   a   poi- 
son" and  would  have  died  but  for  the 
heroic    work   of   three   physicians,    who 
labored  over  him  all  of  one  night.

Baltimore  &  Ohio  May  Yet  Get  Chi- 
cago Transfer  Company. 

Chicago.  Jan.  H.— One  month  more  ha."» 
been  granted  to  the.  Baltimore  &  Ohio 
Railroad  "company  In  which  to  rai.se  $1,- 
025,000  and  buy  the  63,000  shares  in  the 
Chicago  Terminal  Transfer  company  held 
by  the  minority  stockholders.  This  de- 
cision was  reached  at  the  adjourned 
meeting  of  stockholders  in  the  ter- 
minal company  yesterday.  Another  ad- 
journment was  accordingly  taken  to 
Feb.  17.  ,  . 

If  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  management  is 
unable  to  raise  the  money  the  minority 
interests  may  carry  out  their  threat  and 
attack  the  legality  of  the  company's 
lease.  Under  it  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio 
pc.vs  $ltki.<J0O  per  ytar  for  the  use  of  the 
Grand  Central  station.  The  minority 
stf  ckholders  claim   it   is  inadequate. 

The  possession  of  the  Terminal  Trans- 
fer company  property  has  been  one  of  the 
points  of  controversy  oetween  the  Mor- 
gan-Hill and  the  Harriman  interests.  The 
company  is  now  in  the  hands  of  a  re- 
ceiver, with  Judgments  and  costs  aggre- 
gating $19,000.<JOO  standing  against  it.  The 
minority  stockholders  claim  it  is  easily 
worth  $27,000,000  and  would  bring  that 
sum  if  sold  at  auction  were  It  not  for  the 
Baltimore  &  Ohio  leases.

FESTIVAL 
IS  SPOILED 


A  Good  Record. 


T.  E.  Blanche,  general  agent  of  the 
Northern  Pacitic,  has  received  another 
report  on  the  "pink"  train  service  to  the 
West.

The  East  end  burglars  have  evi- 
dently picked  up  and  gone,  satisfied 
with  the  result  of  their  <hree  days" 
operations  of  two  weeks  ago.  Two 
weeks  ago  tonight,  they  pulled  off 
their  first  job,  .The  following  Thurs- 
day night  was  thtir  last  appearance, 
and  before  the  alarm  had  been  sound- 
ed to  the  police,  they  were  undoubt- 
edly far  away  hitting  the  trail  for 
sume   "fence," 

their  goods.  Tht  buiglaries  havt 
been  reported  to  the  police  of  othci 
cities  and  the  detection  of  the  men  by 
that  means  is  about  the  only  hope  re- 
maining. 

Ea.st  enders,  however,  have  not  al- 
together quieted  down  after  the  scare 
the  burglaries  and  numerous  attempt- 
ed burglaries  gave  them.

Although  the  members  of  the  board  of 
education  thought  last  nlghl  that  they 
had  disposed  ot  the  fire  insuranro  prob- 
l.m  until  next  spring,  they  found  it 
necessary  lute  yesterday  afternoon,  to 
hold  a  special  meeting  and  rescind  the 
action  of  the  committee  on  adminis- 
tration and  finance,  which  had  awarded 
the  Insurance  <»n  the  Fnmklin  and 
AI  idison  schools  to  some  forty-one  dir- 
fertnt  agencies  in   town. 

The  forty-one  agencies  are  naturaiij 
angry  now.  .       ,   ».      _j 

iJul  the  members  of  the  school  board 
only  did  what  was  right,  and  while  re- 
gretting the  annoyance  they  caused 
ihe  forty-one.  cannot  sci-  that  they 
could    ju.stly    have    done    different. 

The  root  of  the  trouble  lay  in  the 
instructions  given  to  the  committee  on 
administration  and  finance  at  the  last 
meeting  of  the  school  board,  held  last 
Friday  The  matter  of  the  insurance  on 
the  two  schools,  which  have  just  gone 
into  commission,  was  referred  to  the 
committee  with  power  to  act.  but  no 
mention  was  made  in  this  motion  to 
give  the  business  to  the  big  five  agen- 
cies, which  the  board  last  spring  de- 
cided were  entitled  to  all  school  busi- 
ness. The  members  of  the  board  did  not 
think  about  it-they  thought  that  the 
committee  would  give  the  "big  five  ine 
business,  without  special  instructions  to 
do  so.  But  then  came  the  trouble,  be- 
cause the  committee  did  not  give  tht 
insurance   to  the   "big   five." 

Last  Satuiday.  the  day  following  the 
school  board  session.  Capt.  D.  h..  Me- 
vens.  J.  J.  I.eTourneau  and  L.  A.  Barnes. 
membi>rs  of  the  committee  on  adminis- 
tration and  finance,  met  to  dispose  of 
the  insurance.  Two  members,  Capt.  Ste- 
vens and  Mr.  Barnes,  wanted  to  let 
every  agency  in  the  city  except  the 
"big  five '  and  those  in  which  Mr. 
Barnes  is  interested,  in  West  Duluth. 
write  some  of  the  insurance.  Mr.  Le- 
Tourneau.  feeling  that  the  committee 
would  be  going  against  the  wishes  of 
the  school  board  as  a  whole,  as  shown 
by  the  action  last  spring,  in  doing  this 
opposed  such  a  move,  but  it  was  two 
against  one  and  he  lost. 

Accordingly,  the  clerk  of  the  board  waa 
instrucltd  to  give  thirty-nine  agencu  s 
policies  of  $1,000  each,  one  agency  a  ^-'0 
policy  and  one  a  5719.29  policy,  and  this 
was  (fone.  Yesterday,  as  a  sp-cial  meet- 
ing of  the  board  held  in  President  Cod- 
ding's  oilico,  the  board  rescinded  the 
commlltees  action,  ordered  the  policIe3 
cancelled  and  the  insurance  piacfd  With 
the  "big  five"   agencies.  ^        ^   ^        , 

When  the  members  of  the  board  heaid 
of  the  committee's  action  of  a  week  ago. 
I  hey  asked  the  president  to  call  yester- 
day's sp<-clal  ses.sion.  There  were  present 
yesterdav  I»rfsident  Codding  and  Diree- 
tors  Le  Tourncau,  Campu<-li.  Barn' s. 
Brewer  and  Cobb.  Capt.  Stevens  being 
absent.  Mr.  Barnes  was  the  only  director 
present  wiio  wanted  the  insurance  placed 
with  the  forty-one  agencies  outside  of  tlie 
big  five.  He  argued  for  the  upiioldlng  of 
the  action  of  hib  committee  in  the  matter, 
but  the  other  members  of  the  board  leli 
that  such  a  course  would  be  in  dinct 
opposition  to  the  policy  of  the  board  a.s 
decided  after  the  insurance  argumt-nts  Oi 
last  spring.

Prior  to  last  spring  the  insurance  on 
the  public  schools  of  the  city  was  carried 
exclusively  through  the  ManUy-McLeii- 
nan  agency,  but  such  a  commotion  was 
raised  tiiat  the  board  finally  distributed 
the  business  as  follows:  One-tiilrd  to 
Manlev-McLennan  and  one-sixth  to  J.  A. 
Stephenson.  Clark-Hepworth  company. 
Littlf  &  Nolte  and  Mendenhall  &  Hoopes. 
J'hese  concerns  comprise  the  "big  five. 
The  Manlev-McLennan  people  were  given 
the  best  of  "it  bt-cause  tlie  board  felt  under 
obligations,  that  concern  having  been  re- 
tponsible  for  the  securing  of  lower  rates, 
on   the  schools.

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SWAMP  LANDS 
GO  TO  THE  STATE 

Important  Decision  Takes 
Them  Out  of  Forest- 
ry Reserve. 

The  state's  claim  to  the  swamp  lands 
in  the  Chippewa  Indian  rfservatlon  la 
valid,  according  to  a  ruling  of  Secretary 
of  the  Interior  James  R.  Garfield.  Thi:3 
is  an  important  decision,  for  it  will  result 
in  Minnesota  getting  control  of  187,000 
acres  of  land,  a  great  amount  of  which 
is  scattered  throughout  the  territory  that 
was  set  off  for  a  forestry  reserve.  Instead 
of  being  tied  up  in  the  reserve,  the  land 
and  tinker  will  be  sold  by  the  slate,  and 
the    land    eventually    improved. 

The  decision  Is  taken  to  mean  that  the 
forestry  reserve  idea  has  been  abandon- 
ed, so  far  as  Minnesota  is  concemed. 
While  Minnesota  people  generally  favor- 
ed forestry  reserve  in  such  sections  as 
wtre  unsuited  for  agriculture,  it  has 
been  argued  all  along  that  much  of  the 
land  set  off  by  the  government  for  a 
reserve  was  good  for  farming  purposes, 
and  this  fact  has  occasioned  much  severe 
criticism.

and  Superior  that  every  institution  of 
the  kind  in  the  two  cities  would  here- 
after be  conducted  on  the  open  shop 
basis.  Something  over  200  men  .-ire 
affected.  They  have  taken  no  action 
as  yet,  but  will  hold  a  meeting  next 
Saturday  to  consider  the  matter,  and 
it  is  said  to  be  probable  that  a  strike 
will    be   ordered. 

The  National  'Boiler  works  and  the 
Northwestern  Boiler  works  of  Su- 
perior are  standing  with  Duluth  on  the 
proposition,  and  both  of  these  institu- 
tions have  declared  for  the  open  shop, 
and  ^ave  refused  to  sign  agreements 
with  the  employes.  It  is  customary 
for  the  bollermakers  and  their  em- 
ployers to  sign  agreements  the  first  of 
evp-ry  year.  This  year  the  companies 
i'«-fusL'd  to  sign,  and  let  it  i>e  under- 
stood that  they  would  no  longer  recog- 
nize the  union,  so  far  as  any  agreement 
as  to  wages  and  working  conditions 
was  concerned.  The  employers  say 
they  will  not  follow  the  example  of 
contractors  in  the  building  trades,  how- 
ever, and  lock  out  the  men  if  they 
lefuse  to  forswear  allegiance  to  the 
union. 

It  will  be  optional  with  the  men 
whether  they  quit  work  or  not.  but  if 
they  remain,  it  will  be  without  a  work- 
ing agreement.  In  other  words,  if  thej' 
quit,  it  will  be  a  strike,  and  not  a 
lock-out.  It  will  not  be  known  whaV 
the  prevailing  sentiment  among  the 
men  is  until  after  the  meeting. 

Sonve  are  understood  to  favor  work- 
ing along  without  any  agreement  until 
the  employers  make  an  effort  to  re- 
duce wages,  or  take  some  other  step, 
that  does  not  meet  with  approval, 
when  they  say  it  will  be  time  enough 
to  call  a  strike. 

P.i'esident  O'Sullivan  of  the  national 
sheet  metal  workers'  organization,  who 
aiTived  in  the  city  early  yesterday 
morning,  brought  promises  of  financial 
support  for  memibers  of  the  union  In 
Duluth,  who  are  now  locked  out.  There 
is  some  curiosity  expressed  among  local 
labor  leaders  as  to  the  significance  ot 
the  open  shop  declaration  in  the  boiler- 
•maklng  shops  of  Superior,  and  they  an- 
wondering  if  It  heralds  a  general  move- 
ment for  ti^a  cH>en  shop  in  the  city 
across  the  ra.y. 

Messrs  A.  H.  Comstock,  cbftirman,  and 
Dwlght  E.  Woodbridge.  secretary  Citi- 
zens' associfttioii— Gentlemen:  I  have 
carefully  reaS  y<iur  open  letter  as  pub- 
lished In  The  Herald,  which  was  an 
answer  to  mine  of  an  earlier  issue,  and 
in  reply  thereto  permit  me  to  state  that 
It  is  for  the  pumlc  to  judge  whether  or 
not  there  Isu^a  jjiolation  of  contract  in- 
volved in  the  present  lockout. 

I  still  adh^e  \\t  my  former  allegation 
that  there  tra.a  #  breach  of  contract  by 
the  employe**.  Tour  letter  conveys  the 
linx»Ued  admiaaioi^  of  a  vlolatioa  ot  agree- 


ment. By  an  interpretation  now  for  tlie 
first  time  given  to  the  terms  of  the  con- 
tract with  the  electrical  worker.s'  and 
.sheet  metal  workers'  unions  you  utteinpt 
not  to  deny,  but  to  justify  your  position 
in  abrogating  them. 

You  quotf^  Article  VI  of  the  contract  of 
the   Electrical   Workers   as  follows: 

"No  non-union  men  shall  be  employed 
when  a   satisfactory   union   man  is  avail- 

Then  you  assert:  "Union  men  refu.sed  to 
work  and  were,  therefore  unavailable. 
This  is  a  mere  play  on  definition  of 
words,  but  I  shall  take  your  interpreta- 
tion of  this  paragraph,  and  shall  ask 
vou  if  this  is  the  irutli?  Did  union  elec- 
tricians first  refuse  to  work?  Did  not 
most  of  the  employing  electrtclans  lay  oft 
tiieir  men  and  post  "open  shop"  novices 
in  their  shops  thus  themselves  violating 
the  provisions  of  the  contract  to  which 
you  refer?  , 

The  rule  governing  the  sheet  metal 
workers,  like  that  of  the  electrical  work- 
ers, was  subjtHJt  to  but  on  interpreta- 
tion until  this  trouble  came  up.  Now  you. 
who  played  no  part  In  affecting  the 
settlement  of  last  May,  when  the  con» 
tract  was  made,  take  upon  yourselves  to 
offer  an  excuse  for  forcing  the  employers 
to  disregard  their  contracts. 

You  however,  mentioned  only  such  con- 
tract 'with  building  trades  unions  as  are 
bv  hair-splitting  distinctions,  in  your 
opinion,  capable  of  otlier  tlian  one  In- 
tei-pretation.  You  fail  to  say  anything 
rbout  the  contracts  of  the  employers 
with  the  plumbers'  and  steamfltters'  un- 
ions. Y'ou  did  not  quote  Rule  No.  1  of 
the  plumbers'  contract,  which  reads:  "No 
shop  shall  employ  any  but  union  men 
having  a  clear  working  card  of  the  U. 
A  "  The  letters  "U.  A."  are  understood 
by  the  members  of  tho  trade  to  mean 
the  United  Association  of  Journeymen 
Plumbers  and  Gas  Fitters. 

The  contract  with  the  Steamfltters 
union,  article  iv.,  reads:  "All  persons 
signing  this  agreement  agree  to  hire 
none  but  members  In  good  standing  In 
the  Steamfltters'  union."  Neither  did 
vou  quote  this  provision.  Why  did  you 
omit    it?  ^      ,,       , 

You    mav   sav   that    the   Builders    ex- 
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change  had  nothing  to  do  with  tlie 
making  of  the  contracts  with  these 
unions,  but  that  offers  no  excuse  for 
their  violation  by  the  parties  who  made 
them. 

The  fact  is,  that  either  you  or  the 
men  interested  in  your  movemetit 
forced  the  employers  to  violate  their 
agreement.s  witli  the  unions  under 
threats  that  they  would  be  given  no 
contract  until  they  declared  for  the 
"open  shop."  Under  your  use  of  the 
boycott,  a  weapon  you  pretend  to  al)- 
hor.  you  have  forced  a  number  of 
peace-loving  employers  of  labor  to 
wage  a  war  against  their  workingmen 
If  you  contradict  this,  we  are  in  a  posi- 
tion to  furnish  the  proof. 

I  am  not  complaining  so  much  about 
tho  methods  to  which  you  resort  to 
win  vour  battle,  but  when  you  are 
fighting  uniier  false  colors  you  ought 
to  be  exposed.  You  are  against  labor's 
kind  of  boycotts,  but  you  are  for  your 
kind  of  boycotts. 

You  a.ssert  in  your  letter  that  I  am 
making  untrue  statements  relative  to 
the  situation  for  the  purpose  of  un- 
fairly inlluencing  the  public.  It  is  easy 
to  que"Stion  the  veracity  of  an  oppon- 
ent. Sometimes  it  is  the  only  argument 
one  has  to  advance.  If  I  desired  to 
respond  in  a  retaliatory  manner  I 
might  say  with  truth,  that  many  charg- 
es are  being  made  against  the  Duluth 
unions  as  to  their  metliods  and  prac- 
tices which  are  not  founded  upon  facts. 
In  rather  well  guarded  language  you 
deny  having  any  relations  witli  the 
National  Association  of  Manufacturers. 
You  know  best  to  what  extent  you  are 
connected  with  that  organization.  We 
can  only  draw  our  own  conclusions 
from  the  presence  of  Mr.  Drew,  the 
dulv  accepted  representative  of  the  Na- 
tional Association  of  Manufacturers,  in 
this  city. 

He  was  the  man  that  did  most  of  the 
talking  to  the  Builders'  exchange  and 
the  Real  Estate  exchange.  As  the  re- 
sult of  his  speech  the  meeting  at  the 
Commercial  club  declared  for  the  "open 
shop."  and  your  committee  was  tiien 
appointed.  Contractors  have  Informed 
me  that  there  was  a  poslblllty  for  a 
settlement  of  our  trouble  prior  to  the 
time  when  Mr.  Drew  came  to  Duluth. 
However,  I  don't  blame  you  for  being 
ashamed  of  any  connection  you  mlglit 
be  charged  with  having  with  this  labor 
crushing  organization. 

In  your  conclusion  you  say  that  you 
believe  In  "the  'open  shop'  and  equal 
rights  for  all.  and  the  best  irleiests  of 
the  city  require  that  the  prmciple  be 
maintained."  You  style  yourselves  a 
citizens'  committee,  and  yet  there  are 
more  than  5.000  citizens  in  Duluth  affili- 
ated with  labor  organizations.  These  hold 
for  the  union  shop  and  "equal  rlshts  for 
all."  We  do  not  believe  that  you  are 
alone  more  capable  of  securing  equal 
rights  for  all  than  we  are  alone.  Tlie 
peaceful  and  prosperous  relations  of  cap- 
ital and  labor  can  only  be  effected  by 
mutual  understandings  between  them.  1 
would  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  recenc 
Cooper  Union  speech  by  Secretarjf  of  War 
W.   H    Taft. 

You  charge  us  with  paralyzing  Industry 
In  Duluth  because  we  do  not  capitulate 
on  your  terms.    Your  asserUon  U  an  in- 


dication that  wc  are  a  factor  that  should 
be  reckoned  with,  and  we  have  a  right  to 

expect    it. 

The  truly  loyal  citizens  of  Duluth 
sun-lv  siiould  not  desire  to  pndong  a 
war  "that  can  be  productive  of  nolhinK 
but  disaster  to  every  interest  involved. 
Somewhere  on  the  industrial  field  there 
ougftt  to  be  a  meeting  ground  between 
the  contentions  of  capital  and  the  claims 
of  laboi-,  where  honorable  men  with 
righteous  motives  can  adjust  all  mis- 
understandings. 

We  stand  lor  peace,  not  war.  Our  one 
liope  is  tliat  you  will  yet  see  the  wl.sdom 
of  dealing  with  the  representiitives  of 
union  labor  in  a  manner  becoming  twen- 
tieth century  employers.  Yours  very 
truly  W.  E.  McEWKN.

Chester  A.  Congdon  Will 

Donate  Land  Along 

Tischer's  Creek. 

In  Return  He  AsKs  Vaca- 
tion  of  Certain 
Streets. 


By  a  resolution  calling  upon  the  may- 
or, city  clerk  and  city  attorney  to  close 
a    deal    for    park    lands    along    Tischer 
creek  in  East  Duluth   with  Chester  A. 
Congdon    and    the    East    Duluth    Land 
company,  the  proposed  new  park  along 
the  little  stream  at  Thirty-third  avenue 
east  becomes  a  probability.     The  only 
string  on  the  deal  now  is  the  question 
of    disposing   of    the    sewage    which    is 
discharged  into  the  creek  at  Woodland. 
It    is     proposed     to    run     the     sewage 
through   a  septic   tank  and   it  may   be 
that   the  city    will  be  forced   to  install 
the  septic  tank  at  its  own  expense. 

The  question  of  a  park  at  Tischer 
creek  was  first  broached  to  the  councii 
last  March,  when  Mr.  Congdon  asked 
that  certain  lands  in  that  vicinity  be 
condemned  for  park  purposes.  Mr. 
Congdon  is  the  president  and  largest 
stockholder  In  the  East  Duluth  com- 
pany and  he  and  the  company  agreed 
to  donate  such  lands  owned  by  them 
and  condemned  for  park  purposes,  to 
the  city.  Mr.  Congdon  likewise  agree- 
ing to  pay  the  ajnount  awarded  to  oth- 
er owners  of  lands,  and  donate  that 
land  to  the  city  also.    The  award  made 


to  owners  exclusive  of  Mr.  Congdon 
and  the  East  Duluth  was  $4,960.58.  In- 
cluding the  appraised  value  of  the  land 
owned  by  him  and  the  East  Duluth 
company,  Mr.  Congdon's  outlay  Is  $10,- 
320. 5& 

Under  the  agreement,  he  was  to  pay 
the  money  after  the  city  had  vacated 
the  existing  plat  of  East  Duluth  and 
consented  to  a  new  platting.  •  In  a  let- 
ter last  night,  Mr.  (tongdon  agrees  to 
pay  the  money  Immediately,  if  the 
council    will  agree   to   vacate   the  plat. 

The  proposed  park  extends  from  the 
boulevard  on  the  north  to  Dingwall 
street,  to  be  known  in  the  future  as 
Oreysolon  road,  on  the  south,  the  land 
extending  for  a  distance  of  about  20") 
feet  on  each  tside  of  the  creek.  The 
plans  call  for  a  driveway  on  either  side 
of  the  creek,  along  the  entire  length  of 
the  park.  In  the  contract  to  be  made 
between  the  city  and  Mr.  Congdon,  ho 
agrees  to  turn  the  land  over  to  the  city, 
retaining  only  the  right  to  construct  a 
concrete  dam  in  the  creek  at  a  point 
near  Greysolon  road,  and  to  run  a  pipe 
line  from  the  dam  and  reservoir  to  the 
grounds  of  his  house,  now  under  con- 
struction on  London  road,  to  furnish 
water  for  a  fountain. 

Mr.  Congdon's  letter  and  the  con- 
tract were  accompanied  by  a  petition 
from  practically  all  of  the  property 
holders  in  East  Duluth  and  the  First 
addition  to  East  Duluth,  requesting 
the  city  to  vacate  certain  avenues, 
the  object  being  to  rcplat  the  whole 
district  in  conformity  with  the  topog- 
raphy of  the  land.  Since  East  Du- 
luth was  first  platted.  Lake  street, 
from  the  easterly  side  of  Superior 
or  Thirtieth  avenue  has  been  vacated 
to  the  east  side  of  the  plat,  and  the 
following  avenues  have  been  vacated 
below     London     road:  Thirty-first,

St.  Marie,  or  Thirty-first,  from  Lon- 
don road  to  Branch  street;  Michigan, 
or  Thirty-second,  from  Dingwall 
street  to  Superior  street,  and  from 
Superior  street  to  west  side  of  the 
plat;  St.  Claire,  or  Thirty-fourth, 
from  London  road  to  Superior  street; 
Huron,  or  Thirty-fifth  from  London 
road  to  Superior  street;  Ontario,  or 
Thirty-seventh,  from  London  road  to 
Superior  stret;  St.  Lawrence,  from 
London  road  to  Jefferson  street;  all 
alleys  In  the  First  addition  to  East 
Duluth. 

The  petition  Is  made  that  East  Du- 
luth, the  first  addition  to  East  Du- 
luth and  five  acres  of  land  lying 
to  the  east  may  bo  replatted.  It  i.s 
pointed  out  that  the  roadway  on 
either  side  of  Tischer  creek,  in  the 
new  park,  will  do  away  with  the 
necessity  of  some  of  the  avenues, 
while  others  are  in  deep  gorges  -and 
upon  heights  where  they  will  never 
be    improved. 

The  new  arrangement  of  the  plat, 
as  .set  forth  In  the  letter  to  the 
council,  provides  that  London  road 
and  all  the  streets  parallel  to  it  will 
remain  the  same  on  the  plat  as  they 
are  now.  Thirtieth.  Thirty-second, 
Thirty-third.  Thirty-sixth  and  Thirty- 
eighth  aveaues  will  remain  the  same; 
Thirty-fir.st,  Thirty-fourth,  Thirty-fifth 
and  Thirty-seventh  avenues  will  be 
omitted;  a  new  avenue  will  be  laid 
out  between  Thirty-third  and  Thirty- 
sixth,  to  be  known  as  Thirty-fifth 
and  a  space  wide  enough  for  another 
avenue  will  be  laid  out  on  the  plat 
at    another    point. 

A  letter  from  President  Hotise  of 
the  Duluth  &  Iron  Range  railroad 
was  also  submitted,  in  which  he 
promises  that,  if  the  replatting  is 
made,  the  railway  company,  at  iti 
own  expense,  will  place  crossing.s 
under  the  track  at  Thirtieth,  Thirty- 
second  and  the  east  side  of  block 
Thirty-one,  where  the  railroad  crosses 
the  proposed  new  street.  Through 
this,  people  going  to  Lester  Park 
and  Lakeside  would  be  able  to  follow 
Greysolon  road  and  cross  the  D.  & 
I.  R.  tracks  at  three  points,  with- 
out  crossing   at   grade. 

In   the   contract,    It    is   agreed   that 


no  lots  will  be  disturbed  in  the 
replatting  except  thos';  owned  by  the 
signers  of  the  petition  and  other  lot 
numbers  and  locations  will  remain 
the  same,  tinlcss  the  owners  chooi^e 
to  agree  to  the  replatting  and  the  ar- 
rangement is  such  then  that  thejr 
lots   are   included. 

It  was  pointed  out  by  the  alder- 
men from  tho  First  ward  that  the 
proposed  changes  are  in  the  nature 
of  an  improvement  of  that  district 
of  the  city  and,  though  there  may 
be  5-ome  stlfish  interest  in  Mr.  Cong- 
don's proposition  to  the  city,  he  is 
also  showing  commendable  public 
spirit  in  donating  the  park  land  to 
the  city  and  a.'^sisting  in  the  improve- 
ment of  the  park.  The  proposed 
replatting  will  enhance  the  value  of 
the     lots     in     East     Duluth     and     the 


first  addition,  but  It  will  also  im- 
prove the  city  and  the  council  will 
place  no  obstacles  In  the  way  of  it. 
The  replatting  will  provld<;  for  the 
changing  of  the  name  of  Dingwall 
.street  to  Greysolon  road,  and  Branch 
street  to  Greysolon  Place.

"SAVING  THE  COUNTRY."

be  saved  stares  tlie  public  m  the  face,  ine  poiUiciana 
arc  Kciting  on  tiicir  wurkiutJ  i  iolhes.  and  trom  now 
on    mere   wili   be  soiuetuinti   doiag  all   duwn   llie   imo. 

This  observation  is  altogether  timely  and  absolutely 
correct.  The  politicians  arc  getting  their  working 
clothes  on.     What  arc  the  people  doing? 

For  this  IS  the  time  when  the  people  as  well  as  the 
politicians  should  get  their  working  clothes  on,  and  insist 
apon  taking  as  active  a  part  in  politics  as  those  who 
iiake  it  a  business. 

It  is  unpleasantly  true  that  the  people  of  this  country 
tiave  been  inclined  to  sit  back  too  much  and  complain  of 
results  to  which  their  negligence  contributed. 

For  instance,  the  people  criticise  bitterly  the  inert- 
ness of  the  United  States  senate,  and  protest  that  it  is 
ruled  by  the  "interests*'  whose  success  means  harm  to 
the  people.  And  yet,  if  these  same  critics  had  watched 
more  carefully  the  selection  of  the  state  legislatures  that 
elect  the  senators,  they  could  have  had  almost  any  kind 
of  senators  they  wanted. 

Again,  party  members  criticise  the  action  of  conven- 
tions, and  forget  that  they  themselves  failed  to  attend 
the  caucus  at  which  delegates  were  selected. 

The  process  of  nominating  presidential  candidates 
will  be  begun  shortly.  The  tirst  step  is  the  -^election  of 
delegates  to  county  conventions.  Upon  the  character 
of  these  delegates  depends  the  character  of  the  nomina- 
tions. If  the  politicians  select  the  local  delegates,  that 
means  that  they  will  select  the  delegates  to  the  state 
and  district  conventions,  and  that  in  these  conventions 
they  will  pick  the  delegates  to  the  national  conventions. 
.■\nd  that,  in  the  end,  nieaiis  that  they  will  pick  out  the 
presidential   candidates. 

"Of  course  the  country  has  got  to  be  saved,"  adds  the 
Star-Xews,  "and  who  more  competent  to  do  it  than  the 
politicians?" 

This  is  only  Editor  Dare's  satirical  humor.  The  poli- 
ticians are  competent  only  to  take  care  of  their  own  in- 
terests, and  they  can  be  depended  upon  to  do  it  if  they 
have  their  own  way. 

The  politicians  have  been  given  ample  chances  to 
save  the  country  in  the  past,  when  they  had  pretty  nearly 
everything  in  their  own  hands  because  most  men  voted 
the  party  tickets  straight  anyway.  But  they  didn't  save 
it,  not  to  any  noticeable  extent.  Instead  they  got  the 
counry  tangled  up  in  a  nasty  mess  of  special  privileges  to 
which  the  possessors  cling  now  most  tenaciously,  whin- 
ing pitifully  if  anybody  propo-^es  to  take  them  away. 
Also,  they  got  the  public  interests  all  snarled  up  in  the 
meshes  of  a  machine  in  the  national  congress  where  the 
"interests"  have  had  things  pretty  much  their  own  way. 
There  is  much  to  be  done  this  year.  There  are  legis- 
latures to  elect,  congressmen  to  elect,  and  a  president  to 
be  nominated  and  elected.  In  view  of  the  way  in  which 
the  politicians  have  managed  these  matters  in  the  past,  it 
seems  impossible  that  the  people  will  let  them  "save  the 
country"  this  year.  The  people  will  undoubtedly  take  a 
hand  in  the  game  themselves. 


with  the  well  known  habit  of  manufacturers  of  buying  up 
patents  on  improved  machinery  and  squelching  them  to 
prevent  competition  with  their  own.  This  is  a  common 
practice,  and  one  that  has  no  doubt  held  manufacturing 
progress  back  not  a  little.  Many  an  inventor  has  toiled 
over  an  improvement,  sold  it  to  a  manufacturer,  and  died 
without  seeing  his  idea  in  use,  because  his  improvement 
over  the  machines  then  in  use  was  so  great  that  to  put 
It  on  the  market  would  involve  a  ruinous  retirement  of 
their  existing  facilities  for  manufacture. 

The  cases  may  not  be  parallel,  but  if  it  is  necessary 
for  Mark  Twain  to  sell  a  little  whisky  and  a  few  cigars 
in  order  to  protect  his  patent  on  the  use  of  his  name  for 
advertising  purposes,  it  ought  to  be  necessary  for  holders 
of  manufacturing  patents  to  do  the  same  thing.  If  it  is, 
and  they  do  not  do  it.  what  is  to  prevent  somebody  going 
over  the  patent  records,  picking  out  the  good  things 
that  are  being  neglected,  and  getting  out  new  patents  on 
them  on  the  ground  that  the  old  ones  are  being 
neglected,  and  that  this  constitutes  a  wrong  to  society 
which  it  is  not  good  public  policy  to  permit? 

At  any  rate,  Mark  Twain  has  taken  out  the  patents 
referred  to,  and  doubtless  the  "Mark  Twain"  whisky  and 
the  "Mark  Twain"  perfecto  will  shortly  be  on  the  mar- 
ket. .\s  there  is  more  than  one  kind  of  whisky,  perhaps 
there  will  be  an  "Innocents  Abroad"  Scotch,  a  "Rough- 
ing It"  bourbon,  a  "Huckleberry  Finn"  rye  and  a  "Tom 
Sawyer"  blend. 

If  the  idea  really  is,  as  stated  by  Mark  Twain's  agents, 
to  prevent  others  from  using  his  name  for  advertising 
purposes,  most  people  will  sympathize  with  him.  There 
may  be  some  who  relish  such  fame  as  is  attached  to  the 
use  of  their  names  on  brands  of  whisky  or  cigars,  but 
to  most  such  use  of  their  names  would  seem  one  of  the 
penalties  of  greatness,  to  be  avoided  as  earnestly  as  pos- 
sible. Very  likely  the  law  will  prevent  such  a  use  of 
one's  name  during  life,  and  while  many  will  care  little 
how  their  names  are  used  after  death,  the  great  American 
humorist  has  pointed  out  a  way  of  heading  off  the  ambi- 
tious dealers  in  the  means  of  dissipation  even  after  death.

THE  RAILROADS  ARE  WILLING. 

From  the  developments  at  the  hearing  on  the  com- 
plaint against  the  Duluth  railroads  for  providing  free 
storage  for  Twin  City  jobbing  houses,  it  appears  that  the 
railroads  will  be  very  glad  to  cease  the  practice  if  they 
can  be  assured  that  it  will  also  be  stopped  at  other  ports 
on  Lake  Michigan  and  Lake  Superior. 

It  ought  to  be  easy  to  accommodate  them.  That  is 
one  of  the  things  the  interstate  commerce  commission 
was  created  for:  to  see  that  the  railroads  treat  all 
patrons  and  all  sections  alike. 

The  testimony  introduced  at  the  hearing  here  yester- 
day and  today  went  to  show  that  the  criticisms  of  the 
Duluth  Commercial  club  and  others  are  justified.  It  ap- 
pears that  this  free  storage  privilege  has  been  .so  grossly 
abused  that  it  has  been  possible  for  jobbers  in  the  Twin 
Cities  to  escape  paying  taxes  on  their  goods,  and  even 
to  avoid  the  expense  of  providing  their  own  warehouses 
if  they  desired.  They  could  have  a  shipment  of  goods 
brought  by  lake  to  Duluth,  left  in  the  railroad  warehouse 
here,  and  shipped  out  direct  to  customers  in  Duluth  terri- 
tory. Thus  the  Twin  City  jobbers  were  given  a  valuable 
advantage,  and  tlie  railroads,  in  many  cases,  lost  freigli 
charges  that  would  have  accrued  had  the  jobbers  been 
compelled  to  take  their  goods  to  their  Twin  City  ware- 
houses for  distribution  from  that  point. 

If  the  railroads  are  willing  to  stop  the  practice  here 
providing  it  is  stopped  at  other  points,  the  duty  of  the 
interstate  commerce  commission  seems  plain.  It  should 
issue  an  order  prohibiting  the  practice  everywhere.  I# 
should  do  this  in  the  interests  of  fair  play  to  all  the  job- 
bers, and  in  order  that  the  goods  may  pay  their  just 
taxes  in  this  and  other  states. 


THE  SMALLPOX  QUARANTINE. 

The  city  ci'Uiicil  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  wisdom 
of  its  decision  to  provide  a  smallpox  quarantine  in  Du- 
luth, regardless  of  the  new  rule  of  the  state  board  of 
health  practically  abolishing  the  quarantine  on  this  dis- 
ease in  Minnesota. 

The  arguments  made  in  behalf  of  the  state  board  have 
not  appealed  to  very  many  citizens  of  Duluth,  so  far  ^a 
The  Herald  has  been  able  to  discover.  As  near  as  the 
average  citizen  could  make  out,  the  position  of  the  board 
is  that  the  smallpox  quarantine  has  been  ineffective,  and 
that  it  ought,  therefore,  to  be  made  less  rigid  than  it 
has  been.  It  was  not  proposed  to  abolish  it  altogether, 
hut  to  make  its  rules  less  stringent,  and  to  substitute 
vaccination,  in  a  large  measure,  for  quarantine  as  a  pro- 
tection against  smallpo.x. 

The  reasoning  that  because  a  quarantine  had  not  been 
effective  it  should  be  partially  abolished  is  hard  to  fol- 
low. Ordinarily  one  would  expect  that  if  a  quarantine 
had  partially  failed  in  its  purpose,  it  would  be  made 
more  rigid. 

Duluth,  however,  is  to  continue  the  quarantine,  no 
matter  w!iat  the  rest  of  the  state  docs,  and  in  the  opin- 
ion of  The  Herald  this  action  is  wise  and  will  prove 
popular.  There  is  no  quarrel  with  vaccination,  any  more 
than  there  is  with  the  use  of  anti-to.xin  in  treating  diph- 
theria; but  the  people  of  Duluth  would  not  feel  secure 
if  they  knew  that  the  attempt  to  control  smallpox  by 
quarantine  were  to  be  abandoned. 


MARK  TWAIN  IN  BUSINESS. 

Mark  Twain — whom  some  people  and  the  baptismal 
records  know  as  Samuel  Langhorn  Clemens — has  had 
his  name  patented  as  the  title  of  brands  of  liquor  and 
cigars,  and  there  is  much  to-do  over  the  fear  that  the 
venerable  but  always  youthful  humorist  is  going  to  drop 
literature  for  the  cigar  and  whisky  business. 

Mr.  Clemens'  agents  have  secured  patents  on  the  use 
of  his  name  as  an  advertising  device  for  liquor  and 
cigars,  but  they  have  stated  that  his  only  idea  is  to  fore- 
stall its  use  in  that  way  by  covetous  manufacturers  and 
distillers  after  his  death. 

In  order  to  get  the  patent,  and  to  maintain  the  exclu- 
sive right  to  its  use,  his  agents  are  goint,  to  put  out  a  few 
cigars  and  a  little  whisky.  They  are  not  going  to  sell 
much  of  either,  but  they  say  that  it  will  be  good  whisky 
and  good  cigars  that  bear  his  name.  They  explain  that 
it  is  neces.sary  to  do  this  in  order  to  secure  the  patent 
and  keep  it,  and  to  prevent  others  from  using  it. 

This  may  be  the  law,  but  it  does  not  square  very  well 


THE  PEOPLE  AND  RAILROADS. 

B.  F.  Yoakum  of  the  Rock  Island  railroad  contrib- 
utes to  the  current  issue  of  the  Saturday  Evening  Post 
an  article  on  "What  the  People  Owe  the  Railroads."  He 
starts  upon  the  assumption  that  there  has  been  too  much 
talk  about  what  the  railroads  owe  the  people,  and  too 
little  consideration  of  the  other  side  of  the  question. 

It  is  an  ingenious,  an  interesting  and  a  plausible 
article,  to  hardly  a  word  of  which  can  exception  be  taken. 
It  is  perfectly  true  that  the  nation  and  the  people  do  owe 
the  railroads  a  great  deal;  possibly  it  is  also  true  that 
they  have  not  appreciated  their  debt  to  the  railroads  as 
much  as  they  should.  Certainly,  too,  no  harm  can  be 
done  by  reminding  the  people  that  they  owe  something 
to  the  railroads. 

However,  the  obvious  reflection  that  will  come  to 
every  unprejudiced  reader  of  this  article  is  this:  Haven't 
the  railroads  been  pretty  apt  at  collecting  in  tangible 
cash  everything  the  people  owe  them? 

Mr.  Yoakum  says  that  the  construction  of  railroads 
increases  land  values.  True,  but  this  is  automatically 
reciprocal:  the  increased  use  of  the  land  produced  by  rail- 
road construction  increases  the  amount  of  business  the 
land  will  yield  to  the  railroads. 

Mr.  Yoakum  says  that  the  construction  of  railroads 
causes  an  increase  of  the  population  of  the  territory 
tapped.  True;  but  this,  too,  is  automatically  reciprocal: 
the  growth  of  population  created  by  the  coming  of  a 
railroad  increases  the  available  traffic  for  the  railroad 
and  enlarges  its  earnings. 

Mr.  Yoakum  says  that  the  railroads  develop  the  coun- 
try.   Again  he  speaks  truth,  and  again  is  it  true  that  the 
•'rnment  of  the   country  in   every  way  adds   to  the 
earnings  of  the  railroads. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  Mr.  Y'oakum's  arguments  simply 
go  to  show  how  closely  allied  are  the  interests  of  the 
railroads  and  the  people.  When  the  people  are  pros- 
perous the  railroads  are  making  money;  when  idle  land 
is  peopled  and  produces  wealth,  its  settlers  profit  and  so 
do  the  railroads. 

Mr.  Yoakum  says  that  the  railroads  should  be  treated 
fairly,  and  beyond  doubt  they  should  be  so  treated.  All 
that  the  people  ask  is  that  the  railroads  treat  them  fairly, 
too.  The  ideal  relationship  between  railroads  and  people 
would  be  to  have  both  prospering  and  contented:  the 
railroads  furnishing  the  best  possible  service  at  the  low- 
est cost  consistent  with  proper  maintenance  and  fair 
profits.  It  is  wrong  to  be  unfair  to  the  railroads,  be- 
cause when  they  are  harmed  the  people  are  harmed. 

But  it  is  viciously  wrong  to  permit  the  railroads  to 
deal  unfairly  with  the  people,  because  in  this  case  the 
people  are  harmed,  the  railroads  profit  little,  and  the 
proceeds  of  greed  and  unfair  treatment  are  usually 
reaped  by  small  cliques  of  conspiring  railroad  brigands 
who  deal  in  Wall  street  with  railroads  as  gambling  tools. 
Mr.  Yoakum  complains  that  unfair  railroad  legisla- 
tion has  been  passed  in  certain  states.  That  was  a 
wrong  thing  to  do,  but  not  surprising  in  view  of  the  arro- 
gant manner  in  which  railroads  have  manipulated  state 
legislation  in  their  own  interests  for  so  many  years. 
It  was  a  natural,  if  regrettable,  result  of  an  inevitable 
reaction.  It  will  stop  when  the  relationship  betweei? 
railroads  and  people  settles  down  to  a  basis  that  is  fair 
to  both.

•My  friend  was  intending  to  build  a 
barn,"  he  t>egail.  "lie  ordered  a  lot  ol 
nails,  some  ijolls  and  some  iron  braces 
lor  the  joists.  Xhai>arn  was  on  one  end 
of  the  ranch.  The' material,  beside  the 
lumber  was  left  th^re  until  the  carpen- 
ters came  out  fi'om  the  city.  Well,  linal- 
iy  the  carpenters  arrived,  early  one 
morning.  Soon  the  foreman  came  back 
to  the  house,  while  we  were  at  breali- 
last.  and  wanted  to  know  where  the  nails 
and  bolts  and  things  were.  My  host  and 
the  foreman  very  nearly  had  a  serious 
argument  over  the  matter.

completed  yesterday  afternoon,  and 
Mr.  Marble,  who  represented  the  com-

ruom:i. 

There  may  not  be  a  decision  relative 
to  the  matter  for  several  months,  but 
the  genioral  opinion  seenvs  to  be  that 
wiaea  it  does  conrve  it  will  be  favorable 
to  Duluch.  and  con^iequently  favorable 
to  Chicago,  Milwaukee,  Gladstone.

of  the  railroads,  and  testified  regarding 
the  free  storage  matter. 

Mr.  Davi.^on  said  that  the  free  stor- 
age proposition  affected  only  certain 
d.'partments  of  the  hardware  busine.ss. 
-such  us  wire  and  nails.  He  asserted 
that  his  company  liad  had  to  retire 
from  certain  territory  .-«o  far  as  the 
wire  and  nail  trade  was  concerned, 
because  of  the  fact  that  free  storage 
on  thcsic  commodities  was  granted  Twin 
("ity  hoUfV.»»  by  the  railroads  with  ware- 
iiiiu.ses  at  the  Head  of  the  L«akes. 

He  te.stified  that  local  houses  had  the 
same  privilege  of  free  storage  as  the 
Twin  City  people,  and  others  at  out- 
side points,  but  that  the  difficulty  of 
forecasting  tlie  amount  .>f  the  .season's 
business  was  such  that  there  invari- 
ably was  a  considerable  surplus  in  the 
railroad  wareiiouses  at  the  end  of  the 
season,  upon  which  storage  charges  had 
to  be  paid,  and  that  because  of  this  fact, 
and  the  further  fact  that  goods  could 
be  more  conveniently  handled  for  ship- 
ment in  the  company's  own  hou.se,  his 
company  did  not  take  advantage  of 
conditions  in  this  re.spcct  to  any  great 
extent. 

He  agreed  with  the  others  that  the 
free  storage  prop<isition  was  a  great 
detriment  to  Duluth,  and  said  it  should 
by  all  means  be  abolished.  In  explan- 
ati'm  of  the  storage  charge  on  goods 
left  at  the  end  of  the  season,  he  said 
storage  had  to  be  paid  on  all  g<)ods 
which  were  not  shipped  out  of  Duluih 
by  the  end  of  the  season,  ov<»r  the  rails 
of  the  company  doing  the  storing. 

The  testimony  of  Mr.  Pearce  was  en- 
tirely of  a  technical  nature,  and  con- 
sisted lar§*^ly  of  a  reading  of  the  tari'.f 
sheets  of  different  railroads  invoived  in 
the  free  storage  practice.  Several  tariff 
sheets  of  roads  doing  a  similar  busi- 
ness at  Chicago.  Milwaukee,  Gladstone, 
Mich.,  Manitowoc,  Wis.,  and  other  lake 
ports,  w.^re  introduced,  showing  that 
free  storage  was  granted  at  those 
poir.rs  by  companies  named,  as  well  aj 
by  the  Omaha.  Great  Northern  and 
Northern  Pacific  at  Duluth.  It  is  these 
three  companies  against  which  the  Du- 
luth complaint   was  entered. 

If  the  commission  makes  a  ruling 
that  free  storage  of  tlie  kind  in  que.s- 
tion  .shall  he  abolished,  it  is  und;'rstood 
that  practically  every  railroad  in  the 
West  will  be  glad  of  it,  for  then  they 
can  discontinue  the  practice  with  cer- 
tain knowledge  that  competitors  are  do. 
ing  the  .same  thing.  The  petitioners  will 
submit  their  case  by  brief  to  the  com- 
mission within  fifteen  days,  and  the 
railroads  will  have  ten  days  in  which  to 
r-p:y.

C'.uniry  league  might  get  in  a  word  for 
Roy  Newcombe,  playing  manager  of 
the  Calumet  team  last  year  and  a 
member  of  the  Lake  Linden  team  in 
1906.  Perhaps  Newcombe  has  more 
right  to  the  honor  than  either  of  the 
men  claiming  it  now  through  the  pa- 
pers. 

Walter  Nagle,  the  Pacific  Coast 
league  exix>nent  of  baseball  vensalility, 
is  a  pitcher  on  the  Los  Angeles  team, 
which  won  the  championship  of  the 
league.  He  played  in  sixty-nine  games 
of  nearly  200  played  and  worked  in  ev- 
ery position,  infield  and  outfield,  wit'.i 
the  exception  of  catcher.  His  batting 
average  for  the  .season   was  .214. 

John  Hreckenridge  of  the  Akron  team 
of  the  Ohio  and  I'ennsylvania  league  is 
al-so  a  idlcher,  with  a  record  of  sixteen 
games  won  and  seven  lost  for  tht"  sea- 
son. He  played  infield  ana  outfield,  be- 
sides pitching,  and  took  part  In  forty- 
kix  games,  including  one  which  "le 
caught.  His  batting  average  was  .281 
and  grand  fielding  average  .964. 

Roy  Newcombe's  record  for  the  sea- 
son of  1907  is  more  remarkable  than 
that  of  either  of  the  men  mentioned. 
He  took  his  regular  turn  In  the  box, 
with  Calumet  carrying  but  three  pitch- 
ers at  times  and  playing  every  day 
with  several  double-headers  near  th'j 
end  of  the  season.  When  not  pitching, 
Newcombe  played  other  positions  on 
the  team  and  worked  in  eighty-three 
games  during  the  season,  out  of  only 
about  100  played  by  his  team.  He 
played  fir.st  base  for  a  long  time  at  one 
period  and  second  base  al.so.  He  played 
in  the  outfield  and  the  records  show 
that  he  caught  two  games  at  the  local 
grounds  during  the  season.  His  batting 
average  was  .269  and  fielding  average 
.944.  both  remarkable,  considering  the 
fact  that  a  pitcher  i.sn't  supposed  to  be 
sluger,  nor  a  star  in  an  infield  po- 
sitioji. 

Newcombe  is  a  marvel  in  vitality. 
.Sunday,  June  23,  Newcombe  pitched  a 
double-header  on  tho  local  grounds,  los- 
ing the  first  game  in  fourteen  inning.s 
and  returnig  to  win  the  second  in  nine 
innings.  Three  days  before,  he  had 
pitched  a  game  and  the  two  intervening 
days  were  put  in  at  first  base. 

When  Newcombe  was  with  Lake  Lin- 
den, he  showed  the  same  versatility. 
He  is  a  good  pitcher  and  shines  in  any 
of  the  other  positions.  He  is  hardly 
fast  enough  for  second  base,  hut  hi.s 
play  is  creditable.  On  first  he  Is  all 
that  could  be  desired  and  in  the  out- 
field, his  work  Is  sure.  At  the  bat,  he 
is  dangerous  for  any  pitcher  as  his 
record  shows.  Newcombe  has  been 
drafted  by  South  Bend  in  the  Central 
league  this  year,  and  his  all-around 
ability  will  not  bo  brought  out  as  it  was 
last  year,  when  Calumet  was  short  of 
men  all  through  the  season.

Just  why  the  Duluth  horsemen  should 
seek  to  bar  Little  Jim,  Frank  Frerkers 
pacer,  from  the  races  on  the  ice  isn't 
clear.  They  say  they  resent  attempts 
of  Hibbing  hor.semen  to  force  them- 
selves into  the  game  in  Duluth.  Mr. 
Frerker  certainly  isn't  a  Hibbing  horse- 
man and  he  should  not  be  discrimin- 
ated against,  any  more  than  should  any 
local  man,  who  buys  a  horse  out  of  the 
city.

Washington,  Jan.  14.— As  far  as  he  can. 
Secretary  Taft  has  committed  the  gov- 
ernment to  a  promise  to  withdraw  com- 
pletely from  Cuba  in  the  beginning  of 
spring  In  1!<09.  This  pledge  is  contained 
in   a  letter  from   Secretary   of   War   Taft 

to  the  president,  transmitting  the  report 
of  Covernor  Magoon   for  the  past  year. 

After  remarking  that  the  report  from 
the  governor  shows  the  conditions  in 
Cuba  to  be  encouraging,  Secretary  Taft 
says: 

"It  was  hoped  by  some  that  the  census 
might  be  completed  in  September  last.  1 
did  not  think,  and  I  am  not  surprised  to 
le.arn,  that  the  census  has  not  set  been 
completed,  and  probably  will  not  be  until 
April  or  May.  This  will  postpone  the 
local  elections  until  June,  the  presidential 
election  until  December,  and  the  Installa- 
tion of  the  president  and  congress  and  the 
turning  over  of  the  island  until  about 
March  or  April  of  190H.  This  is  in  com- 
pliance with  our  promise  when  we  as- 
sumed temporary  control  of  Cuba,  and  it 
seems  to  me  that  we  ought  to  allow  noth- 
ing to  interfere  with  carrying  out  our 
promise.  There  are  important  intere.-'ta 
that  would  be  glad  to  delay  our  stay 
there  for  y«ars,  but  good  faith  and  good

All   States   and    Many 

Foreign  Countries  to 

be  Represented. 


Washington,  Jan.  14.  —  Widespread  in- 
terest is  being  taken  in  this  country  and 
abroad  in  the  international  congress  on 
tuberculosis  which  is  to  be  held  in  Wash- 
ington next  September  under  the  auspices 
of  the  National  Association  for  the  Study 
and  Prevention  of  TuberculoEis.  The 
gathering  will  be  unique  In  several  res- 
pects. It  will  be  the  first  congress  of  the 
scrt  to  be  held  in  this  country,  and  it  will 
oilier  from  the  earlier  congret-ses  in  giv- 
ing greater  prominence  to  the  non-medi- 
eal  aspects  of  the  campaign  against  I  he 
white  plague.  The  outlook  will  cover  the 
anti-tuoereulosis  movement  as  a  whole, 
and  emphasis  will  be  laid  upon  the  hu- 
manitarian and  social  factors  of  the 
problem  as  well  as  upon  tne  medical,  sur- 
gical  and   pathological   a!-pects   of   it. 

A  central  committee  was  appointed  for 
eiich  Slate  and  for  each  of  the  countries 
abroad  at  the  lieginn'ng  of  the  prepar- 
aiioii.-,  for  the  eongress.  A  number  ot 
;  these  have  organized  and  have  formu- 
lai-d  dertnite  plans  for  llie  reprtseiuaa 
of  their  respective  states  or  countries 
the  congress  and  in  the  exhibition 
will  be  held  in  eonnection  with  it. 
activity  ot  the  local  comniittee  has  been 
preceded  in  nearly  every  instanct-  by  of- 
iicial  action  by  the  governor  of  the  statt 
authorizing  the  participation  of  the  var- 
ic  us  depannient.s  of  statt-  government  in 
the  undertaking.

SECIRESTARDY  JUSTICE. 

Captor  of  SittinglJiill  Finally  Re- 
warded by  Government. 

Rosebud,  S.  D.,  .Ian.  14.— Edward  H. 
\llison  who  brought  .Sitting  Bull  into 
a.  camp  of  federal  troops  and  made  pos- 
sible the  negotiations  which  ended  the 
wars  between  the  Sioux  Indians  and 
the  government,  has  at  last  been  done 
tardy  justice.  He  lives  here,  and 
though  a  native  of  New  England,  has 
been  married  to  two  wives  w^ho  were 
Voth  full-blooded  daughters  of  the 
Sioux.  By  his  first  marriage  and  adop- 
tion into  the  tribe,  he  became  a  brother 
of  the  famous  Chief  Gall. 

Allison  came  to  the  Far  West  in  1S56 
and  enlisted  in  the  army.  In  the  fight- 
ing following  the  Custer  campaign, 
Allison's  services     were  described  offi- 


cially by  Gen.  Sheridan  as  "beyond  es- 
timation." After  years  of  the  most 
ditficult  and  dangerous  service  as  scout, 
guide  and  interpreter,  lie  was  put  in 
charge  of  the  attempt  to  bring  old  bit- 
ting Bull  into  ca.mp.  Allison  accom- 
plished the  task. 

As  an  aged  man,  Allis<m  found  him- 
self without  ivcogiiition  as  a  member 
of  tlie  Sioux  tribe,  unable  to  get  his  al- 
lotment of  lands  on  the  Rosebud  reser- 
vation, in  Tripp  county,  S.  D.,  which  is 
soon  to  be  opened.  He  set  about  ^  to 
imake  his  record  clear,  and  sent  lo  Sen- 
ator Gamble  a  mass  of  letters  and  cre- 
dentials from  arm.y  cfficcrs,  of  which 
any  man  might  well  be  proud.  As  a 
ir^sult  Senator  CJ.-'.mble  was  able  to 
have  the  interior  department  place  Al- 
lison's name  on  the  roll  of  the  Sioux 
t.r;'hc,  and  when  Tripp  county  lands  are

testified  that  one-tiilrd  of  their  wages 
is  paid  by  the  public  and  not  by  the 
company;  that  from  1899  to  1907  the  net 
earnings  of  the  company  was  $51,665,848

In  this  way  several  were  so 
badly  injured  that  they  died  before 
reaching  any  of  the  numerous  tempor- 
ary hospitals. 

Nearly  Every  Fainily  Afflicted. 

Boyertown  Is  a  town  of  about  2,300 
persons  and  there  is  scarcely  a  house 
in  the  little  town  that  has  not  been 
afflicted  by  last  night's  visitation  of 
fire.  Reuben  W.  Stover,  one  of  those 
who  escaped  the  flames,  in  speaking 
of   the  Are,    today,   SBiId: 

"When  the  explopioa  occurred  there 
were  at  least  thirty- toys  and  girls  on 
the  stage,  while  main  more  were  be- 
hind the  scenes,  ^-"^thout  warning 
there  was  a  terrific  Explosion  which 
seemed  to  shake  I^QK'entire  building. 
Immediately  there,  wvas  a  wild  rush 
for  the  exits.  The^people  on  tho 
stage  bumped  over  the  footlights  into 
the  audience.  Everybody  seemed  to 
have  lost  control  ^of  ''themselves.  The 
flames  first  consuntjed  the  scenery  and 
came  toward  the  crowd  like  a  great 
wave  of  flre  and^  s»*ffocatlng  smoke, 
dropping'  men,  womeir-^and  children  In 
its  path.      The  flames  did  the  rest.  It

MANY  MOURNED 
MRS.  LM.  LANGE 

Estimable  Woman.  Wife 

of  G.  A.  R.  Man,  Called 

to  Reward. 

Cass  Lake,  Jan.  14.— (Special  to  Tha 
Herald.)— The  funeral  of  Mrs.  L.  M. 
Lange,  who  died  early  Sunday  morn- 
ing, was  held  Monday,  and  was  one  of 
the  largest  ever  held  in  Cass  Lake.

HARRIS  ON  STAND. 

Tells  Story  of  Fight  in  Which  Neu- 
mann Was  Killed. 

This  morning  at  the  trial  of  William 
Winlock,  the  negro  charged  with  the 
anurder  of  Albert  Neumann,  who  was 
Khot  on  Nov.  27,  William  Harris,  the 
negro,  who  was  in  dispute  with  Win- 
lock  at  the  time  of  the  shooting,  took 
the  stand  as  a  witness  in  the  case.

In  the  rest  of  his  testimony  he  repat- 
ed  the  statements  made  by  the  other 
witnesses  of  yesterday  in  regard  to  the 
story  of  the  hght  between  himself  and 
Winlock.  He  said  the  dispute  arose 
over  A.  game  of  cards. 

HID  SON  FROM'OFFICERS. 

Superior  Woman  Concealed  Her  Boy 
Under  the  Floor. 

With  the  help  of  his  mother,  Joseph 
Schultz,  an  escaped  prisoner  from  the 
state  reformatory  at  Green  Bay,  Wis., 
very  nearly  eluded  the  police  yester- 
day when  they  went  to  the  Schuk;2 
home  to  take  the  young  man  in  cus- 
tody for  the  Green  Bay  officials. 

Schultz,  who  is  claimed  to  have 
slipped  by  the  guai'd  Jan.  8  last,  came 
straight  heme,  arriving  in  Superior 
two  days  ago.  The  police  were  on 
the  lookout  for  him,  and  yesterday 
started  to  starch  the  house  at  1918 
Eighteenth  street.  Members  of  the 
family  denied  that  the  young  man 
v.anted  was  in  tlie  houfie  and  the  of- 
ficers had  practically  given  up  hope  of 
elfecting  a  capture  when,  by  chance, 
they  lifted  the  rug  in  one  of  the  bed- 
rooms. The  Uoor  showed  signs  of 
having  been  cut  with  a  saw  recently 
and  an  investigation  resulted  in  the 
finding  or  a  trap  door  leading  to  the 
basement.  One  of  the  ofliicers  ex- 
plored the  passage  and  found  Schultz 
crouching  in  a  remote  corner.  He 
surrendered  without  any  opposition 
and  was  taken  to  the  police  station  to 
await  the  coming  of  the  reformatory 
officers.  He  was  sent  up  for  eighteen 
months  on  a  plea  of  guilty  to  t^va 
charge  of  highway  robbery.  The  po- 
lice will  get  the  $25  reward  offered  for 
the  young  man's  recapture.

Mayor  Files  Veto. 

Mayor  Linlcy  has  filed  with  the  city 
clerk  his  veto  of  the  ordnance  creating 
the  position  of  weighmaster  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  police  department.

The 
arrest  will  be  made  to  make  a  test  case 
of  the  alleged  right  of  the  brewers  to 
sell  beer  on  Sunday.  One  of  the  em- 
ployes of  the  brewery  was  arrested  re- 
cently on  a  similar  charge  and  his  case 
is  pending  in  the  circuit  court. 

Chicken  Thief  Sentenced. 

Arthur  Burnette,  aged  28  years,  who 
pleaded  guilty  to  the  theft  of  half  a 
dozen  chickens  from  a  coop  in  the  rear 
of  1208  Third  street,  was  sentenced  by 
Judge  Smith  yesterday  afternoon  to  a 
term  of  one  year  in  the  state  reforma- 
tory.

St.  Louis  county  sctenis  to  be  on  the 
verge  of  one  of  the  greatest  road  build- 
ing movements  that  the  county  has  ever 
experienced    since    Its   organization. 

Not  only  has  the  county  board  by  a 
generous  levy  provided  a  large  amount  oi 
money  to  take  care  of  the  new  road  peti- 
tions and  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
roads  already  established,  but  the  state 
drainage  commission,  which  will,  this 
year  construct  forty  miles  of  ditches 
within  thp  county,  will  also  build  forty 
miles  of  good  roads  along  the  ditches, 
without  cost   to   taxpayers  In  general. 

The  county  board's  levy  fqr  roads  this 
year  was  $115,000  an  increase  of  nearly 
$20,000  over  the  levy  for  last  year.  It  is 
l>elievfd  that  with  this  amount  of  money 
tremendous  headway  will  be  made  dur- 
ing the  coming  summer  and  fall  In  the 
opening  up  of  new  highways  In  districts 
that  have  been  settllngg  up  with  the  past 
few  years,  and  a  great  deal  will  be  done 
in  the  way  of  improvement  of  some  of 
the   old   roads. 

The  state  will  .spend  In  the  neighbor- 
hood of  $50,000  on  the  three  ditches  to  be 
constructed  this  year,  this  amount  to 
also  cover  the  cost  of  the  road-making 
along  the  ditches.  The  drainage  comml.s- 
sion.  through  Its  engineer,  George  A. 
Ralph,  claims  that  the  forty  miles  of 
reads  to  be  thus  constructed  will  be, 
when  completed,  good  highways  suitable 
for  wagons,  automobiles  or  bicycles.  The 
material   for   the   roads    will   be   taken   by 


the  dredges  from  the  ^itoh  excavations. 
It  is  claimed  that  there  will  be  enougb 
material  taken  out  of  ifte  ditches  to  builA 
the  road  alx>ut  four  fe|fet. above  the  level 
of  the  surrounding  s^dnip  land.  The 
big  ditches  will  form  .splendid  drains  and 
it  Is  anticipated  that  the  road.s  along  the 
banks  will  become  siut^d  to  use  very 
quickly.  The  greatest  obstacle  that  has 
hitherto  been  encountered  In  the  county 
in  road  building  across  swamps  has  been 
to  get  adequate  drainage.  The  b!g 
ditches  are  intended  to  carry  off  th<' 
water  from  the  swamp  tracts  and  It  is 
anticipated  that  the  ground  will  dry  out 
rapidly. 

If  the  state  drainage  commission  can 
provide  forty  miles  of  road  through 
swamp  lands,  besides  the  ditches,  for  $50,- 
(.00  or  a  little  less,  it  is  believed,  that  the 
county,  with  its  large  road  fund,  will  do 
an  equally  large  amount  of  road  work 
this  year. 

Although  no  steps  have  yet'  been  taken 
toward  that  end.  It  Is  probable  that  the 
county  will  legalize .  the  roads  along  the 
ditches.  This  will  have  to  tie  done  to  pro- 
vide tor  the  maiutenaotce  of  the  roads 
after  they  are  constructed.
